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The absence of administrative necessity for Ibe informatioiij 
^lio want of the needful ofiicinl machmerj’ for collecting detail? and 
•'’ominling statistic?, and, at the same time, the excellence of IMaclean's 
Ci'uidc to Bombay were considered icnson? enough for excluding the 
Town and Island of Bombay from the Gazetteer series of District 
Statistical Accounts. 

Nearly tliiec years ago the Secretary of State expressed the wisli 
that a Statistical jiecount of the Town and Island of Bombay ?liouid 
be prepared. A scheme was diawn np^ and, in anticipation of .‘•anetion, 
a small' establishment wa? engaged, and the necessary preliminary 
examination of the Sccietariat Ilccords was begun. The preparation of 
any .“juitable account of the Town and Island of Bombay implies tlic 
engagement of a large and highly paid sjjeeial staff. Objections which 
could not be overcome were raised to the scale and the cost nl the 
proposed scheme. Tlie niidcrtalcing had to be abandoned. ^Meanwhile 
the small sbiff at work on the Sccictariat Becords had extracted and 
arranged a mass of mateiial? 

! The issue of these notes in printed form is due to the consulcratinn 
of the Government of Bombay, who were unwilling to sec wasted the 
work and jiay spent on this proliminaiy to any suitable official account 
of Bombay. These present matenals arc of necessity rough and 
disconnected. From the laigc number of missing important impeis 
they aio also fragmentary. Further to some extent they repeat pajicrs 
abcady published in Mr, FovreU’s'.carcfully chosen Selections. Still tlic 
minute and intelligent cnre. with which, a? fornicrly in prepaiing the 
Gazetteer Laud Administration Chapters, Mr. Knshiiarao Narsinh ha? 

’ cammed the Rccoids, has I bcliovc secured the merit of accuracy and 
c such complcteuess as the slate of the Sccictariat Records allow'?. 

Tlie Chapters on Trade, Capital, and Justice have been revised and 
prepaied for the press by Mr. A. M. -T.. Jackson; I. C. S., and on nil 
points connected w'iih Portuguese names and history ready help 
lias been received from Dr. Gerson Da Cunba.

AcQuisilion to Union of CompanieSi 1661-1708* 

Tite following papers giving details regardinjv the Marriage Treaty 
hetween King Ghailcs il. and the Infanta of Portugal concluded 
the r.3rd .Tune 1661 and tlic hindrances thrown in the way of the 
Pritish acquisition of the island of Bombay arc extracted from the 
Bombay Secretariat Records.^ The copies were obtained m Septem- 
ber 1791 by one Miquel de Lima e Souza of Bombay from folio 340 
of the hranu.scvipt Library of tlio Secretary of State at Goa." 

Treaty between the Most Serene and the Most Potent Kings 
Affonso VI. of Portiig.al and Oharle.s IT. of Great Britain^ 
of the most strict peace between one .and the other Icings and 
jirincipally of the marriage which shall Ito celebrated bctw'cen the 
hlost Serene King of Great Britain and the JFo&t Serene Princess 
Infanta of Portugal made and concluded by His Excellency the Most

16. The King of Great Britain further promises, with the consent 
and deliberation of his Council, that on the petition of the .said King 
of Portugal whenever and .so often as Portimal .shall bo invaded, 
he shall send thither ten good ships of war aiid n henever or .so often 
as it shall be infested with pirates, he shall then despatch throe or four. 
AIL these ships shall be suflicientl}’ manned and furnished with 
provisions for eight months to be computed from the time tho 3 ' shall 
.set sail from England and shall obey the eommands and directions 
of the King of Portugal , And if neccssaiy that they .should continue 
there longer than .six months, the King ot Portugal .shall .suppl}’’ them 
with the provisions for the time the 3 ' remain and for one month 
more on their departure for England Should the King of Portugal 
bo daugcrousl}- attacked and closol}' pro.S'.ed bj' bisencmio.s, all the 
King of Gicat Britain’s ships at that time in the Mediteiianean Seas 
oi- ill the Port of Tangier shall have orders in .such cases to repair 
to the assistance and defence of the King of Portugal, ami to act 
according to his instructions. And in con.sidcvation of the ahovo- 
mentioned grants and concessions on the part of the King of Poitu- 
gal, the King of Great Britain his hch.s and successors .shall at no 
time require an}’’ compensation tor such assistance. 

17. That besides the right of making people (or recruits) wliicli 
the King of Portugal has li}'^ the foimcr Treat}', the King of Gi-cat 
,}3ritain does by this present Treaty oblige and bind himself in case 
the Port of Lisbon or any other maritime place be bosiogod or shut 
by the Spaniards or by any other enemy, tofurnisli proper assistance 
both ill Ships and Troops according as the ciicumstancc of altairs 
and situation of the King of Portugal shall appear to lequirc. 

18. The Lord King of Great Britain, with the consent ’ aiut 
deliberation of his Council, engages and promises nc^'cr to enter into 
any Treaty with Spain which may in the least preclude him either 
directly or indirectly from sending full and sulRciont .succours to 
Portugal for its necessary defence and never to I’cstore Dunkirk and 
Jamaica to the King of i3p.T.in, nor ever to neglect employing aii}’ 
means that may he requisite for the safety of Portugal notwitli- 
staiiding ho should thereby he compelled to go to war with the King 
ot Spain. 

10. It is likewise further covenanted and agreed by the Kino- 
of Great Biitaiu that the said Princess of Portugal, in considci” 
atioii of the dowry given with her by the King of Portugal, .shall 
renounce all her rights of both her paternal and maternal inheritance 
and of all other things which may become due to her, such as lands 
touses and other things, moveables icwols and money, which 
by any right should belong to licr.

The King's fleet arm cd at Bombay on the 18th Septembei 1662 
and demanded the cession o£ the island and of its dependencies coii- 
foimably to -the Tieaty between the King and the Ciown oi Pui- 
tugal. The Poituguose Governor of Bombaj' evaded the cession oi 
the island And the Viceioy who had come out in the English fleet 
refused to inteiposo his authoiity till he should pioceed to Goa and 
leceive insti iictions from the Poitugucsc Viceioy oi the Indies It 
now appealed that the English Adiiuial had inteipieted the teiins 
of the ticaty to signify Bomba}’ and its dependencies oi the islands 
of Tliiina and Salsette, and that the Poitngucse Viceioy inter])ret- 
ed the Treaty to signify the cession of the island ol Bombay onlj , 
not the cession oi the dependencies situated between Bombay and 
Basscin, because that wrould lay open the pimcipal Pprtugue'^e sta- 
tion to the English at Bombay " TheEai 1 of M ai Iboi ougb demanded 
in the fiist instance the cession oi Bombay which was admitted to 
be within the teims of the ticaty This was objected toby the 
Poifcugiicse Governor, on the pictext that Su Ahiabam SInjmian, 
the Conimandei of the English tioops, bad not aiiived He thcie- 
fore refused to allow’ the tioops to be landed, though the Eail 
oi Mailhoiough pleaded the Icngui of the voyage, and the numbci of 
men -which were dailj’ dying fiom w’ant of ictieshinent ® On Ins 
aiiival a few' -n’ceks later (October 1662), Sii Abiaham iSlnpinnn 
pi od need his full poweis and demanded from Doiii Antonio de Mello 
c Castro that the cession should be made agi eeably to the treaty 
To this the Portuguese Viceioy objected alleging that the foim of 
the Lctteis or Patent of the King did not coincide -with the usages 
obseived in Poitngalin like cases He ofFcicd to ictam the island 
for the King of England till sufficient authoiity should be obtained 
from Lisbon andfioin England empow’ering him to make the cession. 
Under these cmbairassmeiits, the Eail of Mailboiough and Sii 
Abiaham Shipman applied to Sir Geoige Osinden to solicit pei- 
mitsion lor them to land the troops at Suiat But the Piesident 
represented that such an application would give offence to the Mogbal 
Governor, who, if it should be attempted, might probably sei^e the 
Company's inve'-tment and expel their sen ants from thatloit*

It appears that after Sir Abraham Sliipinan’.s dcritb at Aiijidiv 
ill September 166J., Mr. Humphrey Cooke pressed the Portuguese 
authorities to hasten the transfer ol Bombay. Dclay.s were caii.scd 
the Goa. Aiithori tics lefusing for a time to admit that Hiimphi ej' and 
Tnofio weie the .same name When this doubt had been removed, 
on the 2Ctb December IGd l, the Viceroy of Goa Antonio dc Mcllo o 
Castro drew up the following statement of the case :

(Jvciseii of the Goiieial Eslatcp, being of the Goa Council, knows 
it to bo so Upon this it was deteimmed to giie him tlie Piud

oil the oce.ision and Ins opunoii was t.ikeii by the ViCfioy of which i 
the ’aid Inoiie Cooke was awjuainted h.'rnio been told so at G«a 
J’uithci Governor Cooke prescntcil sevcial It'tb’is winch the said 
Viceioy had wiitten to him upon the subject, adilies>.iiig liim by 
liispiopci name 1 n of le Cooke, Govj.*inoi oi the island oi Bonibav 
and cil the warlike people oL Hrs Most heiene Majesty King ot 
Gieat Iliuain, stating that he liad oideis to put hnii 111 possession 
of the s,ri(l island and its poit and tli.it on that account he had coiiio 
fioni Goa accompanied by the fleet w'lnch the s.^nrl Viccioi’ sent 
as fai as the city of Ch.iul, the Captain Coinni.uid.uitof winch was

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may have come w’itli health is wliat I wish. A peisoii shall be 
appointed to-inoriow to go and deliver Bombay. It is also nccessaiy 
lo know by wliat vessels the people nvc going on account of Shivaji’s 
fleet, because if the English gentlonjon have no peace with him, steps 
must be taken to avoid ever}' datnafre or nsk as I w'lsh to see the 
Governor and all other sulijects of His Most Serene Majesty King 
of Great Biitain safe. — (Signed) Antonio do ]Mcllo e Castro.’ 

The second IcU^r dated Panjiin, 4th January 1065, luns : Having 
given the necessary orders to deliver Bombay to y’our Honour in 
the manner as the King mj^Mastei’s order is to do, the fleet sailed 
to convoy the Em ope ship Jo a La,titndc and will return to-day. 
Your Honour may take j'our depailurc whonc\ cr j'ou like, acijuaint- 
ing me whether you rccpiiie any thing else, as I am loady to do 
every thing convenient or necessary foi the service of the Kingoi 
Great Britain and for your own accommodation. You will always 
liiid me with good will. May God piescive you.— (^Signed) Antonio 
de Mello e Castro." 

The thud letter dated Paniiin, Sfh January 16()5, luiiS' All the 
despatches are read}' for your Hoiiom to depait and take possession 
of Bomhaj’', and the fleet will be paid to-moiiow, if it is not alieady 
paid. This, which wa.sthe only thing wanting to be done, could not 
be elfected on account of the death of Eiancisco de iMcllo e Castro, 
of which your Honour must have heard. Mr. Henrv^ Gaiy cairies 
the memorandum your Honour icqiuied of me bj’' which j'our 
Honour will observe little diHeience can aiise on the part of or 
with the ininistois that are going with jou because all the aiticle>> 
are coiifoimahlc to (ho treaty ol jicacc and agreement between 
thetwo Crow'iis. Should your Honour rcquiie anj* thing else of me, 
you will And me leady and ivith good ivill .May God picicrvo 
your Honour.

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Though the Portuguese authorities were at last forced to give up 
Bombay they were able to burden the transfer with a large number 
of conditions. These conditions were ; That the island of Bombaj'- 
shall be dcliveied to the English gcutlemcn with a declaration that 
whereas the other islands of the .jurisdiction of Bassemhave through 
“the Bay of the said island of Bombay, their commerce, trade and 
navigation with equal right, liberty and freedom, which the said 
Enghsh gentlemen shall never prevent or cause any impediment 
nor levy any tribute or gabella, neither on the exportation of salt 
or anj- other merchandize of those islands and cmintries, nor on any 
other articles which ma}'' he brought there from ahi oad. And it 
•ftUall he free for all vessels loaded or elnpt}' to navigate from the 
said islands and countries of the Poitnguesc or other Nations that 
might come to them and the .subjects of the King of Gicat Britain 
shall not oblige them to make their fii>t discharge oi pay anything 
in their Custom Hou'.e, nor by au}’ other me.nns whotsoever. Nor 
shall they for this pui-pose make use of any pietenco because it i.s 
thus declared from this time for ever, and they shall not only have 
good tre.-itment and free passages to onr connliies but to those of 
other paits as they have hitherto been in the habit of doing. 

That the poit of Bdndra in the island of SAlsette nor any other 
of the islands shall be impeded, and all vessels from that port or 
ports, and othor-s coming to them .shall he allowed to pass and re- 
pass very fianklj’, and the English gentlemen shall not allege that 
tliej’ pass under their guns because it is under this condition that 
the island is delivered to them and they cannot expect more than 
what is granted to them hy the Articles of Peace and the Mavriage 
Treaty. 

That they .shall not admit any deserter from our country, he it 
for whatever cause, nor shall they under anj* pretence ivlmtcvei' 
pretend to conceal or defend them, as this is the most effectual 
means of preserving pe.rce and friendship between both Crowns, 
and of avoiding scandalous practice and futui'c iiijui-ics and in 
case of any por.son going to them they are obliged’ to send and 
deliver him up to the Capitain, for the time being, of the city of 
Bassein.

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And the same shall be observed with respect to slaves whicli niay run 
away and likewise with regard to the artificers that may go from 
our ^countries to Bombay, such os carpenters, weavers, tuimeis, 
ioiners, caulkers, sawycis, drillers, smithy and any other. They 
shall be immediately delivered up. And it the Lnglish gentlemen 
should at any time require these artificers they shall ask them from 
the Captain of Basseinwho will send them for a limited time, they 
keepino- their families in our countries. And on their being .still 
wantcl even after the expiration of the limited time, they shall 
go and present themselves to the Gaptiiiu of Bassein for the time 
bein'*- to whom the English gentlemen shall ask forthem again and 
know thereby tliat neither the capitulations nor the good neigh- 
bouriugsliip, -which wo sliall also observe, is to be violated. 

‘Tli.T-t in c.nse anj' of the deserters should be -willing to change 
his rehgiow asvd pass to the confession, of tbe English gentlemen 
to prevent their being restored to us, the English gentlemen shall 
not consent thereto, and the same shall he observed on our part 
with rogaid to those tliat may desert to our countries. 

That although the manor right of the lad}', the pi'opiictrix of 
Bombay, is taken away from her estates if she lives in the island, 
they are not to be intermeddled with or taken away from her 
unless it be of her free will, she being a woman of quality, they 
me necessary for her niainten mce. But after death and her heirs 
succeed to those estates, the Engli.sh gentlemen may if they choose 
take them paying for the same, 'their just value, as is piovided 
in the c.ose of other propiiotois of estates. And should the English 
gentlemen now Avish to take her houses to build forts therewith 
they shall immediately pay her their just value. 

That every person possessing revenue at Bombay cither by 
patrimonial or Ciown lands, shall possess them with the same 
right and .shall not be depiivcd thereof except in cases which the 
Laws of Portugal diicct, and their sons and descendants shall 
succeed to tljem with the same right and clause abovcmcntionod, 
and those vrlio may sell the said patrimonial or Cro-wn estates 
shall transfer to the purchaser the .same right and perpetuity they 
liad, that the purchaser may enjoy the same and their successors in 
the like manner. 

That the Parish Priests and Monks or regular Clergy that reside 
in Bombay shall have all due respect pairl thorn as agreed upon, 
and the Churches shall not he taken tor any use whatever nor 
shall sermons ho preached in them, and tliose who may attempt it 
shall be punished in .such manner as to serve as an example. 

_ That the inhabitants of Bombay and the landholders of that 
island shall not be obliged to pay more than the foros they use to 
pay to His Majesty, this condition' being expressly mentioned in 
the capitulation.s. 

That there shall be a good understanding and reciprocaLfriend- 
ship between both parties, rendering one another every gdiid office 
like good friends as this was the end of the delivery of this and 
other places, and the intention of His Most Serene King of Great 
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Blitain, as appears by the treaty made and entered into hy and 
between both Ciowns Given at Punjim, the I'lth January 1005 — 
(Signed) Antonio clc Mello o Castio ^ 

On the acceptance o£ these Articles possession was immediately 
given and dulivei 3 ’ made of the island of Bombay and its 
poit, which coinpichends in its situation and tcriilorics the 
villages of Maagaon, Porel, and "Waih The said Governor 
Inofie or Humplire^' Ooolce .icceptcd and received it, saj'ing he did 
receive possession and deliveiy of tlie island of Bombay and its 
poit in the name of the Most Serene King of Gic.it Britain in the 
manlier and form contained in the instructions fioin the Viceroy 
Antonio DeMcIlo e Castro with all and eveiydcclaiution, clause, and 
condition of the said instructions, proniisinnr, in the name of the 
Most Serene King of Gieat Biitain, that there was not, or should 
not at any time come, any defect in pai t or in tull against this 
instrument. On the contrary that he should himself, his hciis 
and sncccssois, scrvfints, subjects and mimsteis comply uith the 
u hole of the articles and conditions agicerl upon ssithout the least 
doubt Saj'ing, nssuiing, and promising this should be so, be took 
himself jjoisonally the possession and delivery of the said poit and 
island of Bouibaj', walking theieupon taking in lus hands caith and 
stones, enteiing and walking upon its bastions, putting his hands 
to the walls thereof, and walking also on the said island taking 
into his hands the earth and stones theieof, and making all other 
like acts which in light were necessaij- without any impediment or

'flic jealousy of the Moglml Goioriiinent was heightened hy 
Ml Cooke iiiMliiig imthe lueidiauts to settle iit JJouihay uiidei the 
piotection of the English guiiisoii 'J’his inoasiui' com meed the 
Moglul (loveiiioi ol Suiat that the wliole scheme had for its objLct 
to temeue the PicsUlent and Conned to Bomhay WJiaUvci luini^ 
the English might assume, ho considered it impossible that t»' 
distinct hodii's could belong to the same nation, the ollicci s .siiiV 
.sen unts of tho Knignud ol a Company, of mci chants who liafi' 
hithcito piofcsccd tiado to be then only object, but who ivcrc 
now funnshing piovisions and aid to a gaiiison smIIi which they 
pictondcd to has e no common intci cst. 

Uiuloi tlic'ic oudiaiiassing conditions in January IGOG, the 
Ibosidciit and Council of Suint iccoinnicmled the Coui t ot DJicetors 
to solicit the King’s poi mission to build n Factory at Bomli.iy to 
•which goods might be brought fiom the Deccan oi Coiomandt.1 
Coast ns well as fioin the ilidabar Coast and finm Suint 
AVith a suitable f.ictoiy Bombay might become a depot foi the 
goods 1 nought fiom both sides ot Cape Comoiin, to bo ixsaly 
lor the ships on their niaival at Swally or at liomlmy At the sainu 
time the Couucil explained that this pinjcct ivouhl be impiacticublc 
unless piopci airnngemeiits wcic introduced into the govcinmcnt 
of the island, and poisons appointed duly qualified to adiniiiister 
its affaiis uuder fixed icgulations ’ 

Cooke’s conduct and settlement found even less favour in 
England than in Suiat. Late m 16G5, on leaining uudei what tciins 
Mr. Cooke had agiccd toicceive the island ot Bombay Irom the 
Viceroy of G-oa, the King of England resolved to disavow’*the conven- 
tion as contrary to the ticaby bctiveen tho Ciowns of Eiio-land 
and Portugal, to lecall Mr. Cooke and havi^liiin tiiedfoi mnlpiac- 
tiees,and to appoint Sir Geiva'iu Lucas to be Governor of Bomba-i’ 
giving at the same time assuinuces to the Company that their 
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factoiies anti trade would bo protected bj^ the llo 3 ’-nl forces Chapter I- 
occupj-ing Bombay .1 . History. 

In January 1(566 before leaving England to talte up his appoint- gtato of Bomhay, 
meut, Sir Gervase Lucas bad the whole of the documents trans- ICOG. ' 


initted h}'^ ]\Ir. Cooke laid before him. He represented to the King 
that the .Bombay foitification.s were ruinous and by no means 
.suited either for its defence or for the securitj' of the troops ; that 
stoies of every description would bo requii’ctl, the greater part of 
those sent with Sir Abraham Sliipman being useless or lo.st , and 
that in his opinion it would be necessary to cmbaik 400 men as a 
garrison, being the same number Sir Abiaham Shipman had under 
his command j that the paj’ and other ycarlj'chaigos of the garrison 
would amount to £7371 exclusive of arbificerts and contingencies. He 
submitted to His Majesty’ that eighteen months’ stores and provisions 
of every kind must be embarked and some addition made to the pay 
of the Governor, at tins time only £2 a day, an amount insuiricient 
to defray the expenses tliat must be incurred at so distant a 
station 2 His Majesty referred Sir Gervase Luca.s’ repoit to the 
Dube of Albeinaile (Gencial Monk), Lord Arlington, and Sir 
■William Co\ entry, Secretaries of State. They i-eported that from 
the uuceitaint}' whether the island of Bombay was in possession of 
His Majesty or not, it Would be improper to incur any great expense 
npqn it. They therefore recommended a leinforccmont of 60 men 
under a Lieutenant, who was to have Captain’s pay or eight shillings 
a day , together with a supply of clothes amraiinition and storc.s, and

To this we derauiied for the folloiung 
reasons ; Fust, bj' rea'^on of an eitoi in the calculation of Iho 
dollars, which he computes the Sevill at 215 the Mexico at 313 lupces 
per 100, when by the standard of thi^ place the Sevill js ^loub 
214 and the Mexico 311 . Secondly, our inability to procure .so many 
dollais in «-pecie, none being pcirnittcd to pass the mint without 
coinage into £he current money of the countiy rupees . Lastly, oui 
running the adventure of the money to Bombay, for which no 
have no order from the Company', and in case of raiscaiiiage 
the loss may fall upon oui own heads Wherefore, we made oui

less consideiablc To which we having now by this leltei of the 
24tli of the pa^it month leceh'ed his positive answer to fuinish him 
with the aforesaid sum upon our adventure u ithout f m thci dispute 
by’ changing the specie, or by' exchanges ns wc should best conti'nc, 
we conclude it lequisite to prevent misundci standings between u®, 
and sucli ill consequences as may from thence aiise of pirjudicc to 
the Company’s affairs, to ensure said money’ unto him on the Com- 
p.iny's account, and to piocura what exchanges we can to B.issciii nt 
the easiest loss, xvhich was the present import of this consultation ’ . 

Sir Gel vase Lucas died the Slst May 1<}67 and Captain Jlemy' 
Gaiy, succeeded as Goveinoi. About the close of tiie yeni ili. 
Gary’ transmitted with his Icttcis to the King and to the Secretary 
of State the following .statement of tlie revenues of the island, ns 
impiox'cd by Sir Gervosc Lucas and himself 
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To this account ol the revenue Mr. Gar}' suhjoinccl, in his letter 
to tlie King, the state of the treasury at the time and the measures 
he had taken hy laying in provisions and adding such men to the 
garrison as ho coulil draw together for its defence. The amount of 
treasure was 16,000 Xorapliins or £1384, and the numbers of the 
garrison were 285. These were composed principally of French 
Portuguese and Natives. Only 1J3 English otScers wore included.^ 

In their letter of 23rd April 1072 the Surat Council ask Bombay 
if there is any truth in the rumour that Shivilji is building a castle 
on Henry-Kenry. They say the Surat Governor makes this news 
a reason for not letting the President go, because he says the 
President will help ShivJiji. Lot us hear of this say the Council. 
'If Shivaji is building a fort on Henry-Kenry it is a much more serious 
matter for Bombay than for Surat.“ 

During Mr Gary^s Government the relations between Bombay and 
Surat were far from cordial. One of the chief points in dispute 
ivas the practice of the Surat Council granting passes to native ships. 
On the 5th' Sciiteinber 16G7 the Council recorded that the President 
(Mr. Oxinden) had made known to the Surat Council that Mr. Henry 
Gary, the Governor of Bombay, by his letter of the 4th of July, had 
directed Mr. Gerald Aungier to acquaint the President that he 
expected the President should forbear giving any more passes for the 
secure navigation of junks, hut should send all such persons as 
required passes to the said Governor to receive them from him. 
Tins command from one who had been many 3 'cars a servant to the 
Compan}' and knew full well the prejudice which would fall on the 
transaction of affairs in Surat should the Council bo deprived of 
the liberty to grant passes, would have seemed the more strange 
did they not know him to bo a person ill affected to the Company's 
interosk and an instigator of Sir Gervase Lucas to make the like 
demand hy a second hand. The Council held that to bo deprived 
of a practice dating from the first settloraont of the Company’s trade 
in Surat would be a gieat debasement to their lepute and credit. 
Without the power to grant passes, they continue, how can wo 
expect to keep these people in a good decorum. For this power has 
ever been an awe upon them engaging them to a civil appearance 
towards u.s, and has much conduced to the Company’s benefit in the 
recovering and getting in of debts, which otiierwise would have 
proved desperate. Should we now be deprived of this privilege, 
the loss of our reputations hero may cause this king to nip in tho 
bud those great immunities and privileges lately granted us so much 
to the Company’s benefit. 

These considerations, they add, bring us to this conclusion : 
That as the said Governor had laid his commands upon us by a 
second hand, namely Mr. Gerald Aungier, he should also receive

In tho following year (IGCS) the Governor of Bomh.ay again 
lecimiedlhc Ooiiual* to cease i«sumg passes The buiat Factoiy 
Hi ny contains the following eiitiy of a consult.ation liehl on tho 
Gist July The receipt of letters by tho sliip Ohniles, soiim directed 
to Sir Gcivaeo Lucas and otheis to lumself, has so elo'’atcd .'Ii Gaiy 
that he now says, .as llis Majesty’s interest is like to Like loot and 
lloiuish, lie cannut he delectivc in .a point so niucli tending 
to Ills ilaj'esty’.s honoui as not to have his nuthoiity acknowledged 
to reside at Bombay, which must no longer be disputed He 
therofoio liopes it will not bo ill resented th.at he (Mi Gaiy) 
ronewss llis dcuiaiids cuuceining tho passes, wdiidi, though it bag lam 
doimant awhile, is not deceased he doubts not but our seal to His 
Majesty’s gi.aiideur will inchiic us to ncnuicsco therein. Our 
passes wcie indeed .summoned by Inm tlie last ye.ar, wdien we let 
him know' (what befoic ho w'cll undcisLood) how jaejiulicial it 
would ho to tho Comp.my’s aflaiis licro. Yet wc would bo so 
obscrsaiib as not to coiitnidict His Majesty’s oidcrs, .and declared 
then to relinquish our right to issue posses if ho had His Majesty's 
Commission ior it. Until he h,id such Cummission w c enticatcd 
liirn to forhcai troubling us. But he, to show' lus ow'ii gi audciii 
mid to lessen our OBtcein w'lth these peoido, not only icuew.s lus 
demands of tho passes ftoni us, hut has wiitteii Ictteio in 
Pcrsi.sn to tho Governor, tho Shawb md.ir or llarho'u Mastoi , aiid.sH 
tlio owners of junks in Surat commanding tliom to fetch tlieii 
passes fiom him, m whom tho supicmc power resides; tlmt His v 
Majesty intended to make the poit ol Bomb.iy the most flomishing

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port in India, and that lie is setting out nn Armada to scour tho 
coasts from pirates. 'J'hcso Ijia letters have put the town in an uproar 
and iai:.c l such jealousies in the Iring s iniiiistcrs, tliat we have iiccn 
often scut for by the Governor and upbraided, that we who had 
loceived such signal favours and immunities tioiu the king, and 
enjoyed a peaceable and flourishing trade in this his port and other 
of ins dominions so many yeais, were now destroying this port to set 
np one of our own. Telling ns how ill the king would icscnt this 
business, ivondering very much that Mr Gary should .sot out aii 
Aiinada to scour their sea-', who never dc.sirod any such kindness 
flora him. Nor would tho Govciuor helieve, but JUr. Gary was 
rcuititcd and sot up for himself , and those his Armada were pirates 
intended to rob the junks of the king's port. The Picsideiit 
assured him Mr. Gaiy had no .such inteiition.s, nor could .sucli a 
thing be To this the Governor hastilj* retoited : What (.says he) 
cannot bo ? Did you ncTcr hear of a .son who put his fatiicr in 
piisoii? The Governor was very inquisitive after the situation of the 
i.sland , its bigness, what towns and houses, hoiv iiihal litcd. lie asked 
more especially after the fortification.s as he was tokl by tho man 
who brought the letters that they had built a castle. This we would 
not undcratand. but palliated tho business what might be. Ami 
after that the President had uvgeutly pressed bini to let the mer- 
chants fetch their passes from thence, tolling him tliat Mr Gary being 
the king’s minister, it would be lathcr safer for tlicmthan if they 
received th%in of us, he dismissed us for that lime, tolling us tho 
hubiness was of no small oonscrjuciice, and would highly incense 
the king And not being .satisfied with our evading his discouisc 
about their building fortifications, ho sent the patainar that 
brought his letters with his broker homo to our house to justify it. 


This past, the Governor .summons all the king’s officers and the 
merchants of the town to the king’s darbar, wlicic, when they 
Jiarl consulted about tho hubincs'., we were sent for again. The 
Governor then asking the President who j\lr. Gary ivas' I’hc 
President told him Jii. Gary ivas a person of honour and the 
lungs governor of the island. Then ho asked whether he were 
guoatev tlian we ? The President answered . Yea, a.s tho Governor 
Jninsolt and the king.s mmistcis ivcrc .superior to the merchants of 
the town, let some of lira merchants knowing l\lr. Gary ceased 
not to set Inin at naught ivith much earuostnes'?, dcclarino- they 
woiild receive none of Ins passes, although we often pre.ssed them 
to It as a tiling that might conduce more to their pcaccnhlo navirra.

wouhl make them give us passes here To conclude, the Govoi nor first 
on behalf of the king and poit.and the Shawhaiidar foi the meichants. 
gave us this positive ausuer: That as the}' had cvei icceived their 
passes from us in this port, so would they still demand them 
If we refused to give passes they would send their vessels to sea 
without them. And if in their navigating any junk or tlic least 
boat didieceive any disturbance fiom any of our nation, they bid 
us look to it, for the}' would have full satisfaction from us Then 
the king's intelligencer required our jiositivc answer that ho might 
write our resolutions up to the king But foicseoing the danger 
of the king’s displeasure, and the hazard of the Company's estate 
thereby, the President deshed the governor, the intelligencer, and the 
rest to suspend their resolution of advising the king of this business 
until he had w'rittcii to the Governor of Bombay and used his endeav- 
ours with him, declaring this w'as ncw'ly liappencd and without 
his knowledge. This being giantod we took our leave. Since then 
they have been enquiring very nariowly aftor the condition of the 
island, and tho king’s intclligeucer sent tho President w’ord that ho 
must advise the king of their fortifying, lest he suffer under the 
king’s displeasure as his predecessor had done for neglecting it. 

AlUhat we have here collected, makes itperspicuous that this king 
and his niimstcis have a jealous eye upon His Majesty’s island and 
poit of Bombay. Tho King wnll have far greater jealousy (we pray 
God it extend not to the loss of it, and our ti.adc in his dominions) 
when he shall come to read those immaturo unreasonable letters of 
Governor Gary’s sent to the king’'* ministers here, in a time when 
Bombay is not in a condition to bo defended against the aims of so 
poweiful a king bordeiing upon them, from whoso country they arc 
stored with all inamicr of provisions. Nor can we imagine wdiat 
futuio troubles this may bring upon us in our persons Wo mu.st 
ccrtamly expect great trouble in the Company's affairs. So that 
having fully debated this business, wc conclude to send Governor 
Gaiy a nai native of these proceedings tliat ho may 'cc into what a 
labyi mth of troubles he has involved us , endangering the Company's 
c^l.itc and privileges and (wc feai) Ilis Majesty's island; and to 
cnticat liim once moi o not to molest us and obstruct the course of our 
trade , but to defer his pretences to the passes to a more convenient 
oppoitunity, unless he ha\c His Maje‘>ty'.s positii c order to coinniaiid 
us to lay them dowm, to which wc sliafl most huinhl}’ submit, being 
ready to suffer all manner of waj’s rather than diflohoi' His Majasty. 
Desiring linn for our security to send us that clause wdiich warrants 
him to his demands, telling him that unless it be expressly 
commanded from tho Couit, wc cannot answer it, not having j'ct 
received .anything to warrant us to take oui orders from liim, but 
fioiii the Company grounded upon their Chai ter ^

Tlio President having received scvoinl letters 
from Governor" Garj", more particularly two of them of date the 
3rd and 11th Julj', concerning the Company^’s general affairs, 
he convened his Council and caused the said Icttcis to be 
read. The fiist, treated wholly about our sending down the 
first ship we shall despatch for England, to touch at the port of 
Domba 3 '', where he piomised she shall remain not longer than 
twelve hours, to receive those advices indispcnsabl}* necessary to be 
.sent His Majesty by the first convej'ancc, wherebj’^ we shall do such 
an eminent piece of service that all our former cannot parallel, and 
will make amends for that sudden and hasty departure of the Return 
from India without Sir Gcrvasc’s advices. These with many 
other rhetorical expressions accumulated and pressed home upon the 
President, we having well considered, we concluded the ship in her 
passage home shall wait upon him, if we have not positive orders 
from tho Companj' to the contrary or something more than wo can 
imagine at this distance intervene.^ 

Meanwhile during the latter part of 16C7 and the beginning 
of 1G88, on the one hand the friction and rivahy between 
Bombay and Surat, on the other the cost and trouble of 
managing Bombay had lesultcd in tho ofter of the Company to 
take over Bombay and in the decision of the King to approve 
the transfer. At a General Consultation held at Surat on the 
3rd of September 1668, whereat were present the Right Worshipful 
Sir George Oxinden, Knight, President, Mr. John Goodicr, 
Mr. Gerald Anngicr, Captain Henry Toung, Mr, Streinsham 
Master, and Mr. Mathew Gray, Secretary, the following note was 
recorded : 

Tho shij) Constantinople Morohanb by God’s Messing arriving 
two daj's since at the Bar of Swally, the Commander Captain 
Ward and' Captain Henry Young came up in their boat tho last 
evening, presenting the President with tho Honournhlo Company’s 
advices. Among the advices were His Majesty’s Royal Charter under 
the broad seal of England for the taking possession of the island of 
Bombay with all and singular the appuitcuanccs and revenues there- 
unto appertaining, Jlis Majesty liaving been graciously pleased 
freely to bestow it on the Honourable East India Company, our 
Masters, who by an instrument under their common seal have 
deputed their Pi Gbident and Council, and some other persons therein 
nominated, or any two or more of them, to receive and possess 
the said island for their use. Forasmuch as of tho several 
persons nominated, no more were at picsent in Surat than those 
convened at this Council, and seeing tlic matter to he urgent tho 
President propounded the choice of some persons out of this Coun- 
cil that should immediately prepare tlicmselves for this urgent 
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afTciii , he (loclaierl hoiv necessary it w.is, anti ivith what wilhno- 
iiess he nonlfl go liimself m per'-on. But the Conipanj'M etfaiis 
MCic so piL‘"5ing, laige athices iiom the Conip.mj’ aiirl many 
things to speak to and a ship spceihly to be laden loi Engl.inrl, 
that it was not pos'iljle foi him to leave Sin at lie tliciefoie iiro- 
poundeil Mi John Gooiliei, next in Coiiiini^sion ami qiialitv, and 
hy Ins intimacy with the Deputy Goi'Ciin'r Gaiy, and the lulhicnce 
he hath upon the afFtctions ot the other officeiSj gained in a ^islt.^- 
tion of that i':laiidj weio veiy nincli to conduce to Ihc-ii peaceable 
siurendei and our quiet posscs^jion of the place ill Goocliei 
icadilj' accepted the pioposal, dcclaiing his uilhngncss to sene 
the Compaii}* upon all occasions. As neither JIi Aungicr, hy 
leasun of Ins cinjiloyinent m the vaichon«es, many of nhich being 
full of goods lioused by him to hi* laden on the hist ship, and by 
the absence of Mi. Goodiei leccning into hn chaige the account'!, 
1101 Mr Giay who n as required for despatch ol atlMCcs to the 
Company could be spaiod. Captain Young and Mr Sticinsham 
Mastei, being all that icmauied of the peisons nominated ni Com-' 
mission were joined with Jh Goodiei . ilr I'lio Cotes having 
accepted the Company’o sciMce and being ivcll acquainted iMth all 
the officcis and soldicis upon the island, and with the customs of 
the people and piiMlegc*; of the place, was added to the ulhoi thice, 
all tom to make a Council, Mr Goodier lo lesidc chiol, and con- 
vene the iC'jt upon all occasions that shall leqniie consultation 

It was I'uither dcteimincd, for inoic expedition in Iho unloading 
of the ship, that .she might be prepaicd to leceivc on boaid thcafoie- 
paid deputed poisons and voyage Miththem to Bond lay, that the 
Constantinople !Mciclmnt should icinoi'e fiom her anchoring at the 
rivci s mouth and pioceed into Sivally Hole to unload ^ 

Foui days latci (7th September 166t<) tlio Surat Council hold 
their first coasuUation on the impiovoment of llicir Mastcis’ new 
pos'-ossion of Boiiibaj’ and lecoided the following note 

It being the Honourable Conipnnj's dcsiio inn clause of tlicir 
letter of the 27ih Maich last (IboS) noiv lecciveJ (1st Septenibcr 
1068) ly the Constantinople Mei chant, that we contiivc the best way 
foi the making Bombay a poit foi the cxpoitalion and importation 
of goods and peisoii'! to and horn rei sia, Mokha, and otbci jiaits . And 
foi the effecting of this that wc oinjdoy at piesLiittlic Ghesnul pink 
and get some otliei vessel to be tbeiethatmoielnnts may be cncoui- 
aged to come thitber, and imtliei tbative ad\ iso them v.liat ‘•hipping 
will be fitting for the eucoui aging this affair, a^d they will scml 
them us.

The ('oiiiinissionerfi) readied Doinbaj* on the evening of the 21st 
September IGdfi, and Uis Ma)est 3 ’.s Waiiant was at once delivcied 
to Captain Gai\v. A day was .spent in preparation for the cereinoii}’’, 
and on Wednesday the 2. lid the Ooinmissioncrs landed and were 
received by the Governor with inilitaiy honouis. The island was 
then taken possession ot in the name of the llonouiablc Company 
'and the nccc.ssny tiansfors eflectcd.

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there in the head of them all he made a shoit speech, much in 
the honoui and praise of the Hoiiouiable Conipnnj’ and caused His 
SCajestj’fa pi ivy Seal to he publicly icad At •winch for the genc- 
lality the officers and soldieis ivcie well pleased that ILs’ Majesty 
had difcposod tlie island to the Honouiahle Company to whom they 
owned ohediciice After this we caused the Company’s Coinmi's- 
sion (inpiuchment) to the President and Council, together with j-our 
Commission to us to he also icad publicly When the leading was 
over they niaiched back to their arms, and took them up for the 
llonouiable Company when John Goodier made a short .speech to 
encourage and confiim them in their ohcdiciice by absunng 'Cveiy 
man his foimei quality and pay, Captain Gaiy excepted-^ At 
present Captain Gaiy is very busily cmplnj-cd in making up seveial 
accounts, which being effected he intends to deliver the balance in 
unto us, and piomi'-es his utmost endeavour and assistance in the 
Company’s seivice Tliis we have reason to believe, because that 
hitheito* he hath met all our desires with a read}' compliance, 
indeed it is beyond what we could expect, and therefore w’c huinbly 
icquest he may he looked upon nccoidinglj'. 

Tlio several Officcis as Captain Toldciy, Lieut. Burgess, Lieut. * 
Iloughton, Ensign Gollopher, and Ensign Langford wereverj’ inshu- 
mental in theii sevoial dcgices and stations to piomote our desiios, 
and iuithev the Company s inteiests. svlien divers soldiers deseited 
their SOI vice, and •with their mutinous example liad like to have 
infected many moic, w’ho laid down their arms, denying any future 
service- Wlicicfoie we wore cntorccd to confine them in a room, in 
01 del to sending them on board Winch ivlion they saw, they used the 
mediations of Captain Toldeiy that they might ho admitted to then 
arms again, pi oiiiising much obedience for the future. They 'v\’cre 
leceived aecoidingly, only lost this by their icfractoriness that the 
civilitj- and kindness we intended to show (hem, wo arc now 
ciifoiccd to exchange for a moio icseivcd demeanour. 

By the vacancy of Mr. Piicc, w’ho was Lieut, to the late Governor, 
Lieut Buigcss at present Lieut to C.sptnin Toldeiy, claims his place, 
by militaiy light of successidn , also Lieut Houghton, "who is provi- 
sional Lieutenant with but Ensign’s pay, claims bis right to be leal 
Lieutenant Ensign Langford is also but provisional Eii'sign with 
Serjeant’s pay, but lie pretends to be leal Ensign as is his due So 
that fni the pi eventing all iliscontcnts and further obliging them, 
wo could wish 3'our Honour’s pcisou.al appeaiancc hcie, or that you 
■woulil please to give oi’dei tor Commissions 'to be given them 
accoiduig to their desucs exhibited to ns icspectively.' .Samuel 
Euigess made Ins humble request to iis that accoiiling to that 
gcneial pioimse of continuing cvoiy one in their places, he also 
might be continued in lus, whose reasonable desue we kmdij' 
iccommeiul to your Honoui 's favoiuable confirmation, as abo his 
wages according as you in your ivisdom shall think him deceiving 

As foi giving the Enghsluneii encouragement to cai n a penj* by 
setting and planting and hi ceding of hogs and ducks, it is a 
sYoik of time, and icquiics rather our observation and study than 
iiirthor reply. As for hogs and ducks they have been looked upon 
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as the annoyance of this island in the time of corn, being 'wout to Chapter I. 

break down and through the best fences that the husbandry of this History- 

island affords, so that (as we are informed) proclamations have been 

issued out for their destroying as often as they are found upon the Company, 

corn. According to your orders we shall defer setting of land to 1C68. 

tliat purpose till your Honour’s coming, .which for many weighty 

reasons we desire may be with all convenient speed. 

The Portuguese Gentus and other inhabitants have made their 
congratulatory addresses, the former petitioning us for mercy and 
redress (being much oppressed, especially in the behalf of orphans 
and widows whom they pretend to be deprived of their lands), 
to which we gave them a civil answer, encouraging them accord- 
ing to order that they shall have all fair redress at the President s 
arrival, which we hope to be sudden. So they returned to their 
habitations well satisfied. 

As for the settling of the Customs, we shall punctually observe 
your orders by giving all encouragement to merchants. To that ' 
purpose have settled Mr. Cotes at Mahira and for the present are 
necessitated to appoint Mr. Francis in Bombay, wdio hath orders to 
comply with the merchants according to your directions to us. 

As for the business of Cullian-Biwnde we have not had time or 
opportunity to enquire concerning it, having been so busily employ- 
ed in several various affairs, ahd talking so much as some of us 
have lost our voices ; therefore desire youi* patience till the return of 
the Bantam, when we hope to give satisfaction. 

Concerning Thdna and Bdndra we shall enquire, and after in- 
formation given to us we shall communicate it to you according to 
order. 

For encouragement fio merchants we shall observe your directions 
.set down to us, and hope ere long to reap the fruits of our labours 
which yet requires some time. Captain Gary makes no dispute of 
money or anj'thing else, but promises mth all expedition to surren- 
der up to us Avhatevcr is here, or in Surat or Persia, so that his 
readiness shows his sincerity for the Company’s service, which lie 
hopes 3'ou will in convenient time.consider. 

As for the licenses of tobacco and rents of cocoanuts, we shall at 
more leisure inform ourselves and send you an account thereof. 

As to the soldiers that are marinera, we find none desirous to 
leave the Companj-’s service but two seamen who are debauched 
and ill-governed men, therefore are sent on board Capt. Ward with 
the character befitting their deportment. 

As for the Chesnut pink much charge has been laid out upon 
her, being in a great part repaired, yet will require some time ere 
she is fitted, which we will hasten what possiblj'^ we can. For her 
quicker despatch we have this day made Henry White Commander 
according to your orders and have also made Fianeis Morewood 
Boatsiyain, and the icst of the officers and seamen we shall place 
accoiding as we see occasion and desert. 

0 have acquainted Captain Garj’ that the acknowledgment for

up again till (by whatever persuasions) the next daj’, excusing then 
his foimer erior by pietenceof being in drink, j-et the verjr same 
night was diowned in a well and so attained not to the honoui he 
was unworthy of, dj'ing thus suddcnlj’ as a teinble example 

Mudan desiiesto take his pa'^sage on the ship which we gi anted 
him in respect of his nigent and* earnest occasions at Surat, who‘>e 
experience here hath made him very able to do ussoivico .tbeiefore 
if 3 'ou think fitting, jmur licensing his ictnin to u*’ again ma 3 ' be 
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useful to us iu our future pioccedings; he will infonn you what 
cloth and other commodities will veiid. here, to whom please to be 
referred. 


Our occasions in regard of adding some necessary building to the 
house, will require two carpenters and two briclda}'cr3. Those which 
were lately sent for hence arc reputed very honest men, which if' 
procurable will be very useful to us. 

One Mr. Tlios. DuPlcssis, a French gentleman of quality that 
came over with Sir Abraham Shipman, with whose death he lost his 
hopes of pre'ferment, having served several years in His Majesty’s 
service and liaving resolved before this alteration to go home b}' the 
first, haling to that end obtained Captain Gary’s leave and passpoit 
recommendatory, upon his desire to us expressed wc have given 
him leave to'tiilic his passage on the ship. 

Wo have taken out of the Constantinople Merchant 251 plates of 
copper and 2 lihds. of alum, which wc hope shortly to dispose of to- 
advantage. 

Eamsimar (E amcliandra Slienvi) the Portugal scrivan (clerk) is so 
necessary for his knou ledge of all the affairs of the island b}' his so 
long residence hero, that we are forced lo make use of him, desiring 
your approbation. 

Now we are near the conclusion. We find we want the Com- 
pany's Seal, whoreforo please at your convenient time to afford us 
one, which is all ivc have time for at piescnt to trouble you with. 
We shall conclude with our hearty prayers that God would give a 
hlessing to all our labours and that his goodness may successfully 
crown all our endcavouis, which we shall never he wanting in to 
appiove ourselves.

Bruce 
notices this as the first example of a regular constitution with

the defence of the island, they appointed Mr. Wainjek Putt to 
pioccecl to Bombay and to con^liuct two vc^'sels, foi -which equip- 
ments and stores -would he .sent on the ships of the ooasoiij evplain- 
ing that then reason for appointing Jlr. Pett was his piactical 
knoivledge of ship building, in -which he could instiuct the settleis 
to the adiantngc of the island. Tlicy iie\t appointed Captain 
Smith and Captain Toldeiy, two of the olliccrs commanding the 
mihtaii’ at Bomha 3 ’, to act ns engineers wlio were to employ under 
them such persons m the gaiiison as might be qiinlitied to n'-sist 
in constincting and repaiiing the fortifications, being of opinion 
that piofcesional men could not be obtained in England without 
large salnncs and that the}' pi ohablj’ might expose the Company 
to lioa\ 3 ' clmtgcs from the speculations into which men of this 
description iisualh' lend then cmploj'uis The Court nKo ininuntcd 
to the Presideiic}' of Suiat Hint nil}' application to the Ciown of 
Poitugal ior redress would be bopeless, and tbcielorc that the 
Deputy Go\ Cl nor and his Council must endeavour to strengthen 
the island so ns to picvent*obstnictions fiom Tliiina and Karaiija, 
and to ictaliiilc by exacting customs fioin the Poituguese till they 
could biing them to a reasonable accommodation of tiade. 

On the subject of the claims of the Poi tugiiosc to lands on the 
island, the Com t oidcicd that it should be ascot tnined whether 
the lands belonged to the Crown of Poitug.nl oi to individuals in 
1G61, the date of the cession, and that all acquisitions postcrioi to 
that date must he held to haic piocccdcd fjom an impel feet light. 
Still, ns it would be iiiipiudeiit to delay st lengthening the foil or 
building the town, the jiicsidcncj' were authorized to purchase the 
lands in the immediate vicinity of the loit. pioiided the expense 
did not exceed 1,1500. The Deputy Goveinoi was also instiucted 
foi the iinpiovcinent of the island, to encourage plant itions oh 
pepper, and inaniifactuics of the cloths which had fnrnicily been 
bioughtfiom the neighhouring continent, and, if possible, to lender 
such cloths a fabiic of the island The inhabitants -were to be 
allowed a moderate tolcintion, but tbe claims of the Jesuits, though 
admissible bj’ tbe Poitugueso usages, woie not to be held valid in 
an English settlement.* 

In 1609, IMi Young, the Deputy Govcinoi of Bombai*, leiiorted 
to the Couit that the JtortificatioDS wcieinipioved , that the garrison 
icquiicd a supply of iccruits and accommodation for the soldiers 
and tho families of settlers -W'ho had ai rived in the ships from 
Europe, and that application had been made by the Sidi ot llujApur 
(Rajpuri) for an asj'lura at Bombay in case be should be obliged to 
abandon Enjpmi to Shivdji. The Deputy Governor submitted thotas 
-RAjpuii bad foimcrly been deemed an object of importance to the 
Coinpanj', because, with a small Euiopean garrison, it could hold

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out against any attack eitJier of Shivaji or tlie Moghal, it might 
he prudent, under the present circumstances, to get possession of it, 
as it would place the Company’s trade and shipping in a better 
situation than they were at Bomhaj' or even at Surat.^ 

Before the close of 16G9 Mr. Aungier who had become doubtful 
of the prudence of Mr. Young’s administration of Borabaj', recalled 
him to Surat. Mr. Aungier instructed the other Commissioners to take 
charge of the island till he should himself ariivc and promulgate the 
civil and military regulations sent by the Court. He ivns of opinion 
that -it would be dangerous to entertain the proposal of the Sidi of 
Biijpuri to protect him at Bombay, as this might offend the ^loghal 
and be followed ivith disastrous effects to Surat; he thcicfoie 
recommended the Council at Bombaj' to give evasive answers to the 
Sidi's applic.\tions and to lay aside the project of obtaining posses- 
sion of Danda Edjpuri, though it might afterwards become a 
subject of consideration. The Deputy Governor Mr. Young resign- 
ed iiis office on the 13th November 1669 to Mr. James Arldams 
and five Commissioners, and embarked ivith his familj'^ for Surat.® 

A dispute between the Dutch and the Portuguese attracted the 
notice of the Governor of Surat who .suspected that the English 
had been parties to the dispute and that the scheme of the Europeans 
was to luin the trade of Surat by seizing on their junks and 
withdrawing to Bombay. This suspicion obliged Mr. Aungier to 
remain at Surat till he could despatch the ships for Europe 
He directed one of them to toueli at Bombay and receive from the 
Commissioners a full report lor the Court on the state of the forti- 
fications and docks, and on the reinforcements required for the 
garrison., Thisiepoit stated that the stock had been employed in 
providing investments, but that the expenses incurred for building 
the fort at Bombay to render it inaccessible tO a European enemy, 
ivould require a separate fund from that intended for the provision 
of the inveslinent The supply of special funds could alone 
render the island a secure residence for native traders and manu- 
factuicrs.® 

In 1669 Captain Henry Young wdio had been Deputy Governor 
of Bombay wras accused of many irregularities. At a consultation 
on the 27th November 1669 the Surat Council decided that Bombay 
was the most convenient place for the investigation.^ In January 
1670 it was concluded that Mr Charles James and Mr Alexander 
Grigby should accompany the President to Bombay to assist him 
in Council.®

On hiR return to Sural on tho ilth M.ucli 1G70, Mr. Aiiufjicr found thetoun ui n 
great alaini from a threatened luv.ision hy Sliiv.iju liiiicc, II. 272 
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Before leaving Bombay (February 1670) the Governor decided 
to maho use of a resident on the island a Portuguese by name 
Simao Serrao, a man well read in the civil and imperial laws and 
one who by bis experience and practice in the laws and customs 
of the Portuguese "was ably qualified to do the Coiniiany effectual 
and good service in discovering their just right and piivilege. The 
Deputy Governor was to niake use of Simao as occasion presented 
for the common benefit, rewarding him as lie shall merit and tho 
Council deem convenient.^ 


He also decided that the Company’s proposals concerning the 
building of wharfs docks and cranes being a work of time should 
he icserved to future consideration. As to the suggestion that the 
Company should make Bombay a free port for live yeaia he desired 
the Council seriously to consider wdiethcr this grant would answer 
the end the Company aimed at and bring trade to tho port, and 
if so whether considering the smallness of the Company^’s quick 
stock in India and the great charge they V'ci'c at in raising the 
fortifications they could afibrd to make the experiment" 

At Surat tlie affairs of Bombay continued to engage President 
Auiigiei’s atl.cnlion. The Surat Diary for 28Ui October 1070 
details a consultation on letters received from Bomba}'^. Aftev 
.serious ^ debate it was resolved that the Deputy Govonioi and 
Council’s proceedings touching the altering the price of lice, raising

That encouragement be given for aitifieer^ and bandici aftsinen 
of all sorts to come out and live on the island with tlicir families, 
who must l>e bound to settle on the island, or at least to continue 
.so many yeais theie. To whom for the fiist year or two the 
Companj' may allow whole pay for their prc.scnt rnaiiitcnlinco till 
they aie settled in theii way of trade, and that afteiwaids tlic 
Compan}' may allow them but half or quarter pay, they having 
means to live and maintain their families hy thcii hades .And in 
case Englishmen aicnot to be persuaded thcie, that the Company 
would plea‘?e to invite and encouiage artificers and liaiidiciaftsineii 
of all other nations to settle there with their families, provided 
they he of the lefoiined religion The handiciaftsmen n Inch are 
chiotly \i anting arc husbandmen and gaideticrs who nndei^>tand 
planting and impionng of grounds, tlie giound of Bombay being 
apt to receive and biing* foith any seed, or plant wbatsoevov 
when the times and seasons of planting are sufficient!}’’ undei stood; 
weaveis both of silk and cotton, who in a shoit time may 
piocuie to themselves a vct}' comfoi table livelihood : carpenters for 
building of houses as well as ships who are much wanted and much 
e.stecmed, smiths who also are much wanted , guiisiuiihs and lock- 
smiths, aiinouieis.bakeis, cooks, shoemakers, tailors, dyeis, baibcis, 
button-makers, iibbon-weavers, biitclicis, habeidaslinrs of small 
waie, and otbois. 

That tlieic be cncouiageraent for the building of ships and 
vessels, that is, a particular privilege in the customs or otherwise 
foi so many years, piovidcd that aftei lieing built they be not 
.snfluied to bo sold to other place, but to be employed in voyages 
for ten years or moie, and that when any >nicb vessels are sold to 
otliei parts double custom be paid for them according to the value 
of the ship. 

That 110 English freemen he suffered to leave the island hut 
with the license and consent of the Govenior and Council, and that 
if ho design to make voyages abioad, he give iii security to letinn 
at such a time to the island after expiration of the voyages, othei- 
■niso a fine to be forfeited to the Oomimny. 

That for the encouraging good huabandiy, by preventing the 
vain and iinniodcrato excess 'of appaicl, as also for the greater 
consumption of our own native manufactuies, a standing law he 
established hy the Honouiahle Company that no appaiel or out- 
ward, gaiments, to ’Wit tunics, vest, doublet, breeches, bo used oi 
■worn by any Christian inhabitants on the said island, those of the 
Eastern Chuich excepted, of what quality, nation, and condition 
.soever, but such as aie made of English manufactuies oi bi’ought 
out of England in our own shipping whether of silk wool or cotton. 
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The grouiKU nnd reasons for establishing this so necossaiy an Chapter I- 
Older, and the good consequences and advanlagas which will acriio History, 
therefrom, arc so obvious as Well to the Company as to the inhabit- . „ i 

ants, that they need not he enlarged on. And for the hotter Pmi.osal., 

•supply of the island v'ith English ma,nufactuics that the Honour- 
able Coinpauj' would please to send out j'cnriy such quantities 
of sergV’'!, perpetuanoeSj shaloons, and othe'r light and cheap stuffs 
•such as are usually worn in England in the ginninei’ times, as also 
all sorts of fasliionahle silks according to the mode of England, 
which may he sold at reasonable prices for the greater encoiii age- 
inent of tlie inhabitants to wear them; and for the hotter con- 
firmation and eontmnance of this law that certain fines and ])cnalties 
be inflicted on any wlioinsocvcr, whether English or other, that 
shall attempt to make bieach thereof. 

■ That Cor the greater decency of the militni-y order all the 
soldiers, as well ofiicci s as others, be iccpured to went red serges or 
perpetuanoes onl}' in the summer time, or led cloth in the winter, 
which shall be afforded them at reasonable .and cheap rates from the 
Compan3’’s warehouse, to which end the Governor, Doiiuty 
Governor, and the lest of tlie Council bo advised to give the soldieiy 
enconiagement by their own example. 

That in regaid the seas adjacent and belonging to the island 
do afford groat quantities of fish, not only for the supplj^ of 
the island hut for trade into the neighbouring poits, whereof 
neither the Government nor the inhabitants in general receive little 
01 an3’ benefit Iiy reason of the evil management theicof, at present 
being committed ivhollj’^ to the KoHs, that the Honourable Companj'- 
would please to order some ordinance to be established for the 
encourngomoiit of .shipping, either by free customs foi a certain 
tune or some other pnvileges, and also would please to send out 
some fishmongers with their families with rules for erecting a 
companj’ of fishmongcis that better order mny be observed tberoin 

III Older to preserve the Government in a constant regular 
method flee from that confusion which a bodj’ composed of so inanj' 
nations will be subject to, it were loquisite that the several nations 
at present inhabiting or hereafter to inhabit on the island of 
Boinbaj’ bo lednccd or modelled into so many orders or tribes, and 
that each nation maj' liavc a Chief or Consul of tlie same nation 
appointed over them by the Governor .md Council whoso duly and 
olficc must bo to represent the grievances which merabsis of any 
of the said nation shall receive from the Christians or any other, as 
also to answer for what faults any of the said nation shall commit, 
tlial the of.eiidurs be brought to punishment and that wJiat duties 
or lines are duo to the Ooinpanj’^ may be timely saiisficd. His office

Kow as to the choice of these Consuls, it seems iiccLssnry that they 
bo chosen ycerly oi at ino->t every third year, that at tln-ir cicc’ion 
they take nu oath of lidehty, in such tcinis as the Iloiunnable 
Company shall please to impose on them , and that such v.ho merit 
ivclJ from tlic llonouiablc Company by good scivice. advancing of 
trade inhabitants or hhijijung, oi bring any con'-idcinble profit 
and cmoliiiiicnts to the island, be icu aided by some particular 
lionoiira and specimens of the Honourable Company's iavour

Whereas liithcrto for want of sufficient number of able Englisb-

offices, especially in the Lower Courts of •ludicatuie, who not 
' understanding the English language, the proceedings of the said 

I _ Courts, as also of the Upper Couits, have been Inthcito of necessity 

' done m the Poiluguesc language, which is not only dishonoui able 

in itself but also exposes the goveinincnt aud piocccdiugs of said 
Courts to many inconveniences ; W^herefore for the preventing 
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tliereof it is indispeus'ilily necessary that all proceedings in said 
Courts of Judicature he done altogether in the English language. 
Eor the better iiianagenicnt wheicof that the Company ^YOuld 
please to send out yearly a convenient number of persons well 
qualified for said oflices whose charges and salaries must be paid out 
of the fees fines and amerciaments (pardons) which shall arise fiom 
the said Couits, which will be n good Inelihood for them, so that 
they be not any charge to the Coinpuiiy, having fieedom to trade to 
impiove their stocks to the most advantage.

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Whereas, for want of English women, many of the English and 
other Protestant soldiers sent out, do many with Portuguese nicstios 
(half-caste women), natives of the island, who are Homan Catholics, 
by which means tlic childien of the said Protestants are through 
their father’s neglect brought lip iu the Roman Catholic principles 
to the gieat dishonour and weakening the Protestant leligion and 
interest : Wlieiefoio for the preventing the evil conscqii cnees which 
may in time accrue therefrom, that the Compnny would please not 
only to encourage the sending out of liJiiglish women, but also to 
establish a standing order that the childien of all Protestant fathois 
be biouglit 'up cai'ofullj’ in the Protestant religion, though the 
mothei.s thereof be Roman Catholics, and that severe penalties be 
inflicted on idl offenders, especially on the Padi cs who shall endeav- 
our to baptise the said children or any way attempt to inveigle 
or entice them away fiom the Protestant faith 

That the Company would send out some men who understand 
the making of icdlead, which being of great e.vponse in these 
parts ivoiild turn well to account, uol only in con.^umption of great 
quantities of lead, but confining the manufacture thereof solely to 
the i.slaiid of Bombay, where it might be sold much cheaper and 
employ Englishmen thereon. The Moglial government of Euiat i.s 
so jealous hereof that, notwithstaiiclmg all our endeavouis for these 
three 5'ears, wo cannot procure any person that iindoi stands the 
making I'cdlead to go to Bomb.ay, nor can wc get any from other 
places, and therefore it were neeessaiy they were sent Iroin England. 


That for the greater encouragement of manufactures either 
of bilk or cotton on the island, public liberty be granted to all 
persons to bring in cotton weaveis and silk ■wV'avers on their ac- 
counts, for the employing tlieir own private stocks And that what 
goods they shall make piopcr for Eumpe markets, the Company 
may buy them at certain reasonable latesto be agreed on wlieicby 
they may have a competent livelihood, and th.it m case tho pro- 
viders of said goods shall desire rather to dispose of said goods 
abropcl, and can have a better price from /others than from the 
Company, that they be left’at liberty to dispose of them to their 
most advantage. 

That all Englishmen whatsoever, whether in the Company’s 
service or fieemeu, as also all others oHhe reformed religion, marry- 
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ing on the island of Boinlioy, do hind themselves on theii inariMgc 
to live on Boinhay ten or seven yetiia ufc least, dining whieh tiino 
th( 3' must not he sufleied to tiansport themselves for Ungland nn 
au3’ pretence wh£it«oe\er, unless immediate oidcis plifill come finni 
the Hoiioiuablc Companj* in England to llcen^c thcii dcinutun', 
and tins on the foit’cituio of a consideiahle penalt}' on all uho 
shall oflend heicin.

A despatch from the Surat Council dated 3rd February 1071 
informs the Company that their island Bombaj-, and their lactones 
of Kaiwar, Billiapatam, and Calicut, arc in a happy and orderly 
posture." 

About the same time suspicions aroused at Agra in coiiscrpioncc 
of the reported despatch ot a French fleet clouded the prospects 
of atij' rapid development of Bombay. On the 10th January 
1671 the President and Council at Surat addressed the Couit 
on the necessity for caution and foibcavaiice. 'Hicy wrote . '^Phe 
noise® which the Fiench fleet made in the Court at Agra has 
caused the Moghal to send down anothei* governor with 2000 
horse, being the same that was governor five j’cars since bj* name 
Shaistikhda. He formerly was a great friend to us, and now 
promises fair. Still avc expect some trouble from him in regard 
that some ill disposed othcers of Surat last jmar, failing the great 
presents from us w’lucli they expected, have given the Moghal 
strange information concerning your island of Bombnj', so that 
Ave judge it necessary to temporise a little at present and make as 
little noise of Bombay as may bo, that we may the bettor prevent 
a s'form Avhich otherAvise may be raised. For though avc little 
concern ouiselvcs for any danger to yom island, AA'hcrc tlio 
Moghal’s foicc cannot come near us, yci avc knoAV it is in this 
governor Sh.iistikhfin’s power to bring great disturbance to the 
body of your trade Avhich lies in this country, I’his wo judge most 
safe and consistent with j’our interest to aA’^ohl by all prudent and 
IciAvful ways avc can contrive, as the state of j’ouv affairs stands at 
jiresent. We take due notice of the wise caution which you 
give us to keep a fair understanding _wibli tlic Moghal govern- 
ment of Surat and not to think of Icai’ing our settlement here : 
We declare unto j^ou that lA’e are so far from hai’ing any thoughts 
of leaving Surat that wo judge it j'our inteicst to continue as" 
firm a settlement and large a trade as CA'er, notAA'ilhstanding ^'’our 
island of Boinbaj’’. For seeing j’oui* trade is so much enlarged of 
AA'hat it AA’as, there will he a necessity not onlj’’ to continue these 
good ports Avliercin avc arc settled, but also to find out more for 
the better A'cnt of the great quantities of goods AA’liicli j’oii send 
out, and provisions of the cargazoons which j’ou eiiordored for 
fiiiirope, and though our ej'es and thoughts are as sincerelj’ fixed on

On tbe old Fcbiuary the Surat Council wiote Your President 
had piejiared himself to take his pas'.age on the Advance frig.ite 
foi Bombay. He had in a inannei taken his leave of the governor 
Shtlistikhiin, who was well consenting thereunto, when on a 
sudden news came that Shiv.?p was near Suiat with an aimy of 
15 , 00 U men. This put the Suiat citj’ in a great flight, and made 
ns prepare foi defence This new goveiiioi also hath bestni'ed 
hiinselt mole puulently than anj' of his piedcccssois, beating 
down all hou-cs v.’ithout the wall, which before was a shelter for 
the enemy and oidenng strict watch at the gates to keep m the 
inliabitaiits who wcic running out of the Clt3^ lie also sent 
a civil mes'sage to jour President, desiiing that he ivould lay 
aside the thoughts ot going to Bombaj- at present That ho coufd 
not ansnoi foi his depnituie as tliiucs now stood, nor would 
it be well taken by the iUoglial king His aiguinent being leason- 
able your I’lesidont thought good to coudescend tlicieunto'and tbe 
lathci for that 5 ou have a eonsideiaUe cst.*te under our cbaige, 
which he cannot leave in danger Wherefore we have detei mined 
to senfl away the Advance” with all speed possible, hoping to 
despatch hei in a few days alter tbe Clnulcs Andioi that it has 
unfortunately happened that lor two yeais together yoiu President 
has been hindeicd from going to Bombiy to his own trouble and no 
small detriment to your island, wo lm\e thought it our duties upon 
serious consulciation of youi atfaiis to olrei you our liuuible advice, 
that it seems now consistent with j'oui intei est to settle youi chict 
government on your island of Bombay and to that end you would 
please to order youi President to icside there constantly, except

\Vhetlicr as Governor Aungicr seemed to be aware his absence 
from Bombay was injurious to the good government of the island 
or from some other nntraced causOj the latter part of 1671 was a 
time of ^sorder in Bombay. On the 23id April 1672 the Surat 
Council . wrote to Boinbaj’. Whereas we are given to undeistniid 
that Captain John Burges h.atli of late behaved liimsclf with much 
rudenes.s and disrespect to the Deputj' Governor and as appears 
hy the attestations of .sevcr.al ’ credible persons sent unto us hath 
utteied several discourses tending to the great dishonour and 
contempt of the Iloiiournhle Company’s authority and Govern- 
ment: Upon due consideration ot the evil consefiucncc which 
may accrue from such disorders, we do herobj’^ for the present 
disannul and make void the commission which we have given the 
said Captain^ Burges as Captain of one of the Foot Companies and 
do suspend him from all command over the soldiery and from his 
^hco and place in Council. We do further require j’^ou the Deputy 
Governor and the vest of the Council that vou cause the said Cap- 
tain Burges to be committed a prisoner to the Mnuslml and there to 
bo kept till the Governor .shall arrive or till order shall come for his 
trial And ior tlie better preventing anj’-disordor which may happen 
among the soldieiy, we require j-ou to keep it^vciy private and to 
talce a convenient time to put it in execution to ivit wlien Captain 
Shaxton’s company hath the command of the watch, when sum- 
moning the said Captain Bulges to Council, you may then publish 
and put m execution this order causing the guards fo be ready to 
prevent nnj' mutiny that maj' ari.so, and afterwards \'ou are to 
publish this our proclamation which we here send yon for the better 
reducing the soldiery in good order and government. During the 
suspension of Capt.ain Burges we order that Lieutenant Langford 
do command the said Company requiring liim with Ensign Adderton 
and the l est of the oflicers that they keep the soldiers under their 
command in due obedience and respect to the Deputy Governor.s 

OtW disorileis took place soon after. On the 16th May the 
Sur.at Council wrote to Bombay . For the trial of those notorious 
mntmeers that tore the proclamation and opposed the execution of

In 1672 Boinba 3 » continued dependent on Suiat for cash and 
supplies On the 6 th Apiil the President piomised to bring down 
with him the Ils. 5000 Boinba 3 ' desiied, as likewise a leciuit of 
liinewater and liquor for the Fort’s use= On the '20th August 
1072 the Council wiote to Bomba 3 '’: AVe have now consigned to 
3 'ou bj’ the Phoenix ketch in mone 3 's, and stores, for the use of the 
island to the amount of Bs. 24,503, the cost of the Hunter frigate 
included, for all which be pleased to give our account ciedit 
We should have sent 3 ’’ou now the cost of the ketch which being 
more serviceable foi the use of the island than for our occasions 
here, we have b 3 ’ 3 'our order turned her over to the island account. 
The ketch now belongs to the island ® 

As icgards trade 1672 seems to have been a contrast to its pros- 
peious piodecessois In spite of ShivAji^s alarms even the lead 
niaiket w as dull. On the 22 ml Ocloboi the Surat Council wiotc to 
,tlio Compan}- . All 3 ’our lead lies dead Lead is the king’s commo- 
dit}', and lie has sucli gieat supplies of it that he wants it not It 
was the last month (Septembei) befoie we could proem enn 3 '-mone 3 ’' 
from this governor for the last 3 'eai’s lead and for this Its 35,000 
3 *et remain due. All oiir broadcloth and other woollen manufac- 
tures arc not at all in lequest No merchants advcutuic|on them. 
Of the last year's leraains here, up at Agia, and other places, aie 

a uantities sufficient to supply these countiies this yiar So much 
lat finding it to heai a piice, so gieatl 3 ’’ to 3 ’oui loss b 3 ’ its 
sale in gross, we had concluded to keep your warehouses open and 
retail it. But since 3 'onr Honouis have sent out but little tieasuie 
tins 3 'car, and 3 'our othci goods arc uuvendable, necessit}' together 
with 3 ’’Our Older will force us for 3 'our reputation and honour to 
dispose of the it^oollens the best we are able, to clcai as much of our 
debts as we can, to pi event the .spreading of that cancer which 
insonsibl 3 ’ eats out the profits of youi stock If we shall also add to 
those 3 mur losses the eoiisideiablc sums which 3 -oui i&laud Bombay 
hath drawn from us and still draws, since the deliver 3 ' and restoia- 
tion of the lands, your Honours will conclude that from such stocks 
ns 3 'ou send us we shall never be able to clear 3 ’oufioin inter ust, 
bear the chaiges of your island and factoiies, and return your ships 
fidl laden with such commodities as 3 'ou requiie. A7e are sensible 
of an insupportable buiden, should an}' iniscarriages happen which 
God diveib. And in regard we aie thus far engaged foi 3 'Our 
Honours’ inteiest, and know not what event the wav ma 3 ' pi educe 
when we have procured goods sufficient for lading home 3 'our

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this year’s shipping, wo shall advise with your President and put 
a stop to ji^our investments until -we shall hear further from j'ou 
per via Aleppo.^ 

Meanwhile President Aungier’s departure fiom .Surat for Boinhay 
had hcon put off from month to month. On the 23 rd April 1672 
tlie Suiat Council wrote to Pombay : Our last unto you wms of the 
6th current when we advised the President’s intentions to go to 
Bombay and tlie jealousy we had of some hot service from this 
jfoung and furious governor who had succeeded according to our 
expectation. For the President hy six sev^eral messages sent in the 
most civil manner by the Viiluiavis Shawbandnr, that is the 
chief customer (or Customs Collector) and other persons of quality, 
lepresented toliira the effects of your order, the unrcasonahlcnc.ss 
of his pretended jealousy, and the just grounds of the Piesident’.s 
desire, withal declaring that lie would return in September. Still 
no argument, reason, or intercession prevails with him. Having 
understood I33’ the broker that the governor demanded a ronnil 
sum of mono3' for his license to the President’s dcpui Lure, vve took into 
coii.sideratioii the injustice of his demand and tlie evil coiusequcnce 
■ which would accrue to 3’'our affairs should we consent thereunto. 
Wo tliciefore resolved not only to give him no 11101103', 
the President should write him a letter (for ho will not be visited 63' 
any of the Christians) and in the said letter give him leave to 
understand that in regard ho was a servant and under obcdicnco 
to order he must obo3^ But that at the same time as he is a fiee 
mci'chani and no slave or prisoner and as he discliargcd the pait of 
a friend in so often giving the governor friendly advice and desiring 
his consent which seeing the governor would not grant he was 
determined to go without it To this effect the President wrote the 
governor a letter couched in civil terras of which 5'our Honouis will 
judge when you see the copy which is entered in the Consultation 
Book. In answer to this letter aljout 3 of the clock the same day 
being the 19 th current, the governor sends about 2000 soldieivs, 
lioi'isc and foot, wheieof port entered and possessed tliemselvcs of the 
house, the rest guarded all the streets and lanes about it, forbidding 
wood, water, and .all manner of provisions and abusing and be.ating 
our minister who accidentally being abroad was coming in After- 
wards the governor demanded all our small arms and our.truinpet 
which M’ere sent him and to aU'this force' wc sliow'cd not the least 
return of violence hut suffered all patiently, treating the commander 
of the soldiery wdtli much civility. About six at night the governor 
.sends tlie broker Bliiinji Pdrakli to demand mono5'- from us to 
compound the business. Wc sent him answer that wo lind given 
him already more than we had given to any governor, that wo 
were not in any fault and would pa3’- him nothing. On this he 
forces from the broker Bhiinji Parakh JSs 500 , threatening to seize 
his house, estate, wife and children if he did not pa3' The broker 
being affiighted pays him the money declaring withal it was his 
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ojvn, not the Company’s At length it seems the governor being 
ashamed of n^iat he had done, hetwixt eight and nine at night 
recalls all his soldieis, returns all the aims and the liumpet and 
leaves the liouse free The next moniing the Piesidont sent 
Mr Giay with the rest of the Council to the Shawhandar and the 
eminent morchaiits of the town to declare to them the foice which 
was put upon us ; showing the letter which the Piesident wiote the 
governor and withal gave them to understand that as we weie in 
no fault so if any evil did ensue thereupon tliey must not hlaiue us 
The niGi chants did all hear witness of oni innocence and cried shame 
of tlie governor’s, iniustice Since this the govemor seems .sorry for 
what IS past , still though he is outwaidl}' civil, he will not hear of 
the Piesident’b going doMm to Bombay. The French and Dufeh aie 
in the same case with us, to whom he hath not .showe<l so much 
open ^ lolcnce but forces money tiom them. A few days since he 
tool: 40 /n(i 7 i 5 copper fiom the Dutdi besides their gicat present, 
lipfoic he would sutlei their commander to go donn to .Swally. To 
nil the mci chants ni the town he useth such tiuannj' that they are 
so discontented that it is believed he will not long stay. We know 
not what the issue of this business will he Wc tiust in Cod in the 
conclusion no evil but much good w ill accrue to j-our bettleiiicnt 
both here and at Bombay Tins ivill ho efteeb of time, patience, 
losolution, and a piovidont caie to pioviJe foi unexpected 
accidents, in all which we beg God’s giaeiou*- nesistancf' to diieet and 
prosper us in all the difficulties winch we shall encoiintei in 3 'our 
afl'ans.* 

On the 9th May as the Govemor of Surat still lefuscd to lob 
the President go the Suint Council wiote to Bombay As the 
Governor ol Surut has positivelj' manifested and declaied Ins 
lesolutions of not suffering the Picsiclent to cinbaik foi Bombay 
until ho bus received oidcr from the Couib, which cannot ainvo 
time enough for the Picsideiit to go down belore the lains which 
me at hand, we think good to oidci that you give ns a laigo 
account ot the postuic ot affaiis with j-ou that we may give such 
iieccssai}' instiucbions a-, maj’ tend to the well governing of the 
island until it shall please God* the Piesidont can iMth safetj' to the 
Companj'-’s aflaus leave .Suiat, for the efiecting wheicof no ojipoi- 
tiinitj' shall be omitted, for wc arc vei y sensible his pi cscnce is vei}' 
reipiisitely neccs'.aij’ for the piomoting the Coinpanj-’s iiiteiest on 
the island ^ 

A week Intel (16th Maj^ 1G72) the Council wiote Youis of the 
1st Alaj' came to dui hands 011 the 10 th bj* the aiiival of the Phoenix 
ketch who had a tedious passage to us, making it eleven days eie .she 
auchoied in Suiatiivor In youi said advices we arc to our tiouble 
given to undeistand the unparalleled affiont used to the Honouiablc 
Company's authority and likewise tlie seditious piactice committed 
bj- these iiregular spirits, that like flies uill-nevei leave fluttering

noisome stink behind them To i*edress th&se and many other 
exorbitances the President was so desirous to pass some tune with 
you But it pleasing God to divert his well grounded resolutions 
"b}' the untimely arrival of this avaricious governor who by no inenns 
Avill hear of the President going to Bombay until_ he lieais from 
Court, we have thought good to give 3'ou what instructions wo 
have concluded at present necessary for j'our government, expecting 
an answer to ours of the 9 th instantj a large account of affairs with 
3’ou that we may further debate theicon. 

In the first place, in respect wc find j’our Council is not complete 
according to the Oompanj'’s Older, wc have thought good to order 
that there be of Council the following persons : 

The Worshipful Phillip Gyffoid, Deputy Governor, Captain John 
Shaxton, Henry Cliowne, James Addams, Stephen Ustick, George 
"W ficox Hr. ilcox being at present hcie wc hav c thought necessary 
to appoint to his jissistanco Mr. Sami. Walker, intending he shall 
succeed Mr Wilcox in a short time, as wc have designed^ the said 
ilr Wilcox for another employment. The Council being thus 
settled wc doubt not but by God’s blessing and j'our piudcnt 
management of aft'aivs things will he kept in due order in the 
future ^ 

Not many da3's later, apparentl3^ about the 22 n(l !Ma3’, the 
President obtained leave to go to Bombay. He settled his deputy 
in Surat with the rest of the Council and went down to Swally to 
embark on his ship the Loyal Oxindeii. The voyage was one of some 
peiil In a letter of the 19 th June to Foit St George the Surat 
Council wiote : At such a season of the 3'car it cannot, with the 
south-west monsoon so close at hand, he lemcmhered nii3’’ ship on 
this coast ever adventured forth. Still so man3' uigeiit occasions 
for settling the affairs of the island , called the Piesident thither 
that no consideration could divcat him fi’om running the gieatest 
Jiazai’ils to seri'c our Honouralile Iffastcrs Indeed bi' spending 
those rains there he will do them vciy acceptable seivicc in settling 
Com ts of Justice, in the restitutions of the Jesuits’ lands, and in 
reducing our people to a moie 0Tdeil3'' government God preserving 
him he will leave Bombay next Septcmbei in a bapp3" tranquillity. 
On the 20 th ]\fa3’’ - from such advices as wc had we despaiicd of 
his safct3^ Now we arc most happy with the good news of his 
and other friends’ safe arrival on tlie ‘island the 7 th current after 
the3' had encountered man3'’dangcis." 

Of Governor Aungier’s work in Bomba3'^ no details liavo been 
traced in the Secretariat Becords That much which bad gone 
crooked was set straight appears from rofei cnees in the Surat 
Diaries On the 20tb Jul3’' the deputy President of the Surat 
Council wrote to Bombay : We have perused the general letter to 
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Mr AiiiiGicrin o-Oah’S to the cstabli!,hmcnt of the peace, security, and tiafficof 
the iblnnd detpatched in a short time.* On the iSnd October 
in forwarding lepnits fiom Mi. Auiigicr to the Ooinpam* the Suiat 
Council wrote . On the 17th current we received advices from 
the Picsulcnt and his Council in Bombay diieeted to 3 -our IJonouis, 
Inch acconipanj’ these. They liave di&couiscd to 3 'ou in biict 
the state of j’our islanA" We assure j’ou in the short time which 
3 'oiir Prcbidciit has lesided theiCj the island is much improved, 
comts of judicature, and raanj' other important aftaus settled, 
the Almightj' blessing his enrleavouis which arc wholly bent to 
make that j'onr colonj* Impp}' and ilounshing Wc shall find 
what fuither time he shall spend there will he- veij' advan- 
tageous to j’oui interest m the far greater improvement of that 
place ® 

The declai.T-tioii of war between England and Holland (1672) 
prevented Aungicr’.s return to Surat In a’lcttci to Bantam of the 
JU.st Januaiy (1 67S) the Surat Council u rote Since the lattci ond oi 
M.ij'’ lost our Pi esident hath been in Ins government of Bombaj' 
He had returned to us in September last liatl not the war broke 
out. Bub his picacnce by animating the peoiile being so ab-solutely 
necei!''ar y and tlie great good ho liath done by c'.tablishing the English 
laws and Courts ot Judieatuic and still doth in stiongthemng tho 
island, is of such force that he prefers his honour's in maintaining 
the place before anj’ other interest.* So thorou^ld}’’ had his 
activity secuied the island that in the spring of 1073, the Dutch 
.ittemptiiig a surpi izo, found the fort so well guar ded,and every thing 
in so good a condition that they iinmedialelygave over the enterpii/.e. 
FroiiT that period, each day showing its great impoitance tho 
residence of the Governor was fixed at Boiiib.xy 'and the sevei.rl 
factorie.s on the coast of Malabir and in the Persian Gulf became 
dependent on th.at Pres^dencJ^''

goods unsold not clearing of j-oui debt at interest, and in poi ticuiar 
you blame j’our President for the great chargts expended and the 
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Prc’^idcnt and Council to tho Hononiable Oompms', 22nd Octobei 
Out L BookloflC30.1(i7:i,.W0..S0I 

<SiirnttoBantain,31st January 107.1, burnt Fact Out L, Book 1 ofiU.O-lC/3,

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grandeur ha used on your island Bonihay. As to the first wo cannot 
see wheroin'we have fpvon you anj'- cause of offence, in regard that 
money’s disposed at Bombay or any other factory in the course of 
your trade cannot ho said to bo disbursed seeing you have returns 
±rom the said iffaces. AVe liave not in our time .settled anj' new 
factories ndthout j’our order ; nor do wo keep any of your goods 
unsold but what wc cannot possibly put off, nor can wc Iiavc any 
the least pleasure or de.sign to keep you in debt, there being nothing 
that afflicts us inoie or projudiceth \'Our trade more than debt hath 
doned 
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As regards Bomhay the President wrote : Fame hath aggrandised 
the expense of Bombay moie than really it is. I'he gross sum at 
first sight may seem heavy, wheicas considered in parts with the 
reasons of them it will appear otherwise. Tins will be seen in 
tlic following heads to omit others of lesser note : 

1. The charges caused by war were inevitable and indispensable 
reduced as low as could be contrived, and ceased with the first 
news of peace, 

2. The monc 3 -<s expended in public appearances wore, by soiious 
debate in Council, made suitalile to the dccencj’ and advantage 
of your 'affairs ficc from vanity or superfluity and ended also 
with the some reason that produced them. 

3. Jhe sums laid out in building the fort itself were no more 
than the scctfrity of your interest required. - 2’hcy weio Iiusbandcd 
to the best, your President ha\ ing added littic tlicreuiito and 
only finished some part of what others had begun. 

4. ’^Vhat is disbursed on the outwotlcs is no charge in the 
least to you, being defrayed by the merchants’ free donation of 
one pel cent given on that account to which it is ordered to be 
chaigeu. 


5. !I.he outbuildings for houses, warehousc.s, granaiy, mint- 
house and court of. ludicature woio also judged absolutely necessary 
by your Council and such as you cannot bo without Yet if you 
.shall not approve thereof your Piesident offers to take them to 
Jus own account provided you will please to allow liim reasonable 
rent for the time they have boon employed in your service and 
gi\e him leave lieicafter to improve them to his best advantage. 

6. That as your charge ^yas incrca.sed somewhat by jmur Presi- 
dents detaniure on the island so the I’e venue was much more 
increased thereby For whereas in pursuance of your order for 
restormg the lands seized by tlve King's Governors the Commis- 
sions appointed for that affair, being abused by misinformations, 
lad surrendered up almost all the said lands and thereby reduced 
the revenue to about Xs. 40,000 per annum before your Presi- 

(blessed be God) not only that 
affair -w cll established but your public revenue in that and other 
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Francisco tliat is lately put into Bombay. 'As_ they liavo been 
vciy impoitunato with ns to write .m tlicir affair, wo 
YOU to counteiiijnce and n.ssist them as mcichants Ai ith boats and 
othci nccessaiies for the lading tlicif goods as also with convcmcn^b 
warehouses to ]irotect them from tlie rams, you inakin such 
nrudent coiitiact.s with them as to the customs and other duties ns 
shalLsecin most beneficial to the Honourable Company and the 
repute and advantage of their port and island which we commend 
unto rou.i Ten daj’s later (27th May) the Council wrote regarding 
the same merchants ; You have done well to spare the merchants t le 
Company’s waiehonse and to treat them civilly. They tell us they 
are to par Rs. 400 for hire of tlic warehouse which we would have 
chaigcd to the credit of the East India House. In regard wc have 
here some dispute with Khqia hlmaz touching his debt to the Com- 
pany and the owneis ot the ship are at difference at present which will 
require some time to he decided, wo would have j’ou pub a stop to all 
business belonging to tlic ship and to foibid tlicm caipcntcrs oi any 
caulkers or an 3 '-other assistance whatsoever till j'ou hear further from 
us and not to sufler the ship go out of port or any goods to be laden 
upon her. You maj'^ signiiy to the noequedah (lulkhuda) that the 
reason of the piolnbitiou is because Kliqja Mmaz doth not comply 
with his contract." 


They continue on the lltli Julj': Wc wiitc these at the request 
of Khoja Rhnaz and other Armciiian.s belonging to the ship 
Rt. Fiancisco, on wliom whereas wo foimcrly ordered you to 
lay an embargo and not to assist lier with carpentei’S caullccJ’s or 
any other ncccssane.s .she might .stand in need of in regard to 
some disputes which Avero then depending between Khoja Minaz 
and us touching satisfaction (in some part) for his debt, he having 
lately paid us lls. 10,000 m hand and given us great encouragement 
that Avc may receive another considerable sum in a short time ; we 
thcicforo Avould have j'ou recall the said crabaigo and iieat Ihcra 
as friends and afford them all the assistance they^ cau reasonably 
dosiic from you. Thej' complain very much unto us that the 
Customers or customs’ farmers are pressing them for the pa 5 '^ment 
of anchorage AvliiCh is a duty the merchants of Suiat are strangens to. 
"We would not have the Customers ovcr-importimate Avith them 
but suspend their demands until they hear fuither from ns lest it 
should prove of bad consequence to the Company’s interest here. 
Also wc would have j-ou send us that clause in the ciistom-honso 
aiticles whoicby thej’’ lajf claim to this duty and privilege of 
anchoiago and what sum this annual imposition may amount 
to and how mucli was allowed to the castoms for Abdul Gaphur’a 
ship when she wintered at Bombay. Also send us j'our opinion 
whether j"ou judge it conducing to the Company’s interest to keep 
up that demand of anchoiagc on the ships that come accidentally 
and for security into the poit, or else totally to lot it fall, for wo 
find it gives oilbneo to merchants and owners of ships which may 
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cause more prejudice to the port than the benefit thereof may 
amount tOj Trliich is all we call to mind ut present worthy your 
advice.^ 

A week later ( 17 tb July) the Surat Council again address 
Bomha}’ in favour of the Armenians* We lately ivrote j’ou a 
letter of leeommendation in the behalf of Khoja Slinaz and Khoja 
Delaune desiring 3'our assistance to them in the fitting up of their 
ship Since then they have again eamestlj* impoi tuned us to 
bespeak our kindness to them and paiticularly m reference to the 
carpenters for which they are in veiv great want. These thorefoio 
are to desire you that 3’ouusc3’Oui best endeavours to suppl}* them 
with caipcntei's and it caipcnters oie not procurable on the island 
that 3’ou use 3’our interest to send tor tlicm fiom -Bassein Tliana 
or Bdndra. Sea 3'ou fail not in tins. Also if the}* desire any 
further assistance or want any of the Corapan3'’s stores or 
anything the island can furnish them with^ let thorn be supplied 
for tbeir mone}’'. Khoja Minaz and Khoja Delaune were with us 
this day and complained of the ti cubic the3’ lecoivcd from 3'our 
Customers’ demand of anchoiage. Though thej* were impoi tiinate 
yet we would give them no positive answer till we hear further 
fioin 3'OU They have also l.ud a vei3' scveie charge against 
Captain Bukin and desire leave to piosecute him at law to have 
iustice of him which we cannot dcn3'. We hope that Captain 
Birkin hath not desuived ill of them as they lepresont. We would 
have3’’ou wiite us how the case stands between them. In the 
meantime let their business be so despatched that the ship may 
proceed time]3’' ou her T03mge - 

On the 26 th August the Council resumes : This da3'’ Klioja llinaz 
and Khqa Delaune, Armenian merchants owmcis of shipSt. Fumusco, 
were \iith us making their complaints against Captain Fiancis 
Birkin who hath anested their ship and cnteied into a pioccss 
at law against them upon account of defamation and slandei cast 
out against him hy the Noequedah of said ship This process 
we have peiused and think his suit very unreasonable and 
piosecutcd rather for vexation than any justifiable giounds. As 
the said Khoja llinazand Khoja Delaune desisted fiom anjr fuither 
demands on him so soonasthej' had a light sense of the business, 
it will cause an ill name and disieputo to the Honourable 
Compan5’'s port and island to have anj* ship detained there upon 
such an idle score Wo therefoio would have j'ou endeavour to 
compose all differences and disputes between him and the 
Hoequedah. If j’ou find them obstinate and unwilling to comply, 
then lot them tiy out their quarrel by law. And if Captain Birkm 
bath anjf cliargo of validity to impeach the owners ■with, we think 
good that he apply himself to us here who shall seek to do him 
justice B ut bj* no means let him go about to disturb or hinder the 
ship’s voj-age which will not only be a lo's to the owneis, but to 
manj'' other particular merchants that hold freight on the ship.

pay any such duty.^ 

On the 22nd September the Surat Council writes to the Company : 
Your President hath been confined to Ins bed near three months bjr 
a dangerous flux, hut by God’s mercy is now _ni fair hopes of 
recovery. Your Deputy Governor of Bombay is brought up to 
S wally in a very weak condition He has desired our leave to change 
the air for some time in hopes of his recovery. In his absence 
l^Ir. John Petit with the rest ot the Council surnvmg do manage 
tlieafihirs of j’our island, to whose assistance we shall appoint some 
of 3'our sen'ants to supply the vacant places in Council so soon as 
our leisure will admit." 


Dui'in*'' the year 1G76 the Company seem to have had und^r 
consideration the question of the transfer of Bombay fiom the 
Kinv to their chaigc. The refusal of the English Court to accept 
CooSe’s settlement of the IDnglish and Portuguese claims and the 
belief that a settlement so nnf a-v ourable to English interests had 
been due to Cooke's corruptness seem to have resulted in an inquiry 
from the Company as to tlie instructions brought aud the action 
taken by the representatives of the liiug in 16G2. On the 11th 
November 1G77 the Bombay Government iivrotcto Surat: Mr. Gary 
has procured for us copies of His Majesty s instructions to ^Sir 
Abruham Shipman and Sir Geivase Lucas, which go herewith. 
Mr. Gary never saw any plot of the island, neither does he know of 
any brought over Imt thinks that in the agreement with our King 
for the delivery, the islands of Salscttc Bombay and Karanja were 
likewise intended John Petit also docs remember that in 1063 the 
Earl of Marlborough did send Captain Arnold Brown and some- 
others round the island of Salsette by way of Bassein to _ sound all 
the way and take full cognizance of all places. Captain Broyvn 
will be the Companj’-’s besc informer in this business.® 

In spite of its advance under Governor Aungier many hindrances 
to the development of Bombay lemained. On tbe 21th January 
1677 tlie Deputy Governor and Council -of Bombay wrote to the 
Diiectors ■ Our rents were not inncli increased last year, though 
something they weic. Our chief rent, the custom, is farmed for 
Xs. 27,000. We speak it to our great grief that whilst we are so » 
encompassed with the Poituguesc and Shivdji on all sides, we 
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cannot espect our trade greatly to increase The reason of the 
flourishing trade of Suiat and other sea poits is thib ; iMeichauts 
bring then goods fiom other countiies in shipping, land them and 
ttansport them up the countiy foi sale or sell them to other 
meichants who do the .same Again, mcichauts buy inland goods 
without molestation, any custom, oi much chaiges and bung thfin 
freely down to poit wlieie is always shipping icadj'- for all paits 
of India, At picsent the egiess and regicss for merchants up 
the counfciy from Bombay is totally obstmeted. The Poi tiiguese 
islands of Kaiaiija and Salsettc almost surround us. and they aie 
eier exquisite soekcis of all ways imaginalde to do us mischief, 
emying as we suppose the sudden prosperity this place isiisen 
to The cheapest ucaicst and best pass up the eouiitiy is by 
Thilna wheie loimerly they took 3 pei cent of all goods winch 
jiasscd by. Now foi the sake of only Bombay they have raised 
the late to 10 per cent winch is equivalent to a total foi bidding 
of all goods to pass Likewise all timber for shipping and houses 
of duiance, winch we may call the oak of India, grow's up at 
Kalyan-Blnwndi and must nccosEaiily pass by Th.tna wheie they 
take 33 per cent custom. They have this j'e.ir foibiddeii all iice 
to bo tianspoited to Bombay, and do often put excessive excises 
upon even heibs and fruit and hens which pool people biiiig over 
at Bandia In this and most other things their malice shoots' 
much slioit of their intention, foi, thanks be to God, we hove 
always piovision in abundance, our island being commonly latlicr 
agi.ihaiy of corn than otherwise, fiom ivhonce it is tianspoited 
to Rajpuii Goa and othci placi-s, and it shall be our “care never 
to see the island unprovided of piovisions We could find otliei 
uays to p.sss up the country wuth little tioublc were fchcic peace 
between tlio Jfoglial and iShiv.ap, or that the Moghal w’ould take all 
this countiy about us. For about two days' joiuncy up the hill 
between the MogbaVs and Sliivaji’s dominions lies a pcipotual seat 
of w’ai No meichants caii]iass without appaicnt liazard of l»eiiig 
plundeied, so that w’c cannot expect meichants should land their 
gooQ.sheic without knoinng where oi how to dispose of them 
*We often wonder how so considerable a custom could be annually 
laised, and wo can attiibiite it to nothing but the justice freedom 
and sccuiity people enjoy heie above other places ilany families 
of Bnihmans, daily leaving the Poi tugnosc teuitoiy lopnn hither 
frighted by the Padics, w’ho upon the cleatli of any poison foice 
all his childicn to beOhiistians Even some of the chiefest who 
still live atBasiein and others build them houaes here, thciein 
placing their wives and childicn again^^b a time of dangci. Yc 
have hopes time wdll settle these paits in peace, that meichants 
may be induced to biing down their lieh goods from the country, 
the custom of one of which ships w'ould amount to what is received 
heie in half a year Form lespcctof situation and convenience

’whole coast. Goa lies so fai down below thn gieat places^ of

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it is very cliavgeable bringing cIoato goods tlntbcr. Then Surat 
is one o£ tha woist loads in India and extieincly dangerous in the 
ireshes and bj' the distance tlie transport ol goods up the iivcr to 
Sniafis verv chargeable. 'Whereas Bombaj' lies m an excellent 
latitude for the avIioIo ti adc of India, and is a most excellent harboui , 
Avmler and smnincr, AYhieh is a great iiiviter of inerclianls, and lor 
a small charge Ave A\ill run up a stone^ causen-ay from the tort 
almost to tliG mint AA'itliout, in AA’liich ships may at an}’- time he 
ashore, careen and mend or he thcic the whole year AA’ith as much 
safety as in a dock. Upon the counlij* being in pcaco and our 
landin'' our Europe goods heic, inoi chants Aivonld easier he persuadea 
■ to tiansport them liom hence than from Surat, and though the 
same custom was taken at lauding them on the main as at 
Surai., yet all that was tians]jortcd in shipping to foreign parts 
AA'ould be so much custom gained to your Ilououis. But these 
arc happinesses in jjofsej and to he praj'ed for.^ 

Duiiiig the years hetAveen 1G7G and IGSO tlio chief foreign 

sources of trouble at Bombay AA-crc the ‘haughty neighbours’ the 
PortimuGse . the ATal.sbaisrtJiat is the piintes of the jjlalablr coast; 
and the Sidis of Janjira or Danda rvajpuii. 


The oiigiii of the fiictiou AA’ith the Poitngncfie AA’ns in 167G the 
murder none Bj'.ndia of a Serjeant Southerland. In March 1676 
President Aungier AArotc fioin Surat to^ Boinhaj": IVc arc 
Sony for the death of Serieant Southerland inhumanely murdeicd 
by the Poitnguose in cold blood in tJioir oavii conntiies. Wo 
requite yoh still to demand satisfaction and justice for the said 
murder and send AA'ord to the Padre Supci ior of the College oi 
Bdndiathat seeing the said murder aa'OS coianiittcd in thcii juiisdic- 
tion ^Ye expect justice f i om them, for such bloody violences cannot 
be put up AA'ithout satisfaction.® 


A second cause of disagi’ccincnt was the protection given in 
JSowhdy to a Malahii vessel pin sued into the Bonihay Hnibour by 
the Portuguese. A lettei fioin the Sum t Council to the Malabar 
Coast Pactories dated 23rd March 1076 describes boAV a large 
Mulabdr vessel bound from some poit on tlie coast to Broach, 
encountered off Dm a rortngucso vessel who would have made 
piizQ of her. She resolutely re.sisted and fought them four days 
together At length, finding them too poAverful for her, she AA'as 
foiccd to dishiiithcn her-sclf of some part of her lading and c.ame 
into B&inh.iy uiulci the command of tlie fort. ‘J'lic Portuguese 
A’Osscl pui.sued her as far as Karanja. There the Captain wont in 
Ins boat to Bombay and from thence took a h.indolo (mufor, a 
kind of litter) and went to Bassein, acquainting the Captain Ucncral 
of all that had p.assecL lie immediately in a hot pa.ssionate 
humour laises .500 or 600 men (and oideis the raising moic) and 
comes as far as Biindra and sends Avord to the Deputy Governor 
that tlio Malabdr vessel Avas their prize and requires her .speedy 
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delivery, or he vould invade the island To this the Deputy 
Governor leplied that it ivas continr^' to all law and jftstiee, and 
that he could not answei it to his supeiiors if hfe should deliver her 
upj and as to invading the island, they should make such con- 
venient piovi&ion to withstand him as they judged most necessary, 
let him come when he would. Since this the Captain General is 
leporhed to have returned verj' calmly without achieving any thing 
hut leproach and shame, being mightily despised by the Poituguls 
in general for hib lashncss. The letter further notes that at their 
liist coming into the poit, the Deputy Governor sent a boat off to 
know what tlie Malabar ciaft was ; but the Malahars would not 
let them come on hoard. Then he sent two or thiee more boats well 
manned carrying English colours So soon as the Malabars know 
themselves to be under the Engli-?!! piotectiou, they forthwith 
suiiendered, weighed and came ucaier under the foit nlicie they 
now lemam 

111 a letter to Bombay a few days later (27th MaicW Piesideut 
Aungier writes Thiough the wliolc stoiy of the late contioversj’' 
between you and the Poituguese touchiug the Malabar vessel, 
wc cannot but observe the iidiculous pride and vanitj' of the 
Portuguese in threatening and mustering forces for war on so light 
and unjust an occasion, and the seasonaule prudent and couiagcous 
opposition which j'ou made against them This opposition we 
do well commend and appiove, declaung had you done otherwise 
or yielded in the least to the Poituguese in their unjust demands, 
you would have been brought under severe censure Tlicrefore we 
lequire you boldly and manfully to oppose all such proud vaiu- 
gloiious and malicious attempts which the Portuguese may design 
against you. Eeturn words rvith words, design with design) 
violence with violence, emhargo with emhargo. And let them 
and all yoni ntighbouis know publicly that we value not their 
fiiendship nor fear their euinity. And in regard ■we understand 
that some Padres Aveie more busy than became them in this affair 
in casting out evil slanderous reports to the encouragement of the 
inhabitants, ive iciimreyou to give a strict account wliat Padics 
they weie and what they did, and particularly of that Jesuit 
Padre at Parel and the Padres at Mdhim that W'O may give such 
diicctions as aic necessary tlieiein for the preventing the mischiefs 
they may do us If you know any of the inhabitants that did 
seem to side with the* Poituguese iu this affair, give us notice of 
their names , and if anything of proof can be nmde against them, 
ive -would have you proceed severely with them.= 

In lettors of the 12th and 14th April the Surat President writes ■ 
We perceive the Portuguese bravado is passed over with an imper- 
tinent protest wrhich >ve presume -was done only m point (of) honour

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to salve the Captain General’s credit. Had they any sufficient or 
iust cause o£ complaint they would have delivered their protest in 
■writiii" and nob by word of mouth. You have not done amiss 
to answer it as you did ; we presume they will be wiser and under- 
stand themselves better hereafter. In the meantime if you have 
raised any men (of which you give us no account though we hear 
you have) we require you immediately to discharge them and not 
put the Company to needless espense.^ 

The incident closes with the remark from Surat to the Directors, 
22nd September 167G ; Since our last the Portuguese have been 
quiet and have not offered us any disturbance on Bombay, the 
Viceroy having disowned the proceedings of the Captain General.® 

A third cause of friction was the erection of Portuguese custom- 
houses at Bdndra and Trombay. Regarding this the President, on 
the 17th October 1676, addressed Bombay as follows : We observe 
what you write of the Portuguese erecting new custom-houses at 
Biindra and Trombay, and little wonder at it, for we expect no 
better from them. We wish 3 mu had not wrote to Emanuell 
Baldanha, the Captain General, about it. You gave him thereby 
occasion to make reflections and to glory in his little acts of 
mischief and which is worse to discover the weakness and wants of 
the island. It would be impertinent and import little to protect 
against him, seeing he may lalwfully execute his own authority in 
his own jurisdiction. Your best remedy is to slight it, and take 
no notice of such malicious practices, but overlook them and laugh 
• at them with a pleasant scorn. And to the end the island may 
be always supplied with a sufficient quantity of corn and especially 
of batty we licieby give 3 ’‘ou order that you bu 3 '' upon the Com- 
pany’s account 2000 inoiahs of batty at the cheopest rates and at 
the best time to keep in stoi’e for supply of all emergencies. For the 
la 3 'ing up and good keeping whereof you have a storehouse already 
built b 5 ’ the custom-house, with which corn 3 'ou may &uppl 3 '^ the 
markets in time of necessity, taking care at the next convenient 
season to la}’ up a store in 3 *our granary again and keep it always 
full}' .supplied, and you must take care to commit the charge of the 
said granary to some careful and honest man. Our grand design 
in appointing this storehouse is for supply of the gairison in case 
of any sudden surprise of war with Sliivaji or the Portuguese or 
other Europe nations. Therefore fail not to go speedity in hand 
with it, for we know not how soon the face of things may alter as 
well ill Europe as in India, and if 3 -ou want any assistance from 
us ill this affair let us hear from you.® 

In the same letter President Aungier refers to a fourth cause of 
disagreement in the following terras : We have peiused the 
Viceioy's letter to you touching the Padres run away from Goa.

In their Icttei of the 21th January 1677 to the Oouit of Duccton 
the Bombay Government thus suiiimaiiscs tlicso disagfecinents 
"Wo have before took ocaision to speak of the bad noighbouihond 
we enjoy fioin the Poituguese. In the month of Apiil last (167o) 
from a small beginning tlicie had likely to liavc succeeded a •' 
quarrel between us and them of no mean conscijiiciice It liaji- 
pened that one of their fiigatcs gave ehase to a mcicli, nit's 
ship of Calicut who making his escape came ioi shcltci undei our 
foit. The Captain of the frigate demanded the delivery of the 
ship to him. Upon our refusal he makes his complaint to the 
Captain General ol Basscin Manoel de tialdanhaj who being of a 
fiery nature, .ipijrehend''J so great an affront in it that be imme- 
diately came huiiying to Bilndia "witb about 1000 men. We inay 
,say so many in number, but for service jii'^t only fitting to run 
away upon loolung an enemy in the face, being taken up lioni the 
plough and the palinais (palm trees) Bo aggi avated and resolved lie 
seemed to bo that he made public piotcstations novel to letiini 
without our sui rendering the vessel or an equivalent satisfaction 
There happened to bo some Englishmen at B.indi a w’ho wont over to 
buy some noccfasaiics, w'hom one of his Captains fell foul of, beat 
them cruelly, and killed Serjeant Southeilanil The Captain 
Gcneial indeed disowned the action How'ever being pciformeil by 
his ininisteis, w'c could do no less than demand s.itislaotion for the 
murder and ail'ronb The then Deputy Groveruor (G^lfoid) lay 
desperately sick of a ilux and Jiectic fever , so that Joliii Petit 
went up to Mahiin taking with linn a division of the gaiiison 
companies, the militia of Bombay with 100 Bhandi'iris nml about 
100 Moors of the island which with the inilitm of Malum amounted 
to about 500 men.. 'J’he Captain General finding our loadine-, to 
receive him, .and tliat his memacos had nob operated to that height 
as he imagined, hecainc something calmer. 1[I^ dcmnids weie 
fii'it for the doliveij' of the ship to linn, pretending she was liis 
lawful pruo having almo->t taken her, and that we ought not to 
protect the enemies to the Crowm of Portugal. AYe in answer hud 
bi'foio him by many arguments how contiarj'it was both to reason 
justice and the custom of all Europe to deny protection to tlio 
vessels or subjects of anj^ prince in amity with our King a> the 
Zamoiin then was. The Captain General long per sevcieJ in his - 
demands, offering many weak reasons foi his justification. Find- 
ing us resolute in our determination and that small etiects were to 
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be expected either from his threats or force, he descended to desire 
of us to keep the ship, in our custodj^ till he could write to the 
Yicerov and we likewise advise our Presideut nt Surat. This ive 
likewise told him we could not consent to. J'or by what pretence 
or reason could ive make prisoners of our allies or how could we 
justify ourselves to the Zamorin for such an action. W c said we 
had alwaj’^s the President’s order to do no injustice ; so that it 
was desiiing UlS to break one order to wait for another. Finding 
nothing would prevail with us he was at length contented as a 
poor salve to his credit to desire only of us that we would not send 
any frigates out in her convoy and that he would send to_ the 
Yiceioj' for his order herein and in the meantime their frigate 
should ride without to await her motion. All^ this could not 
hinder him from being derided of all strangers for his bravadoes and 
effectless threats and protestations, and even condemned of folly and 
rashness by the Portugal Fidalgos and all the Padres. In the niean- 
time wo forgot not to demand satisfaction for the death of Seijcant 
Southerland and beating our men, for the which and for what 
other damages might accrue hy this his unjust pioccediiig, we drew 
up a' protest against him. For your Honours’ more paiticular satis- 
faction we herewith send copy of the said protest with all the 
papers which passed between us.’ 

The troubles with the Cota or Malabdr Pirates dated from 1670 
In February 1671 the President at Surat writes to Bombay . 
congratulate your success against the two Alalabars that were at 
Tull (Thai). "Let ISiisigu Adderfcon know from us that we esteem 
of his good service well, and shall encourage him accordingly’ YTo 
confirm your jiromiso made to those that went out agfiinst the 
Malabdis, of allowing them half, although the custom is but ono- 
tbird part We know not what to determine concerning the slaves ; 
only would have them valued and remain on the Company's 
account, and let the moiety’ of their value be paid to the adventurers, 
and let the slaves he made to work at the foit, care being taken 
that they do not run away. For encoui’n-gomcnt of the soldiers 
hoieafter, we have made it a standing order, that whatever (booty 
is made), onc-third part thereof .shall be allow’cd them. This is to 
continue till further ordei from the Company unto whom we liave 
written eftectually concerning this matter. TTc hope in very few 
months to send y’oii down a fine frigate for the greater secuiityand 
credit of the Port of Bombay’. And if you can build a frigate or 
two at Bassein at any reasonable rates we would have you 
procure thorn,- concerning which pray advise us with all speed 
possible " 

The pirates at Cota took an Englishman in a Daman vessel. The 
Englishman demanded ransom of Mr. Bourcher, and as he refused 
to give it, the pirates basely set the captive against a tree and lanced

Meanwhile one of the most difficult questions in Bom ha}* continu- 
ed to be the Sidi’s request, f.uppoi ted bj’ the Moghal Government of 
Surat, to be allowed to winter that is to pass tlic rain.s (Juno- 
August) in Bombay. On tho l-l-th Apnl ^6/6 the Siiiat licsi- 
dent wTote to Bombay: AVc aro soiiy tho Sidi’s fleet is come again 
to tiouble your port. The Moghal governor ot Suiat has not 
made applications to us in tho least concerning tho fleet wintci- 
ing at Bombay. If he doth press very caincsfcl}' and will not be

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denied, we must govern ourselves the best we can for the Com- 
pany’s interest. In the meantime we require you positively and 
in plain terms to declare to the Sidi that you will not permit 
his wintering there. If he talks of staying at Bombay or at 
Mdzgaon you must tell him that it shall never be permitted, 
seeing he and his men have already been so chargeable to the 
island. Nor is he a person to be trusted on shoi’e. Therefore 
if he doth desiie it you must not grant it except you are sure 
he will go on board again in a day or two. Nor must you 
suffer his men to go ashore armed or too many at a time for the 
preventing of any mischief that may ensue. However we would 
have you be very civil in your discourses and arguments to the 
TSidi and all the officers, representing the unreasonableness of their 
requests, the trouble which we have alreadj' sustained, and the evil 
consequences that may follow. Also fail not to supply them 
with what they may want — wood, \rater, and provisions. And let 
them have no just complaint against 3'ou in that matter, but 
suffer none of their vessels to hale on shoie by an}'’ means if you 
can prevent it. This order we would have you resolutely and 
strictly observe till you hear further from us, for being at Swally 
we know not yet how things will go. We intend to start to-morrow 
for Surat where ’we shall understand more of the Moghal governor’s 
mind whom we will dissuade by the best arguments wo can from de- 
siring the Sidi’s fleet to winter in Bombay. If he will not be otherwise 
satisfied, -we shall in a few days send 3'ou such directions as shall 
be necessary for your future government.^ A week later (April 
21st) the Surat Council resume : 'J’o this day the governor of Surat 
hath not applied himself in the least to us touching the winter- 
ing of the Sidi’s fleet. Wherefore we would have 3’’ou continue to 
prosecute oui former duoctions and not permit them to winter in 
Bomba}'. Be careful you be not overcome ■with their subtleties.® 

Six Avecks later a change in Surat compelled the President to • 
alter his oiders preventing the Sidi wintering in Bombay. On. 
the 9th June 1676 the Council addressed lloinbay; We have 
already Avrote 3’’OU a letter in recommendation of Sidi Kdsira 
who is noAv made governor of Dandn Rajpuii and captain gene- 
ral of the aimada against ShiA'dji, in place of Sidi Sainbal turned 
out. Shaistikhan, governor of Surat, hath commanded the said 
Sidi Xiisim to make Avhat haste be can to his charge and in 
pursuance thereof hath Avith some importnnit}’- prevailed Avith us 
to permit his wdntoring on the island of Bombay till the monsoon 
serA'cs to transport him to Danda Ksigpuri. He carries with him 
about 200 peons for bis guard on the Ava}*-, fearing .some encounter 
from ShivAji’s forces. We were very unwilling to admit so many 
troublesome people on the island but our governor here being 
very importunate with us and haA'ing expressed a respectful regard 
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and fuvoiualde n'-sistance to oui nonoiuiiMe Mastci'i’ iutoioit 
and piomi*.in£f to f>ign]{y tins iind otlici oui good f.crwcts to the 
king of Delhi we ha\c thought good to gratiiy him heroin 
Thi-j day Bull Kilsiin came to take Ins leave ot the Picsidcnt 
declniing Ins gieat ohligatioiis foi the kindness lecehcd and 
pioiiiisiiig all ofhccs of Iriciidship on Ins pait, and nhcieas the 
Ihesideiit pul him in mmd of liiu nliiief-s aiul disoidcily piocccd- 
ing of then men foinierly, hca'-^incs iis that he Mill now take 
suuh si net caio in goveining his sohheis and keeping them in 
order that tlioro shall not be the least occasion of CDinplaint licre- 
aftci 

Wlicicfoic confoiiiiing to out foimor Icttci of lecommondation, 
wo desire jou to treat the said Bull Kitsim with all civility and 
to accnminodatc him with such loilging during his sta}* citlici at 
Mii/gaon or IJomhay ns you can comeniently ]no\ide. We judge 
Mrt/gaoii will he the best place lor the soldicin to (jnnrtcrin that 
they iiiaj tbu'less moot oi intciiin.'c with onr men Ibi the pievcnt- 
ing oi qimij els between tliein As for Bull Kasim Inmself if lie 
desiios a house or some lodging at Bombay, j'ou may iriaut them 
to him Also at his deiiaituie you may as^st him vrih’wlmt boats 
aie iiecessaiy ioi his tiansport to Danda B.ijpnii. It isicasonahly 
expected that he should pay the chaige, foi w c w ould not have 3 on 
nit the (Jonipaii}' to moie expense than necessity or the prudent 
iiws of CIS ilit3' icquiies At the same tunc inoutwaid lespect and 
cmdnc&scs 3*011 may use&uph iiecdom and obliging discretion ns 
jccomes the'liicndship ss'c receive iioin the king and his subjects 
and consists with the intcicst of our Honoinnblc ilnstcis 
■Wlion he depaits the island, w’c would have 3*011 pmcuie his letter 
to the goscinoi* oi Buitit minuLesting the i:indnc<s and fiicndl} 
assistances he hath leceived in behalf ot the king’s nifaiis during 
Ills sla3* on the island ^ Though in consequence of these oi'deis 
Bull Kasim poiloicc w*as allowed to winter in Boinlm}’, appnientl}’ 
the diiections and w'aiiiing:> quoted above snfliccd to iclicvc 
Bomba}' of its tioublcsoiuc and dangerous guest Suli Sainbal. 

Eaily in 1 G 77 Sidi Sambal seems to linvc been allow’ed to biing 
bis licet to Bomba}' niul to sta)' in the hnibour. In Apiil, m con- 
sequence of an apphcatioii liom him to be allowed to pass llic moii- 
boon in Bomba}', ilr Aungici, the Picsidcnt, wrote to Loinba}* This 
evening we received a very foiiiial letter iioin Sidi Suinbnl, wboiein 
after man}* sain pietenccs be cnticats oin leave to wiutci at Bom- 
ba}* himself w itU all his men and Ins licet and accoidingly would 
have us lecoinmeiid him unto you. This we will by no means consent 
unto in regard wc plainly perceive liis intentions aic not for Danda 
lidjpuii but he lies hoveling with his fleet about the island We 
cannot at all iccoininciid you in that you. have connived at his 
continuance on the island thus long and never given us any account 
tlicicof, that our oi dors might have ai rived to you moic season- 
ably. However wc do now icqmic you fiist 111 fan* teims to declare 
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to him that it is contvarj' to His Majesty’s, the Honourable Com- 
pany’s, and Our orders to permit him or his men or his fleet to Trintcr 
on the* island j and therefore he must prepare himself to he gone with 
all the expedition that may bo. If you see he will not bo satis- 
fled with this but obstinately continues on the island, you 
must then by public proclamation require all people belonging 
to the Sidi’s fleet to depart the island and prohibit all lire inhabit- 
ants of the island after three days to sell to any of the Sidi’s people 
any soits of provisions or come near their houses or hold any 
correspondence with them, for we will not permit him to winter on 
the island, and if ho stays it shall be at his own peril, and you 
-must declare that he thereby will utterly break friendship Avith 
us This you may declaie to him from us who desire your speedy 
performance of our orders and answer hereunto.^ 

■ Meanivhile a grievously foolish and unjust action by an ofBcer in 
command of one of the boats sent against the Cota pirates strength- 
ened the position of the Sidis in claiming to winter in Bombay. On 
the 22nd Apiil 1677 the Deputy Governor and Council of Bombay 
■wiite to Surat . Our Malabdr manhva ivhoin w'o sent out in chose 
of Malabars was commanded b}' Ensign Thorp wdio ofIDanda Riljpuri 
met, one of the Sidi’s boats. Our machva put out no colours so 
the Sidi’s boat pursued her very near, supposing her to bo a 
Malabdr or one ot Shivdji’s boats. Tlien our men put out their 
colouis and showed themselves. Upon this the Sidi’s boat w’^as 
going away ; but our boat spoke to them to come aboard and held 
up a musket at them to make them conic. When they had come 
on boaidour men asked the Sidis wiiy they pursued them ; the Sidis 
answ^eied w^e took you for Malabars. Upon this Ensign Thorp 
seized tNvo coolies, tied their hands behind them, and hoisted them 
up and threatened them till he made them confess they heard the 
captain say he w’as resolved to take our machva. This confession 
Ensign Thorp thought w'as sullicient He took aw^ay all their arms 
and what money they could find and keeping the captain and tw'o 
men more iirisoners, .carried them away down the coast, and let 
the boat go. There w’as likewise a great packet in wdiich the boatmen 
pretend aie letters for Bahadur Khan, the governor of Surat, and your 
Honours , besides scvcial letters for persons on this island and for 
the OoveLnoi- and F actor of Bassein in Portuguese, all which he carried 
down with him. The two Sidis at Danda Kdjpuri demanded justice 
of us for robbing their boat and taking their men prisoners pretend- 
ing Rs. 2600 was lost in ready money and cloths. Wo made very 
strict examination but could find out no money but about Es. 40 
which the Ensign had secured. This we proficred them but they 
refused it. For Ensign Thorp’s crime in taking and robbing one 
of our friend’s vessels contrary to our orders and instructions we 
took away his commission from him. The boatmen would not 
accept of the money which was proflhred them, but are gone to 
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Danrla Edjpuri to complain afresh, and -whether they will complain 
to Bahcidur Khan and the governor of Suiat we know not.^ 

It seems piobablc that this unfortunate misconduct so weakened 
the position of the Surat President that he was forced to abandon 
his intention of refusing Sidi Sainbars request to be allowed to 
winter in Bombay On the 7th Ma}*^ 1677 thePresidentaddressed the 
following letter to Bombay On the SOth April we wiote you by 
expiess to use your endeavours by all fair means to peisuade Sii 
Sambal to lethe fioin Bombay We said w’D could not perinit him 
to winter there for the reasons then proposed It seems your cate 
had prevented us and you had given youi express ordeis to him 
to depart In this you did ver 3 ' well. Oul}’- we wish you had done 
it more effectuall 3 ' sooner in the 3 'ear that he might have had no 
pretence to have sta 3 ’ed or that 3 ’-ou had pven us advice sooner 
that w'e might have made provision accordingly. Whereas till it 
was too late we were totally ignorant thereof . Upon the summons 
which you have given him, ho immediately despatched a boat to 
the Surat governor by peadesiiing him to interpose the king’s author- 
it}’ and his inteiest ivith us, without nhich we would never consent 
Upon this the governor sent a message unto us enti eating ns m 
the king’s name to peimit the fleet to winter in Bombay and that 
Sidi Sambal might lemain on shore in regard to his sickness. 
After duo advice and considering of the state of the Compan 5 ''s 
aflairs here, we esteemed it not piudent to displease the king and 
the governor for the rea« 5 ons which are obvious to 3 ’ou Wo 
according!}' sent our bioker to the governor to lepicsent to him 
the Company's express Older to the contrary and the inconveniences 
which the}’ might sustain and have sustained b}’ the Sidi’s winter- 
ing in Bombay and to desire the governor that he would send 
express orders to Sidi Sambal and the fleet that they might observe 
these following oideis * That Sidi Sambal should keep but 50 men 
on shore with him and that the rest of the soldiers should be either 
discharged or kept on board their ships and not alioivcd to come 
on sboie without the Deputy Governor’s license Further, that Sidi 
Sambal and Sidi Kiisim should take care that their men give not 
the least offence to the Government or to any of the people of the 
island and if the}* did that they should be severely punished. 
This the governor esteemed veiy necessary and hath given bis 
ordcis accordingly to Sidi Sambal winch we send you here enclosed 
under the governor’s seal together with its copy for 3 ’our perusal 
desiring you to obscive it accordingly. 

Now we understand that Sidi Sambal resides at the East 
India House where like the hedge hog ho hath nestled himself 
and liking his lodging intends to sta}* there whether we Mill 
or no As you wiU read in the copy of lus letter it is one of our 
conditions -with the Surat governor that during next rains Sidi 
Sambal shall stay in what place the Deputy Governor and Council 
shall think flt to appoint him. Our opinion is that it is not con- 
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venienfc to permit so many strange soldiers to be so near the fort 
all tlie rains, but that Mdzgaon woiald be a more proper place for 
them. We oflfer this as our advice and do not give it as a positive 
order. Still we do require you to consider well thereof and having 
a strict regard of the charge and trust, committed to you 'to give 
such directions in this affair as shall most tend to the security of 
the fort and island and peace of the inhabitants, treating the said 
Sidi Sambal's affairs and his people with such civility and reason- 
able assistance as they may expect from 5 'ou.^ 

Meanwhile the Bombay Council were doing their best to be 
lid of Sidi Sambal. On the 2nd May 1677 they wiite the fol- 
lowing letter to the Surat Council : We have with much ado 
prevailed with Sidi Sambal to embark to-morrow. But he 
intends to stay aboard three or four da 3 ’s in expectation to obtain 
3 'our Honour’s license for his wintering here, having sent express 
by sea and land for that purpose.® On the 18th Maj^ they wiite : 
■\Ve have by us two of your Honour’s unaiisweied of the last of 
April and 12 th May. We did what was possible to get Sidi Sambal 
out, next to plain force and firing at the fleet, which we know 
not how would be resented at Surat. We have daily for these two 
months told him absolutel 3 '’ that he must not winter here and he 
always beguiled us with protestations that he would be gone this 
day and that day till the fleet was not able to stir. They must now 
winter here except we will force them out to be all lost. But ho 
himself has promised faithfully to go overland and that he will set 
out to-morrow morning if not be it at his owm pciil for we could by 
- no means suffci’ him to stay here.® 

In the same letter, after the arrival of the Surat letter of the (7tli) 
May the Bombay Council add : Just at closing there came your 
Honour’s of the (7th) May with a letter for Sidi Sambal which 
we sent him. We shall bo caicful punctually to comply with 3 mur 
Honour s orders and shall acquaint the Sidi therewith to-morrow. 
We are of your Honour’s opinion that Mdzgaon will be the fittest 
place for him which we suppose he will willingly condescend to 
he having often professed much.* ' 

On the 6 th July 1677 before the Bombay letter reached them 
forced by the necessity of keeping on good terms with Surat 
authority, the Surat Council write : Sidi Sambal being put out of 
. his employ and the command of the king’s fleet conferred on Sidi 
Aasim whois now in Danda Rdjpuri, Sidi Kdsim hath ordered 
his vakil Alahmud Hasan to send down to Bombay 1.50 men under 
the command of Subhnn Kuli We commend his men unto ■your 
courteous usage, and do desire 3 - 0 U to show them all the respect 
and civility you may with convenience, and gratify them on all 
reasonable requests. At the same time we caution you to have an 
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eye over them that they may commit no riots or disorileis to tho 
distui banco of the peace of tlie island and suffer not more tlian . . . 
men to come on shore at a tiine.^ 

On the 27th Juno 1677 the Bombay Council brought to tho 
notice of the President at Surat the sort of difficulty which the 
presence of the Sidi in Bombay entailed upon them Latelj' a ' 
Brahman and two or tliree more camo over from Batty pioffeung 
their service to the Sidi, and promising if he would emploj' them 
they would bring bun some piisoneis of qunht}'. Sidi Sambal 
was willing to cmbiace the offer, but yet so cunning not to appear 
in the action that he would not fuini'-h them with any of his own 
boats or men So they hiied a Bombay iislicr-hoat and soldieis 
from the island and w’ent ovei to Batty and biought thence 
tour Bi ahman prisoners, being the principal men of the place, and 
put them aboard the Sidi’s ship.® It ivas not long before wo 
had a message from the SubhedAr of Ohaul, complamiiig of the 
unneighbourly abuse we had suffered to be done to him even by 
the inhabitants of BoroUay, demanding tlio^ restitution of thosfl 
pnsoneis, and threatening, if this were not peiformcd, no sticlc of 
wood or anything else ivould be suffeied to be biought fiom the 
main to Bombay and that the friendship between us was biokcn. 
Wo immediately sent to the Sidi taxing him sevcicly with this 
unfiiendly dealing, but he pleridcd ignorance to all Ilowever we 
got the prisoneib from him whom we treed We likewise got the 
Koli who wms muk/idam o£ the boat and ten more ot the rogues 
dwellers on the island, who were all condcmnetl to be hanged, hut we 
pardoned eight and executed three Those eight arc the Company’s 
slaves ivhom we shall put aboaid tho Europe ships to be .sent to 
St Helena, nith n Bhanddrm who was condemned for telony 
whoso life wo pardoned likewise ® 

At the close of the lains (9th October 1077) the Bombay Council 
laid before Suiat the evils attending the Sidi's/ especially tivo 
rival Sidis’, pi esence in Bombay They wiote It is now pevcial 
yeais that the Sidi’s fleets have used this port as a place of lefiesh- 
ing and ictreaton all occasions, with how much ti cubic to the Gov- 
ciiimcnt and dissatisfaction to the inhabitants, your worships have 
been but too ■well acquainted. A few months past Sidi Sambal iceeiv- 
ed orders to suiicndei the fleet to Sidi Kasim Fm seveial months 
he made dcmuis because liis wife and children and liis fnmilj' were 
detained in DandaEajpmi 'These he received fom days ago, and 

{ iromisecl to deliver up the fleet excepting one of the gicnt ships ■which 
le intended to keep to carry himself and his soldiers to Siiiat Sidi 
Kdsim being impatient of having part of his fleet detained from

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him anti instigated by that, unadvised JSnbhan Knli ^vllo came 
fioin Sill at about thiee nionlh'. past with loO men to assist him, 
ern WQ Avero aware of it, did on liJiiuday last march up with all 
his i'oicc to Jr.lzffaon wdicre Sidi iSamhal resided ll'c immediately 
sent Captain Keiywin with a guard of hor-ie to keep the peace. 
Ere he could airive they had begun the skiiniish, and so obstintitc 
were they, especially Suli Kiisim, that the}' were parted with 
imich difliculty h.ivmg shot four of the Coinpiiny’s hoiscs, wheicof 
one is dead and another in great danger, though it plcaseil none of 
the Iroopeis were hurt Upon this we immcdi.iLch sent for Sidi 
K'lsiin to thq fort, and having cxpo'tiilatcd Avith him the .'iH'ront 
he had put upon the {jovcrinneiit and the bad retaliation he had 
made us for oui o^Li.iovdinuy civilities to him, a\ e disaimed all 
Jus soldiers except himself and two or thiec iiioic and oidoicd him 
in four or live d.iy.s’ time to send all his soldmis olf the island 
excepting some few sciv.ants foi his nttendance The like we did 
to Sidi t^auih.il excepting those guards w’hieh w'erc for the defence 
of the .ships. We suppose this accident Avill so arm 3'our 
W'orslnp’s i esnlutioiis as never to concede the wintoiing ol the 
fleet hero again nor to sun'er any gioat nunihcr of men to leniain 
on the island aimed. We suppose it w'oiild be of gioat conscn[iiciico 
that your worships iiindc umcly complaint of those outrages, not 
only to the governor of Surat, hut ei'cn to the king himself, and 
ilemaiided large satisfaction for the death of our horss.s and the 
disturbance ot the peace of tiio inhabitants and hindrance of our 
tiiide, merchants being frighted fiom coming hither by such hostile 
acts Wo send this cosset (cai nor GujaiiUi I, (had) on pui’poso to give 
your AA'orships timely notice th.at the Sidis might not be liofoiebaml 
Avith a false ropiosentation of the action.' 

A fortnight later (October 21 st) the Tioinbiiy Counoil continue: 
Wc liaye at length induced the two Siclis to an agreement .so that 
Sidi Kasim is contented to siiirender np iSnli S.mih.Al’s wife and 
childicn and Sidi Smibal is contented to smrondfi up the armada, 
so that Sail Sanibnl 111 four or fisc days iiitouds to cmbaik on one 
of two great ships and go for .Sur.it, and then Sidi Kasim Avill go 
on hoard of the fleet. Wc woie AA'ilIing to he mediator in this 
business that wc might he lid of them both. And if w'e icspect 
the good .and quiot of the island, aa'c have reason to avi.sIi they may 
never come hcicsagain except it ho for a month’.s time to rcfiosh 
and thou be gone. Sidi Sambal liad an excellent hoise killed in 
the broil, Avhich ho A'alucs at a gre.at pi ice, for aa'IiicIi and all othci 
damages he demands satisfaction of us ; for he pretends his hands 
Avere bound up from taking Ins oavu gatisfaetioii. We must needs 
obedient to-our orders, and has lived at JMazgaon 
all this rains so contentedly and quietly that Ave liaA'o not been 
troubled Avith any complniiits of liiiii So that Avhenyoiu AA'orships 
demand satisfaction of the lloghal king for our horses and other 
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damages, Sidi Sambal’s damages may likewise be demanded or 
th.it they make him .satisfaction thcic * 

In ^larch 1 G 77 the Gencnal and Council in Surat coinmunicatcd 
the following instiuetions regaiding the settlement of Guiariit 
Banias in Boinbaj' We dosend3'ou several articles offei ed unto us 
1)3’ Nnna P.iiakh. an eminent Banin belonging to the cit3' of Dm, 
touching his own, or some of his sons oi vakils, settlement 
on the island of Bomba3’. This we have not thought gooil to 
grant until we have fiist ad\ iscd with 3'ou and taken 3’’onr opinion 
thereon n hetlicr thc3' are consistent with the present state and 
good of the isl.anrl, and thcicfmc we desire 3‘ou seriousl3’ to weigh 
each particulai ai-ticlc and advise us 3*our opinion thci eon. lie 
h.ath further icfiuested that ten mans of tohacco ma3’ be atoned 
him free of pa3’ing an3‘ flut3’ belonging tbercunto, but to tins 
also we have deferred giving no answer until wc have received 
3’oui opinion which we desire mni* be sent us so soon as 3*ou can 
ivith convenience. We desire 3’ou not to let these articles or 
Nnna Pilrakh’s name to be published as 3’et in regard the noise 
of it coming to the Portuguese’s knowledge may cause no mean 
piejudico to him and little advantage to us, for wc have already 
often experimented upon the eftect ot their hn/l neighbouiliood." 

Whereas Nnna Parakb, an eminent Bania merchant of the city 
of Dm, has expressed bis desire to settle with his famil3’ and trade 
on the island of Bombay, from the fame which he has heard of the 
Honomablo Compan3’’s laige conimcice, upright dealing, justice, 
and modciation to all pei^ons that In e undei the sliadoa of their 
Government, and in oidei theieunio has leyiiested a patent fiora 
us, under the Compan3'’& seal, conUining ceiUin faioui^ uliich he 
bogs in relation to lihcrt3' and socuiit3’ in the exeiciso of lehgion, 
tiadc, propel ty, and leputable lesidmcc on saiil island’ We, the 
Piesident and Council for the said Honouiable Company, have 
thought good, in icgaid to his eminent woith and good icpoifc, to 
giant him the follouingpiivilegos 

1 . That the ITonouiable Compaii}’ .sli.all allot him so mueh 
ground in or iieai the piesent tow 11 fiee of lent as shall he jiidgc’d 
necessary to build a house or wai chouse theieon 

2 . That ho with the Bidhm.'ins or Teis (Gon or pii(*sts)of his

3. That he and his family shall befrecfiom all duties of watch 
and ward, or any ehaige and duty depending thcrcoir; that 
neither the Company nor tlie Governor, Deputy Governor or 
Council, or any other person, shall on any pretence whatsoever 
force them to lend money for public or piivatc account or n.sc 
any iiuhrecb violcncii or ways to that effect; but that they shall 
with all freedom enjoy their properties, estate, and goods without 

‘any molestation. 

4. That in case there falls out any dillcicnco or suit in law 
between liim or his vakil or attorneys or the Banids of his caste, 

.Olid any other persons remaining on the island, the Governor or 
Deputy Governor shall not sutler him or them to be publicly 
ari-csted di.shonouied or carried to prison, without fiist giving' 
him dne notice of the cause depending, that be or they may 
cause justice to be done in an lioiicst and amicable way, and in 
case any ditl'eicnce happen between him or his attorney and any 
Bania of their own caste, they may have liberty to decide it 
among themselves without being forced to go to law. 

5. That ho shall have liberty of trade in his own ships and 
vessels to what poit lie pleases, and come in and go out when ho 
thinks good, without paj'ing anchorage, having first given tlic- 
Governor or Deputy Governor or Customer notice and takcii> 
their consent thereunto. 

G. That in case he brings any goods on shore more than he caw 
sell on the island within the space of 12 months, he shall have 
liberty to transport them to what port he pleases, without pay ing 
custom for exportation, 

, 7 That in case any person be indebted to bim, and abso to* 

othci Baiiiiis, and be not able to pay all his debts, bis rjgbt may 
be picferred befoie other BaniAs. 

S. That in case of ivar or any other danger which may .succeed, 
he shall have a warehou.se iu the castle to secuic his goods, 
treaauro, and family therein. 

9. That he or any of his family shall have liberty of egress and 
rcgi ess to and fioin the fort or residence of the Governor or Deputy 
Governor ; that thej’ shall be received wdth civil lespcct and be 
jicimitted to sit down according to then qualities , that they shall 
freely use coaches, lioisos,'or palanquins and quitasols (that is 
barsuns or umbi-ellas) for their coiivomonce without any disturb- 
ance ; that their soiynnts niaj^ -wear sw'Oids and daggers, shall 
not be abused, beaten, or impri.soned except they offend, and that 
in case any oi-his kiiiflrcd or friends shall come to visit him or 
them fiom any other ports, tliej'" shall bo used w'lth civility and

In December 1G75 tlie Surat Council wrote to Bombay : We have 
consideied the request which the gentlewomen have made to )’Ou, 
touching their allowance for ono year and the reason they alloire 
concerning it. Though we are willing to gratify them in any thing 
that lies in our pou er and do believe what they say concerning 
Mr. Lewis to be probable yet we declare wo cannot dispose of our 
Masters’ estates without their order. They must therefore excuse us 
if we do not gratify their desire But whereas you say some of them 
are in so mean a condition that they cannot subsist without help, 
in such case and no otherwise, we onorder that you allow cither 
6 or 8 pardaos (pagodas) a month to those that are in real necessity 
that they he preserved from want which withal they must understand 
as an act of charity from the Company in respect to their svant. 
Those who are able we expect should provide themselves. And 
whcieas j'ou give us notice that some of the ivomoii are grown 
scandalous to our nation religion and government, we require j’ou 
in the Honourable Company’s name to give them all fair warning 
that they do apply themselves to a more sober and Christian conver- 
sation, othenvisG the sentence is this that they shall be confined 
totally of tbeir liberty to go abroad and fed with bread and water 
till they aie ombarked on board ship for England =

contrary to our constitution as well as our iuteiest that wc cannot

By these events the relations between the Government^ of 
Bombay, Sambhaji, and the Mogbal had become most embarrassing 
and precarious. With Sambhdji it was expedient to temporize on 
account of his power extending o\er those commercial stations on 
the Malabdr Coast from which the principal part of the investments 
of pepper and caidamoms were drawn, as well ns over sevorjil of 
the stations under the Presidency of Fort St George particularly 
Porto Novo. The power of the Moghal commanded the provinces 
in which the principal portions ot the Surat investment were 
collected. These alarms were increased by the Sidi’s fleet and 
troops being too strong to be lesisted by the soldiers of the 
garrison now reduced to less than 100 Europeans, who were'daily 
murmuring at the price of provisions, which their pay could not 
afford. Under these circumstances a reference was made to the 
Court for instructions and aid." 

Apparently in icplj', carl}’ in 1683, the Court of Directors wioto : 
After much charge and the wasting of many years iu vain attempts, 
we have (we hope) at length thought of methods to make Bombay 
a place of considerable trade and business ; 

1. AVe have orJcied the ship Cliarles to unlade her cowries 
there or so many of them as our President and Council at Surat 
shall give order for and to take in there such homeward lading 
for England as our President and Council shall think fit 

2. 'VVe have ordered the ship wc are now despatching for 
Tonqueen in her homeward voyage to return through the 
straights of Mallaca to Bombay and there unload and hll up with 
what our President and Council shall provide beforehand to lie in 
the .stores and give order for the shipping aboard lier. 

3. AVc have written to our President and Council to order such 
of our ships as he shall think fit that go down to the Coast of 
Malabdr and India to return to Bombay and there disperse those 
goods among any of our ships that he shall appoint to take in 
their loadings at that place. 

4. That m order thereunto, if lie finds it not prejudicial to our 
service, he should send from Swally one of our small ships with 
bales of goods to fill up any bigger ship or ships he shall appoint 
to take up their full loading at Bombay 

5 In the foregoing particulars you will see wc have referred 
much to the discretion of our President and Council at Surat. 
Tliis is most necessary, seeing they arc in the head of our business 
and so near the place , and the more in regard our President hath 
been our Deputy Governor in Bombay and to give liim his due the 
best that ever set foot upon the island since the English had it.

We shall send jnu out hj' our ships thirty ^rnung Knglish 
soldiers with a Lieutenant, one Thomas Child, who is allied to 
oni I’lesidcnt at Sar.at , he hath been a Captain of foot in the 
King's SCI vice and hath likewise h.id command at sea, him we 
intend in the loom of Lieutenant Nicolls hut not to be of the 
Oornpanj". These tliiitj’ soldiers we intend to fill up j'our 
compaiij” but not to make au}* incra.ise of officers’^ 

On the lOtli August 1G83, in eommuiiic.itiog to Bombay the im- 
poitaut news ot the grant of a fie^li chaiter the Court wiote : We 
send jmu enclosed an authentic copy of a new Charter granted us 
In- Ills ^E.ijustj' undci the gieat seal of England, ior the .suppressing 
all interloping and mtoilopeis, of which w'^e shall wiite you moie 
laigelj* by our sliips In the meantime ive do licrebj* appoint our 
Deputjf Covernor of Bombay to be our Judge Advocate there, 
and to put all the poweis gi anted us by the said new Charter into 
full and pel feet e.xecution - 

On the 7tli Apiil IGS-i, before the news of Keigwin’s revolt had 
reached them, the Court wrote to the Presuleiit at Suiat: Wo 
have chosen Dr. bt John Doctor of the CiAul Law to be Judge 
of the Admiral tj’-Coui’t in the East Indies and of all our maritime 
afiaiis tlieie, tobe erected in pursuance of His Maiestj^’s additional 
chaiter of the 9th August last (]683) at the salary of £200 a

published. Uis jMajesty hath been pleased upon our nppiobatioiis 
of him to grant Dr St John a comnii>«&ion undci the gicnt seal of 
England to the puiposc aforesaid. Foi wdiich also he liatli our 
coniinissioii undci our laigcr seal,a copy wdiercof w'c Jieivwith scud 
3 'ou, and ho is from time to time to tinnsmit unto 3 'OU, as also to 
icpicscnt unto the Deputj* Governor and Council of Boinbaj' an 
impartial account ot all Jiis proceedings, ns -Judge of the said 
Couit But nil othci iudicatuics upon oui stud island nie to

About the same time (Apiil 1681) it ivas found that the ships of 
intcilopcis instead of taking in their cargoes at a Biitish port, ■went 
to Oitcnd, and took m Em ope pi oducc on Biitish capital, and thence 
jjroceedcd to India, On discovering this project, the Couit applied 
to the King, who oidcrcd a mnn-of-WMr to inteiccpt them, but tw’O 
of theii vessels escaped Instructions wcie therefoie sent to the 
Conipan 3 ''s agents to seize their ships and goods.® 

On the 3id Octobei IGSI* the Court wrote to Surat • M'c aie very

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been a f^reat interruption to all our business, but arc fully satishcd 
that our President and Council are worthy men and have served 
us faithfullj’ and as well as any men could have done under so 
many dihappointincnts.^ 

On the IGth Novembei’ 1683 the Court again state: IVc aie 
now much set upon the improvement of that our island oE Bombay 
and do esteem it a place of more consequence than we have foriiicr- 
ly done. We cannot imagine but a wise and pradent Council might 
promote or create a trade there in a place so athnirably situated 
and so full of people. - 

In the same letter the Couit admiiiistev the following caution ■ 
The increase of our people at Bombay must necessarily^ iucicase 
our revenue if you be careful to make the most of it With 
a little ingenuitj' you may iind out other ways to augment our 
revenue, which we requiie you to make your study and endeavour 
as much for the .sake ol your common country as j'our em- 
ployers. It is a vain and idle imagination for any man to think 
the English nation can ever be as considerable in India ns the 
Dutch until we arc as wise as they in creating and thrifty manage- 
ment of revenues in places conquered, fortified, or possessed 'J’his 
necessary providence the Dutch have improved and refined to such 
a degree at Batavia as to make that place render to the Company 
clear annually £00,000 sterling (as we are informed), more than all 
the gieat charge thereof.’ 

■ In April 1681 the counsels for the improvement of Bombay are 
repeated : We are now much moic concerned foi the impiovemcnt 
of Bombay. We were concluding it to be a place that may stand us 
in mighty stead in case of a war with the Dutch or that the Moghnl 
governors .should go and afTioiit us as they did last year in the 
Bay. We would, thoicfore, have yon keep that island always in a 
strong postuieof defence and our soldiers strictlj’ to their duty and 
in the constant exercise of theii aims You should set your wits 
efEcctu.ally on work to create some considcijiblc manufnctnie upon 
the island that may augment the number of the inhabitants whom 
we would have modelled into trained bands under English or other 
officers, as you .'shall see cause, and m.ike of them one or two regi- 
ments or more as their nuinbei.s will hold out. They should be ex- 
ercised in aims one dnj’ in eveiy two months or as often as you shall 
think may be convenient. You need not alwaj's waste powder 
at such exercise, but teach them to handle their ai’ms, their facings, 
wheelings, marching, and countermarclung, the fiist ranks to pre- 
sent, draw their triggers together at the heat of the drum, and

Captain Richaid ICcigwm, who commanded the Company's gam- 
son at Bombay, assisted by Ensign Tlioriibnrn ami others, on the 
27th Decenibci 1GS3, sei.!cd on 3Ir Wnid the Deputy Go\einoi 
and such ^lembeis of Council as adheted to him, assembled tlie 
tioops and militin.anmillcdthc authority of the Company by ])iochi- 
mation, and dcclaicd the island to he immediately ninlei the Iving’s 
protection The gairison, consisting of 350 Knglish soldieis ami 
200 topasses, and the inliabitants of tlie I'.lnml, elected Captain 
Keigw’m to be Governoi, and niipointed olliceis to the ditieient 
comimnios, W'ith suitable lank, and ci\il olliceis, stoiokccpcis, 
and haibour-inastcis, dcchiiing, that if then .sersants would 
acknow'ledge the King’s goveinmeut as piuclnimcd, ami did not 
intcrfcic with the adiiiiinstiatioii of it, the Company might 
piocccd 111 tlicii trade w’ithout molestation Kcigwin took jiosscs- 
sion of the Company’s ship Bctiun and the Hiintci iiigate, ami 
landed the ticosuic amounting to betw'oen 50,000 .ind CU.OUU lupces, 
intended foi the invciitnicnt abKiliwui, which he lodged iii the 
Fort, and published a dcchiiation that it should be cmpio 3 'cd onl}’ 
foi tlie defence of the King’s islainl and govcinmcnt.” 

The fiist mcasuic taken, after the levolt, was a pioc'amation by 
Captain Keigwin, requiiing the inhabitants to take the oaths of 
allegiance to the King and to leiiouncc thou obedience to the Gom-

the thiee which came with the corainissioncrs having been at 
difl'eient times in this month despatched to England with the 
Company’s investments Tlio commisaoners remained on boaid a 
country vessel, while President Child held conferences with Captain 
Keigwin and repented pi oinises of pardon audiedross of grievances. 
This oftei also was unamiliiig, for the animosity of Captain 
Keigwin and his adherents was directed against the President anti 
' his hi other Sir Josiah Child, to whose influence they asciibed not 

only the suffenngs which bad diivcn them to the measuics which 
I they had taken but all the evils of which they and the gieatei put 

of the mhahitants of the island complained. 

Mr. C'liild rotnms After consultations which continued till the month of March 
to Surat, 16St and after duly reflecting that he had no inilitai}’ foico 

IGSl. which could 1 educe the island to obedience, and that the ciews ot 

the ships so far favoured the levolters tliat the}' would not act 
ollcnsively against them, it. was determined to despatch to Tilngland 
the three Company’s ships with their caigocs catimated at above one 
million of rupees, and to station two confidential per.'^iis at the 
island of Kcnery and two at the Portuguese settlement at Ves.iva, 
and by permission of the Sidi and of the Poituguese GJoveruor to 
employ boats, whenever ships might appe.ar in the offing, to direct the 
Captains not to go mto Bombay harbour but to proceed directly to 
Swally. Under these circumstances the Piesident and lus Council 
«. letuined to Surat, Icanng the island of Bombay in the possession of 

1 the revoltcr.s ^ 

Besides the want of force, military or naval, another not less strong 
motive rendered necessary this conduct on the paitof the Piesident 
' and Ins Council, The interlopers had for years been increasing. 

Duiing the present season they had been more numeious than in 
anyformei year Strongapprehensions were therefore entci tamed, 
either that the revolters had been instigated f)y the agents of the 
interlopcis, or that, could force have been employed, a connection 
I betuecn Captain Keigwm and these advcntniers would be formed

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(for they had frequently reported that a new East India Company 
had been instituted in England in whoso employ "they were), and 
that the interlopers would assist the insurgents and get possession 
of the island.^ 

As soon as advices of the revolt at Bomba}” arrived and informa- 
tion was received that Captain Keigwin had addressed letters to the 
King and to the Duke of "York^ attempting to explain away a 
public crime by the necessity of preserving the island in its allegiance 
to the King and to save it from becoming a conquest to ShivJiji 
or the Moghal, the Court appointed a Committee of Secrecy with 
powers to make application to His Majesty ond to concert sucli 
measures as might be advisable for the recovery of the placc.^ 

In a letter to Surat of the 3rd October 16S4 the Court observe : 
We arc very sorry for the ill news of Bombay. For reducement 
thereof, we have by His Majesty’s command appointed a Secret 
Committee consisting of the Governor, Deputy Governor Sir Benja- 
min Bathuist, Sir Jeremy Sambrook, and Mr Joseph Herne, whose 
orders touching that affair you are to pursue as effectually as if 
they came from ourselves as you will perceive b}' an order of 
Court of Gth August 1684.® 

The Secret Committee stated in a report to the King, dated the 
15th A ugust 1684', that from the period when their charter and 
2 )rivilegcs had been renewed, their officers and soldiers had enjoyed 
cncouiagements superior to those which the Dutch granted to their 
troops , that the pay and allowances of an English soldier wore 
gieater than those of an inferior Dutch officer , that their President 
and Governor, so far from cruel and oppressive conduct towards the 
gariison, had on all occasions manifested every indulgence com- 
patible with the duty of rendering the revenues equal to the 
charges of the establishment , that since the island had been trans- 
fer! ed to the Company, they had expended the largo sum of 
£300,000 on fortifications and improvements, had constructed an 
excellent harbour to become the resort of the English trade, and 
in the preceding season 1083-84* had embarked 70 soldiers to 
St. Helena and two complete companies to Port St. George; 
that they had authorized the President to engage five companies 
of native troops to serve at Bombay ; and that the source of the 
rebellion could be traced to Mr. Petit and Mr. Bourcher, two of 
the Companj^’s civil servants who had been dismissed for encourag- 
ing the interlopers, of whom they now had become the leaders aiTd

them, they were to be bi ought \ o trial foi their fii -st act of i ehcllion, 
and if found guilty. If) bo executed, that an example might be made 
lo pi event future revolts In the event of their resisting till the 
01 (lei s arrived they were lo he tried as lehcls and tiaitors. 

_ For the better pre.servation of the island in ohi'diciicc to the 
Jung and to the Company, the seat of the Company’s govcinment 
w.is to he removed fiom Surat to Bombay Avheic the Picsideiit and 
Council were to lesidc, and a foiee of tlwce English companies to 
he maintaiiifd with such iiuiiiher of native troops and militia as 
the President might deem it expeilient to cinplo}'.

With piomptitucle and spirit 
he landed without any attendants and demanded a conference with 
Captain Keigwin, the result of -which ivas that Keigwin agieed to 
deliver up the fort to him as a King’s officer on the 12th November, 
on condition of a free pardon to himself and to his ailherents. Some 
difficulties aTO.se on the following day with the garrison, one of the 
soldier-s of which, had he not been prevented by Lieutenant Fletcher 
one of the ringleaders in the mutiny, would have shot Sir Thomas 
Grantham. For a few daj's therefore the revolters were again pos- 
sessed of the island In tliis interval Mr Zinzan, who had been ap- 
pointed by the President to bo Deputy Governor of the island, arrived 
with Mr English and Dr. St John as Commissioners from Surat, and 
the island was formallj* surrendered on the 19th November 1684 by 
Captain Keigwin to Sir Thomas Grantham as bearing a King’s 
commission, and by him immediately transferred in the King’s 
name to Dr. St. John as the King’s Judge by whom it was delivci ed 
to Mr. Zinzan as the Company's Governor till the ariival of the 
Pic&idcnt. 

The money which Keigwin had taken out of tlio ship Retuiii 
was deliveied to Sir Thomas Grantham, without having been 
embezzled , but the revenues of the island had been expended, the

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wcalcnoss of your garrison, wo having now strengtliencJ you, do 
hereby require you to put His Majesty’s said order into full execution 
And if you find there he occasion for it, you may keep Sir Thomas 
Grantham’s ship at Bombay for j’our assistance until this contro- 
versy’' about the customs ot Thiliia and Karanja be amicably com- 
posed between the Viceroy of Goa and yourselves But you must 
by no means consent to pay any more customs at cither of those 
places, although you may (if the Vice-King of Goa approve there- 
of) agree to a suspension of the customs and of all acts of violence 
on both sides, until this matter bo determined in England by His 
Majesty and the Portugal ambassador. If the Portuguese should 
upon your refusal take any of your small vessels, we can give y’-ou 
no better direction in such a case than to follow the letter of His 
Majesty’s Eoyml Charter to us, the clauses whereof in relation to 
such occasions as those arc truly recited in Sir Thomas Grantham’s 
Commission under thd'Oompauy'’s scal.^ 

In August 1686, with reference to Portuguese claims to lands in 
Bombay, the Deputy' Governor Mr. Wyborne wrote to Surat : 
As to the Pad] es of Biindra and others that belong to the Portu- 
gal nation, notice is given to the Chief Justice who will take care 
that no such estates be anyways alienated. But this will be of ill 
consequence. For if the inhabitants of this island be hindered fi om 
.ittaching one another’s estates, they will never pay*- their debts 
and one will starve the other. TVe therefore pray your further 
directions as to the inhabitants of the island, who arc most under 
the nomination as Portuguese. As to the damages sustained by 
the Portuguese in our time wo shall take c.aro to give y'oui 
Excellency account, but as for the time past all that we can find 
arc in the several books which ore at Siwat. If after a further 
examination wo find anything material we shall advise you thci-cof 

In August 1G8G in consequence of instructions from Surat the 
ship Jluntoi- i^th an cight-oarcd pinnace was sent to ride before 
tho fort of MiLhiin ** This l)i ought the Ca.pta.iu of TJasscin witli 
three companies of foot to Biindra to whom on the 1 5th Sept- 
ember the Deputy Governor of Bombay addicssed the following 
letter Understanding that you are come to Bdiidra with somt 
toiccs, I bavo thought fib to visit y'ou with this letter to acquaint 
you that I do not intend anyways to mole.st or trouble your country 
or goveinment. The auuse of the frigate’s coming and hung .4

The success of the Stdi in captiiiing several ^ilaiatha 01 Shivaji 
foits in 16 SG, b}' distiiibiiig tlie hilancc of power, caused 
considernhlo uncasincs-* in Bomba3' On the Cth Octohci the 
Bomb.!}’ Council wiote to Sin at* The Sidi liaiiiu; taken some 
forts fioin Sambhaji R.ija and in one of tlioiii n vei3' gi cat gun, 
the Sidi’s ofTicers losidnig licic ha\e Iilcii with our Deput}' 
Governor to hoiiow foui haw'sci^ and two cap'-tans and two 
largo blocks to get the said gun tiaiispoitcil to .some otliei 
place. As 3’ct the Doput3'’ Govcinoi has put Jiiin off saying lie 
has no gear. But the Moois me vci3- prcidiig on him to coinnianil 
the goal fiom the Slocli and fiom the shl|)s. This he will avoid to 
do till he hems fiom 3'ou. If youi E':celJciiC3' pleases that it shall 
be done, pia}' advise us that wc govern oni selves accoiclingl3' ® 

A few days later the Bomba3' Council lesiimccl Wc scud this

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having liad such success at Danda Eajpuri and other places, is 
resolved to attack Oundry (IConery). If he do, it will infallibly 
he resigned to him by treachery, and may prove of ill conse- 
quence to this island. This we think fit to advise your Excellency, 
praying your directions about it, whether or no you think it 
fit to semi a man to the Rilja to propose to him to give the said 
Cundry into our hands till he becomes master of his countiy and 
theu to retum it to him again ; or any other proposal that you 
shall think fit winch must be done speedily, or not at all, for cer- 
tainlj’’ the Sidi will have it. Pen is certainly in danger of being 
lost ^ As to the Sidi's people avo shall do as directed.® 

In spite of the wars the trade in firearms seems to have been dull. 
On the 13th November (1U86) Bombay writes to Surat : The 
iion guns lie at present on hand, not haAing disposed of many 
occasioned by the great noise of the Sidi’s \nctoiy over Shivsi]i 
which puts a stop to the merchants’ traffic at present.® 

A few months later Bombay writes to Surat; Several of the 
Sidi’fi boats are come from Undiy (XJndcii) and sa 3 ’’ they are bound 
for Surat with an account* to the^Moghal governor that Sidi Kdsim 
will not leave Danda Rdjpuri and Niidcri, saying that he has 
enough to do with Sambhaii’s men who arc numerous in those 
parts. We give little credit to that pretence, but keep double 
guards all louncl the island and do not fear any thing that these 
people can do to us ^ 

About a month later (21st February) they continue- Sidi Kdsim 
is come from Danda Rdjpuri to Diidiy (Underi). We are in- 
formed he has besieged a small fort called Cnllance at the mouth 
of Nagan river (the fort of Koldha oil' Alibag) and it is thought 
be Avill be iiiaster of it. It so, he aviII cut olf all commerce fi^in 
Cundry, which island will fall into his hands for want of provi- 
sion What the event oi it may be God only kiiows.^’ 

Four clays later they Avritc . This comes to acquaint your Ex- 
cellency that yesterday we were certainly advised that Sidi Kdsim 
Avho had besieged Cullanee, had raised his siege ancl was gone for 
Edjdpiir in search of Sultan Egbert (Akbar), the Moghal’is son, so 
that wo hope he will not distuib our nciglihours any more t his 
}’car.° 

Shortly after a Avolcome message was fovAvarded to Surat- Last 
night came a messenger from Sidi Kasim wdio brings ucavs that 
the said !3idi had landed at Jetapur (Jayatajiur) by Rdidpur and that 
. Sambhap s party met Inin and killed 400 of his people and the Sidi 
himself had received four Avounds andescaped very narroAvly of bciim- 
killed or taken. He lost four of his gahvats. This avo thought fit to 
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acquaint your E.^cellcncy The Sidi is said to have gone to Dauda 
Kiijpuii, but ol* this wo are not suie.* 

On the Gth October 1 G 8 C Bombay wrote to jSuiat: Last night 
Captain Oglethorpe arrived heie from Maskat, who lets us know 
that two piiates in the Gulf ot Mokha have done igicat 
mischief being manned witli all nations. One of them weais 
English Oolouis and the othci Dutch Colouis, and each has a 
sloop to attend him ® On the Sud December, in consequence of the 
presence of piiatcs on the Thiina coast, the Bombay Goveinment 
iS'.ued the tollowing older to C.iptain Bathbaiid . Kecently on 
the lecoipt of advice that ceitain Sanganian piiatcs, lying and 
ciuizing between this and Surat, had taken vecscLs bound to 
this poit to the great lo^ of the inhabitautB heie, sevcinl

John’s and between that and Bassoin, piotenrling as we aio told, to 
look toi the Danes’ men-oi-wai These Arabs had taken out of a 
fleet or frjytcr. that were under Captain Bathhand-'s convoy, .six 
giabs and toui shtlais, some of which did really belong to Bombay 
and most of the lest had passes fiom this island But having 
Ptntoguese passes as well as ouis the Aiabs would not believe that 
the3’ did belong to Bombay .sa3’ing if they could be u ell assuicd 
the}’ did belong to our nation, they would not meddle with them. 
Tlie Hunter and Hoy as wc arc lufoimcd, weie fail h3’ them, hut 
iiCTui spoke with them. The Aiabs giving some of the men then 
hbert3’ who came to us and advised us what had happened, wo sent 
out the Bight Honouiahlo Companj-’s macJira to ciuize aftci those 
ships with Ictteis fioin oui Deputy Governor and fiom the Aiab 
that is TMth us, and two of his men, and hope they ma3’ get the 
vessels and goods clear. This has made Volup Venny {Valabh 
Vein) the lendoir (or farmci) of the customs vciy uneasy finding 
that no vessels can pass uiiplundoied 113- one soit of nation 01 
othei. We do humbly piay your Excellency’s diiections what to

On the 5tli February'thc Bombay Council continue : This con- 
veys the complaints of several Bania and Moor inhabitants and 
mcrohants of this island tliat have sustained great losses by thicc 
Arab ships belonging to Cong (apparently Congoon on the 
Persian coast of the Persian Gulf: Low’s Indian Navy, I. 335 
note t) taking two sliibnrs and a grab laden from this port 
I’hey bring with them several attestations of the value of their cargo 
with complaints to the governor of Surat and do expect some 
satisfaction, hearing there is in Surat river an Arab ship and consi- 
dering they are our subjects and bring by their trade customs to the 
island. They rely on your Excellency to stand their friend. This 
we thought safe to advise your Excellency of." 

The Bombay correspondence contains the following references 
to the great plague which wasted Western India between 1686 and 
1G9G. Towards the end of 1686 the Bombay Council write : We 
have abundance of men sick and many of them die. Wo are 
tiinshiug the account of His Majesty’s ship Phamix but by reason 
of some of her men lying sick in the hospital, and we know not 
how God will deal with them, cannot close the account to send up, 
which, as soon as wo -can, shall be done.^ 

On the 29tli December 168G the Council wrote: Enclosed is a 
list of the English deceased since our last to this instant with 
those that are living. The moi’tality this year has been so exceed- 
ingly violent we shall much want recruits by all opportunities. 
The chiefest leason that can be given is the absolute want of 
good Europe medicines that should have been yearly sent out 
iicsh. Here have boon none fiom your Honours since 1682-83, which 
puts ns to use the countiy physic and serves only to auoment the 
charge of the garrison and docs men more harm than good. For a 
supply of what is necessary we now send a list or invoice here 
enclosed under the hand of the Chief Suigcon and an account of 
uhat IS wanting and necessary to the relief yearly of the stores and 
marine.

For tho fuluio nc shall not poimit 
any woman to go on voyages.^ 

On tho 2nd Dcconiboi 1686 tho Deputy Govoinor and Council at 
Bombay note that they have set out au nidci piohibitnigany olliucr 
01 soldier fi 0111 playing foi above 5 X-- on sovoio penalty. Tins, they 
add, nngcis some iicople, but g.iiniug rums inore." 

On llic 25tli Apiil 1687 Ibc^' continnc : Yestculay no dcspatclicil a 
pdfaiiini' to acquaint jour ISvculloucy of the arrival of the ship 
Eniciald r.hicli came into tins port the 23rd instant at night. The 
Coininaudor and chief mate brought out llieir wives with thorn but 
pel using your B'.ctllcncy’s of the 8th December ICSG, find your 
positive Older to let uoiio of our couutiyworaen voyage to and fio

On tho 291 h December tho Bomba}' Council wroto to Smat Tins 
comes by cxpicss to acqnamt you of the ai rival of sliqi Charles tho 
Second, Captain Jonathan Androivs, who came to an anchor nit 
Henery-Kcnery this morning and is ]iist now como on shoio. She 
sailed horn Plymouth, which was hoi* last port, Iho ISth May past and 
arnved Calicut tho 29th Novembor, called at Kiirw.lr and bi ought 
up Ml. John Walsall. We aic taking aslioio tbo soldiers that aie 
aboaid her and some gunpowder but shall not detain her an hour 
after that is out. Wo iinmcdiatcl}' dispeedod tins pnfamar, 
knowing the nows of the ship’s arnial will bo a -joy to youi 
Excellency after so many mouths' expectation of an Eiii*opo ship 
Tho Captain informs us that thoio were sevei.il ships hound to these 
paits that sailed bcfoichim lu lus company w.as tho Mudenn and 
lluby sloop, both winch ho lost tho da}* after ho sailed horn 
St Jago. God of Ins infinite mercy send them to ainvo yonr 
Excellency safe We now hope tho gioatcst pait of yoni Excellency's 
troubles aie ovci, and that w’e shall seo tho Bight Uonourablo 
Company flourish in spite of all their enemies 

In Maicli 1687 the Bombay Council wiote to Surat . We havo 
rccoivod a letter fioin tho Peshwa conceinmg the ambass.'idor that 
was const.iiitly employed between SambbAji Baja and us Ho says 
that the old one is dead and that there is a now ouo made. Ho would

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have us send a boat for him to come and converse with us but that 
is only to got a jpeslikasJi from us as being a new made officer. Wo 
humbly pray j'our Excellency to give us your directions how to act 
in those cases that if for the future any ambassador or great 
messenger should be sent to us by Sambhdji or great princes, how 
wo shall tieat them and what presents wo may make them and how 
they and their retinue shall bo maintained. Wo have put off sending 
for this man at present in expectation of your Excellency’s coming.* 
Of the policy initiated by Sir Josiah Child and attempted to bo put in 
practice in Siuat and Bombay after ihcsuppicssion of Kcig win’s revolt, 
by which the rule of the sea ivas to be transfeiTcd from the IMoghals 
to tlio Company, no iccord has been tmeed. The attempt ended 
in failuie. On the 27th of February 1690 Auinngzeb passed an 
order granting the Engli'.h leave to tmde. The terms of this order 
were humiliating. The English had to admit their fault, crave paidon, 
pay a heavj' fine, promise that they would go back to their old position 
?if simple traders, and dismis.*? Cluld ‘ the origin of all the evil.’ Befoie 
tins paidoii was granted (IMIi Febiiiary 1689) the Suli fleet and aimy 
Lad invaded Bombay, gained possest-ion of Mtiliini, Slazgaon, and Sion, 
and held the Governor and the garrison as if besieged in the town and 
casllc The ticaty with the English contained an older to the Sidi to 
withdvaw from Bombay. But the English did not regain possession 
of Mazgaon, Miihim, and Sion till the 22nd of June 1690.® So w^eak 
w'eiG the defences of the island and so poweiless was the guiiison 
ledueedby pestilence to thniy-fivo English, that, in Mr. Hau-is’ opinion, 
if it had not been for the jealousy of Mulcht}^!! Khan the Moglial geiie- 
lal, the Sidi might have cominercd the island.® 


In 1690-91 on the death of Sir John Child, Mr. IlaTns -was 
proclaimed Governor of Boinliaj^ and Mr Cooke and shortly after 
• Deputy Governor. After recapitulating the 

intelligence of the evacuation of the stations occupied by the ‘Sidi’s 
forces and fleet, the new Governor and Council wTote • I’lie 
lumoiis and neglected state of the fortifications had enconra'^ed the 
Sidi to make the attack, and to disembark bis troops withW the 
Moghal’s orders. Had the fortifications been sufficiently .strong 
lo prevent Ins landing, more favourable terras ivoulcl have been 
obtainecl than were granted by the P/iirman. In fact such was 
the defenceless state of the island that the conquest of it was pre- 
vented more by the jealousy of Mnkhtyar Khan of the influence 
wdnch the reduction of it ivould have given to the Sicli than by the 
power of the garrison to defend it. To prevent the recurrence of 
similar dangeis, the Governor pointed out the necessity of additional 
fortifications. He urged that a w'allcd town should be built with 
raniparts to defend it, which would induce the monied merchants or 
, traders to Lve under the protection of the English ; that by such 
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tin influx of inhabitants the icvcnuu woulJ be mci cased, Hint the 
mcrcliauts’ stores would become nsecmityfoi their icsidencc, and 
enable the Go\cvnoi to caiiy his orders into cflect, and, in geneial, 
would ic-cstablish the Coinpanj's power in the idand, and coufiiin 
theii go^olmnent over the inhabitants He next described the 
weak state of the gairison, wliich, from a pestilential disoidei, was 
at this time i educed to 35 Kiiglish soldici- They had a sufficient 
number of topasses but their inilitaiy sci vices could not be 
depended on. They could be cinplo 3 ‘cd in laisuig the additional 
foitificationsj but not tiusted to defend them Ho .stated that 
dining the war the Council bad cinifloj-cd, with consnleiablc cflect, 
a numbei of black .soklieis Among these, as tlioj' could not with 
safety be disnii.ssed, tlioj' bad dnnlcd the uncultivated lands for 
then niaiutonance — the Companj' to icccivc one moict 3 ’ of the pio- 
duco. An additional .stock, aiura suppl 3 ' of civil seivants, both for 
Suint and liOmbaA', would theioloicho rcrjuiied,aiidalaigeioin- 
foi cement of loci lilts to lender the Euiopoan paitof the gariison 
efficient, llaiing thus cxpldincd the general ciicumstances of 
3Joinha3', the Council signified that the .Tcsuits on the island lia<l 
been active duiing the invasion of the Sidi in piomotmg Ins \ic\\.s 
'riic Governor bad therefoic seized on all the lands owned or occU' 
picd b 3 ' Jesuits. He had ilcfeircd any final decision on the sulijcct 
till Iho aiiivnl of the ricsidcnt fiom Siiiat who would judge of the 
claims ol those people and restoie their lands to such of them as 
could exculpate themselves oi would confiini the light ot the Coin- 
pan}’ to such portions as liad been the propei ty of the guilt 3 ’ Tliis 
inoasuic, lion over expedient, might, it n ns feared/ induce the Portu- 
guese to attack I3omba3’ The island bhouUl Ihcicfoie be kept iii as 
good a state of defence as was piacticablc. It was at the same time 
icsolvcd to foitif 3 ', as well as then means \\ould allow, Rctoiah iu 
the queen of Attiuga’s countr 3 ’, and to eiect buildings at Tellichci 3 ’. 
tliatthc 3 ’ might bung to Bombay a pioportion of pioduco fioin the 
Malaluii Coast or lendei the investments not WI 10 II 3 ’ dupeiidciit on 
such goods as could be pui chased at Suiat ^ 

For scvoial 3 *cais aftoi tlieir invasion leave to land ou the island 
seems to have been lofuscd to the Sidis. In September 1091 Gov- 
omincnt is.sued the following oidei to Lieutenant Itnnmcr: The 
Silk’s people have obtained leave to bu 3 '' what qiiniitit 3 '' ot coir 
tho 3 ’ have occasion tor as also for sonic .small quantities oi corn 
and other piovi.sion for their own use, thcic being fiic of their 
g.ilivats coming up to Llahim.^ These aie to enoitler you to let 
the people belonging to them come on slioic as formoilj’ about the 
forementioned occasions ” 

In December 1094 the Goveniment autlioiised Roma Kamati to 
let and to faim all the oaits and batty giound belonging to those 
-Mooimen that assisted the Sidi Tukutkhdn u hen he invaded the 
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island and to make Ibo beat nJvantagc he could tliorcof for the use 
of the Eight Iloiiourable Bast India Company.^ 

The 169‘1 records contain two notices of a timber trade between 
Bombay and the North Thsina const. On the 17th November 1694 
the Bombay Government wrote to Mi*. Aislabie ; Captain Lund is 
coining up in the sloop to convoy the timber boats to Daman. 
Before he proceeds, receive of the owners of all the great boats 
10 Xs. and the small 5 Xs. Bor all others that shall go under his 
convoy Eama Kamfiti liath written to Nais/iji Purvoo (Piirhhn). 
On the same account you must take them to your assistance in 
this affair.^ In December 1694 ihe following order is issued to 
Sergeant Eason ; On i cccipt hereof make the best of j'our way with 
tlie bonny boat (Dutch fish hoat is the Engli‘»h hum boat) under 
your command to Dmbrasaiy (Umarsiidi) and there stay till a man 
comes from Ballfare (apparently Balhar or BalsAr) to advise you 
that the 15 or IG boats of timber belonging to Jlcrji Nana and 
Eubtam Kilka arc ready to sail. The three men that accompany 
this you are to take in the boat ivith you and put them ashore 
at TJmhi-asaiy from whence they will go overland to Ballfare. 
These avcU know you me to take all possible care of the boats 
and make ivliat despatch you can with them towards this place."* 

The followdng examples occur (1694-95) of the proctice of grant- 
ing strangers ot distinction and others pennits to travel by the 
Company's ships : 

These arc to enordcr you to receive on board the bearer Dendates, 
an Armenian, wnth two chests and a box and transport him to 
Surat.* 

Receive on board Neurj’ andDiodator (Uvo Armenians)' and trans- 
port them to Surat, they paying the charge of their transport.'’ 

Receive on hoard Yearinainoed an Armenian and transjioi t liini 
to Surat, he paydng the charge of liis transport." 

Tliesc are to enorder you to receive on board tw'o Turks with 
their necessaries and also two parcels of treasure belonging to 
them and transport them to Surat.^ 

• These arc to enorder 3 ’ou to receive on hoard seven Arabs two 
women and one hoy and transport them to Surat. You are to allow 
them water and to take care none of 3 ’our people abuse them.® 

These are to enorder you to receive on board such liloorinon wdtb 
their necessaries as Girdhardas shall come with, who being on board, 
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wind and weather permittinff, Vi'cigli the anchor and malcc the hL"jt 
ot the waj* to tlie poit of Chaul where the said Mooiincn being 
landed, ictnin with all expedition to ns.* 

The'^e are to enoidor j'outo icpaii on board of the Bight Ilonom- 
ahlc Compan 3 '’s sloop with j'our men and make the best of j’our 
waj" with Ilabshi Hakim, a ilooinmn, and his people for Undoii, 
When you have conveyed him safe ictuin with all expedition to 
me." 

These are to enoidcr you to pcimifc all the Fakirs on boai*d the 
country ship to come ashore , likewise let them bring ashoie five 
hoises.® 

In 1093 tho grant of a fresh charter gave new vigour to the 
direction of the Companj'^a affairs. On the 27th October 1003 tlio 
Directors wroto to Suiat and Bombay • 

After a multitude of confiicts with the interlopers and then* 
adherents and all others that have envied or emulated the Company’s 
former pio<?peiity, we have obtained of their present M.i|csties ICmg 
William and Queen Afary a charter of confirmation of our present 
and all our former charteis and arc in possession, of it, under the 
groat seal of England, beaiing date the 7tli instant. Of tins charter 
we shall send you copies by onr shipping and think it fit that before 
that comes to yonr hands, upon receipt of this letter you should 
make sncli solemn public intimation of it to the natives as is usual 
upon such occasions.* 

"We have also, tlio Court continue, to acquaint you that we liave 
obtained license from Bei Majesty and Council for tbo sending ont 
of twelve ships for India this year. Some of these will he ready to 
take in goods the beginning ot tho next month, being by chai ter 
party obliged to be ready to sail from Gravesend by the 20th Novem- 
ber now next coming and out of tho Downs by tlio 20th December 
now next coming. All our first depai hug ships we design according 
to ancient custom and the propiicty of the season for the coast and 
hay except the Dorothy which is de'^igued foi China They add : 
Besides tho fall number of the said twelve shipb we propose to send 
if we can two more purposing to diive the tiade full, until we 
have leplcDislicd our warehouses which is the nltimato and never 
failing euro of the English itch of inteiloping. Upon the giant 
of oiu new charter we have personally engaged by bond to their 
Majesties that wo will teud out this j’ear to the value of £100,000 
in commodities of the growth and production of England that 
being thought to be an affair that 11111 he very giateful to tho 
approaching Parliament This we hope may conliim their AE.ijostiCb’ 
chai cci to us, the East India trade Laving been these last five years 
so much and so long the subject and debate of all councils ot tho

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nation that noblcuion and geutleineii have much improved tLcir 
undei’standiiig therein.^ 

A few mouths later (January 1094) the Court wrote ; Since our 
trade is now settled wo hope on a surer foundation than ever it 
was since Englishmen went Hist to the Indies, wo shall return to 
our ancient cu.stom of sending tlic lists of what goods aio most 
vendible hero.' 

The prospoiity which the Directors looked for in conscqucnco of 
the grant of a fresh charter was delayed and thou* plans thwarted 
partly by riie liostility of the Ficnch but mainly by the enmity of 
the rival English interloping traders and merchants some of whom 
stai ted a rival company and others took to piracy. 

Since 1671 when a fleet aniied at Vcs.iva and their shallops 
sounded round the island of Carsi-jaw (Karanja) and about Jlilliiin 
the French had caused no alarm to Bombay.® On the 20tb Septem- 
ber 1694 the Bombay Government wrote“to Captain Abraham Boberts 
of the ship Eesoliition : 

We require you wind and weather permitting to weigh your 
anchor aud set sail making Iho best of your way for Surat rivei’s 
mouth. Where being ariived send tbo packets herewith to the 
Right Honourable Company’s Pi-csidont and Council at Sural, and 
tiom time to lime while you nio there aud for your sailing from 
lliencfi observe such oidors as you shall receive from the aforomeii- 
lioncd Piesidciit and Council. Wo also requiie you that you keep 
your ship always m a good posture of defence and that you keep a 
very good look-out that if you should happen to discover ciicmios 
too stioug for you to contend with you may as in your judgment 
you shall thmls: meet, use all possible endeavours to uiako j’our 
esenpo cither towards Surat or this poitov any other place. If 
you should meet with auy ships of tlio French king or his subjects 
in your passage or pirates that you esteem yourselves strong ciioiigli 
to encounter with aud attack them, wo would have you put then* 
majesties’ commission in execution and advise of what you have 
done either to ns or Iho Piesideut and Council of Surat that so yon 
may have the necessary orders from us or them. Wo do strictly 
require you and the Defence to keep company in this your passage. 
And that Captain Joseph llostci* do observe such orders between 
this and Suiat river’s mouth for the hotter keeping company and 
defonce in ease you should meet witli enemies as lie shall from time 
to time receive from you. Wo order you to ivcar the broad pendant 
at maiu-top-masthcad, and tbo Defence the usual pcudsint at main- 
top-masthead So hoping you ivill in all things act for the honour 
of their Majesties and your country aud the interest of our own 
established Masters.* 
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Oh the 2Ist Jaiiimiy lOOG Sir John Giiyer ■niolc to the Siiint 
I’lcsiilciit Pnil not to {k1\]sc us of nil niotiuns ainl tlt;si"iis of the 
Ficnch. «ho wo think mo not pioparcd lor Mich "rent achic\ cincnls 
ns 1ms boon talked of Wo are much inchnoil to boho\o thiil 
theic is no iiioic of then ships conio to Imhii than the six in the 
list jou sent ns, whoso long passive m* siipjiose has biokeii thnr

Five dn3's latoi (11th Febi uarx*) Sir John 603-01 w-rote to President 
Anneslex’ in Sur.it: Yoiiis of the .“JOth past wc received the Otli 
instant which gives us an account of what 3'ou couhl learn ol the 
French designs They* xveie not so quick ns expected hut on the 
Gth instant woio seen about two leagues to Ibe noitbwnid of Bnsscin 
nt anchor On the Dth from Wnrh our people sec four come to an 
anchor off YesAxa. And 3'csterdn3' cxeninglhi-cc of them came 
about Idnlnhar Point and nt .sunset nuchoicd otT the point of Old 
Woman’s Island, where thc3’ 3-ct icirimn. The other two xx-o 
.suppose me at Ves.-lx-n. These thicc nt niichor hero xx'c beliex-c may 
ho the king’s ships xxho probabl3' rna}- lie and cruize some lime 
licfoio the poll in hopes of plunder, if thex- are not fiightened nxxn3’ 
b}' the Dutch and our ships This })iobahl3’ xvill be ver}' spccdil}', 
if the ncx\-s xx-c heai he tiue The Captain and Padre ot Ghmil 
hax'c both of them letters that adxisc ot tx\-clx-e .sail of Dutch ships 
off Goa.

If the}- have xve 
hope to give them sulHcicnt c.'iusc to lepent thcicof. As we do not 
think that the ^lokha fiigatc and the Benjamin can come w-ith 
safot}' to this island while the French lie betxx-ccn them and us, xx-e 
would not have 3'ou eider them fiom Sxx'ally Hole till 3'OU receive 
lurthcr advices from us ® 

Four da 3 's later (Fehnini}’’ 15th) Sir John Gn 3 -cr iesume.s* 
Yes terda}' about 11 o'clock the thice Ficnch ships that la}- at 
anchor olf_ Old Woman’s Island xvcighpd and betook themselves to 
a light pair of heels. Wo are iiitoiincd b}’ our icturncd boat 
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they had sight of the ships that went in quest of them off Daiida 
Eiljpuri, and wo are inclined to believe the report true for 
that by the manner of woi king they seemed to be in some con- 
sternation .steeling sometimes alino.st before the wind, then bearing 
away again, then staying one to speak Avith another, and at last 
blood on close uijon a wind making all sail they could possibly 
nialte The last news we had of the other two was that they 
cruized oft’ Vesava, but now cannot hear where they arc. By the 
afoiementioned boat we received a letter this day from Captain 
Pyc and tlio Cominander-in Chief of the Dutch ships. Copy of 
the former is enclosed. Of the other w^e cannot send 3 'ou a cojiy. 

what we understand the Dutch are in w'ant of wood and water 
and design to put in here to supply themselves. Their want of 
these we fear will prevent their following the Frcncli. Our boat 
left them almost as high as Chaul. If they do not pursue the 
Froneh we may expect to see them to-night.^ 

Five days later (February 20th) Sir John Gayer continues ; VVe 
liavG not been wanting to tlie utmost of our power and present 
circumstances to put this island in the best posture of defence w’O 
could. And had the French made any attempt against us, w'ith 
God’s assistance do not question but that we sliould have shewn 
them cause enough to have repented thereof. "We thank jmu for 
your designed care to assist us by writing to Captain Edgecomb 
and Bfr. Brown to come down hither with the Mokha frigate and 
the Benjamin. We also give them thanks for their readiness to 
comply with j’our oiders had the business been practicable, and 
for their generous offers of hazarding their lives for the Right 
Honourable Company’s interest.® 

On the lObh March Bombay writes to Surat i If your port be 
open and jmu hear the cou'at is clear of Fiench, fail not to send the 
tobacco tlie General formerly wrote for hither on the Bcujauiiu 
yatch (yacht) witli all possible speed, for the Right Honourable Com- 
pany will be sufferers in their rents on this island. As the General 
before wrote the President, the money shall be immediately remitted 
you as soon as jmur advices arrive that the goods are bought.® 

Six weeks later (30th April) Sir John Gaj’^er wrote to Surat : 
W e arc heartily sorry after so fair an opportunity of an entire 
conquest of the Fiench, that they should escape untouched. This 
will keep us in a continual fear about our merchants’ shippiiin- 
in all parts of India. We do not believe the French will now go 
home empty. If the Benjamin and Mokha cannot come down in 
safety sooner, they may accompany the Dutch ships. W''e cannot 
yet hear where the French are.^ 

Some weeks later the Company’s servants captured French pirates 
and sent them to the Moghal governor at Burnt advising him to do 
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them jnsiico as tlio}’ were tiuc pirates wl)o lud actually lobbcil the 
fillips of Ills iiia'^tci's subjects * 

Oil the I. itli September Sir John Gayer wrote to Surat' Last 
night we woic inloimod that the day heiorc tn o '■hips wore fccn at a 
gieat distance off fiom alalnbui 7 J ill standing to thcnoitliuard At 
the same time one that came fiom Cundcry informed us that he ‘■aw a 
ship jestoiday moiiiing at a gieat distance oli from Cundory winch 
having but little nind and tliat at northwnid or thcicnhnuts stood 
in. At 12 o'clock she was got much iicniur than in the morning, and 
ut two aftn noon to near that lieplainl}* saw shewasn ship with three 
masts 'When the poison came fiom Cundcij' vhich was ahnub 
thiee o’clock, sho continued standing in, but we saw Iiei not, neither 
flowelicnrnn3'thing of herlliii, morning. Bub we havesonb out a boat 
i'l-om lliihim to discover if possible whatthej’arc. About thiee weeks 
.since there was also seen iii the oiling fiom Malabar Hill one even- 
ing two .ships, but it being then thick rainj* weathci nc heaid no 
iiioic of them, ncithi'i hn\c wo had anj' account fiom 30U since of 
an}’ .'■hips ni living at Suiat fiom the southwaid. If 3’om icpuit be 
tine about so man3' ships being seen, wliich aic aveiicd b3'Kimdi5' 
pci sons, we know not what to think thc3' should he except Fiencli 
ui puatus This ina3’ occasion us to detain oui ships longer than 
we expected " 

A few’ weeks later the dnngcis which Sir John Ga3*oi foreboded 
fiom the Ficnch licet weie more than fnllilled. On the loth 
Octobci 1006 the I3omba3' Council wi ole to the Diiuctoi S' We nio 
cxhemel}' 50113'’ f 01 the ImiJ news we have in public new spapeis 
overland conccining the Resolution, Defence, Piinccss of Deninaik, 
Scamoui, and Success being taken and for tlie Ilcnr}' who it is 
said being in fight with a Ficnch prhntcer was set on lire which 
caused lici to run ashoio in Banti3' 13113' whcic she wasbuiiit^ 

Other moio cheering news was received at the same time On 
the Olli October 1600 the 13 omba 3 ' Council wrote to Suiat; With 
this we send you snndiy Gazettes and nowspapcis for 3'Dnr perusal 
winch return to ns when you liave read them In the French Gazelle 
printed in Holland inclosed you will see that om Mastcis on the 18 th 
November last h.ad actuall3'' laden on boai d tlicir ships 1,200,000 
ounces of sdvci'. This we hope with the House of CoinnionR voting 
their cstnbli.shincub by Parlinmcnt will put lifo into the biokers nncl 
nil else that wish success to our UDisteis* affairs as well as check 
their malicious advcisaiics in their wicked caicer against them 
to their lasting shame. On leceipt of this and wlint you liad heforo 
irom ns we hope yon will instantly lado tho vessels and send thoin 
to us and that 3'ou will be icafly with ns much other goods as will 
apccdily lade ship Benjamin. Tlicie is other news in the papers that

On the 13th March 169G Sir John Gayer wrote to Surat : The 
Poi-tuoueso are preparing some great design. Tlioj’ say it is against 
MaslcSi. Wliether any thing more will come of it than last year 
■\vo do not know lluttabiii* Klitiii threatens them very hird "With 
war. TIii.s has led to the issue of a proelaination at Dassciii for all 
the out inhabitants to bi-ing their liclics into the Foit. One thou- 
sand Cnnimbccs (Kunbis) have fled from their country to Guilan 
(Kalydn).® 

On the 30th September 1 606 Bombay was visited by a hard gust 
of wind from the east and south-east with thunder lightning and 
some rain. The rain not proportional to the wont there is ol it, ^ The 
sti ength of the gust continued not above half an hour and did no 
barm.® 

A letter from tlie Bombay Council to the Court (15th October ll»96) 
contains the following reference to Anjengo : At Anjengo the}' 
have piepaved a laige quantity of stone and hiiek, ncaily cnougli 
we suppose to build the foit and arc making wliat provision of 
chunain is possible. B}’^ this time we'heliovc the}’^ have begun to 
build, but they write that they fear the government will obstruct 
them by forbidding the coolies to aftbrrl miy assistance This 
we believe they will find true enough if the J^ntch pesldnmhs can 
effect it with the queen or her ministci’s. Foi the Dutch do all 
that in tliem lies to hinder our i’ortifj'ing, but we arc endeavouring 
to countermine tliem by procuring labouring people to .send thorn 
from hence. They arc also in want of a recruit of European 
soldiers. This we cannot .supply them as besides officers wc have, well 
and sick, English French and Dutch, only 27 soldiers on the island. 
MBiat rcciuits are on the way wc do not know. Regarding this 
we aic under earnest expectation having .scarce any left that ive 
can entrust with jmur Honours’ several vessels, nor one to scml out 
in onr maclivos and other heats to sccuie the navigation of the 
island which we have often occasion to do by reason of the Shivdjis 
(the Mardtlids). Wc also want a recruit of fire-arms, holbrnl- 
drums, ordnance powder and sea coals as yve have before advised. 
Anjengo will also want at least 20 good ordnance and supply of 
all garrison stores.* 

The capture of the five ships by the Frencli was a loss of small 
importance compared with the troubles which had recently gather- 
ed in Surat. The excesses of the European pirates by whom the 
Indian Ocean was at this time infested reached a climax in the rob- 
bery in 1695 of the Moghal pilgiimsliip Gunsway and other hloghal 
vessels. In' consequence Mr. Annesley the President and the 
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otlior Company’s servants at Surat wcic nil inlmmanely Tispfl, 
clapped up m ii ons and kept close pi isonoi s 'J’he Company’s estate 
was seized and the tiadcot llie port stopped.^ 

In Supteinlicr 109(5 Sir John Gn 3 'er mote to Siiiat. "We and 
the Dutch hn\in^ cntcicd into a coiics|}oiidencc to consult and 
net jointly' in oui negotiations -with the goveinincnt nhout convoy 
ships, VC aie not \\ iIHng j-ou should conclude anything ^MtluJut 
them It '\\iU be a gicat bioach of fiicndship on either .so to do® 
A second letter to Suiat slioitl}’ aftci wnids shows that the fiicndl}' 
nnangement mtli the Dutch entne to nothing. Sir John Ga\'ci 
viote: IVc arc suipiised to hear of so much baseness in the 
Dutch though VO know thej' aic not to he trusted. Yet at this 
time being under a pionnse of uniting councils foi our inntnal 
interests nc could scarce think the}* would have been .so openly 
perfidious Xow we know how f.si we aie to tiiist them, .still 
we would have you maintain a coi i espondence with them. Tliis 
will be much bettor than hi caking off from them, for h}' that means 
they '\\ouId become implacable and by our diUcrencc should 
give the cncniics great advantage."' 

On the loth January’ 1690 the Bombay Council sent Avoid to 
Suiat that the ship Galhote Vice- Admiial of the Poilugncsc was 
foolishly lost on the reef off Old Woman’s Island * 

In Jamiaiy 1096 Sir John Gayer again writes to Suiat. Tour 
agreement with the Dutch to give no passes till matters nie better 
accommodated AAith the Sm at governor aac approve of and Avoiild

This night the Gcncial lecciA’cd the Coinmodoie’s letter A\liich has 
lain on the road some time by’ reason of the henier’s fnlhiifr .sick 
Wo liaA'e no peison on the island that perfectly’ iintlcrstniuls the 
Persian and English langnagcs, thcicforc it aviH he liaid for us to 
understand the contents of his letter, it being AAiitten in Dutch 
But we suppose the design of it is to engage us with them to do 
our utmost against the most Clnistian common enemy' (that is 
Fiance) Avhoiein y’ou may’ ossuic him avc shall not he deficient " 

Yery shortly' after on the 0th Pchruaiy 1096 the Botnhay’ 
Council Avas able to AA*iitc to Suiat to congratulate the Prcsuleiit 
Mr. Annesloy on his release from his irons.® 

On the 26tli February 1096 Sir John Gayer resumes. Our last

for le-opeinng our tiado, still \vc hear nothing of the awival of the 
said order from you. though from a private person in Surat we are 
advised it is received. 

Sir John G.a3*cr continues: Seeing that the season of the year 
for the ships’ departing to India and iMokha approaches very fast 
and that time may not permit us to wait longer to hear from you 
concerning what the governor intends to do with you and the 
Eight Honourable Company’s affairs, we have thought good, that you 
may bo in the hotter readiness, to give 3’ou the following orders . 

If on receipt of the above orders from , the king the governor 
releases all the Right Honourable Compan}’’s servants, and 
other English, fiom j'our barbarous unjust imprisonment, delivers 
the Right Himourable Company’s goods to j’ou to be handed 
you to Aga Pirbhdi, and opens j'Our trade 111 all paits, permitting 
us to export and import, to carry on our investment, bring our 
goods down fiom all places where bought as formorlj-, and delivers 
j'ou the exclusive Phiiraan, or gives j'ou a certain promise that it 
shall speedily be piocured and lakes care that the charge of our 
ships shall be defrayed hj' freight or othoi wise Then we would have 
3’ou agree with the Dutch and French, if thej’ send anj' ships along 
with ours, that a certain number of the country ships be appointed to 
each nation to ivcar their colours. When this is done to appoint 
such Englishmen as you can best confide in, one in a ship, to com- 
mand each ship that shall be appointed to wear our colours, and 
give such coiiiinanders commissions as if they ivei’c in our imme- 
diate service. When the Mokha frigate and the Ijcujamin arc well 
manned, thou what English you have moie to spare, jmu maj” also 
divide amongst said ships according to their force and biuthen, and 
wo hope the French and Dutch will do the .same. Ry j’'oiir commis- 
sion 3'ou may empowci these native boats not 011I3* to defend them- 
selves against all pirates, but to take the piiatcs by foicc if they oflor 
to molest them. If the Danes should happen to mix with piiates and 
assault the native boats uiidei our colouis we see 110 reason why we 
should not act towards them as towaids the pirates cspeciallj’ consi- 
doiing tli.at we never heard of any war pioclaiined between the 
Danes and the Lloghals or that the Danes inauagcd any other way 
than piiaticallj". it is also to he considered that we do this not out 
' of choice but necessity to prevent the muideiing of all oui* nation 
in the ^loghaVs dominion.s and the confiscating the Right Ilonoiii’- 
able Ooinpany’^’s estate therein Obligations must also be given by 
the chiefs of each nation to each other and to the governor that theie 
shall ho no acts of hostility between these ships that go convoj'’ 
and what others of each nation they may meet with in the ferin 
of their voyage. And oiders must be given by the chicls of each 
nation to show to the coinmandeis of anj*^ of their ships the}' m.ay 
meet with to prevent mischief. You must also give the commaii-

nations the s-sme, on condition they complied ii ith theii obligations 
Theicfore seeing tbeic is not time lelt to procure the cxclu>ivc 
Phirmnn, no would have you endeavour wliat possible to 
procuic tho govcrnoi’s writing or promise foi it, and do your 
utmost with the governor to procuic fi eight, to defray the charge 
of oiir Eight Honouiahlc ilasteis’ ships for tho voyage 

Enclosed no send yon cojiy of our Masters’ general letteis 
fiom England by ship America. Communicate the iien s concerning 
the rrench to the Dutch director We have no otlioi news by tins 
ship Send us nn nnsner to the shert geneial letter from Englniid 
concerning Captain Andrews that we maj^icturn answer to England 
Wo liouily expect to hear fiom you conccining what the Surat 
govcinoi intends to do Care must be taken that tho countiy iihips 
in all things obseivc the commands of the Euiopc comniandci.s ^ 

On the 10th March Sir John Gayer writes We iqioice to hear 
of the enlargement of Captain Blown and Mi Eciidal, but thought 
long eio this to have received a laigei account of such matters.” 

A week latci (17tli March) he resumes We aic .suipiiscd that 
after all our condescension to the unieosonable demands of the 
Moois, so small though necessaiy a favour should he denied us as

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the shiiiping of Captain Pye’s provisions. Wc are no less con- 
cerned to hear that our Masters’ affairs _aie still in the same 
condition .they iveie. In our present circumstauces- necessity 
would hare foiced us to have submitted to such terms as you weie 
about to make with Cawndas (Kahiindas) and the horrid bloodsuck- 
ing Hurcorra (JIai Lara or Intolligencei). 

IVe approve of 3 ’our letters to Isa Euli, the Padre, and the governor 
of Surat, also of who.t you have wrote the Dutch director. It is 
our resolution till we see cause to alter it, to give no passes to any 
of these countij’ ships ^ 

On the 30th April Sir John Gayer resumes : As before hinted 
we are of opinion with j'ou that Isa Euli bath boasted too much 
of what he has done and we believe he wants not covetousness. 
However it is certain he did the Right Honourable Company a 
fimgnl.n.v piece of service in lajung the burthen of the piracies on 
all the thice nations. For which reason he ought not to be slighted, 
though wo may delay to gratify his avarice till we see what 
further occasion we shall have for him. Should we turn him off 
it may be the next we should make choice of would be of the same 
stamp with liim ® He continues; We are verj^- sorrj- that the 
(Moghal) governor continues so obstinate as not to suffer any 
goods to be exported for the lading our Masters’ ships one way or 
other, when tliej’’ lie at so great a charge as they do.® 

Six weeks later (19th June) Sir John Gayer writes : We "would 
have' j’-ou use your utmost endeavours with the governor that the 
Right Honourable Companj^’s money maj' lie no longer dead, 
but that it maj' be given out to provide goods for the expected 
shipping according to the enclosed list •which is copj’’ of what we 
received fiom our Masters by ship America. We cau see no reason, 
especially now the governor knows the king’s orders concerning us, 
why he should not consent. We need no argument to press j-ou to 
this, the time for providing goods slipping so fast is sufficient.* 

On the 25tli June he adds: We can scaicc imagine that after 
the king hath been so well lufoimed of what relates to the Gunsway 
bj’ the governor of Sm-at, Abdul Rosa Khdn and the Sidi, any 
impressions should be made on him to cause him to be angry with 
us, unless for want of a bribe the dcceitfulness of his courtiers has 
imposed on him to discredit what thej*- have written concerning us, 
which as j'ou wiite tunc will discover So it will of the truth of 
the Outtaries’ (perhaps Kattidns or Daggerholders that is Bhdts or 
newsmen) report ® ^ 

On the 8 th Julj'- Sir John Gaj’er wrote ; We received 3 'ours of 
the 27th past with the enclosed papers, which informs us of your 
relepement for which we give God thanks and most heartily 
rejoice. The bearer of this good tidings has proved himself an

In the same letter Sir John Gayer continues: Though tho 
Jloghal govpi-nor of Surat spent so much time m writing to the 
com t of Dellii last j’car concoining the lelensing of your Honours' 
servants and effects and to know what the king would allow the 
Dnghsh French and Dutch ships to convoj' the Mokha and Jidda 
fleet that tho monsoon was lost to all but five or six ships that got 
away from Gogha and other ports, yet he is now vciy pressing foi 
tho three nations to come to a conclusion about each sending two 
ships for convoys this year. Still he will allow but Rs 1 5,000 
for the charge of a great ship and Es. 10,OUO for the charge of a 
small one, which he esteems half, besides w hat freight wo can get ; 
terms that both we and the Dutch shall be necessitated to comply 
with or else no goods can be exported ly cither since the Dutch 
have sufficiently telt the stop on tiade as well as we, the}' com- 
puting their loss at Es. 10,00,000. The French seem now to 
decline giving convoj’’ ships, though the}’ promised it last year. By 
all that we understand they expect when 3 '-our five ships that sailed 
hence in April last (who are now thought to be gone homo) ariivc 
in France to give such an account of the stop of their ti adc that 
their king will dcchuc war with the Moghal, there being a clause 
inseited in all the passes that implies ns mneh." 

As we liave alreadj’, he continues, in several letters wrote to .your 
Honours of the nccessitj’ of suppressing the piintcs, wo shall not 
enlarge on that hubiect now^ Wo hope j’ouroi dors coiiceuiing them 
are on the waj' towmids us. As before thej’ are univci sail}’’ lepntcd 
English, the Fieiich oui enemies, and the Dutch our back fiiends, 
industiiousl}’’ helping in blowing up the lire to consume us.® 

On the 31st October Sir John Gnj^er semis to Lieutenant General 
Higginson the following account of a ficsh iniatical outiage The 
hrokci’s ship of this island and Eatanji Bikla the Calicut broker’s 
brother, both uinlcr English colours with English merchants, 
W’eic taken off the Babs b}’’ tw’o pmates, one of 13 the other of ll* 
guns, the next day after tlioy came out from Aloklia bound to this 
island The pirates set one of the merchants and tlic ceiani (or 
supcicaigo) on shore at Aden to sell the ships and caigoes and 
bung them mouc}' for them. As they did not return the pirates 
burnt both the piizcs in .sight of them It is W’cll that about ten 
ships of this countij'- wintered at Mokha. Had they not it is 
piobable w^e should again have been embroiled.* 

The following j’car seems to have seen little improvement. On 
the loth Apiil 1C97 Sir John Gaj’-er w’rote. Wo aio sori}’ to hear 
of the barbaious outiages committed by those villainous pirates

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occasion of fclie employment of many thousands in his majesty’s 
dominions. To wdiich I shall only add that I have seveial times 
written iny reasons on the same subject that 3 'ou lately did 
advising (my Jifasters of) the pirates that infest these scas_ They 
icturned answer about eleven months since that peace being now 
concluded with France, they would petition the King to send out 
some ships of war on purpose to take and dcstroj'' the pirates. 
"Which ships, I hope, will niiive bj’ the tinitj the rams is over when 
I will emjiloy them with all diligence to find out, take, and destroy 
those villains of sundij’ nations that rob on the high seas. For 
the better efiecting this I hope j'our honour ■will take care that the 
other Einopcan nations trading to the king’s port ma}’ contribute

On. the 31st October 1698 Sir John Ga 5 'er gave the Directors the 
following description of the risks to which the excesses of the 
Furopeaii pirates exposed Bombay : We littve so often wrote your 
Donoiiis conceining our great ivant of supplies of men, that it is 
needless for us to mention more about it. Still we cannot forbear 
without unfaithfulness to our trust to acquaint jmu that jmur 
island is exposed to extieme hazard should any oidcrs amvc fioni 
the Moghal court to the Sidi to invade Bombay on account of the 
li equent robberies committed by the pirates, which as wm have 
often advised are univcrsallj’ charged on the English nation. "Wo 
do maintain a vciy fair correspondence with the Sidi beyond -what- 
ever liA.s been That to the utmost of his power lie is rcallj'’ our 
friend is manifestly proved by his writing to court in our favour 
both foinierly and 111 this last juncture of iiffairs. On this occa.sion 
at our rcque.st he has written to the Moghal governor of Suiat, 
and all the chief nobles at court beyond wliat ivc could have

but we cannot help it since it is necessary.for us to give j'ou a true 
account of the state of your affairs."

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On tlie 12th January 1690 Sir John Gayer wiote to Snr.at Tlic 
copy of the king’s oi tiers m Pertsian ne have not received. If we 
had it would signify- nothing without an iiiteipietei lYu suppose 
the contents of it is as you wiite that tiic three nations shall pay 
Bs. 14,00,000 for what was lobhed fiom Hasan Ainidas’ .shiii and 
give secuiity for whnb depicdations the piiates shall conmut 
Conceiiiing this we would have you wT.ite the Moghal governoi that 
our answ'Ci is that we can pay no pait of the l?s. 11,00,000 nor 
give any such sccuiit}’ as is lequired toi the futuie But as w'e 
have protected the ilokh.*!, and Jidda Beet two j'oais folloiving fiom 
all niiscaiiiage except what hath heen occasioned hy the piide 
ohstinacy and folly of such as descitecl the coiiioys, so we will

A month later (10th Febiuaij' 1699) Sii John Gayei wiote to 
the Couit Although we have peifoimcd oui part of the 
contract with the Moors, about sending convoy ships to Mokha, 
yet they .slight all the good sei vices done them, and not only 
defer gmng an exclusive Plnrman but denj- pa3'ing foi the ships 
heie, and now their demands are mfinitol}' laigei on the thicc 
nations English Dutch and French Considering the East India 
trade is now estahhshed hy Act of Pailiamcnt, wo pi'C.sume .in 
exclusive Pliunian, could it be piocuied, would signify little, except 
to exclude the Scotch company. As ciicuinstances me at piescnt, 
thoie IS no engaging in such an affair® The unfoitunate success 
of one of their ship captains furnished the Surat goxcinor 
with an excuse for making the Companj' specially lespoiisiblo 
for Hasan Aniidds' losses. On the I’Otli September 1700. Sir 
John Gaj'oi wrote fiom Bomba}’ to the Couit of Diicctn).s 
Captain Louth while he was in. the load at Cape Good Hopp took 
a small ship that came in tlicie belonging to Hew’ Y'ork oi about 
90 tons named the Maigaiet, which had been tiading with the 
pirates at St. ilai3’'.s and Madagascai. On this vos'-el weic about 
15 passengeis thakliad been piiating in these seas in seveial '■hips 
Amongst these was that giaud villain Sivois common]}’ called 
Chireis that was commander of the piintes that took Hasan 
Amidfis’ ship coming fiom Mokha about two 3’eai.s since b}’’ 111 cans 
of which 3’our Honours have been at consideinblc expense and 3 our 
servants involved in a gieat de.il of tiouble. This is hke]}' to be 
considerably increased by Captain Louth's biingiug his prize liitlicr, 
tor that the governoi ot Suiat doth expect that we should deliver 
the ship and all that wras in hei with the men to them. The money

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R.lso says lio believes liib ship’s couipany may have got amougst 
them as mueli as came into his possession winch hath caused them 
to be very fluent o£ their money on this island and occasions many 
little base fellows to be sciibbling about it to Surat. The forenien- 
tioned Captain thinks he has done your Honours such a piece of 
service in this action, though it detained him at least three weeks 
at the Cape, that he cannot well be sufficiently rewarded for it. 
We wish, ho had let them proceed wheie they weio going that they 
might have received their due reward at home rather than to have 
filled our prison with twentj'-one criminals in a place where we had 
bcfoie a suSicient number of such as would willingly side with such 
sparks, especially seeing wo cannot 'sufficiently authorize to put the 
laws in execution against them. Perhaps it was the love of the 
guinea that put the Captain on this meiitorious piece of service to 
your Honours *■ 

In Surat in 1700 the affairs of the Old or London Company were 
suft'ering seriously fioin the attacks and misrepresentations of Sir 
Nicholas Waite, one of tlioir dismissed servants noiv Chairman of 
the New or English Company. On the 16th Pehmary 1700, 
Sir John Gayer wiotc to the Directors: Captain Hudson 
will inform your Honours how that Sir Nicholas Waite said 
he would bjiend Es. 20,000, hut that he would have your flag at 
Surat struck. Captain Hud.sou will also inform you of other 
of Sir Nicholas^ follies ivhich render him little in the eyes of 
Europeans if not of others By what we hear Lucas is the person 
that spurs him on to such rashness to the detriinoiit of the interest 
of the nation, not considering what the issue may be, so that he 
may hut giatify his malice to your Honours," 

On the 19th November 1700, in the hope of arranging some 
settlement of Hasan Amidds’ claims in support of ■which the Surat 
governor had stopped the Company’s trade, Sir John Gayer leaving 
his Deputy Mr J. Burniston in charge started from Bombay in 
the ship Tavistock to go to the Surat river mouth® The unsatis- 
factory state of the Company’s interests in Surat was probably 
another icason why Sir John Gayer went to Swally. Under the 
unsciupulous manoeuvring of Sir Nicholas Waite the head of the 
New or English Company the Cld or London Company had lost 
favour in Surat Stones of a grand embassy to the great Moghal 
in the interest and at the charges of the New Company and the 
assertion that the Old Company had only one year more to run 
enabled Sir Nicholas Waite to form a strong party in Surat. In 
December 1700 the month after Sir John Gayer’s arrival nt Swally, 
the Surat President of the Old Company S. Colt wrote to the 
Council at St. George . Sir Nicholas Waite gives us a gicat deal of 
trouble here by means of the government. He has charged us with

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phacy to Lhe Moghal nnd liis governors and has stined up the 
merchants of Surat to piosecute us lor their losses to the pirates 
flora the year 1685 until October 1C 98 to the amount of upwards 
of 80 liikhs of rupees To sccuic mischief to us he has acquainted 
the king governor and officers that the King of England has 
ordeied him to infoim them that our Right Honourable Einploj’ers 
aie to expiie like unto a dead man on the 29th Septcmbei 1701 
Thei ofoie if they suffer us to rlepait this empire bcloic all demands 
upon us are satisQed, no othci English would be liable to answer 
for us By such piactices and very large expenses he has 
proem ed our tiade to be stopped and our persons confined to the 
town for near these 4 3 months past But God he thanked we 
have at lost got the restraint upon both taken off aud.aic lading 
the Loyal Jlerchant upon which His Excellency Sii J. Gayer is 
come to Swally, which we hope nill be effected in a few days.^ 

On the 26th December Sir William Norris the Ambassador sent 
out b 3 ' the New Company made his entry into Suiat. He was 
conducted by the governor, his son, the Hurcoiia (I/aHdia)and other 
officers from Roan (Eandei) (a place about two miles out of town), 
to the govemoi's liouse, wheie thej* left him, the governor’s soldiers 
■accompanying him on to Sir Nicholas’ house. He presented the 
governor with one of his best palanquins and lOOU gold mohois, 
to the governor’s son he gave 600, and to the Vdknavis (newsman) 
and Harkdra (mtelhgencci) 150 each — a fine reward for the good 
company he had of them. He is designed to Court in (a few) days. 
We behere he has little to maintain his expense, and Sir Nicholas’ 
abilities are hut mean. What supplies he can afford him will he 
very slender. The next day >Sir lYiHiam Norms sent a summons to 
His Excellency Sir John Gayer and all English in or about Surat 
to come and hear his commission read.® 

In Januaiy 1701 hot disputes are mentioned between Picsident 
Colt of the Old Company and Sir Nicholas Waite.® On the 6tli 
Eehruary 1701 ordeis from Delhi and from the Emperor him'self 
leaclied the governor of Sui.at On the Stli about midnight the 
governor sent his son out of the gates with iipaaids of one hnndted 
men. This was not done so secietly hnt the old Factory had notice 
fiom the, Secietnry their fricml nnd President Colt advised Sir 
John Gayer thereof and reached Ins hand at Swally hefoio 
moining At Swally the Mecr (Amir) appeared early in^ his usual 
hunting tent nnd sending notice thereof to Sir John Gayer then 
in bed he immediately niose and invited the Heer within the 
impailcur of the lodge. As the Aleer excused himself Sir John 
went out towards him. On this the Meer’s men being diiected, 
secured Sir John and his grenadieis. They then entered the 
lodge and obliged the Lady Gayer to use out of the bed, and cairied

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her Mr. Soinaster aud otliers,- to accompany the General to Surat 
before the Tavistock’s jicople had notice or could come ashore to 
their rescue Beinpf brought over the river in an open boat the lady 
was put into a hackery covered with a cloth and carried to tlie 
governor’s, where with Sir John and others she was confined-to one 
room. Some hours later the governor sent for President Colt, who 
going with two of his Council kept company with Sir John in the 
prison. This triumphant act, as it is esteemed of the Mcer, was 
written that night to the Emperor to tho no small dishonour of 
the old Company’^s General of India, that need not have been 
surprised if had thought of that trust reposed in him and will not 
now easily be permitted going out of Surat before tho whole 
demands of that Company are odiiistcd ^ 

On the ll'th February on bearing of Sir John Gayer’s aud Presi- 
den Colt’s imprisonment the Deputy Governor and Council at 
Bombay wrote to the Surat Factory ; Yours without date we 
received the last night by the machva. It was no small surprise 
aud trouble to us to find the General with the rest of our Bight 
Honourable Masters’ servants fallen into the hands of the barbarous 
and treacherous Moors. By this it cannot be expected but our atliiirs 
in these parts will greatly suffer till matters bo regulated at home 
between the two Companies. We do sincerely and heartily wish 
that those false aspersions and malicious proceedings of the new 
Company’s agents here to the prejudice of our Masters will meet 
with that reward and punishment which they justly deserve. Sirs, 
we thank you for your advices and desire the continuance of the 
same from time to time. For this purpose we have sent this small 
boat to attend you with four of our garrison topasses, not caring 
to trust any of our Englishmen, fearing they should be trepanned, 
or wilfully desert. We hope your next will bring us better tidings, 
at least that they permit tho General to reside in the factory. 
We shall take the necessary care for the preservation of the island, 
and discharge our trust with all faithfulness and diligence as you 
may imagine, tnisting to no false heathens or others of the new 
Company’s servants, who most certainly have a baud in the present 
treacheiy. We hope you have seemed all the goods that were at 
Swally on board the ship Tavistock, which will be a most acceptablo 
piece of service to our Masters " 

With this the Bombay Council sent the following letter to 
Sir John Gayer • The day before we dosigood to despatch tho 
brigantine with her enordored pepper to youi* Excellency we 
had advices from Mr. Daniel Dubois and Captain Martin of the 
fatal accident happened to your Excellency in falling into the 
hands of the barharous and treacherous Moors. Wo therefore think 
it not convenient to send the said brigantine but have taken her 
pepper on shore with a design to alter her according to your

Next day (15tli Ecbinary') the Bombay Goveinor issued the 
following order to Lt. William Shaw • The tieacheions Moors having 
on the 9tli instant surprised our General and earned him with otheis 
of 0111 Masteis’ serrants to Snrat, is cantion enough for us to be 
on our guard, not knowing tlioir cnl and freaclicions designs 
Theiefore take caie that you and all under yon be on your defence, 
, tiusting to none of those baiharous heathens , and that good watches 
he kept both day and night, advising ns iinmediatel} if any thing 
more than ordinary should happen winch God foihid They add • 
We received two of yours by the Gentu soldiers ordered down, whom 
wo returned to their lespcctivo posts about 11 o’clock that dnj. 
We would, have you see what of them can be brought to use fiio 
arms and send us a list thereof We shall take care to supply 
them with what we can, if they have not their own, onlj the 
subheddrs of each company must ho obliged to sod the fire ariub 
ictuvned We would likewise have yon send foi the vereadoies and 
the chief fazind.iis, and laise the niihtia making the necessaiy 
uificors of the former ns is most fitting and as they can most agree 
among themselves, sending ns a list of them. They are obliged to 
find their own arms and ammunition If they have none at present 
let ns know what may be w'anting, wbich they must expect to allow 
for lieieaftci." 

On the 22nd Februaiy the Bombay Council wrote to Surat ■ 
We have leady and well m.aunBd a fleet of seven vessels. If his 
Excellency thinks fit wo shall send them to the rivci’s month with 
one of the Council to wait his orders All due care shall bo taken 
of the island, being prepnied to defend it against auy assaults 

On the 2Sth February, gladdened by the news of Sir John 
Gayer's lelease, the Bombay Council write to Siunt W o heartily 
rejoice for the good newB, and worendei all due piaisc and thanks 
to Almighty God for your release fioni so close a confinement, 
and that it hath pleased Him to mako our innoccuco appear and tho 
wicked designs of our malicious advorsaiies in their true colours

loob into bis actions strictly examining bimsolf and at last say ; 
“ 0 wbat have I done I” May tbe sbame and infamy to wbicb be most 
maliciouly exposed bis follow-subjects together witb all other bis 
undigested politics fall lieavy on his bead, being but the just reward 
for such evil ministers. We hope with your Excellency that 
tbe general certificate sent to court attested by all tbe eminent 
merchants may meet witb tbe desired effect to tbe confusion of our 
enemies.^ 

A letter of the 22nd March 1701 from the Bombay Council to 
tbe Kdrwiir factory gives details of wbat happened during Sir John 
Gayer’s confinement . Having this opportunity by a ahibar bound 
to Goa, we are chiefly to advise you of our late troubles since tbe 
9tb of the past month. His Excellency, my Ladj', and several other 
gentlemen that wore with him at Swally, were surprised by the 
governor’s son of Surat, witb a retinue of about 60 horse and foot, 
and hurried up to Surat as prisoners in a disgraceful manner and 
there committed to the governor’s hon«e This was done by an order 
from the Delhi court, procured by Sir Nicholas Waite, the haihdra. 
of Surat, and others of bis hellish crow. In tbo time of his 
Excellency’s confinemeutattbe governor’s bouse, being about fourteen 
days, sevei a\ councils or addlals were held. All tbe officers with tbo 
eminent luercliants of tbo town wore summoned as likewise Sir 
Nicholas To Sir Nicholas tbo governor said, I have now performed 
tbe king’s order which by your justification and promise of doing 
great matters was procured m seizing tbe General. Comply with 
wbat you bavo written and promised tbo king, and I will deliver 
tbe General into your possession. After several debates and evasions 
of Sir Nicholas, bo at last denied wbat be bad caused tbe haihira 
to wiite, and lu a manner everything else So that tbe merchants 
derided bun for lus perfidious baseness, and drew up a writing of 
our innocence, signed by them all and also that roguo tbo 
hailura. and sent up to tbe king wbicb we hope may procure 
milder orders and hotter treatment for tbe future. You will doubt- 
less have a more full account of these transactions by return of 
your peons, who wait bis Excellency’s answer which so soon as 
received they shall be despatched to you. They have all been at tbo 
factory ever since tbe 22ud last month but there is a guard of peons 
set without the gates which the governor says cannot be taken off 
till further oiders flora the king.® 

Nine months later (31st December 1701) tbe following Consulta- 
tion is entered m tbo Surat Factory Diary ; Since onr last the 
governor has forced tbe payment of tbe amount there advised from 
the Dutch and Old Factory. The first are still confined and tbo 
latter shut up. Tbe governor a few days past sent for Sir John 
Gayer, pretending to see him out of kindness, when in truth it was 
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to deliver liim and tlio Council into the hand and charge o£ the 
kolwdl. The lotwdl gave a receipt for their peisons^ and m his 
custody the chief bioher continues prisoner, the governor threaten- 
ing, if he delivers not a faithful account iu three days of the 
surplus which appears by then cntiies lu- and out at the custom 
house to'remain in the country, to force him to turn Moor. It 
IS said within this nine days the Empcior has sent down an 
irrerokable order signed by the Prime Yazir, published the 29th 
instant, for the Old Factory satisfying all demands upon them. If 
sufficient assets ai c not found the fnctoi's are to be ignominiously 
expelled the country, the Emperor directing the Sidi or Admiral to 
seize Bombay that is so slenderly gairisohed, that if attacked it will 
be easily carried. All this, they add, might have been prevented 
had the Eactory employed their talent for the tine inteicsb of their 
Masteis 'nhichhas suffered moie by their impolite and untoward 
heat, breahing through sacred promises and trusting to their 
unlimited power for corrupting all that gold wil] allure in the whole 
managery of their affaii s. They might have compounded and thereby 
established a friendship with these inhabitants for less than has 
been given to the governor for not executing the seveial orders for 
payment upon them and £oi defeating the embassy vainly pio]ected 
for expelling your Honouis out of IndusUn. In winch lust God be 
praised, they and their adherents being infallibly disappointed, 
•will in favour to themselves assuredly charge all that can bo 

invented for destroying most valuable to man. In 

such discouraging oircumslances are we for pieserving your 
Honours being obliged to join with tlioir mysterious and 
incumbered stock having not yet found any reason to suspect these 
proceedings can embioil your affairs when your Fhnmans are 
delivered (though most Euiopeans Jews and Gentiles aie against 
that coarse), governing all our actions with those principles of virtue .

Huiing 1700 and 1701, while the chief interest and excitement 
centred at Surat, the Bombay Council passed through a time of trouble 
and alaim Besides misunderstandings with the Sidi and fiictions 
with the Portuguese the Marathas -vveic unusually aggressive and 
Arab pirates played so bold a pait against the Poitugucsc os to 
introduce a new element of danger. On the 16th Fcbiuaiy 1700 
Sir John Gayer the General at Bombay, wiote to the Diiecfcors • 
For that she" had not then pass, the Portuguese have taken a 
small ship belonging to some country mei chants and earned her 
into Goa. Oi this vessel an Englishman tliat did belong to Captain 
Say was master and had goods. The man and liis goods Commodore 
Littleton when at Goa required tho-Yiceroj’ to deliver him And 
because he did not, as wc have heard, gave him threatening language 
in his letter as if he would take one ot their ships if he met with any 
for satisfaction. Aitciwoids between Goa and this place he met in

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the night with a Portuguese inac/i va bound to Goa with a gi’eat many 
letters and papers for the Viceroy. This machvn in the night firing 
some guns, though for what reason the Commodore knew not she 
being about two or tliiee miles distance from him, gave her chose in 
the morning, supposing her to he a Shiviiji or Malabdr pirate. But 
it proving very little wind, he sent his boats armed to her with the 
icing's colours flying in his barge’s head. Notwithstanding which 
the Portuguese, taking as wc suppose the man-of-war to be pirates, 
discharged a volley of small shot at the barge. Upon this the 
"baige fell astern to the long boat and towed her up and then 
boarded the machva and took her. In the skirmish one of the 
Commodore’s men was killed and two or three wounded and about 
10 of the Portuguese wounded. "When the Commodore came hither 
he brought this machha with him and would have left her here, but 
we would not concern ouiselves with her At last he delivered 
her to the people that he took in her and sent her to_ the Captain 
General of the North for the Portuguese, with his letter to him, 
giving an account of the transaction. This business and the tlireat- 
ening message of the Commodore to the Vicero}’’ hath so enraged 
the Captain General, who is very lately come to Ins station, that he 
hath raised and armed a great number of men and fitted out about 
50 maclivait, as we are by all sorts of people informed, to invade 
this island. The machvde last night were all seen off IMdhiin where 
it is reported they are designed to land. We can scarce believe 
they will be guilty of so rash an action, though it is certain as we 
have heretofore advised your Honours their exorbitant pride and 
insolence prompt them almost to anything. About five days 
since they fired two shots at one of your machvds as she passed by 
one of their small forts to the northward, though she had her 
colouis flying. _ Since then they have stopped all provisions from 
coming to the island All this puts the poor inhabitants into such a 
consternation that they think of nothing but flying off the island 
to save their little, for tear they should lose all as they did when the 
Sidi landed. By this your Honours may perceive that if a 
course be not taken some waj' or other to correct tlie unparalleled 
pride and insolence of these Portuguese, ‘ no merchants of any 
worth will ever settle on Bombay whereby to increase its revenue. 
On the contrary it will go less daily by reason of the inhabitants 
fears from the Portuguese Moors and Shivdjis, against whom 
they are sensible we have not strength to defend the island, 
though we may the fort. Should those vain rash Portuguese 
invade the island, we will do our utmost to repel them. But as we 
have formerly advised, we are in great want of small arms and 
hand granadocs, great quantity thereof being embezzled in the war, 
and small recruits come out these last seven years. _ We also want 
a supply of English powder.^ 

Five days later (February 21st) Sir John Gnj^er resumed : In 
our last we advised your Honours of the threats of the Portuguese

thousands of the inhabitants of their countiy aic fled hither with 
the Padre Superior of Biindia and several Europeans in offices of 
linst, leaving that place ior the Arabs to destioy without lesist- 
ance The Aiabs fearing tho 5 ' shall meet with opposition have 
not liithcito been so couiageous as to attempt ^liihim. These 
last thiee days we have not heaid of any action on one side 
or other If the Aiahs would follow the stroke they might be 
master of all Salsctto in two days without any considci able opposi- 
tion fiom the Poitugucse though hut the day befoie the Ai'alw’ in- 
vasion the Poituguose were so pioudly conceited of then opinionated 
valour that they had almost divided Bombay in their iinagiuations 
amongst them The Aiab ships still lie before Vesava which makes 
the Portuguese think that they are foi tifying that place luoi c sti ongly 
in order to their holding it. The Poituguese aimacla consisting of 
two ships, one about 40 the otliei 28 guns, with two ketches of about 
14 guns each and two galivats of about 6 guns each, with about 10 
boats of wai and about 100 merchants’ small vessels lie at Chaul 
without endeavouring anything that wc j’^et heai of to the lelief 
of theii countiy Neither do we lieai that their new am pioud 
Captain General makes any provision by land to oppose the Aiabs. 

. If the Aiabs should foitify Vesava to 'that degiee as to keep tlic 
place, they will bo ill ncighbouis If caic be not taken by the 
Em ope nations to collect then piiatical giowing insolence, in a little 
time they will be formidable in tliesc seas as they daily incieasc 
then number of shipping of considciable foice and cutcitain all 
rascally dcscitcis of Euiopeans of all sorts 

"We have put this island into the best posture of defence wc can, 
though it is not onr opinion that they will at this. time assault us. 
Still, if they are not checked in their career, the cornihodiousness 
of the harbour for the winter will hereafter induce them to 
endeavour to gain it. Though the place they have now in their 
possession will harbour any of their ships in the river clear of 
all danger, but the going in and out is difficult. Wc have received 
no letters from Surat these thirteen days ; therefoi e suppose the 
Portuguese have intercepted all both from them and us.^

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Some mouths after Sir tfohn Ga 3 *er left for Surat. la January 1 701 
thcDeput}' Governor of Bombay sent him the following 'Lieutenant 
Shaw advises us that the Poituguesc have placed guards atBandra 
and over against Sion, hindering provisions from being_ brought 
over, or oui inhabitants thaf aic there to return. Of this there is 
no I'eal certainty' as yet. "We hclieve it only a bounce as usual from 
those proud and beggarly people. Their pretence for this action 
is that we aie spies and keep a machca and bonnj' boat abroad 
lo advise their enemies the Shivajis and Arabs of their strength. 
'I’liis th'eiv fooli‘«h jealousies and fear together with their arrogancy 
and pride will at one time or other pro\e fatal to them. If we 
hear of an}’’ £ui thcr ccitaintj^ of this, or that they should proceed 
to any acts of hostility, wc shall use the necessary diligence to 
prevent such their evil designs and have a watchful ej’e over 
them.* 

A week later, on tlie 30th January 1701, the Deputy Governor of 
Bombay issued the following order to Lieut. Shaw : Mr. Aislabie 
IS 'gone to Mnhim, fioin whom 3 ’ou will receive the necessary 
01 dors concerning the Binack and wackm having sent vSeijeanb 
Moore and nine topasscs to he employed in them as shall be thought 
fit. We have ordered both of them to lie on the side over against 
Oiirlcc (Kuibx) Block House at the usual place as formeily, which 
wc suppose hoclv this and Boatswain Wright are acquainted with 
to prevent the Poitugucso blocking up the passage of the river and 
to protect such boats as belong or others that are coming to 'the 
island with batty iVe have likewise ordered Hr. Wiight if on 
occasion of the Portuguese committing an}' acts of hosliHt}”, of 
which he cannot timely advise us, to follow 3 'our orders and do 3 ’^ou 
forthwith advise us theieof. In case there bo any numbers of 
b.itt}^ boats coining to the island, we have ordered Boatswain Wright 
with the iitnclivd to weigh anchor and sad m compan}’’ of them to 
protect them from the Portuguese." 

A week later (5tli Fcbruaiy 1701) the Deput}’ Governor wrote: 
The Portuguese still continue to impede all manner of provision.s 
coming to this island. Various are the reports given out on this 
account. The chief reason, as we can learn, is occasioned by their 
arnuida wliieli is at present at Bassein. and Vesdva, doing what they 
are accustomed to do whilst they are there. Wc sujipose when 
they arc gone there will be free passage as formerly. They are 
bound as we bear for the Gulf of Persia. He continues ; About ten 
da 3 -s ago the Portuguese from their block house at Curley (Kurla) 
fired several small sliots at boats coming over to this island with 
rice to command thym thither. This being a thing unusual and to 
prevent their blocking the passage of the nver we sent to Sion the 
^lack and small vincliva to lie over against the said block house. 
The}’ V ere ordered to secure the passage of the river, and convoy

liombay piiv ilegos oi anj* defiuuds m the customs or «hsicsppct, 
and promising veiy speedily to send one ol the laigo machvn\ to he 
and crui/e m the said rnoi. Tins older Lieut Shaw* wius diicclcd 
to ohseive. AVhon the tnachta was with him he was, without 
any hlood being shed, to cause all boaLs that passed up or down 
the said liver to jia}* the ciistonmty duties except the King of 
Portugal's own heats which he was to let pass without inleirup* 
tioii * 

On the 29tli November this oulci was issued to Coiporal tTolin 
Witchcll These aic to oideryou to weigh your aiichoi ami having 
jcceived on hoaid Captain Stnev V son-in-law, make the best of jour 
w aj' to Itobiii the 13utclici ’.s island, hearing the Poi tuyucse have been 
thcie and cut down scvcinl tiecs lilxaininu into that matter, then 
ictuin and bring an account tlioieof.*’ 

Two j cai s later (Januaiy 1701) the following details aic given 
of an engiigeiuciit between the Portuguese ami Ainbs ; The 22nrl 
in the evening the PoitiigucS'p, being seven capital ships, weighed 
in the road, bei thing themselves opposite to the same iiiunhcr of 
Aialis About four o’clock the Portuguese began to assault tlic 
Aiabs voij’ briskly. Thoj’’ fought an houi at anchoi, and, night 
coming on, the two gicntest ot the Ainbs cut, and making the 
best of their w'ay out to sea, weic pin sued by all the Poitugucse

The following are instances of the ferr^' convoy and other petty 
civilities b}' which the Bombay Government strove to keep on good 
terms with both Sidi and Maiatha Orders issued on 17th July 
1701 to Mr. Duuren: Permit ten of the Shivdjis belonging to their 
galivat to come on shore to dinner, but let none of them bring aims 
with them.- 

To Ensign William "Moore, the 3rd August : On receipt hereof repair 
on board the Right Honour.ible Company’s double masted muc/ica 
and cairy her to the Custom House Bay where you must wait the 
coming out of the passage boat ivliich j'ou are to convoy as far ns 
the mouth of Tiombaj', there being a Moghal’s oflicer on board. 
Having conducted him thither return with all expedition.-^ 

To Mr. Bartlett, the 20th Scptcniber : On receipt hereof, having 
all your men on board, with the eleven of the Sidi’s people and 
your five Cowries {Umrvis or .seamen) whom we have ordered on j-ou, 
Aveigh 3 'our anchors and make the best of your way to Ondry Avhere 
being arrived, land the foresaid people with all convenient speed and 
without anchoring if possible. That being done, make the best of 
your Avay hither again. But forasmuch as you ate not thoioughly 
acquainted AVith the passage, we would have you refer to your 
tindal as to carrying the vessel into that port and bringing her 
out again * 

To Mr. George Ward, Master of the Benjamin yatch (yacht), 
the 24th March 1702: On receipt hereof the tsidi being on board, 
wind and tide permitting, Avcigh your anchors and make the best 
of your Avaj’- to Ondry. Being there arrived you are to land him 
with all convenient speed and then to make the best of your way 
back again to this port. While the Sidi is on board let him be 
treated civilly.® 

To Ml'. Lott of the Josia, the 3rd April : On receipt hereof the 
Goosbordars (probably Gazhardsirs that is rod or mace bearers) and 
their people being on hoard, and wind and tide permitting, 
weigh your anchors and make the best of your way to Danda

The Portuguese 

take the opportuuitj’ to do us all the unkind oflices that maj' be, as 

we are inf 01 med. While Droab (Dordbji) Avas A\ith the Sidi, he 

caused his Portuguese Sirwan (cscri\an) or v/ritcr to read the 

Captain of ChauVs letter then received. The Captniu aerjuainted 

him that the Shivajis had little or no powder or ball in Ivoldha, but 

he knew fi oin Avhence they would be supplied and that boats were 

gone for it, meaning to Bombay'', ns the Sidi told Dioab.

Uc hath assaulted and cndeavouied 
to scale it, but without success, being foiccd to icireat with the 
loss of a great many men ns repotted. Tins loss liath so aggravated

Aviiting a_ very pereinptoiy letter falselj' accusing us Avith assisting 
his enemies Avitli ammunition Our ill neighbour the pxoutl and 
beggarly Portuguese is not Avanting on such occasions^ to do us 
nil unkind offices. He is the person that insinuated the Sidi into 
a belief hereof, but Ave have undeceived him and m.idc it appeal to 
the contrary to his satisfaction. The Shivajis aie in i cab tj’fi lends 
to none, but as pirates and lovers take all vessels they can OA’cr- 
poAver, These distiubances have occasioned us to be on our guard

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fleet which place between Wavli point and Bandva. If the Arabs • 
should offer to coino into our rivci resist them, or if they sliould be 
landed on our island before our fleet arrive, then let the fleet go 
where the Arab boats are, and use their utmost diligence to cut 
them off. By no means ofter to board them lost they should 
overpower our vessels. Send the small viachva to sec what further 
discovciy they can malce, hut be sure they take care not to run in 
danger. We send up Ensign Moore to your assistance. Be sure 
to let us hear from you as often as occasion offers. By the flccc 
M'e send you two bairels English powder, a thousand inusquct balls, 
five hundred flints, and fii'tj’ cwt of match. If the Arabs should 
come with a great fleet of boats, which they commonly do on such 
occasions and some very largo that carry five or six guns and a 
great inisny men, then lot our fleet weigh and retiie under pi otection 
of the iort. But keep firing on them as we letire and take the 
opportunities of destrojdiig said boats if they should land.® 

To Lt. Shaw on the 25th November 1701 . We have ordeicd this 
night our tliioe macJivi'ts to anchor in the Back Bay, he-aring a 
large fleet of the Shiviliia are out 1 n case they meet with no Shivaps, 
then in the inoining to make the best of their way to Mtlliiin. 
On their arrival we would h.avc you older the Sittce with you to 
join with them, and proceed as far as Yesdva and then return to 
their usu.il berths if they meet with no opposition. We likewise 
order you to deliver powder and ball to the militia and order them 
to be in a readiness in case of any alarm. We would have you 
keep a man at Vesava to advise the transactions of the Shivajis, 
of winch give us due intelligence.-^ 

To Mr Ward on the 12th August 1702 : On receipt hereof 
uncover the vessel, hoist her j^ards and top masts, bend all her 
sails, load all her guns with shot and cartridge, and p\ifc her in all 
respects in the great readiness and best posture of defence you can.

Give order likewise to all the outwoiks at 
Waili to be on their duty, keeping a strict watch taking the Gentu 
soldiers off from tlio work they <aie about And see and order tbcm 
as you think most convenient that they may not be surpi-isscd. 
Powder .shall be sent you to-night and wh.at else you want let us 
know. You must supply the iniliti.a. We now send j'ou our small 
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The ship that was seen to the northwai d for six or seven days past 
came j’csterday in the evening about the point oi Old Woman’s 
Island. It is as we aie infoimed a French ship. Slie is now iiding'

These are 
to cnorder you when any Calhmhines and Bundciincs (Riinbis 
and Bli.and.iiis) which live in theaddas (vddis org.ndcus) come to you 
for a chit to have the country music that you give them one without 
t.sking an} thing from them. Likewise yon ni a to take notice (hat 
the Serjeant of Sion is ordered to give chits to tboso people that 
live near to his post. You aie to give no chit for the country music 
on the Sabbath day.

On tlie 2‘lth instant (Novemher 1700), in the evening happened a very 
unlucky passage between Mr. Enoch Walsh and Mr, Ralph Harrley, 
the latter being wounded in three places. I’liose at lirst wo did not 
know but might prove mortal. Rut by God Ahnig.hty^'! providence 
he I*? finally recovered and tho doctor says theie is no danger. 
Air. "Walsh is close prisoner in one of tho chambers over the prison 
m the fort, where he shall coiitinuo till yonr Excellency's further 
pleasure is known conceruing him, as likewise about Air. TTovtlcy.* 

On the 27tb Alai’ch they write : Air. 'riiomas Woodford one ol 
yonr Honours' factors that came out in the Thomas and was em- 
ployed m your Custom House here for the receiving of the rovenuos, 
])rovcd very unfaithful in squandering and making av.ny a coiisider- 
ahlo sum of your Honours' cash as appears by the enclosed 
account Ho did clande<^tmcly leave the island and nas absent 
nbouL two months, but returning we secured him and is at present 
under confinement in the garrison. We should have sent him home 
by the ship but that there woie too many such ordered on her* " 

On the 2Sth March they resume (to Surat) . As to Hall, had 
there boon any hopes of reclaiming him by being reduced as your 
Excellency is pleased to diiect, wo sbonld bavo done it. But as 
bo is a restless factious and turbulent spuibed man ever promoting 
und carrying on his ra.scally designs ho would be always seducing 
others to be confederates with him. 'J’horefore as yon were pleased 
to leave it to us, we thought it with submission much belter to bo 
nd of such a scabby sbeep that ho might not intci-t tho fiock. So 
have sent him home on tho Tovisioch In tho same letter they 
continue. Air. Harbin is leclaimed and diligent in business, promis- 
ing never to be guilty of such 'errois in futuic - Wo hope now 
Air Walsh au'd other factious persons being gone, we .shall find more 
quietness If any prove disobedient and disturbers to the Govern- 
ment, we shall not fad to advi'-o well knowing your Excellency will 
order them their duo deserts.* 

The wished-for quietness does not seem to have come On the 
26tli August on a report fioin Lieut Sh.iw that a Pi oclamation had 
been torn down by some pei son unknown, tho Deputy Governor 
regretted there should he any person on this i.'-land so disrespectful 
to Government as to tear a Proclamation. Since tlioro i.s and that 
so high a misdemeanour may (if possible) bo duly* lewnrded, Lieut 
Shaw was ordered to give public notice that any person that shall 
discover tho said ofienders shall he liberally rewarded. 

On the 19th September 1701 in consequence of the robbery of 
several Moormens’ houses orders wcie i.ssucd tliat no Cofieries

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that is Zanzibar slaves be permitted to go off the island^ either at 
Muhiin Waili or Sion.* 

The 1 702 records contain notices of three matters of some interest, 
the inipiovcmciit of Mdhim fort m June, the celehiation of the 
acceSMion of Queen Anne in enrlj’ November, and late in the same 
month a severe huiiicane. Of the impiovement of Mahim foit the 
following details aic preserved in a consultation of the Suiat Council 
dated 12th June 1/02 ; 

About the beginning of last rains (1701) the governor of 
Suiat liaving given us cause to buspect that he had a design to 
invade Bomhay, ivo oidei'ed tlio Deputy Governor and Council to 
consult with the engineer and commission officers ahont adding 
.some skength to the little fort at Mdliim with all possible speed, 
allowing them to spend thiee thousand Xcrapliins thereon if need 
required it Now after they had made some progies.s herein they 
wiote us that it would cost more than we had allowed them to 
bestow on it In answer to which we wxote that though it did, they 
should use all possible diligence to finish it. When we thought it 
had been neai done, they sent us a model of what they designed to 
erect, noting how far the woik was carried on and how mucli it had 
and would cost The sum expended was Xs. 3397, and the work was 
not more than one-sixth completed. At all this we weie extremely 
surprised, but they laid the blame on Mr. Van Dunren who made 
such an enoneous computation. Now we ivcre not only surpiised 
at the extraordinary choigc that it would amount to, but that the 
w’ork was not above onc-sixth part done, which wo designed for 
an immediate skength to the island, in case it should he invaded 
by the Moors or Portuguese, with whom we had leason to expect 
a bleach and that speedily. Another thing that troubled us much 
was our fear that in time the sea might wash pait of it away, 
and then so much money would be ill bestowed Howevei, 
seeing they had gone on so far and that it would add great 
strength to the island when finished and gieatly augment the 
custom of Mahim, we ordered that if they could be assured that 
it would be in no danger fiom the sea, they should use all 
possible diligence to get it fimsbed " 

In the matter of Queen Anne’s accession on the 4th November 
1702 Lt. Shaw received the following orders . The enclosed is copy 
of the proclamakon for Queen Anne by uhich do you about the 
hour of ] 0 to-morrow morning proclaim her at Mdhini in public, 
the militia and all your garrison soldiers being under arms, and 
all the eminent merchants and inhabitants of the Oassaby assembled. 
As soon as the proclamakon is read, give three Hassaees. Then causo

About three weeks lator all the small boats of the island arc said 
to have been destroyed by a furious storm ^ On the 30th November 
the Bombay Government issued the following orders to Lieutenant 
Shaw . All the Right Hononrahle Company’s mango and such like 
trees blown down in the late liurricane, you aie to take under 
your care preserving for the Company’s use such part of them ns 
may be fit for timber. The rest we would liave you sell to the 
chunain makcis at the best rate you can, it being gon<l wood for 
their nse.^ About a fortnight later a second order issued : Sell 
what yon can of the Right Honouiable Company’s pahneers that 
weic blown downj also of the jack trees that are not fit for plank, 
but such as are, pieserve for that use * 

The first mam division of Bombay history closes with the union 
of the Old and New Companies. Notice of the union .and details of 
the articles which had been accepted in London on the 1st January 
2703 reached Surat in December 1702 A Consultation at Sunafc 
dated the 9tli December records the following details - Tho Jth 
instant late at night, received letters dated the 12tlv Cetober from 
the President and Council of the Coast, inclosing 21 articles for a 
union agreed between the two Companies in .January 1702, the 
same confirmed by a letter they received by tho Oolrhesfor from 
tho Court of Directors dated the lObli January last (1702) (copy of 
which likewise enclosed), informing them that the general Courts of 
both Gonipaines (English and London) had nnnive coiitvatfirenfe 
agreed upon a union, which was then being diawn into form by 
Council, and would be completed iii a little tune. Resolved in Council 
next day 5th. Deoembev that copy of the said .uLicUs and letter 
(being the first notice we had received from any factniy on the other 
side and to this day no general Europe letters) should ho fairly 
transcribed and euclosed m a private letter. Sir Nicholas IVaite 
was then desired to wiite Sir Jehu Gayer (a letter) to bo deliveicd 
him by the Secretary. Sir John Gayer accordingly published iii 
then- iactoi y the purport of tho said union the same or the day 
after he had received it from us Then their chief broker and 
an eminent Persian merchant told the governor the certain union of 
both Companies. Sir John Gayer also explained a new General and 
Council woro coming out upon the next shiji, and tli.at tho now 
factory was to embark away. Ho therefore desired leave for him- 
self and Mr. Colt to go doivn to Bombay to repair the Castle and 
other damages sustained by the late violent storm promising when 
finished they would return.^

We answered we had 
told him beiore to the united trado of both Companies. Then who 
ivas General and Chief ; I aiisweied. Sir John Gayer was General and 
ordeied to leside at Bombay. Who was President of Surat'’ I 
ausweied Sir Nicholas Waite. Jlr Boiiiiel in Portuguese bid 
Bustam tell the diwan Sir John Ga)’er was General, but it was hut 
for throe months. If he did not clear all the demands that wore upon 
the Old Company in that time, Sir Nicholas Waite was General, and 
must go dowu to Bombay William Mildinay was/isked if that was. 
tine. He answered that if it pleased God Sir Jolin should die or 
any unforosecn accident should happen to him in that tune so that 
he could not go to Boinba.y, then Sir Nicholas Wuite was General. 
Bub as to clearing all tlio Old Company's accouiito before ho went, 
there ivas no occasion, for theio would be thoao of the Old Comijany’s 
servants left that wonhl take care to pay what any one could justly 
demand of them. Tlieii the tHwdn asltod it noithci’ of them could 
go, who was General .then. We said his Worship Burniston, the 
present Deputy Governor, We desired to know upon what occasion 
all these cpiestious were asked us, to iihicii no answer was wivon. 
Then Mr. Bonnel pulled out of his pocket the Honourable Eno-lish 
Company’s seal and Jaid it befoio all the company and asked if 
William Mildmay could deny that to be the Company’s seal, and 
ivliethov the lottois that now caiiio were not sealed with it. William 
Mildmay said he could not deny but that it ivas, and tho letters ivere 
sealed ‘with it as by agieemeut between tho two Couipanies in 
England when they united Then ^Li. Boiiuel oponed the inden- 
ture of union 111 a page turned down clapped his hand upon it, and 
asked if we could deuy the Old Company being turned out and 
the trade brought under the mauagemeut of tho Now' which that and 
the .seal testified. William Mildmay said he did not deny anything 
contained in those writings, neither had ho any oiders to answer to 
such questions, and asked the geucleinen the reason of their brino'inff 
these thiiig.s upon tlie stage. At this time (we stated) we had been 
bufliciently depres'.ed already • had they a mind to bury us quite 
under ground. Mr. Bonnel said hofollow'ed his orders, we might 
follow oiins. Mr. Crowe made answer. You may thank yourselves 
lor it . all this comes upon you through the message that was sent 
by Sir John to Sir Nicholas that he designed to acquaint the governor 
of tho settlement V-anmali told AVilliam Mildmay tho asked 

If Sir J<Jin went away, who was there loft so gi-eat as to give 
answer for wl^at demands might come upon the Old Company. 
W ilham Mildmay said lie knew well enough there was sufficient to 
satisfy all just debts that any oue had upon us, therefore what 
matter who was left. He might give tho dhaan what answer ho

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myself bound in gratitude and I will briefly inform what material 
occurs till I leave this place or the world.^ 

One reason why the early years of the eighteenth century were 
uniirosporous in Bombay was that the union of the Companies in 
1702 was only formal. So strong had been the rivalry between 
the two Companies and so opposed vrere the private interests of 
■their servants that for several years, though outwardlj' hid, dis- 
trust and rivalry continued fresh and active. Though 1702 is the 
date of formal amalgamation, opposing interests were not united 
till 1708 Duiing these six years (1703 - 1708) occasional skirmishes 
at the outposts sometimes grew so warm that there was danger 
lest the war should be renewed. As the instructions from home 
to live in peace and quietness were positive, neither jiarty ventured 
openly to disobey them Sir Nicholas TVaite, who had pertina- 
ciously endeavoured to prevent a union and to peisuade the 
directors of his own Company that it would be to their detriment, 
as soon as he heard that his remonstrances w'ere unheeded and that 
a union would certainly take place, wrote and assured the directors 
of his resolution 'to obliterate all past heats’ and to hold 
friendly intercourse with Sir John Gayer and his Council The 
communications between the tw’o Chiefs and their Councils never 
■went beyond formal civility. There wras constraint on both sides ; 
nor did either place any reliance upon the good dispositions of the 
other ® Probabl}’ neither party understood its own circumstances, 
certainly not the ciicumstances of the other. The difficulty of 
ariivmg at a complete agreement was enhanced in India by the 
rival interests of their servants vvhich gave rise to incessant bicker- 
ings At last the representatives of the two Companies consented 
to appeal to the Earl of Godolphin, Lord High Treasurer of England, 
who ^ after a most patient investigation of the questions in dispute 
published on the 29lh of September 1708 his famous award. From 
that date the two Companies bectune in fact as ivell as in stjde 
‘ The United Company of Merchants of England trading to the 
East Indies ’ ®

The following is an abstract of Rdma Kamstti's answer to the seven 
articles exhibited .against him In the preamble is nothing material 
moic than that the defendant asserts the witnesses aie all brought orci 
to swear against him by bnbas, fair piomises, tlueats and punishment 
foi which leason their evidence ought not to bo taken and insinuates 
lus foimer good teinces deserve bcttei treatment. In answ’er to the 
first niticlc he says the cLaigc is of no signifienney as lus gning notice

ship or vessel, he immediatelj'' makes a strict in(juiry who she belongs 
to o£ the officers and others abroad and is perfectly well acquainted 
with eveiy individual ship belonging to Surat for which icason he adds 
it would be folly m liim to send such advices. In his defence to the 
second article he alleges that when our fleet came before C undry the fort 
was so ill piovided with men and ammunition that the enemy ran the 
risk of throwing succours of both into it after it was besi^ed by us. 
From this lie infers that the enemy ivould of course have taken better 
care in furnishing the gariison (which was so weak that even the \vomen 
were obliged to assist in the defence of it) had he given the notice he is 
charged w'ith. He further adds for his justification that it was he who 
first told the Grovernor of the weakness of that place and after tlie 
Governor was gone thither he desired Mr. Parker to confiim the ^same 
by wilting to his Honour w'hich he thinks is a sufficient proof he is not 
the author of these letters. Touching the third aiticle he alleges there 
is no proof the letter mentioned in his accusation was delivered to him 
and seems to insinuate there was no such letter sent. To clear himself 
of the charge in the fourth aiticle he pleads his former good services 
and the many obligations he lies under to the Right Honourable Com- 
pany and the English nation in general and to the Governor in parti- 
cular which would make it the highest ingratitude imaginable in him 
to be guilty (even in thought) of such a piece of cruelty and thinks it 
would be a gieat folly to attempt such a tiling consideiing how well the 
island is guaided by several stout fiigates and forts and a number of 
good English officers. As to the fifth article he denies to have had any 
dealings with Anglia during the w'ar and says the Govemor gave Garru 
(Ghftiu) Siuay leave to come liither to celebrate the marriage of liis 
grand-daughter and that what goods he earned with them u'ere bought 
publicly during the cessation of arms and weie only designed to defray 
his charges which he looks on as no eiime. To invalidate the charge m 
the sixth article he alleges that if Antonio FranciECO D' Costa had any 
such offer made him, it is probable to believe he would have revealed it 
to the Governor or Captain Stanton who was his commanding officer and 
not to the defendant. He therefoie thinks that a sufficient reason to 
conclude it was not communicated to him and further adds that all the 
sepoj'B were not under his command, some of them (the Pattanees) being 
under the direction of TJmeiji. He defends himself from the charge 
of the last aiiiclc by iusinuating that the three letters mentioned in the 
other articles are all false, because they -were not his own handwriting. 
He conclndcs with saying it is easy for those wdio can forge letters to 
make a false seal also. He repeats that his accusers have made use of 
bribes thieats and fair promises to procure evidence against him. He 
humbly hopes that what he has repiesented and his former good, 
services will induce the Board to clear him from the chaiges laid against 
him, urging it is highly improbable he would trust a secret of such 
importance to any body else when he w'as able to write himself.^ 

The following is the reply to RdmdjPs answ^er ; Elis assertion in the 
preamble that the witnesses were all brought over to swear against him

He 
pleaded not guilty and said the President was his witness, and related a 
long stoiy of his services in the tunc of the iioubles with the Poi tugucse 
and lately in adjusting the aidncles of peace mth (Angria's) agents, which 
lie was told ivas foreign to the present purpose. Copy of his chaigc in 
Poiluguese licing dehveiod him, he was to piepaic to ansn er to the same 
tomonow morning (]4ih May 1720). But behaving himself disrcspeet- 
full}', he was checked for it and ordcicd to withdiaw.^ 

Next day the Consultation resumes : This meeting being appointed 
to go on n itli the tiial of Dalba Bhanddii, he was called in and told 
by the President tliat bis beliaviour ycstcidaj' was veiy unbecoming ; 
that he was now a piisonei and called uponto answer to a heavy chaige ; 
that evcrj'llung he had to offer in his own imdication should be heaid 
with all the patience imaginable, but that it became lum to carry 
himself more lespcctfully to the Boaid." 

Then the President inoposcd (Llth Ma}' 1720) to the Board the 
issuing out a proclamation for quieting the minds of the people and 
ginnting a full paidon to all peisons who liitheito have been concciucd 
with llamdji and Dalba Bhanditii in llicir tieasonablc piacticcs against 
the Government, piovided they return to theii' duty and obedience and 
beliavo themselves as fcuthful subjects for the futuic (Bdma Karndti 
and Dalba Blianddn excepted), -nbich was approved and agicod to. 
Oideicd the Secretary to piepaie the same against the aftomoon for oui 
approbation.® 

The diary of the IGtIi May 1720 has this entry ; The proclamation 
of g] anting grace and free pardon to all persons that bad been con- 
cenied 111111 llama Kamatiand Dalba Bhandaii in caiijing on a treason- 
able coricspondence with the enemy Kanhoji Aiigna was this day (ICtli 
Stay 1720) published accoiding to the older of Council of 11th 
instant.* - 

On the 20th June 1720 the entry occurs : It being necessary that 
some person should be appointed to dispose of the effects and settle the 
account of Biima Kdmati — Besolved (20th June 1720) that the Secre- 
tary do take the charge upon him and make a report tliercof to the 
Board ; oidered that he get everything icady for tJie sale of Bihnji’s 
effects on Monday next (27th June 1720), and that he give public notice 
theieof accordingly and likewise settle Ins account i\itli all conveni- 
ence.® 

On the 4th July (1720) tlie following is rccoided : There beirrg a large 
irar chouse 86 feet long in the bazar belonging to Rdma Kdmftti, with 
an upper room over it which last nill lie vciy proper to bold the Court 
of Judicature and which the President has caused to be valued by Major 
Vane and the master carpcnteis and biicklayors who leport it worth 
Bs. 6000. And as that is much less than we can build a proper place

part of paj'ment thcicof, and the waichonsc may be apinopiiated as a 
granaiy foi batty oi olber goods, which we sometimes stand in need of ^ 

On the same day this icport was consideied; Lettci fiom Dircssis 
B. Midfoid and <1, Ploinc to the Honouiablc C. Boone Piesidcnt and 
Govemor and Council, dated Bombay 29tli June 1720 — Pursuant to an 
order of Council of the 13th instant we have caiefully examined the 
valuation of Kama Karndti^s cocoanut oichaids and batt}’ giounds 
made by the vcicadoics and mbdt4Tds of Bombay and Aldhim. On the 
strictest inquiry we find tliej' have valued them after the usual custom 
of this island, which i^ not to lechon anything for the wells W’alls or 
othci fniit trees, and that they arc leally w’orth Bb. 37,989-0-53 as 
will appear fiom the account of particulai b hei ewith deli\ eied. "Wc s ci ily 
believe the Eight Honourable Corapan}' will be no buffeieis by talnug 
them at that pi ice.® 

The above rcpoit of Messrs. Midfoid and Horne of then esamination 
of tlic valuation of Edma Kilmdh's cocoanut oichaids and batty 
giounds, amounting to Es 37,989-0-,')3, was now (*lth .Tuly 1720) lead 
Af tei some dekite, agreed that w c take them on Compan 3 *’s account, and 
tlie accountant is hciehy otdered to bung them on the books aecoid- 
ingly.= 

A Consultation of the 13th August contains the following* Tlieie 
hemg two wmehouses near the Custom House lielonging to Enma 
Knindti foi the luie whcicof the Eight Ilonouiublc Compani' pay 
Es.

The same Coii&ultition continues Ambaidds Taladds and Saiitaii Go\ ai - 
dhan presented a petition in belialf of Baiba Bhandaii, icquestmg he may 
be allowed a furthei time of foui months foi the payment of his fine of 
Es GUOO and his fonnei debt of Es 1 J93-2-37, setting forth that he 
is not capable of pajing it soon, and oilciing themselves foi the sccuuty 
thcicof Aftei bomc debate on the ailair it was icsokcd that as the 
fine wc have laid on him is considerable and that if wc malm a sale of 
his estate (agiceable to a former older of Council) the monoj’- cannot 
he soon collected, that theii request he granted ivith this pionso tliat if 
it be not paid bj’’ that time, they shall pa}* the intciesitheieof from this

In the same year (1720) Mulla Muhammad Ah, the gieat Surat mcp-

and countries wlieieby be is become tbe tenor o£ Ibe seas and tbattbore- 
foie it is necessary now to destroy bim or else be null become so power- 
ful it woll be impiacticable. He advises be bas tbeking^s orders to i epi e- 
sentto bis Honour tbe affaiis of Alimadabad Suiat and otber pails as well 
as bis own, and desires his Honour to adnse bim wbether be sliall malce 
known to bis majesty the insults and roblicnes of Angria and piocuie a 
liasbulhulcam to Sidi Yalcutkhan and the Nabob of Surat to make war 
against tbe said enemy, Yalcutkban to attack bini by sea and Sou (Sbahu) 
liaja Subba of Kalyan to invade bim by land. He continues ; If bis 
Honour is so pleased be "will also procure oideis to bis Honour and to 
tbe Poituguese to unite for tbis efEect until Angria is destroyed and be 
belici’cs Ins Honour will not be wanting in wdiat is agreed to. Yet be 
is not tbe only person who desires tbis, tberc being many otbers and that 
tliey may be the better persuaded he desnes bis Honour to ivrite 
to our peoiile in Surat to assuie them of tbe same. He says farther 
be very much desires aud believes that his majestj' ivill send tlie said 
01 ders and that his Honour will gain a great name and fame in the 
execution of tbis and desiies an answer.^ 

One Sbaildi Islam Khan addressed another letter to a similar cfEcet ; 
I have lately heard tliat Anglia bas taken some ships of your Honoui’s, 
of Muhammad Ali’s, and of some otber merchants and that be commits 
his piracies on the seas without lesliaint and tbeieby disturbs and binders 
tiade. It is tberefoie now necessaiy to chastise him concerning which 
I have spoken to Mr. Hope (Chief at Suiat), who will ivntc your 
Honour what I told him. On leceipt of the answer I will leprescnt in 
a good manner to tbe king tbe method that tbe said piiate may be 
totally iTiined and I hope in God it will be done in a few days. Con- 
cerning the best manner for doing it your Honour may consider of and 
■write me ® 

At a Consultation on tbe 6tb September 1720 the President 
acquainted tlie Poa.id tins meeting was summoned to let them Icnow 
be had set on foot an expedition against Angria; that he bad 
appointed Mr. "IValter Brown to go Commander-in-chief of the same; 
and tliat for tbe greater secrecy in caiTjnng on tbis aifaii be has 
thought fit (agreeable to our Honourable Masters^ directions) to pitch 
upon Messrs John Braddjdl and lYalter Brown with himself to be a 
secret committee for managing theieof. Ecsolved tliat tbe President 
and Messi-s. John Braddyll and lYaltor Biown or any two of them, the 
Pie.sident being one, be a secret committee for managing the piesent 
expedition against Kdnboji Angria, and all the land and sea officers and 
others concemed are to observe and follow their orders and diiections 
as fully and effectually as if signed by us all.®

On the lath Oclobei the Defiance, Elizabeth, and a galivat fiom 
0111 fleet befoie Gliciia bi ought the Piesident tivo loltcis fiom Mr. 
Blown, dated the 2nd and 10th instant, and abstinct of one dated 7tli 
(not come to hand) adn&ing that he had landed a detachment of men 
who had killed a good number of tlic enemy with veiy little loss on oiii 
side, tliat the piahrn nas earned within pistol shot of the foii and that 
the enemy kept continually filing on liei which she letuined as bll 6 kl 3 ^ 
Also that he had sent some vessels up the river with oidei.s to hum all 
the oncmj'^s shipping thoj* could not bung aivaj', which thei’ executed 
VGiy well haring buintto the ground two large ships and seven smaller 
vessels without anj' loss. He likewise advices tiiat thcpralim had cnfcirelj’ 
mined two of Angiia^s best gralw w'hich w^eie liauled up close to the foit 
hut that one of hei guns bursting not onlj' Idllcd Eoui people on hoai dhut 
gaic file to a gun loaded with partridge on the other side against which 
laj' one of our boats with almost a whblc plattoon of the black soldiery 
of whom above half were killed and the rest much wounded, which vciy 
much cow’cd the volunteer sailors.

In 1720 the suspicions and lU-feeling between the English and the 
Homan Catholic priests in Bombay came to a head A much damaged 
despatch (paia 107^ from tlie Diiectors w'hicli readied Bomhaj' hj'the 
shiji Ailihson eail}’" in 1720, shows that the Bomhaj' Council had com- 
plained of the piaotiee of the Portuguese piiests of stiiimg the Biiman 
Catholics of Bomlaj- to oppose the oidcib of Government And tliat 
rn lepl}'' the Ducetois had brought to notice the mcccss which had 
atlcnded Governor Pittas airangcmcnt in j^Eadias under which 
some class of Catholic clevgj' w'hom he could trust w'eio made supreme 
on tlic understanding that thej’’ rvoiild suppoi t the Goi erament and 
keep the Govemoi informed of any designs of iival clci hostile to 
Govenmient intciests At a Consultation d.ated ]jth May 1720 the 
Governor laid this desjjatch hefoie the Bomhaj' Council suggesting 
that in accoidance with its advice authoiitj' over the Homan Catholic* 
of the island should vest in tiie Bishop sent fiom Home

He proposes supplying the jilaces of the Portuguese with the said 
Italian Bishop and some priests of the Carmelite Order now on the island 
on their swearing allegiance to liis Majesty King George, and under- 
talrmg that they will not directly or indirectly teach preach or 
practise anything contraiy to the interest or dignity of the crown or 
of the prerogative of the Bight Honouiable Company ; and that they 
will in all respects pay a due obedience to the Governor and Council for 
the time being. Ihis is unanimously appi oved and agieed to. Oidered 
that the Secretary proiude orders and a proclamation accordingly.’ 

Two days later, 15th Ma}^, a proclamation was published requiring 
all the inhabitants of the Roman Catholic rehgion to pay the same 
obedience to the Bishop Don Frey Mauntio D^Sancta Teresa and the 
priests appointed by lum as they formeily paid to the Portuguese 
bishop and priests, and orders were issued to the Portugue.se pnests 
to leave the island in twenty-four hours.^ 

Next day, 16lli Maj’’, the Italian Bishop Don Frey Mauntio D'Saucta 
Teiesa and the Carmelite pnests took and subscribed the follonung 
oath before the President : I, Don Frey Mauntio of ^ncta Teresa, 
bishop of Auastatiopolis, Vicar General in the empire of the great 
Moghal of the island of Bombay and the jurisdiction thereof, do swear 
upon the holy Evangelists (in which I have placed my right liand) to 
obey His Most Serrae Majesty of Great Britain, and that I null 
never directly or indirectly teach preach or practise anything contraiy 
to the honour and dignity of tlie crown of his said Most Serene 
Majesty or to the intei'esls of the Right Honouiable English Company 
and you. I will pay all obedience to the orders of the Honourable 
Govemoi for the time being and will exercise the Roman Catholic 
religion according to its primitive institution without any alteration. 
In mtness whereof I liave liithei to set my Land llus day 10th May 
1720 Padie Frey Pedro of the most Holy Trinity and Frey Elizel 
D’ St. Joseph took and subscribed the same oath.® 

In consequence of these orders on the 9th May 1720 Luis GLnsalves 
de Caipaia Coutinho, Portuguese General of the North, addressed the 
following letter to the President and Governor: The surprising resolution 
that your Honour lias taken to banish to this side all the paritii 
priests of your island is wrhat I much admire and W'onder at, by

1720 by pome high lescntnicnt. This I judge not only fiom the expul- 

sion of tlie«e religious, but fiom the pcandalaus manner in uluch 
it Tvas done, uhich I also judge fiom the assurance given me that 
3 'oiir Uonour lias passed oidcis tliat no priest of the Portuguese nation 
pball come to I’our inland. As I am at present obliged to send tu'o 
leained piiident piicets to ticat on tins important aifaii, I hope, on 
your nonoui’’B consideiabon of the weight}’ ciicumstanccs thcieof, j'ou 
will poimit them to come in 3 -our picscncc and tlieie to dispute and 
discuss the point of 103 ‘al pationage and tiie ecclesiastical jurisdiction 
n ith the bishop.^ 

One reason f 01 the Buddcimcss and stiictncss oElhc orders forcing 
’ all Portuguese priests to leave Bomba}' was the tieasonablc dealings 
hclnccn the Poitugncsc and the j\rai<.tth!tB, of nliich tlic tiaitor Rdma, 
Kam<tb had been the medium. A week befoie lus letter icgardin^ 
the expuHon of the Portuguese pnests the Captain of the North had 
(the 12th ifa)') addicsscd the following to the Governor of Bomba}' 
on the subject of Itdioa Kdmdti’s Inal ; I am vei}' sorry the nows of 
Antonio Pcllotfs imprisonment has reached your Ilonom*, it being the 
consequence of Ins infamous piactico for ivliich he justly merits the 
confinement ho is under, as well as the fmthci punishment vrhich ndll 
be inflicted on him Tbs ligoious proceeding docs nob arise from 
his going to your island with my leave, though he lud it not so 
full as to accuse an}' person &l«cly, yet I was ignorant for uhat he 
was sent, neither did I believe he would be full of such villany. His 
handwriting and the sigmog of his name show your Honour the falsity 
of his accusation against Bama Ndniitti, it being him alone that seeks. 
Kamnb's luin. I have also the goldsmith that falsified the seal, bribed 

or induced by some other means to do it by those who wished 

to tabate tlieir levengo I am also not ignorant on what account the 
boat belonging to your island went by Thdna to Kalva under tbe 
pretence of bu}ing horses, but trust that your Honour’ did it only 
to obtain the puie truth. I was not so careful to (warn) you of these 
practices, for I ought not on any account to consent that a peison 
nndci my jmisdicbon should enter into or be concerned w'ith such 
like calumnies What I have sigmfied to youi Honour I can piove 
from authentic papers But for the little inteiest I have in the 
freedom of the Kud Kdmab, I only piocuie puniriiment foi those who 
have wiongfully meddled heieiu I am concerned I cannot comply with 
your Honouris pleasure m the lelcasc of this subject, I having given 
(chaige) of liim to Goa. In all other things I am ready to seive 
yom Honoui being with gieai icspect." 

To these two letters the Governor Mr. Boone replied on the 23rd 
May : I little expected to have received from yonr Honour an 
expostulation on the justice of my proceedmgs agamst tlie parish 
priests late of this island, 'much less to have my conduct tlicieon

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questioned, as j'ou have pleased to do in your letter of the Slst IMay 
17U0 N. S. Yet being resolved as much as iu me hes to prevent a 
misunderstanding and to cultivate the friendl}* con e&pondeuce I have 
always uesired to hold with your Honour, I shall, as a ficsli instance 
thereof, acquaint 3 ’ou that this proceeding was not onl.y the just effect 
of their oMTi misbehaviour and the earnest longings of the people in 
general but also a stiict command from mj' superiors, ngieeable to 
tlie oiders of my sovereign Loid King of Gicat Britain who is 
supreme in all causes and over all persons ics-idcnt on this island. 
To this I piesume j'our Honour is no sti anger thougli j'ou have 
thought fit to make mention of another roj'al peisonage which I have 
no power to admit or suffer to have any control or jurisdiction here, 
and my resolutions hereon aic strictly conformable to the articles 
stipulated by the two sovcieign croums on the dclivcrj' of Bombay as 
your Honour may perceive bj’’ the enclosed copy of the article of the 
treaty of marriage. "Whoever insinuated to jour Honour that those 
priests weic sent ignominiouslj' or sCtandalousl}' off the island have 
represented that action in a very inj'unous manner. The guaid that 
attended them on that occasion was to piovcnt a disturbance, which 
one of them endeavoured to raise in the minds of the people whom he 
indiscreetly stiove to stir up to sedition As this circumstance has 
been unfairlj' rcpiescntcdto j'our Honour, so I find a nusconstruction is 
passed on other parts of tho losolutions I have taken. I will, however, 
assure your Honour I never meant to hinder any of the people of your 
nation 01 subject to you having fioo access to this island and icsiding 
as long as they think fit more especially sudi as shall be (confoi mablc 
to the) limitation that I cannot permit them to (neglect, namclj’’ not 
to gainsay) Bishop Don Fioy Iilauritio in the nghts and pririlcges T 
have lately invested him ivith licio 'J'hat is a jiDint all dclci mined and 
justlj' due to his le.aniing and integrity. Of the pow era he has for 
this purpose iecei\od fiomRorac, he wll hy mj"^ permission send a copy 
to the Aichbibhop of Goa. 

I had fully purposed to have written an ausw'cr to j'oui Honour’s 
letter dated 32nd May, N. S., lu relation toCaphTin Antonio Felloe and 
shall hole give j'ou the tioublo I designed j'our Honour on that subjects 
It IS j’our pleasure to pronounce lldma Kdmati an innocent man and 
iu some mcasuic to rcficct on my proceedings towards him which as it 
is not agreeable to the gallant character j’our llonoui bears in the world, 
might well excuse my silence iii th-at paitieular both as it 1 elates to. 
affairs of a foreign state, and seeing that j^ou condemn an action to 
which j’our Honour is a stranger. Howcvei, such is my desire to oblige 
you and defend my own reputation that I affirm to j’our Honour 3 'ou 
are misinforTued and Kdmdti must indeed have had both artful and potent 
fiiends to induce j’^our Honour to a conti’aiy belief. ’J’he circumstances 
of the seal and Captain Felloe’s lufoim.ation are but a small part of his 
charge. ^ I had good reason to be offended witlr liis conduct and to cause 
an enquiiy thereof to ho laid before me and upon manifest proofs passed 
a sentence, which I am convinced the offender liimself thinks mild and 
much less than Iris dement.* What j^our Honour has wiitten me on 
these subjects inclines me to saj' tlius much, and I hope j'ou rriU be of 
opinion with me that to say more oU'either side cannot be necessarj’ or 
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agi ecablc. I have chose to pat this in English to pi event rnistakcs w'faicli 
might ulhuiwisc happen for ivant of a thorough Icnowledgc in the 
Poituguese language. Howevei Iti-ansmit hcicwith its tianslate,^ 

The leply o£ the Basscin General to this lettei of Govemoi Boone’s 
was the issue of an oidci foibiddmg the pa®Eage of supiihes fiom Poitu- 
guese teiiitoiy to Bomliay and enjoining the aiiest of any Bntish 
subjects enteimg Bassem limits. In con‘>ei]nence of these oiders on 
the 6th June 1720 Goveinoi Boone iviote to the General of the Koith : 

I am advised of the ordeis youi Tlonoui has been plea'-ed to publish for 
pioluhiting the bunging to this island any mannci of pioviaons oi any 
peison to come o\ or Though contraiy to the amity between both nations _ 
I shall not at picseut tionblc myself to onquiie into the cause that 
moved 3’oni Uououi to tins pioceedmg TJic usage several uoTkmeu 
(nlio weic letuimng from this island to their own habitation) met 
with fiom 3‘oui' guaid at BAndra by boating tlicm and foicing them 
into the passage uoat again with the lo'ss of their goods and at the ii^^k 
of their lives aic aclioufa both unjustifiable and dichonouiablo, and the 
denjing our people and pataniats a pa^'Sage to and fio in 3'our Ilononi-'s 
teiiitoiies is inconsistent with the fiiendslup afoicsaid. I thciofoie 
hope 3'our Ilonoui will issue (oidcis) for a fiee pas'^ige to our people 
and hheit}' to transport to (Bomba}') two cons w’hich weie bought at 
BAleghiit and are detained at ThAua, othoiwise I shall he obliged to 
enter on (rqnisals) ® 

Next day ( 7 th June) the Piesidcnt acciuamts the Boaid that he uas 
infoimcd the Poituguese liad stopped several of oui patnmuvs and that 
iC it was true and the3* continue such uniea^onable practices, he intondb 
to foihid then fishing in MAhim lively winch is approved.® 

In lopl}' to the Govenior’s lettei of the 6tli, the Bussein Geueial 
wiotc on the 9 th Juno I do not doubt but youv Houom lias notice of 
103’ 01 del 6 foi prohibibng the transiioitaliou of all soitsof icfieshments 
and people going to 3'oui island^ and it is ceitain tbe continuance of 
iucndshin lietweon both nations must be by a iccipiocal coiicspondenco 
I acknow'ledge it IS not necofcsar3' foi I'oui Honoui loeiwiuiieat pre*!nnt 
the cause of this piocoeibng, because 5'ou aie not ignorant of it, and 
without affaiib letum to then usual channel I w’lll not alter ani of the 
least of m3' dispositions I am soai}' for the extravagance committed at 
BAndra The Seijeant who did it has been w'cll chastisid and biokcn. 
To avoid the like foi tlic futmc, I have despatched m3' ordeis that 
no pciEon whatsoever belonging to 3'om ade shall be permitted to land, 
and this will be the bottei complied witli, if 30111 Honour stops the 
passage boat on 3 om side, which w ill not then be of an}' use at all 
As 3'our Honoiu governs absolatcl}' in }Oui island, I do tlie same b}' 
the poweis my supeiiois have vested me with in the conntiics undci 
my juiisdiction , theiefoic v'our Ilonoui ought not to w’ondei at your 
paiamars and the people of youi island being hmdeicd a passage 
though them. The same 3011 ought to undeistand of the cons which 
3-0U say w’Cio bought at Balegliat. .Theie being done on 30111 ‘•ido 
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actions unreasonable in llie highest degree, I find these but a reciprocal 
letum And as I suppose your Uonoui mmeinbcis the last psiiagrapli 
o£ youi letter of the 24th j\Iay 1720, whcicin you insinuate that for us 
to write more cannot be necessary or agincable, 3 do not doubt that 
your Honour Avill agree with mo that since what I proposed on that 
particular w'as rejected, WTiiingany further on the matter w’e aie now 
treating of will be unreasonable.’ 

At a Consultation on the 13th June, after reading thisletter, the Piesi- 
dent also acquainted the Boaid that Mi. Courtney WJote him ycstciday 
that the Poituguese IColis at the fishing slakes in M.iluin iivei told the 
poisons he sent for the tVelgatc (that is local hlautthi hrhjeA guard-pay 
a word still in use for picsonts to sepoys) that the English would leeeive 
pa}Tnent no more, for theie w’ould be a guard to keep them off. Upon 
which he had given !Mr. Couiiney oidcis to send for it as usual ; and 
that if any one offered to insult our ]jCoplc, he should keep a gain at 
icady to protect them ; which is unanimously appi oved. The Pi crident 
then added, in his opinion the piocecdings of the Portuguese would 
give occasion for a ruptuic." 

On the 23rd June the Picsidcnt laid bcfoic the Boaul a leltei lie 
received tliis morning from !Mr. Couitncy advising him that sonic Mooi- 
men ibclonging to this island who swwm over fiom Sahette last night 
told him that about 14 days ago (9th June 1720), at Daman they met 
one of our going to Surat who acquainted them that as they 

weie going to Madias with letters from hence they weie stopped at 
Bilndrn, had their letters taken fiom them, and both the Ictteis and 
themselves sent to Basscin, whcie the}' were impiisoiicd some time and 
Avhat money they had taken from them At length they w'cie whipped 
and set atliboi’ty w'itliout having the letters ictuiiied,® 

On the 3_0th June lead a sboit letter fiom our Chief and factois at 
Surat, advising several of oui 'pniamars were letuincd, being afinid 
to come into the Portuguese countiy on infoimation that they should be 
confined Among the lost were the pataviars w'o de'.patched for Ikladins 
the 1st ultimo (May 1720), who ini'oiraed them they wcic put undci a 
guai'd at Bdndiw and sent to Basscin, whcie after examination their 
letters were taken fiom them and they confined four days, after which 
they w'eic lelcased without having their letters icstoied. IViotc to our 
Chief and factors at Surat enclosing copy of our last.^ 

The 5th July the J'’ortuguese still continuing their pioliibilion and 
having been so unmannerly as to stop our paiamais and take their 
letters from them, the President pioposes issuing out a pioclamation 
lequinng all peisons wdio live in other parts and have estates on this 
island to repair hither with their aims in the tcim of twenty-one days 
on pam of having their estates confiscated to the Right Honourable 
Company. Also that all peisons who have any money goods or effects 
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belonging to any of the inhabitants in the Portuguese teintoiies do give 
in an account thoieofto the Socretaiy t\ithm the Faidtcim Thisi is 
appiovcd and agieed to. Oidcicd that the Secretary piepaic a 
pioclamation accordingly.^ 

This day (0th July 1720) was pnbh=hcd the pioclamation icqiuring 
all pel sons who liave estates on the island and live in othoi* parts to 
repair hither in twenty-one daj-s.® 

The Zlst July 1720thePie6idont leceivedalcttei fioin Mr. Courtney 
at ^Ilihim advising the Portuguese had erected a gibbet at Bdndia 
After hearing (one oi two) great guns he could sec ino men hoisted up 
to the top of the gibbet and let down again three timcSj after nluch they 
filed another gun When the men who had licen served so were come ovei 
in a canoe they piovcd to be D’Chaves and anolhei man, both inliahitants 
of tins island, who ucic sent hence to give Foinando d'Silveiu notice of 
the proclamation requinng all poisons who aic inliahitants in othoi 
parts and have estates on this island to lepair luthci on penalty of 
forfeiting the same Tlioy neic verj* toie and mightily ternfied " 

The SOtli July the tune limited by proclamation for the inhabitants 
of other parts, who have estates on tlus island to lepair hithpi being 
expired and none of them appealing, the Council ordered that the 
vcicadoics enter upon and leceivc the produce of such estates on the 
Bight Honourable Companj-'s account and pay the same into thcii 
treasuiy And wheieas several poisons have presented petitions to the 
President setting forth that they have demands on such estates, oidcied 
that said petitions he dcUvcied to the Cluef Justice of the Couit of 
Judicatuictobc there examined, and that he make a icpoit in wilting 
to the Boaid for oiii adjusting the same.* 

TIic oOth July 1720, it appealing to the Board that the practice of 
Poi tuguece and othei foi eigners malang land pui clia=cs on this island has 
been pi ejudieial to the Government, it was unanimonsly resolved that 
no person who is not an inhahibint on this island shall foi the futuio 
puicha^e any estates, and oidcicd that the Secietaiy picpaie a piocla- 
mation accordingly.® 

The 1st August a pioclamation to the abovo ofEcct was published by 
beat of drum,® 

In May 172i the duiyiecoids A loltoi is leeched fiom Kdnlioji 
Anona to the Bombay Government, wi^luug foi a tioaty to bo made 
between him and the Government. Tlus being debated, it is llie unani- 
mous opiuion of the Boaid that the Engh‘-hmen piiconeis bo fiist 
deliveied up to us before we cntci on a ticaty and tliat the Picsidcnt- 
rctmn him an answei in a stjde smtablc to his lankas follows' 

When I acquaint your Ilonom that I do well icmember your com- 
mencing to ".Tin ny this i&laud in the time Mi, Brnniston Govcinoi heie 
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under His Excellency Sir John Ga3’’er, General, then at Sui-at, you 
will believe I am no sti'anger to j’our proceedings ever since. You 
must therefore excuse me If I accept not of entering into any treaty 
with you until you give me a proof of 3'our sinceiity by immediately 
setting at libeity the people of our nation 3'ou have with 3’'ou jnisoners 
taken b3' 3’’ou without giving 3’ou any offence. T^Hien the piisoners 
aie leleascd I sliall be iead3’' to leceive from 3’ou an3' proposal towards 
an accommodation 3'ou shall think proper to make as well as I shall 
demonstrate to 3’om’ Honom' 3’ou have to deal with one who Imows 
how to letum 3’our civihty.^ 

The 7 th August followingthe President (Honourable hir. Phipps) leads 
to the Boaid Kdnlioji Angria's letter to him of the 23 id July- whcieiu 
he shows an inclination to tieat for excliange of piisoncis, pioposing 
for that pm-pose a person of chaincter to inteiwcne and act as guaiantce 
There being none among our neighbouis who \sc think will engage in 
the same that aie fit to be tmsted, it is agieed that the President wiitc 
an answer to that part of his letter 01113' conceming the iclea«c of our 
piisoners, that for so man3’ as he shall release of oiim, on their airival 
here we will release a lilcc number of his.® 

The 13 th November the Piesident leprescnts to the Board that Sidi 
Saut of Anjanvel or Ddbhol has at sundij' times sent off to om* 
vessels proiisions and lefreshment wlulc cruizing off that poii and been 
otherwise very com-teous in his adrices m relation to Angria ; in order 
to keep him in tlie hkc good disposition it is resolved to make him a 
present of three 3-ards of scarlet cloth, a pair of pistols, and a gilt 
sword. Du-eeted that the Fori St George galley with the Shark and 
Antelope ciuize between Diibhol and IVIalabii Hill.* 

Pour years later (loth November 1723 ) tlie President acciuaints the 
Board t^t he has loceived notice of Shdhu Edja's intention to come 
and visit Ins gamsons along tlie sea coast under the command of 
Angna and tliat he is at pieseut wathin thiee days of Koldba with a 
considerable army. Wlierefoie the Board decide It null not be adris- 
able to deprive ourselves of any of our cmizere so early as wo intended by 
sending them along with the Prince Frederick to Mokha, and resolve 
that the bomb ketch be anew 1 igged to be sent with a pioper dclaclimcnt 
on boaid her for that service.® 

The^iy of the 12th hlaich 1731 has -this entiy : The Paymaster 
bungs in a hst of the sundry wndows of the men who weie lalled in the 
Bengal galley in the late unfortunate engagement with Angi-ia's 
grabs. We are coniinced they are objects of charity and theiefoie and 
lor the encouragement of otheis in the service we tliink it but reason- 
able to aUow Bs. 2 per month to such as have no childran and Bs. 3 to 
such as have, while they continue widows.® 
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Tn’o mouilis later, May 1731, an engag^eincnt toot place with Angiia 
ne.n Suwt. A Bombay letter to Suiat (9tli May) li.is the following 
We road witli paiticular fsatisfaetion youi succes'? m intercepting two 
of Anglia’s gab vats that were loading m your river and bound to 
Colabby (Kohiba) and we aic glad to iind lliat the Sidi’s valcil acted .so 
friendly in this affaw ^ 

In 1731 tlie thicatemng incicasc of Mailtilia and Angiia power in 
the decline of Moghal auiEoiity led the Poitngnc^c and llie English to 
set then gionnds of dissension on one side and to some extent to malco 
common cause against the advance of then common enemy. The 11th 
Apiil 1731 the PiC'idcnt (Honourable 11. Cowan) acquaints the gentle- 
men of the Bo.aid th,at he calls this Consultation to lay befoie them a 
icqncst lliatyesteiday he icceivcd fiom the Gcnoial of IheNoitli that the 
300 scpoj'B Laid}' cnliitcd foi the scmcc of this island might be lent Jnm 
duiing the i.ainy season to gainsonThtlna and Pcisik foi the bctlci defend- 
ing that pass into Sttlsctlc. He at tlic same time acquainted Uicm that 
the Vieuio)' of Goa had made him the like icqncst in a Icttci tliat he had 
lately icceivcd fiom IIis Excellency. The said 300 sepoys to ho punc- 
tually paid by the Poitnguese the lime they sliall icmain in their tcni- 
tones. Tins Ixiing taken into consideration and dulj- pondering of 
n hat impoi tance it is foi the safety and bnnquillit}’ of this island to 
pi event the Slai.ithds fiom getting footing on tlio idand of Sitlsctto 
nhich scciucd last lains to ho llicn mam intent, and sundiy cffoits 
weie made by tlicm in oidci tlioicto ; considonng likewise tluit it is 
much cacici pi eventing then getting possession tlianit vnll be expelling 
of thorn if once possessed ; and tliat we have no gicat occasion for ^ the 
300 sopoj's at pic«ent, as the two biothcis, sons of Angiia, have divided 
their foices, the youngci licing gone to Ghena nntli foui grabs and nine 
galivats and no moic than the usual gaiiison lemaining at iColdha ; 
tliat oui gariibon mil be leinfoiced duiing the rains by tlic cicws and 
detachments on hoaid tlie llnce galleys and two giahs that arc to be 
hauled up . It is agieed tliat the Pie<=iilent comply with the General of 
the Noi til’s icquGat and initnediatcly older the 300 sepoys and then 
proper officeib to be sent to Tbdna foi tlie defence of Uiat placo.- 

Two ycais latci (1733) a coiiespondcncc with Madi^ shows how 
well the Bombay Council weic awaie tLat the prosperity of Bombay 
depended on the continuance of Poitugucse lule The 5tli October 
1 733 thePiesident acquaints thcBoaidthat ycstciday he leceived a lettei 
fiom tlie Yiccioy of Goa complaining that he liad coitain ad\icc 
St Thomas that the Governor of Madias had publicly piolubited all 
inhabitants of tliat place fiom trading wiUi the Poi-tugneso ship Huiopa 
that lay at anclioi in the load of St. Thomas, and had bkemso endea- 
voTiied to pi event the othei inhabitants of that coast fiom trading witu 
hci. This being so contiaiy to the amity and good coiiespondencc that 
subsist between the two nations, it the moic siupnscd him and mi^t lio 
the moans of intemipting tlic same good haimony and concspondencc 
ns he fonnd liimself obhged to give tlic like orders for ti eating m tiic 
same manner all English ships coming fiom that side to Goa and tiio 
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otlier Poitugiiese j)orts on this coast. Desiiing the Presidout to ap^ily 
a remedy to this mconvemeiice. 

Taking the same into consideration as Poit St. Geoige is entirely 
independent o£ this Pie&idency, the only lemed}’’ wo can think o£ is that 
tlie Picsidcnt wiite a letter to llie Govemor o£ Poit St. Geoige and 
send him a copy o£ Uie paiagi'aphs of the Viceroj^s letter concerning 
this affair repmsenting the ill consequences tliat may attend the tiade 
on this side from the Viceroy^s resentment, which he may probably carry 
fui thcr than at present he thre.'itens ; noting that it has been lecom- 
mended to us by our Honouiable Masters to cultivate and keep up a 
good correspondence with the Portuguese nation in these iiarts, and 
that this is the moie necessary at present as wc are entirely depnved of 
all 'manner of provisions from the Sidi^s country wluch is now m 
possession of the Mardthas and Anglia and our clucf dependence is upon 
our Portuguese neighbours.^ 

Similaily the leeoids ofafew years later (1733-1735) show the Portu- 
guese on mom than one occasion aniaous to conciliate the English by 
leducing their tolls on Bomb.ay vessels and goods. A Cons'ultation of the 
5th December 1735, notes thatm the year 1733 the Portuguese laid a dut}' 
of one rupee per mudn on allbattj- esporiedfrom their territories which 
tlie late Piosident complaining of to the Viceioy of Goa, he was pleased 
to relinquish. The Consultation continues ; And as wo do not Iniow of 
any right the Portuguese have to receive the said duties of one per 
cent for Thdna town wall and two per cent on jagi i (sugar) for Bassem 
on the tiade passing tliiough the rivers, wlule the collecting of them is 
contrary to the 11th article of the ticaty of mainago, the President 
has prepared a letter to the General of tlie North, now ic.ad and approved, 
demanding that the said duties be iclinquished, and desiring him to give 
the nccessaiy orders to desist from collcclmg the same.® 

A few days later the President (Honourable J. Horne) acquaints (Dec- 
ember 1735) the Board that the General of tlie Noitli liad assui'cdhim he 
had given orders not to collect the duty for Thdna town wall and the city 
Bassem on the trade passing through the rivers to and from this island.^ 

Three years before this (1732) the defeat of the Sidi by the Mardthds 
gave the Company an opportunity of attempting to secure the Sidi's 
important post of admiral of the Moghal and protector of the trade of 
Sui-at ‘ A Consultation of the 7th June 1733 contains the following : 
The President (Honouiable R. Cowan) acquaints the Board that ho desir- 
ed tliis meeting to communicate to them regarding the revolution that lias 
lately happened in the Sidi’s country by the Shdhu Bnja^s forces in con- 
junction with those of Angiia takmg several of the Sidi's forts and the 
country adjacent, and more particularly on then- getting possession of all 
his fleet. Onheaiing of the Sidi's defeat the President wrote to Mr. Henry 
Lowther, Chief at Surat, to cndoavoiu’ to learn the opinion of Teg Beg 
IChdn, the present governor of that place, on the present posture of 
affairs and to sound him if by his means a Phirmanor giant could bo 
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obtained fiom cntnl a''=i}jiiiiig a or c'dalc to tlic Ilonoiiiabk 
Company foi piotccting the tiadc of Ssiiiat and tins coait Fince the Sidi, 
to nliom an annual jjtgir of tliicc Idklis of ni]ice=: lias been lutlicito paid 
for tliat jmiiio'e is now no longci in a condition to piotcct them , and 
tlie common enemy by the addition of tlie Sidles llcul is become moie 
formidable than evei. To tins Mi. ]jowtbci ictumcd foi ansnci 
tliatbc bulicvcd such a Bung might be bi ought about and hcnould 
take tlie most clicctual method*; to accomplish it. The Picsident had 
icccived a fnithcr Icttci ftom Mi Lonlhcr undci date Sdth ultimo 
(May), impoi ting that the 21th of the Fame month the governor Tog 
13eg Kh.*kii sent foi JIi. Lowther and of Ins own aceoid pmpo^cd to bun 
that, since the Sidi liad lo<.t the gic.atcst pait of bis coiinliy nilh lus 
n hole licet and n as theicby no longci in a condition to piotcct the 
tindc of the coast .against piiatcb and pickaioonF, he nas no longci 
entitled lo the jJlgii that wa.s annually paid lum by the comt out of the 
Sniat customs on that account, .and a* n c aic most c.ap.ablc of any pon ei 
whateici in these paits to undci take that atliui, line neic Milling, 
he ivoiild endeavour by means of bis p.atioii CaiiniLmia (Khin Daia) at 
comt to obtain foi us a Plmman foi a cci tain sum to be jiaid us 
annually. To nliom tlie Chief ictnnicd foi ansnoi that he was 
obliged to lum foi the good opinion be liad of tlie English nation and 
foi bis good intention ton aids us, that indeed the Ilonouroblc Company- 
had hithcito been the only pioteetoi-s of tlie tinde of Sni-at and of these 
Fe.is and that the Sidi had novel the least contnbntcd tow aids it, 
iiotwitlistaiKhug the annual jjgii that Wiis iiaid him out of the Suiat 
customs foi that puipo*-c Tluslud put the llonoumblc Company to 
so gicat an expense that they ncie liccomo weary of it and inclined to 
lesson it by nialang a peace -with the sons of Angiia m ho had lately 
oilcicd them iciy advantageous teims and as a token of thou sinccuty 
had alicadi icleascd all the piisonei s w Inch they had taken fi om -us w ith- 
out ransom Ilonevei, if he the goienioi could obtain fiom comt 
an .annual idgii adequate to the chaiges m'o should be at in jiiotccting 
the tiade, he lichoved ho might be pcisuaded to come into liib mc.isiiie8 
and put a stop to the tie.aty of pc.acc that was now on foot with ^\ngi J.a 
and dcsiicd ho might have leave to communicate to the Goveiiioi of 
Bombay wliat had pa'^sed between them and receive his mstmctions hoxv 
to act lu this affaii Tlus the Surat goieinor approved Taking 
these adiiccs into considciation and debating theicon, it is obscivcd oni 
manne cliaigcs of late jeais Lave been vciy gioat and aie likely to 111 - 
eie.isc by tbo additional sUengtli the two sons of iVngiia haie acqimed 
by tlicii' conquest of tbe Sidi’s countiy Witli tbo Sidi’s fleet of grabs 
and galivats in their possession the Angnds aie become too foimidable to 
bo kejit in a-w c w ith tlie small sea foicc we have at piesent in oni FCince 
So that unless a moic effectual and speedy method is talmn to put a sto]) 
to then glowing powei, tbe tiadc of these seas -will become veiy picca- 
iions if not uniiracticablc, and om Houomable Masters -will be nndei an 
absolute necessity lo mciease tbeir niaiine foices fox piotccting tlieii' 
own tiade and settlements on tins coast, bow evci giievons and heavy 
the huithcn maj' be On tiie other hand shoiild w'O succeed in obt.nning 

such a jdgii as we may leasonahly expect fiom court foi piotccting uie 

tiade of tlielMoghaPe subjects in tfiese seas, it will not only lesson gio.atly 
the expenses oui Ilonoiuablc Emplo 3 'eiB have been at foi so long a tune. 
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but it is to be hoped will entirely defray their whole marine charges. 
We thorcfoie approve the answer Mr. Lowther gave Teg Beg Khdn 
in the confeience he had with lum, and agree tliat jNIr. Lowthei 
be fully empowered and autlioiozed to enter into a treaty with the siud 
governor and bring lliis afTair to a happy conclusion if possible, and 
that whatever sums of money sliall be crcpended in this service, shall be 
allowed lum on our Honourable Masters^ account, not doubting but he 
will aet with the gicalcst caution ciicumqiection and fiugality in an 
affair where sucecss is doubtful Yet we can never hope for an 
opportunity so promising as the present when there is no longer any 
prospect of the Sidi family being ever again able to make any figure 
at sea since the hlaiatli'is and Augiiaare in possession of their whole Heel. 
Equally little can the Sidis hciciffter claim the jiigir formerly paid them 
in consideration of them keeping up a lleet to piotcet the tiade, the only 
use of which was, when the Sidi was in possession of it, once a year to 
go to Sm'at Bar to demand and enforce the pa^Tiient of their said jdgir 
from the Sm-at Goveinmcnt ndthout ever minding the trade. As 
Teg Beg Khdn has of his own accoid proposed to Mr. Lowthei' that the 
English should undertake the iirotcction of the trade, we have leftson 
to hope that he will be the more hearty and sincere in soliciting at the 
MogliaVs court the perfecting and hiingmg to a speedy coneluf-ion this 
Ids own scheme and pioposal. 

The main point mil be what sum to insist upon Though the Sidi had 
tluee Idkhs of inpees allowed lum by the Moghal, we Icnow that the whole 
sum was never paid him by the Surat governors though they charged 
it as paid in their accounts with the lang. On the other hand when 
tlmi jagm of thiee Idldis was allowed the Sidi, Angria and the other petty 
pirates on the coast iveio of little consequence to what the)' are noiv, 
and a small force hy sea was suflicicut to oppose them Now with the 
addition of the Sidi's whole fleet of grabs and galivats the two Angiids 
are become very formidable and will lequme a considerable maiiiic force 
to siqipiess them or in event their depredations on the sea Such duties 
mil consccjuentl}'^ occarion much greater expense than ever the Sidi 
was at 'with Ids fleet which was seldom fitted out but once a year and 
that only for two months in the fullest season.^ 

Besolved therefore that tlic President and John Homo, Esqume, he 
appointed a committee to tiansact lids affair mlh Mr, Lowther, and 
that tins consultation and all transactions i elating to this affnii bo 
entrusted to the Secretary and entcied apait from the diaries and 
consultations of tins Presidency as some letters will leqnme a speedier 
answer dmiug tins negotiation tlian wiH admit of first lajdng them 
before the Board. Resolved lilcewise that a letter be immediately 
prepaied pursuant to this consultation to be sent to Mr. Lowther hy 
patamui cxpiess.® 

A Consultation of the 13th July shows how seriously Anglia's succes- 
ses affected Bombay The President observes to the Board : The great

dG.ath of the Nabob Tdlnib Khan is moie owing .to the dissension 
of the Sidi’s ofilccis than to the foice of the Maidthn aims Howevei 
it is coitaiu the jMai.ithds have got into tlicii possecsion the town of ' 
Rdjpuii (or Daiub. Rdjpuri) and a sort of foitio&s called the Coerce 
(Khokii opposite Janjua island)* mtli all the Sidles fleet of giabs 
and galivats, their guns and wailike stoies, and nothing but the 
foit upon the island in that haibonr holds ont against them. The 
stiong foit of Hdin, fomeilj' the chief lesidcucc of the Shivdji Rdja 
and othcis the piedeeessois of the picsent Shahu Rajaj has in like 
mannei &11cu into then liands thiough tieacheij' And we luie ccitain 
intelligence that anothoi scimale of the Shlhu Rdja’s foices arc 
oidcicd to maich against Anjanvel and two other of the Sidi’s foits 
to the souUiwaid Rut a few daj's since Angiia Las taken the foit 
of Upper Chaul belonging to the Moghal and within less tlian a mile of 
the city and foiticss of Cliaul belonging to the Portuguese He has 
likewise taken the small foit of Ravani (Revas)- in the ikci of Pen and 
the laiger foit of Thai situated on the wcstcim point of the south 
land that foims one side of tins bay and contiguous to the island and 
foit of Undeii He is likewise piepanng to attack Undoii as soon 
as the weather mil peiniit him to make use of his galivats foi that 
puiposc If ho should succeed m that attempt he is entiicly ma^'tei 
of the south enhance of this poit, and it ivill be impossible foi aiij small 
cmboikations oi ships of little foice hound to this poit to escape his 
galivats Consequently an end will be put to the gieatcst pait of 
om countiy trade, as all the Sidi's grabs and galivats aie given to 
Sakhoii Angiia for his shave of the plundoi of Rajpun and ho has 
canicd them to Kolitba to join the vest of his fleet wdiich now consists 
of 11 giahs and 25 gahrats, besides i giabs and 20 galnats undei the 
diicction of his biothei Sambliaji at Ghciia 

Tlie Consultation continues* Upon this emeigeucy w’e liave been 
fiequently policitcd bj* the Sidi’s ofEceis for assistance and puccouis 
both fiom Rjijpuii and Anjanvel but moie immediately horn Underi 
neaiest in oui neighbouihood Even weie theic no othei political 
icasons for pi eventing oui so far interfering to giant the nccessaiy 
asoistance to all thieo is not in oni powei both fiom the wcalcness of 
our gamson and the gieat distance of the qilaces But the consequence 
of UndciPs falling into the enemy’s possession claims om moie 
immediate consideration, as tliat will moic sensibly affect us both 
with lespect to the trade of this poit aud the piocuring of pio- 
visions foi the use of the island These considerations bung duly 
pondcied and debated it is the unanimous opinion of this Board that 
in duty to our Honouiahle Emidoyeis wc are indispensably obliged to 
u=e OUI utmost endeavoms to pievent the island and foiliess of tJnden 
fallmg into the enemj*’s hands by succounng the same and presciTing it 
cither in the posscs'^ion of the Sidioi taking it into the possession of our 
Honourable Masters by the Sidi’p consent Subject to this condition that 
if the heiis or suceessois of the late Sidi Ysikuh Khdn should be lestoied 
to then countiy command and autlioiity, and should desne the lestitu- 
tion of the foi*tiess of Unden, the same slinll be deliveied up to tlicm 
on their paying the full expense and cluige that the Honourable Coni- 
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pany may he at in jMCsenring the said forlicss ■nnili the usual interest 
thereon at the rate o£ nine per cent ijer annum. But should tlie Mardthds 
icmain possessed o£ the Sidis^ lenitoiies without any hopes of llio 
Sidis' retiieving them, then the fortress o£ Unden shall lemain to the 
Honouiable Company as tlieir sole light and property. To put in 
execution this our resolution it is .agreed that we give orders to 
Captain Thomas Holden, Commander of the Mai ti, to proceed with that 
slup under his command as soon as u-ind and weather mil 23Cimit and come 
to an anchor as near to the sard for ti css of Undeii as he with safety can 
with the sard slup in 'order to cover the galivats and boats that we may 
have occasion to send from hence with men artillery and amnluuition to 
the succour of the said fortress. Agreed that the said succours to be 
sent at present do consist of 1 lieutenant, 2 ensigns, ‘i serjeants, 
4i corporals, 40 Euioiiean musketeers and 6U topa^scs, 6 nine-poundcib, 
6 six-poimders, 60 barrels of powder, 100 spare muskets and sundry other 
stores as per list entered below Directed that Lieutenant James 
Inehliiid have the command of the detachment and chief direction of 
this expedition with Ensign James Sterling and Ensign Forbes to his 
assistance The President to give the necessary instiiTctions to Lieut. 
Inchbiid particularly inculcating that before any of the artillery or 
aminunition is landed, he is to take such exact survey of the fortress of 
Undeii and its foitiiications as will enable him to fiamc a judgment 
whether or no the same is eapable of being defended against any 
attempts that may be made by the enemy tlirough tlie succours that we 
imybe able to give. If he finds tliat the for t is not tenable either 
through the deficjcnc}^ or megulaiity of its foi tifications or its too near 
situation to the mainland on which the enemy may erect batteries buIE- 
cient to make a piaeticable breach in the body of the place, he is not in 
such case to land any of the artillery or stores before he has made a re- 
gular loport to the President of the condition or state ho finds the place 
m and leccived hifl aub'wcr tlieroupon. Diiected tliat Captain Robert 
iMacncalc be sunt to the assistance ot Lieutenant Inchbird, w'hose know- 
ledge of the language and customs of the country people renders him 
the fittest iierson to treat and transact any affairs "with them, and as avc 
have had a long experience of his capacity prudence and fidelity, agreed 
that Lieutenant Inchbiid be directed to consult Captain Macneale on 
all occasions and that he do not undortalce anything of moment without 
his advice and approbation.^

But I believe u hen you arc once settled j'ou 
will not want more than 20 Euiopeans and you may rctuin the icraain- 
der hither'. Of one ilung 1 must put you in mind, immediately to 
pet about malang moic tanks for water, as many at least as uill con- 
tain sufficient water for all the fair season. You are no longer to 
depend on having an}' water fiom Thai as foimeily, and to send it from 
hence uull be very troublesome.

I kive talked with Antonio do !Mcllo, and he assuies me that the w-alls 
of the £01 1 aie very good and that it is not possible for the cnerav' to do 
them an}' damage fiom filial. Neither is it jnacticablo to bung .anv 
grabs or other vessels e.apable of caii3ing a putficioiit weight of metal 
to Latlei it b}' sea on .anv Fide, because of the foul giound that lies .sll 
lound at a considerable distance, so that onl}' shiUuft or galivats can 
fipjiroaeli it. And that 3'on uith 3'our cohonis ma}' make the eiicm}' very 
uiioaby at Thai if tho}' ofloi to molest you. However, I would have 3'ou 
VC 1*3' fi'ugal of your ammunition since theii filing against 3’ou can be 
of vei’}' little consoquenee. 

I am most apprehensive that the Sidi's people mil be vci'}' dilatory in 
trauspoi'tiiig their wives and families and occasion the Mai 1/ to tarry 
longer in her station than I can allow for at this season of tho year 
You must expedite them a.s much as possible, and I would onl}' liave

it lias been desciibed and that 300 men will be sufficient. However that 
T leave entii’cly to 5'our discretion.

At the same Consultation the Picsidont likewise acquaints the Boaid 
that he had leeeived a lettei fiom the Empcioi''E secietaiy of state 
Shamshad Daula (foinieih' 11001 ™ by the name of Khan Dai a) 
leqniimg him m his inajest)'’s name to assist the Sidi in conjunction 
uith the Poilugueso in iccovciing his toiiitoiies that have lately been 
oveiiun by the Sluihu R.tja and Angiia To this the Picsidcnt ic- 
tuincdaiibim If his majObty would defray the uhole oxpeii'e of such 
an undei taking and send his loinl aimy we should be glad to act in con- 
ceit uith them or iiith such othci foicos as mav lie piocuied fiom the 
Poituguese foi le.-toiing the Sidi to his dominions But that as oui 
business in tlic'c pails of the woild is tiade and not to mcicase oni 
ehaiges, we keep up such a nnmhci of tiooi>s only as aic capable of 
defending and piotceting oui commeice, mlliout intcrfeimg uith the 
too fieqncnt quaiiols of the neighhouiiag poueis ^ 

At a Consultation dated 11th December 1731, Messrs Loivther and 
Diclans lieing letuined fiom IlJjpuii give in then diary of their trans- 
aelions theic and the iicaty of alh.’ince concluded uitli tins Goveiumcnt 
under the seals of seven of tlie pimcipal goveming Sidis. The eonntoi- 
pait signed by the Pi evident and Council and scaled mth the Compau)''s 
seal, IB to he leturncd to the Sidis of Edjpnri."

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At a CoDRiltaiion dated - 13th Scptemhcr I73i, the Picsident 
acqiianils us that ycsteiday aiiivud fiom TJudeii 52 prisoners "nliou'ero 
taken la an expedition the Sidi lately iiindo iiiitho livcvof Pen without 
the President’s knowledge oi consent and oontiavy to the articles of 
ao'ieoinciit between us. The Picbideiit oliseivcs that ft gicat in.my 
lucu'h.int'’ conic hither by tlie said in or fioin the Ghat country 
who e.iiiiy away considerable quantities of goods, and ho n.ppichouds iL’ 
such viblcncc> aie continued, it will deter 'the mei chant sfiom vcntuiing 
hither to the no small dctiinient of our trade, llioicfoio to coiiMiicc 
the said mei chants that wo do not approve of such pi occedirgs aud arc 
iiiclinahlc to prevent them, ho pioposes to icturn the pilsoncis to their 
habitations This is unaniinonsl}' agicod to.^ 

On the 22iid Novcnihcr 1731', having icccivctl advice that Maiiaji 
the younger Ang-iia, had, on a qnanel mill Ins elder In other Sambhi'i.ii, 
deserted from Kolaha and ictiied to Cliaul, the Council agree in ilunk- 
ing it a good opportunity to ondcavoui to weaken our encm^^s force hy 
keeping up the dissension between the two hiollicrs. ll'ith tins oh,ieet 
the Piesident (Ilonouiahle J Horne) pioposes to send Captain Tntlibiid, 
ivhois well acquainted with the tempeis of these people, to Chaul to 
discoui.^e with the said jMeml ji on the situation of liis bi other’s affans. 
And, if he can, to prompt M.ini1,ii to sense on some of his Inolhcr’s foils 
to the norlhwaid as this would gicatly disiicss Samhliaji, who'-o whole 
country depends upon the tciiiLoncs about Kolaha for gi.iin. And also, 
if he liuds tliat Handji has a paity sutncicnt many of the said ft)il‘’,to 
give him hopes of our assisting him wiihrvlul he may want towaids 
becoming master of tliom and keeping them against lu^. enemies." 

Ou the Gth Decemhci, the President acipiaints the Board that 
Captain Tnelihird being letnmcd fiom Chaul mfonued him that IVL'lndji 
Ang'iia had t.akcn Upper Chaul fiom lus hi other Sainlhitji, that ho h.ad 
about GOO men with him, aud had an inlero'st with the people iii Kol.tha 
.and pcvem.1 other of Ins brothei’s foils by ■which he lioped to get them 
into lus jiosse-ssion But ho is greatly in -want of money and ammuni- 
tion w’hicli he c.aniestly soheits to ho supplied from hence. "Weaie con- 
vinced that it ■would be a very great adv.'rotage to us to keep up the 
dissension between the two brothers and thcichy divide llicir foicc. 
For if hlinaji succeeds in lus design on Koldha he mil gicatly distiosi 
his hiothcr, ■who.foi' ■w,'',nt of a ilect, ■vnll not Kavc il m his power to pie- 
.pidiee ns, should -he hereafter he inclined so to do. It is therefore 
agreed that for the present w^e advance !Man.iji Its. ^I'OOO and supply 
him wuth the stoics desiicd, hciug 7 small iion gnus, 200 shot, 
30 bariels of po^wdci, 20 slabs of ICiid, 3000 small shot for iiartridgo, 
aud 30 pieces of coarse cloth {(Jnvijri), That Captain James Inclihird 
ictum to Chaul to supplj'’ j\l!iud.ii wutli the money as he may have 
occasion for it and to take all opportumties of spiriting him up to cany 
on his lesentments against his brother.’'* 

In January 1736 the Bombay Council received the following letter 
from Captain Abraham Anselm and others of the Company’s outward

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that might piovc a favourable oppoi'tuuiiy for getting; away our 
people piisoucrs with Angi’ia. Though we have little hopes of coming 
to an accommodation, yet as oni compljing so far may be attended 
with the iclca''e of our pnsoneis who u'c liolievc Sambhaji maj'’ be tiied 
of keeping, it is agiecd that Captain Inchbiid be sent on tlus seivice as 
soon as oui vessels leturn from the uortlnvaid.^ 

On the 14th May the President communicates to the Board a letter 
leceived (13th Ma}') fium Captain Inchbiid ivho on di&coui'sing with 
Sambhaji's vahV found his intended offeis for maldng peace were with 
design to get master of Koldba, expecting we shall not assist Miindii 
in order to prevent the success of that undei taldug, desiiing that we 
will send a person domi to Gheiia, promising also if v\ e come to terms 
of iieace to deliver up the slups and piisoneis. But as faueh a conde- 
scension would biiug us into contemiit nuth our ncighbouis and having 
little hopes that he would long continue in peace with us after ho had 
gained the piusent point when he would have it in his power more than 
ever to molest us, tlio Piesident has diawui out an answ'cr ordciing 
Captain Inchbiid to acquaint SambhajPs vaJeil that w'c cannot agree to 
any such conditions ; but if liis master is so dcsiious of a peace as ho 
pieteuds, that he liist lolcase all the prisoneis of our nation as a mark 
of Ins sincerity when wo shall bo leady to hear and agree to any 
reasonable toims for making peace. Tlus is approved by the Boaul.“ 

On die 27 til September the Piesident communicates to the Board a 
lettoi leeoived fiom Sambhaji Angria .acquainting liim that to show his 
desire of makmg peace he had sent fifteen of our people to Chaul ; that 
he had sent Moro Pant to offer w’hathehad fnrlhor to say on this subject 
and dcsiicd Captain Inchbiid might bo scut dowm to Ghena to conclude 
the treaty Tlluch being considered, it m. observed that Sambhnji’s 
sending fifteen of the sailors to Chaul is but a slight maik of his 
sinceiity ; tliat as w’e cannot think of making peace w hile our prisoners 
are in liis hands, it will be needless for Moro Pant to come hither, nor 
can we condescend so f,ar as to send CapLoiu Inchbiid to Ghena. Such 
a concession w'ould expose us to the contciniit of all our neighbouis, 
as Sambhaji would inimediatcl)'’ spread a lepoit that the English liad 
sent to beg a peace." 

On the 1st October the President communicates to the Board a letter 
in answer to Sambhaji Angria^ s, wduch is approved. As SamhhiSjfs 
messenger Moio Pant is at Chaul, the sending Captain Inchbiid to 
discourse with him may forward the release of our inisoneis or at least 
keep them in heart bj’ letting them see w'e are not unmindful of them ; 
and W'C are apprehensive that if they thought wc neglected them, many 
of them would be diiven to enter into Samblidji's service : It is thoieforo 
agreed that Captain Inchbiid repaii’ to Chaul. And tlie President com- 
mimicating such orders as he thinks proper to be given Inm on this 
occasion they are apiirovcd by the Bear'd.* 
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On the li.th Oetohor llio President commmiieatep to tlic Boai d stiiirlj-v 
Jettcib fiom Cnpt.'un Inehhiid at Cbaul wliotlmilrt iiotlunn can Iju

of aim's, lie cannot have any nnceic iutontions to do ao mi the Iiaio 
hnpos of cninmcncing a tieaty, and lui's a degign in gome mannei to 
decciic iis. Since tliciefoie ivc c.innot agieo to Captain Iiitlihiicl going 
to Ohenait is diicetcdtliat he letniii foilliwiili^ one of the galleis noiv 
in 1)01 1 hoing f-ent to Ining liim an .ay ^

c'nemy ; It is agiccd, pmsuant to the Consultation of the Iflth Novcniliei 
1731, that the value of the said giab, hm stoics and .imnmmliou, be 
diMcled .amongfit the captois foi llii'ii enenumgeraent As to tlic Sui.il 
vC'-sel it 16 diiGcted tliat foi the pic'^out she bo put mulci tlic e.nc of llie 
maiinc paymastci, he taking an luventoiy of what sbe has on bo, aid, 
eonmiuug whom wo shall defer coming to any lesolutniU till wc iincl 
whclhei and in what mannci the govonimont oi the ownieib at Smat 
may make demands on lier account 

Oi del cd that the two Fubhcdaic- taken in Aiigiia's giab be confined 
w’ltliout uou> and that they Live a full allowance of pionnons and 
that the iflst of the piisoneis be put lu iimis and omjdojed on the' 
w'oiks ivilh such an allowance of pionsioiis as is neeubsan’ for tlicii 
sub-istoncc 

The Picsideut then takes notice to the Boaid of the piomisc inside 
b}’ the late PiC'iclent and Conned in the above cou'-ultabon to giie 
Its 2000 .at then omi expense to the captois foi oiciy giab of Angua’s 
taken in battle, and le.avcs it to them in w'hat mannei to piopmtion the 
same The seveial meinbeis who wcic pic'cnt at that time acijn.uut 
tlic Bo.iid that though they signed the Consultition the late Piesident 
and iMcssis Lowtlici, Kellctt, and Biclansoii pininiscd to bo.'U the whole 
expense It is obscivcd that though the said gentlemen aie all absent, 
yet .as the said jiiomisc lias been made pubbo on boaid all ovu’ vessels, it 
would bo a gicat di<!uomagement to llie jieople in gcneial Ebould it not 
now be comiilied with. The Piesidcut theietoio m Ids own name offeis 
to give Es. 1000 and tlie icst of the mombcis dceliuing to beai any 
pait of the icmaindci, it is agiccd for the encomagement of oiu people 
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tliat tlic other Rs. 1000 he jjaid out of the treat-uiy on our Honouiahle 
Masters' .account wluch we cannot Hunk they uall disapprove of.^ 

Duiing these ycais (17 .j' 1-1736), as a make-voight against the 
power of Anglia, the Bombay Govomment cultivated fiicndly i elations 
with Sidi Masut. A Consultation of tlie 6th December 173‘1' has the 
follouing entr^' : Sidi Slasut lepiescnts that the pcojilo belonging to his 
ships liave for some time been veiy uneasy for want of theu" pay, and 
icijuests ue would advance liim money to dischaigc the aricars due to 
i 1 lein without w Inch he appicheuds thej' will all desert liim. He liken iso 
de'-iies a few guus and other stores for the use of his fleet. As we 
have already been at a coufidcrahlc expense in assisting the Sidis to 
picvcnt the danger that would attend this settlement from then 
country falling into the hands of the Shahu jlija or Angiia, in which 
ca=e we should be obliged to make a very laige addition to our foice and 
consegucntlj’ to our charges, wo think it hut piudcut to endeavour to 
picvent so gieat an evil by continuing oiu' assistance to the Sidis, which 
expense we have a prospect of being repaid out of the money they may 
recover from the Sumt goveniment if by our means the}' can mainhiin 
that of their eountiy now in theii possession It is theicfoic 
ict-olved that we let Sidi INlasut have Es. 51)00 in money and the stoies 
he dcsiics for the nso of liis ficct.^ 

On the lOlh .Tanuarj' 1735 the Piesideni acfinamts tlie Board that 
since his aiiival he and several of the members had conferences with 
Sidi Sant on the state of the Sidi's affairs and the subject of the tanhlm 
or ^loghal iiensiou. That Sidi Sant will listen to no pioposal for 
lelinquT-huig the least jiart of the grant and seems much dissatisfied at 
our endeavouring to get it fiom them, urging that it is all they liavc 
to depend on for the suppoit of their country. That Sidi Saut also 
vcpreccnfccl the ill state oL their affairs, lieing indeliled to their soldiers 
and pcojde, and so deslilntc of stores and .ammunition that if we do not 
continue onr a^-sistanco to them, they have no hopes of keeping Lheir 
coiintij' out of the hands of Shahu Il.lja ; that they intend to ])ioceocl 
to Sui.it Bar with their fleet for recoveimg the money due from that 
goieinment, out of winch he promises to pay us nliat they aie alieaily 
iiiilehfed and for such farther asMstance as we shall affoid them 

T'he Consul tatiou contmnes. 'NVe are well con\anccd of the tiuth of 
uhat Sidi Saut seta forth in regard to their poverty and the danger of 
llieir country. AVe gioatly appiohend tli.it if we deny them our assistance 
at this time they may Ihj so far disgusted as to stiiko uji a peace with 
the Shahu Eaja by submitting to lus yoke (winch is the evil we have 
hithorfo been giiaiding ag.iiiist) Thciehy we should not only lose w'liat 
Ihcv now owe ns hut they would even become our enemies in conjunction 
with Shilhu Eiija and Angna Should not this be the immediate 
cou'sequeiice, wo aie certain they w'ould piocccd with their foico to 
plundei the counliy bordering on Pen nver wdiich would entnely imt a 
stop to the tiado cairied on thithei fiom this island. On the other hnnr] 
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we have good icason to helieve tlioy mil iccover a laige sum from the 
Suiat govoin'meut, and that, upon tlini fleet ap 2 )caiino at thohar, oui 
Chief will bo applied to for adjusting their tlemanils which mil gi\o us 
an oppoitiiiuty of lepaymg oniselves as far as the ciiciimstances oE the 
Sidis will admit. Foi the^e lea'ous it is agieed to advance the Sidis 
Fis. 30,01)0 "We hope we sh.!!! not bo blamed for so doing u hen our 
ITonoiiiable Masteis considei the daiigei this settlement would he 
expo'-ed to on the dcstiuction of the Sidis , and that by our assistance 
the}’ Ihave hopes of maintaining then country and ue a inospcet of 
being leimbiiiEcd the expense wc have been at on that account out of 
the money tlicj' maj' recovei from the Suiat government ^ 

Shoitly after (Fehniaiy 1735) the Councils at Surat and Bomluj' 
weie fuithcr able to benefit the Sidi by helping to settle the quanel 
between him and the Moghal governor of Suiat that lose out of the 
seizme bj* the Sidi of ceitain Smat vessels to comjiel the Moghal 
goveinoi to pay him his allow aucc as Moghal adnuial." 

A Bombay Consultation of the 3id March contains this entiy* 
IViote alettei to the Chief and Factois at Suiat in answci to theirs 
of the 22nd February', and diiectcd them, in aise our tiade should lie 
impeded by the iMoghalgoveinmcnt on account of the Sidis, to detain 
such fi eight belonging to the Moors that might be on bo-ird of any 
Bnghsh ship Tins we judged would induce the merchants to mlcif ei c 
foi putting a speedy end to the difEcicnces' between the goveinoi and 
the Sidifi ® 

A fortnight later (Maich 16th) the Bomliay Council iccoid the 
following ontij' • Imjioited tlio Loiulon sloop fxom Surat with Dir 
John Robinson on boaid who biought us a Icttci signed by the Chief 
and himself, dated 11th fiom the Bai, .advising that the Slibs had 
earned awiiy the DIooiV ship«, and icqiicsting us to use oui good oflices 
with the Sidis for retuimng the shijis to prevent fatal con'scqnences 
The Sui.it goveinoi has signed an obligation to stand by the decision of 
the Chief and sundiy mcichants theicm named who intended to have 
awaided the Sidi a laige sum for admiraVs aiic.us ; to have Fettled Sicli 
DIasut m Sui,it ; and to have fixed the admiral's allowance to be paid 
annnally III futxiie Tbo Piesidcnt acquaints ilic Boaid llxat he lias 
dcsiied tins meeting to take into considciation the advices leccivcd last 
nu'lit (loth Dlaich) and this morning fiom Surat giiing an account of 
the Sidi seizing and causing .away the mci chants' ships which would 
occ.i‘son the lom of the city if by our pcl^uaHon the Sidis w-eie not 
iiKwailed on to ictuin them Deb-ating hcieiipon, it is ob^eivcd Ibat .is 
thcSui.at merchants are jealous of the Subs they will not consent to pay 
them any money w'hilc theu ships and effects lemain in the Sidis' handp 
Therefoie the first step which to us peems necessary is to ende.a^oui to 
piovail on the Sidis to let the mcichants' ships and caigoes he bought 
into this huihour wbch wc think will in some mcasuie pacify the 
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mcvcliauts afe their goods will not, be liable to be plundered as when in 
the Sidis’ owTi port. Mr. Biadd]*!! being nominated to ijroceed toiTanjira 
to disconrse n-itb the Sidis on this ocea<!ion, is uuaiumoiisly appioved. 
And it IS agiced to diinct him to use all possible aigiiments for pievailing 
'■'on the Sidis to let the mci chants’ shijis and cargoes come hitlier and to 
engage on onr behalf that tliey shall not be icstoi ed to the Moors till the 
Sidis’ demands on the Surat goreraor aie complied with to satisfaction. 
That ho acquaints them n ith the term offered by the Surat governor 
■ and endeavour, to 2 iersiiade the Sidis not to msist on too ' unicasunablc 
tei ms, and at the same time to let them know we wdl use our good offices 
for obtaining them as large a sum as possible. Tliat he also endeavour 
to jircvail on the Sidis to send Sidi Masut inimcdiatclj’- iqi to Surat Bar 
to tinat with the governor And as soon as anything is eonelnded to send 
,ad\ice thereof express to Surat that such of the merchants whose shijis 
aic almost in a readiness to jiroceed on their Vfiyages may take tlie 
proper moasuies so as not to lose the benefit of the season. Diieeted 
also that a letter he now wiote to Suiat to give them notice of this onr 
resolution and that thej'- acquaint the meichants therewith.^ 

On llie 27th March the Council record: Received a letter from 
Mr. Biaddyll advising that the Sidis had at last consented to let the 
ships come hither, hut on condition that in ease the Sin at governor dul 
not comply with their demands and finish their affairs to then satisfaclion 
nitlun twenty days aCler their aiuval at Bombay, they should have 
Lee hborty to letuin with ihc ships For onr conijdianco therewith 
jNIv. Braddyll m our behalf gave them an obligation under his hand and 
seal lie is incparmg to sail with the fleet and as the eiuizois may be 
veiy serviceable, lie keeps them to help tow the heavy ships and sends 
tins advice that wo may give the projior oiders to Surat The Sidis 
asMii'cd him that the slup’s hatch\iays wcic all sealed down lopievent 
pilferage, and he flunks notlung has been landed excc]»t some timber 
'\hielitJie Sidis very much wanted and its value maj' he deducted out of 
the sura to he paid them by the Smat govemoi." 

Oil the 2Slli hfaicli: Imiioited the Ootcuu fiiga,te from Suiat with .1 
letter from !Mi . Lowthci’, dated 26 111 Maieh, owning the leceipt oC onis of 
the 22iid He says tliat from our ondeavoniing to get the ships taken 
by the Sidis iclurned and liis picventiug the second Sub fleet of 
gahvats cariying away the other ships fiom Bic Bar, the meichants and 
people of Suiat seem Ihoionghly satisfied that we have acted a very 
clisinteicslcil pait between them and the Sidis. He lias commiinicatcd 
onr 01 dels to the gentlemen in town and as soon as he lias an answer 
iioin them will advise us of their jiroceediug " 

On the 2nd !May the President leminJed Sidi Sant of the singular 
sciviccs wo liad from time to time done them Tliat Unclcn was still 
garrisoned by ns and that at tins jnuetuve our fleet was niion 1 heir service 
M Aujanvcl That by all these means they had incuried a debt to the 
Oompany of near Rs. 1,.5(),000 and that all this was done while tlieie 
w.'is little hopie of their being ablo to repay the Company in any reasonable 
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time.* Ap TCgauls the Uiulcii clwigcs the follow-in" entry oceuih in n 
Jiumlriy CoiiMilt.-ition of the lUth Jjimwiy "We must icmailc that 
tlKUi'fli^tlio cliaipc of defending- Uiidon appe.'HB on oui lyioks to lie 
Jt‘« lC,7S5-3-l7, the‘..'iincis no nmienian we should have liecnatinoiu 
ow n gammon e\cepl foi proviMou*- to the sokheiSj ammunition cxpcndml 
and guns icmaining there, wdiich two Litter ni tides arc clLiigcd at 50 
jicr contj and the sum of Its ] 6,275-2-31 foi assisting the Suhs wholly 
ftU'-cs fiom stoics supjilied them at that advance. 

On the 23rd August the Bomhiy Council iccoid* Tlie ves^e’s 
lieloiiging to tlio Sidis being nlxmt to depait foi Haipuii and tlicir 
coiiim,aiuhng ofiicci h.anng icjne^cuted that tliey aie haic of pionsions 
and icfiuc'.ted u«: to a^Msi them with a supply we would not ivillnigly 
di‘.gu‘.l them hv a lefusal at this time as ive hope to iccover good 
jiail of thoir di;ht out of the money they may leccnc fiom Siuat. 
It is thetefoieagiccd to let them luve 50 iintfhit o£ Katty whicli tlic 
waiehini'.okeepei isoidciedto deluer to them. 'I he Picsidcut at the 
s.arnc time aequaintsthe Boaid th.it on icceipt of the la'-t advices fiom 
Sin-at he immediately wiolc to Sidi Abdul llahiimln and Sidi Saut to 
giie ouleiB to Sniat tkat the Likh of nipccs dejiositcd m oui tica«!Ui 3 ' 
might lo.naiii licio by winch meaub he is in hopes of iccoscmig tliat 
fciiin foi the Company.’ 

Duiing the next two yeais (1730-37) theiv common dioad of the 
^lai.itlKis scouied the continuance of fiicndly iclations bolwcen tho 
En^lich and the Sidi. One ic<ailt of these fiiendly iclations was. the 
establi'-hmcnt of a body of Sidi tioops at Sion Fort to liclji the 
gammon in lepolling any Maiiitlai attack. 'Ilio inovitahle diJTcience 
of ojiinion aioso icgaidmg the p.ay duo to the Sidi contingent. A 
Cou'sultation of the 5tli Slay 1737 iccoids the following* Tho 
Pic-idcnt .acqu.'iintb the Boaid that he has rcvcml times hcaid the 
Sidi jicople at Sion weie uneasy foi want of pay. He now* Laj’s 
hcfoic the Boaid a Icttei fiom Captain Inclibud at Sion adnsnig him 
that the Sidi contingent lud publicly dcclaicd they would not 
continue williout being legulaily paid lliis being dckited, it is ' 
obseived that we could not well icfusc to cicdit the Sidi's account 
for the chaiges of pending and maintaining these people while 
they continued heie At the same time should we consent to 
pay them in icady money, it -would amount to a veiy considenihle 
sum as they pictcndcd to ask much gicatci pay tlian oui own 
people. '\)liile fiom the iinnily disposition of the common people 
and the little obedience they have shown to the oidcis of their 
commanding officeis we can expect no sen’ice fiom them but -wliat suits 
then own inclination and -we aic appiclicnsiic tlwt they may commit 
disoideis and occasion uneasiness among our own luhahitants. We 
aie 111 daily expectation of oui tleet and w’lien thej- aiiivc we hope to be 
in a condition to defend the island should tlic Maiatliiis make any 
attempts against us It is -Qicicfoic agieed -tliat -wo send the Sidi's 
people liack to Bdjpuii. And, that they may not go aivay disgusted. 
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ihalj wo give each of iliem one month^s pay according to the rates 
allowed our own scpoj's and Rs. 100 each to the two chief ofRceis.^ 

Meanwhile Anglia’s hostility continued to cause imcasincss. A 
Consultaiion of tlie itli Apiil 1737 lecoi-ds : The President 
acquaints the Board that yesteida}' (3rd Apiil 1737) he received 
a Jotter from Sidi Baldlj the commanding officer at Undeii^ 
wherein lie says he has certain adiuee tliat Sambhaji Anglia was 
propaiing to invade Undeii with seven grabs and tliirty galivatsj 
and if his advice was true tliey might be expected about tins time! 
Whereupon the President immediately gave notice to Captain 
A\illiarason to imt his ship in a proper posture and the said Captain 
now picsents tlie^ following letter to the Board : Healing that your 
Honour has received certain adwee that Angiia^s fleet is expected 
here every day and that your Honour lias some thoughts of sending 
the_Dt'c/iPi- out witli what other force 3 'ou can make to fiustiatc his 
de''igns, this^ is to acquaint your Honour that now I am leadi'’ with 
the said ship to oliey your Honoiu-’s commands. But I hope you 
wll consider that the said sluji is sent out as a slup for trade in the 
Honourable Companj'^s seivicc. She is by Chaiter Paitv obliged to 
defend lieuclf against any ships 01 vessels tliat shall attack or molest 
her in her said voyage j but I do not apprehend she is to be fitted 
out as a man-of-war to seek an enemy without some secuiitj-- to tlie 
ownois to make good ivliat damages may thereby aeeiue cither to the 
slup fumituie or stoies.

On the 1st Scptcmlicr the Pic'idenl acquaints thcBoaid with the

On the 10th September 1737 a Consultation records: _As 'the 
monsoon seems now biokonj tlie Piesidontiecommends totlic consideration 
of the Doaid in wliat manner to crajdoy our fleet the ensuing* season 
so as to picvent the cnem}' doing mischief and pioiide foi tlie safety 
of the island. '\Yc aie convinced of the necessity of blocldng Angria 
in Ins poitb, or it will bo impossible for any of the iinding ships or 
vessels to go up and domi Hie coast. And as Angiia^s licet have often 
cndcavouicd to-puth out A\lule our vessels have licen lying befoic his 
ports, we appiehend the iri/min^/foii willnot be of so mudi scivico in 
that lespect as our oivn Cinizcrs, as she cannot go so near in sliorc 
nor bhonld they attempt to push it can she follow the enemy so close, 
not sailing so well as our vessels. The Ihiiannia, Kirnj 6’forpe, and 
Prince of Wale.^ galleys will bo iu icadincss for this service to go 
dorni with the The Fit7o?*i« iiosc and Pr mem OaioKne 

can relieve them b}' the time their pio-vusions may be expended. Not 
. to weaken ourselves too much by the detachments to be sent on boaid 
onr fleet, the soldicib who shall go in the Biiiannia and the two 
galleys may be put on board the other ciuizeis who relieve them. It is 
Hioiefoio agiccd that the said thiee vessels, the ISiitminia, Kiiirj 
Geotgp, and Pi ince of galleys, be sent to lie oil the oncmj'^s ports 
and watch the motions of lus fleet, as wc judge them of sulllcicnt 
strength to cope witli any force he can put to sca.“ 

Greatly as the spread of MatiUha power disquieted the guaidians of 
Bombay their position was one almost of safety compaied with that of 
the Portuguese, who, except to the couiage and devotion of their 
General of the Noith, had little to trust in opposing the flood tide of 
lir.'ii iitha siieees.s winch, unchecked, they Icnew must desi.io}'’ all trace of 
thoir long-cstabli'-hed power. To suiiplement the Bhoitcomings of 
their own piepaiations they could look nowhcic except to the vigoious 
foiL'sight of their former rival Bombay. 

The 28th March 1737 the President .acquaints the Board that he had 
dcsiied this meeting to considei what steps are piojier to be taken by us 
on the progress made by the Marutliis in tlieir invasion of the island of 
Sahette. lie informs the Boaid tliat last Friday he leceived a letter 
from the Geuei.al of the North wherein he writes he has advice of 
Mardtha designs to invade lus teriitories but he does not seem under 
any concern -tlieieat, as he says he had prepared for their reception 
so far as in reason he ought or could do. But yestciday he leceived 
another letter from thesaidGcneialadvisiugth.athewasthen uudeiaims 
and that the enemy were come over tlie iiver of Thdna, which he sup- 
posed would be sufficient to induce him (the Piesident) immediately 
to send lum wliat succouis Jic could spate, consistent with the friend- 
ship and alliance between tlie two nations. Whereto the President ' 
ansivercd tliat he was very sorry for theunhaiqiy situation of their afCaiis 


'Tlom Oov. Consultation, 1st Sopt 17.S7, rul> I)i.iiy 10 of 173G-37, 209. 
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and the moie so anee it was not in. his poner to give them assistance. 
Foi besides the ajjplicafaon coining too late (the enemy hanng pa«‘-ed 
the nvci), all oni spate foice is absent fiom the island on boaid onr 
fleet and at Telhcherry. Several people come fiom Salsctto this morning 
confiim the loss o£ Thana, and tliat the General of the Noilh w.'is le- 
fared from thence. Advice is just now leceived from Captain Douglas 
Commander of Mahim foit tliat the jifaidtlids aie come ■witluu sight 
of Bfindia, and this monung one of the Padics came ovoi to lequcst 
UF to send assistance to defend tlie convent which is fortified nith two 
bastions. The Piesident faithei acquaints the Boaid that upon the 
tiist notice of the jMaiathds' success, he oidcicd leinfoicemcn^ to be 
pent to the scveial out-forts, with oideis to be upon then guaid against 
any attempts tlie jMai^thas might make upon them, and he now desires 
the opinion of tlie Boaid in what mannei to pioceed Taking this mto 
consideration w'c aic not to doubt, if the Maidthda flx tlicmselres upon 
Salsettfl, blit they wnll piove veiy tioublesome neighbouis and be en- 
couraged to make attempts upon this island. At least (as wc can never 
tiust them) that wdll oblige us to bo at a constant additional expense in 
keeping double goaids in the several out-forts fionting Siflsette. 
The Boaid being of opinion that if by om sending assis^nce to the 
convent at Bdndra wluch lies within gunshot of Mdhim foit, aic can 
defend the place from tlie Maidtlids, it aviU give the Poitugncsc some 
little spmt and pievcnt for the picsent the molestation the Mardthrts 
mav be inclined to give uf. It k theicfoio agiecd tliat aac send them 
an olBcoi and .'lO men if Ibo place is found tenable, pioA-idcd the P.idro 
Snperioi Anil engage nndei his hand that the expense Ave may be at shill 
be icimbuised, and make ovci the convent with the lands oppcibiining 
thcieto foi oui Fccuiit)'. Diicctcd tliat the necessaiy piepaiations be 
made and the piopm oiders issued AAuth tlie utmost expedition.^ 

Taa’o d.ayslatei,the 30tli March 1737, thePiesident obsciA'Cs to the 
Boaid thilt as the Maiathds aie become masteis of the AAhole island of 
Sdlseltc except the ehni chat Bdndia and the smallfoi t at Vai sova('\'esdA’a) , 
and as aa-c haA’e little leason to doubt but such an easy conquest a\i 1I 
encouiagc them to make some attempts upon this island, it bchoAcs us to 
tlunk of putting oui gaiiisons in a proper postnie of defcnce,and as bc- 
tAA-ccnSIdlumandSuiitluee oi fom places in thcuA’ei,that p.ai ts tins inland 
fiom Sdlsette, aie fordable at low AA'ater andlmtill piovided against an., 
attack, the secuiing them ought to be fust thought of. The Piesident 
thciefoie proposes to the Boaid to laise bieast-AA-oiks oppontc to each of 
those pa<!ses tliat can be commanded fiom the shoie, .and that the grab 
taken fiom Angiia be mounted Anth guns, and that a flat boatbelongiiig 
to the Hononiable Company be fitted up and likeAAise mounted Anth guns 
to lie as neai as possible to such of the passes as are not commanded 
fiom the ehoie, and tlie Picsidcnt offers the Fnniefiigate now in tlie 
load belonging to himself to be employed on ibis occasion as she may 
be wanted,° Tho'C pieparations Iwing so absolutely nccessaiy foi the 
safety of the island we must agice to them, though the s.amc m.ay bo 
attended AAith some expense. THiithci the Boaid aie sensible that the 
numbei of men at picsent in our pay is fai short of Avliat Avmild be

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wanted lov the defence of the island^ should it be attacked. And as the 
safety of the island does in a great nieasuie depend uiwn pi eventing 
an ciicmy^s landing, the Boaid aie unanimously of opinion that no 
ought to increase the number of our fighting men and jiut oui ts 
and gaiijsons in a condition of making the best defence possible. 

It IS accordingly agiced tliat ue laise 400 or .500 sepoys nitli all con- 
venient speed, that the necessary i ejiaiis be given to the several forts 
upon the island, and that tliey be funiished with eveij'thing tliat shall 
be judged necessary for then defence, and that strict oideis be given to 
the seveial commanding officers to be watchful in tlicir posts to prevent 
a surpiisc. 

The Piesident then observes that our cruizers are oidcrcd to touch at 
Goa in their ictumfiomTelhcherry and to waitfor the Pnuce of Wales 
galley, who we proposed to send ilnther to join them and bnng up 
anack for the seivice of the island. It is now thought convenient 
to alter this icsolulion, as the ciuizers wailing any tunc at Goa might 
he of veiy bad consequence, and as ive Icnow not what occasion we may 
have for them, and as we suppose the gentlemen at Tellicherry have 
concluded a peace uith the Kanans, we hope they will be able to spaie 
some otthe people from their gairison. It is theicfore agiecd to de- 
spatch a boat instantly to call at Goa, and there lodge orders foi our 
vessels making the best of theu’ way luthei, and that then she proceed 
to Tellicheiiy with oui diieclions to the gentlemen (in case the vessels 
should not have left that port) to send up m company with them such 
of the galivats and as many men as they can possibly spare. But should 
the cruizers be sailed, that they send up the galivats with as many men 
as they can take in. And debating whether it would not be pioper on 
this occasion to detain the Decker , it is observed that though her men 
at tiiK junctuie might be of gicat seivice to us, yet as the keeping her 
till it is too late to touch upon the coast would oveiset oui Ilonouiablc 
blasters scheme lu sending her this roundabout voyage, ive aie very 
unwilling to do it. But it is agieedthat we do not despatch her till tlm 
lOlh or 12th of next month (Apiill7S7), when we sliall he able to 
judge whether w'C shall be in such absolute w’ant of her men as to 
detain the ship longer. It is likewise observed tkit the Ilalhpv is 
expected every moment to aiiiveat Suiatandthe detaining that ship till 
July or August will be attended witli less inconvenience oi detiiment, 
as W’C do not appiehend that theio will be any gieat dilfeience in the 
piice of cotton in the Bay between May and September. Therefore 
it IS agreed that w'e duect the gentlemen at Surat to order the Com- 
mandei to call at this port in his passage to Bengal, that if it shall be 
found necessary we may detain the ship hero.^ 

The 4th Apnl 1 737 the Piesident communicates to the Board tlie 
snbstance of simdiy letters he had icccived fiom the General of the 
N orth and the Commandois of other forts in the hands of the Portuguese, 
legardmg assistance of men and ammumtion, all of w'hich he had answered 
to the following effect : That the enemy being so near our own 
doois we aie obhgcd to provide for om sMety, and that w'e have not 
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moio men atitl ammunihon limn ti'iH be iieee=''.'iiy foi oiir defence m 
c-i'c we should be attacked OlIlen'vi^c uo shnuld luve icadily a^sKted 
them O'. £ai as we could spaic and ihc}' could jia)' foi. This the Boaid 
appioves.^ 

The Chief and Faetois at Smat in a leltci of lOUi Apiil 17.37,

The 27ili Apiil 1737 the Pieeidcnt conimunit;.itc^ to tlio llnaid the ' 
snhstance of a Icttci u Inch in ansn ei to one from liimcelf he had 
iccencd since oui last meeting fioiu Chimn.t]i, tliu cnminanding 
odiccr of the !Maiathas at Thdna. In tins ChimTi.i 3 i r-cems to 
con'-enl to accept of the Pietident’s mcdution betnecn the PoitiigiieFC 
and the hlaiathas piondcdhe mil send a poison mtli liis junjincalp. In 
answci n licicto the PiC'ideiit n loto him that he should he veiy glad to act 
asmediatoi to acconimod.ito matteib hetw con them .ind thePoitiigne^e, 
but as he could not tell nliat teims eithci tlie PoitiigucEC oi M.uaiha‘> 
would iu‘.i‘-t on, ho appiehendcd it would he moic piopei foi Cluniint^i 
to send a pcison mlh his demands lutlici, and ho noiild •-ignify the' 
same to the Genoial of the Noilh that ho might also autlioir/e odo to 
. tieatonhispaitnhen the Pie^idont piomned to use his gord ofliccs 
foi bunging about a icconcihation 'Plus aiiswei tlie Jloaid a])pioieb.* 

At the same Consultation (27th Apiil) the Piesidcut acquaints the 
Board that he has lecoived a letter fioiu the Viccioy of Goa, atliusing 
lumthatho is piep.uing to Fcnd up his fleet iMth buccouis foi icgaimng 
their tciiitoues fioin the :Mai.'ith!is, the vessels being pioMiletl with 
pioii«ions .and aminuuition foi tlieii own expense Put that he could 
not Rendiipaiiy powdci£orBa=scm, iihich he depended upon thePiO'-i- 
deiit to funnel as well .as such olhex htoies and ammnmtinii as should he 
wanted. The PiCMdent .also last night leceived Ictteis fiom Ba'tcin 
lequcstmg lum to supply them with 1 nO lmicl«^ of gunpowder, nheicto he 
liad diasTO up an auswei acquMuting them that we ha\ e not inoie powdci 
in ptoie tlian mil be buffieicnt foi oui oivn occ.isions, and thcicfoic 
cannot comply mth then lequest. It is oli<»ei veil they liail alieady 160 
haiiols, and we h.avc not moie ilLan about SUO in stoic If ue com- 
ply with theu daily demands of 10 oi 20 Ixiiiels at a time, we slwll 
dram ouiFelvc.s, and nciei lie fiec fiom their impoitunities. TliePiesi- 
deiif s answer to the aboie lettei is theicfoie appioied.' 


The fame Consultation continues (S7th April 17.37) The 
President lecommenils to the Boaid to take into considci.ation what 
pai-t it will be pioper for us to .act in the pie«cnt junctme though 
it mil not he piudcnt to come to a finalkrcsolufion till we loiow tor 
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ccilam wlni force tlie PorLioucsc can lai^e. An idle proposal has 
been made I'oi jjeiniilting- the Mara this to conquer Sal&etle and pri- 
valely ticat \vi1li them for dcliveiing’ li to uf. Besides the perlidy of 
such an action in i egaid to the Poitugucse and the mischiefs it might 
biing upon ourllonouiahleMasteis from tliat nation, so manj' objections 
.T'ld dilliculties occur against so tieachoioiis a scheme that we can bj' no 
means think of undertaking it, iveie n’c even secuic of the event. It 
IS then debated how far it ihay be jn’udeutto assist the Portuguese , In 
this regard it is observed that, so long as the Maiathds continue on 
SiiLctte, ive sliall be put to an estiaordinary expense m maintaining an 
additional foice for the f ecuiitv of the island, Wc shall be obliged to keep 
the outposts well g-uaidcdto prevent a sudden invasion of which we should 
o'lhoiwise Ijo continually appichciiFive as that island lies so contiguous 
to this, and ilicie hcing so many passages foidahle at low w'ater. If 
therefore the Portuguese can laise such a foice that mth our assistance 
the drivmg the Mar.iilrts from Salsette may be attempted mth hopes 
of sncee'«s it will behove us to join wth the Poitugucse. On the 
othoi Jiand should it lie judged that the Maiathas arc too powciful for 
us botli, we must bo content to sit quiet under a Iieav}' expense, as there 
will bo no dependence to be had on the faith of the Mar.ithas, even 
{hould they engage to live on the stuctest teims of fiiondship rnith us ; 
hut our salotv wnll (as already ohscived) depend on our being constantly 
piciiai'cd to fnistmtc their attempts.^ 


1 ^ (Aiiiil 28tli) the Pi c'^ident acquaints the Boaid that he has 

desired this meeting to communicate tothemtlio substance of a messao’C

A week latei (the 4lh May 1737) a Poitiigiicsc fngato anivod from 
Goa with about 3U0 fcoldieis and some ammunition to defend then

Nest day (the 5th May 1737) the PiCfidont acquaints the Boaidtliat 
haMiig had a long confcicnce with Pedio de Mcllo, commandant of flic 
foiLCS'cni fiom Goa hy the Viceioy, he linds the fiigatelus bioiightiip 
onl_\ 3ti0 men, little ammunition and no spaie aims, the Poiluguc-L* 
ospcctmg w'e should farnidithcm with evei i^tlimg they might want. 
Aeeoidmgly the said Pcdio dc Mello had applied to him foi men powder, 
and aims. In loplythe Pieeident gave him to understand we had no 
nioie than suflicicnt foi our own defence and thciefoic he could not think 
it consistent with pindonce to pait with any At this Pedio dc STello 
seemed luglily disgusted, telling the Piesident the Portuguese nation 
weio not actually obliged to us tor any assistance we ga\c them, since 
it ivas as muchoui inleicst as theirs to i>ie\cnt the designs of the 
^laiiitlufs. Howevei he basing been hbco vciy pies«ingfoi a supplj’ of 
pow dci, as then depending npon us had prevenlod tliBir bringing up a

when wc considci the great numbei ot men the Itlaiathiis can at any 
time biing into the field, they appeal loo poweiful loi the Portuguese 
andoni united foice to atand against, and (accoi ding to infoniiation we 
liavc leccivcd) they aie too well aecui ed in Thiina for us to hope to expel 
tliem Tliei efoie seeing tlut as w'e might diaw gieat incom oniences upon 
oui selves besides a heavy expense by dedaiing against tliem, it is resolved 
not to do it unless a ver^' favourable oppoilunity ofl.crs of effecting 
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Fomcthmg consiflerable against them. ^\e do not want pretexts for 
biealnng with them, as they have not only refused to permit provi'-ions 
being brouLhi; to Lliis island fioni any pait of their country, but liave 
actually seized and detained seveial boats belonging to tliis island, some 
of whom wcie sent with money to pioeuie battj'’ fioni othci parts 

A pioposal IS then made for sending oier a poison to Chimuaji, the 
commanding oflicer of the Jilaiatlids atThana, to demand the restitution 
of the lioats'they have taken and the fi-ee trade of the avers as foimerly , 
to desiic to know how far he is resolved to inoceed against the Poitu- 
guese, whether to make an entiie conquest of their countiy, if not, 
uhat tcims lie will accept fiom them and to hint to Chimniiji that 
aecoiding to his answer we shall fiame our futnie comlnet. As we 
tlunllc no ill consequenees can attend this step, ifc is unaumiou'^lj' agreed 
to and dehatiilg nhethor to send an Englisliman or a native, we think the 
foimer might Took like t . 00 gi eat a condescension, nor could we deiioiid 
upon their not detaining Imn. It is Ihcrefoie lesolved that E.-imji 
Parhhn, a perfon of capacity and expenenee, be appointed on this 
service ‘■ 

The Old .Tune 17t37 the Piesident .'leqn.iints the Boaid that helms 
loceivcd a letter fioin Ram^i Parbliu at Thiina, adinsing him that he 
has discomsed with Chimnsiji on the points he was oideicd , who 
pioinised to letuin the boats tliat had been taken belonging to this 
island and to grant ns the fiee trade of the rivers, proiidetl we will 
nndeilake to iirotcct them fiom the molestation of the Poilngucse. 
In answer to which tlie President had oideied Rdmji to represent to 
Chimndji that we can by no means enter into such engagement, but 
that we will iWc onr own boats, not apprehending that tlie Poiluguese 
Will oftcr to molest Ibemj that he also hint to Chimiiilji that such 
delays of complying "witli his piomisos cannot but give ns loom to 
suspect lie aims at deceiving ns, and that thcicfoie the Pios-idcnt insists 
on bis positive answer whcieby we should be guided m our futuic 
lesolutions, which auswer the Boaid appioves." 

The same day (3rd June 1737) the jMaiine Paymaster lays before tlie 
Board an account of timber bought at Bassein on the HonMile Companj 's 
account mIucIi was lying at Thana when the Maratlias took tliat place; 
and was tlieic seized by them, anioiinting to Es. 2093-8-23. 'Whoieupoii 
the President isde.siredtooicler Eain]!

The same daj' (3id .Tune 1737) the Picsident ohseives to Ihe Boaid 
that on the commencement of the picsent troubles in the Portuguese 
country, the grab of Angiia^s taken by our cinizers was stationed to 
guard one of the passes in the iiver between this island and Salsette. 
it IS still thought pioper to continue her, for, as tlifeie is little loom to 
hope but that the Maratlias will leniain on Sdlsette, we shall be in want 
of a vessel to give convoy to the noitlieru trade, as the guaiding the passes 
mil employ the gieaicst p.art of our galivals.

ihelf j and as Tliaia the principal foit of the island of Sahette is 
actually now gaiiisoned with JdUO men, then' tioops being dmded into 
sevcial bodies, some eniploj'ed in the siege of Bassein and otheis of 
their piincipal loaders being returned up to then country ; and the 
Gcucial Caidin not having a sulfieient number of tioo])& for the gariison 
of the jilaoes besieged b}* tho enemy and likemse at the same time to 
atrack T'h ma and diive out the enemy, imploies the succoui of your 
Honour foi the joint attacking Thilna on both tides of the iiver, and 
1 educing the forts This will not be difficult to your Honour after 
being fetieugthened with the anival of tliiee Euiope thips, and with these 
youi foices joined to ouis, may be elfeetuated the expulsion of these 
Mar'ithds fioni the island of Salsette, fiom which must lesiilt to both 
nations tho public benefit of getting iid of so poweiful an eneni}'' and 
chastising their peinieious ]'>iide This must be a gieat scivice to both 
then hlajesties and a gieat obligation laid on the seione King of 
Poitugal, nhose inleiest it is to legain possession of tho island of 
Snlsotte, besides n Inch his most seieue Biihsh Majesty wall leap the 
benefit of Bombay being fuim^hed wa!h provisions ivluch cannot be 
expected fiom lhe present bad neighbonrhood. 

And as the said Cleucial Antonio Cat dm Piocs has notice that your 
Honour designs an expedition against Sambhaji Augria, he piomises 
that aftei the leeovery of Thana ho will a'^sistyoui Honour ivitli a body 
of troops for a ceitain time to be agieed upon betwixt j'our Honoui and 
the said Gcneial. If it shall bo necessaiy he will come to Bdudia, 
and fiom thence pass over to Mdhim to conclude an aflair of so gieat 
imjjoitanee to lioth nations And confoimable to the powcis granted Inm 
by Ins Excellency the Yiceioy, he piomiscs to fulfil all the teims of such 
a ticaty notwilhr>tandiug the apjieaianees of peace betwixt oui Govern- 
ment and the said Sambhaji which having been negotiated by this very 
gentleman Antonio Caidin, was agieed to by the Viceioy puiely 
with the iiitentiou to pioeuie the success of certain negotiations j'our 
Hououi had set on foot in behalf of the Honourable Companj' with the 
said Sambhaji Angiu 

Fuithci, the said General of the Noith lepiesents the gieat necessity 
theie IS for your Honoui's assi'-ting him m tlus intended expedition wath 
all pos'sible dc«])atch befoie the beginning of the month of Septembei. 
Because the delay of the said succours may be vci y piejudicial, as wath- 
out doubt the Maiathis would come down with fiesli tioops and moie 
foices, w’liich will lender the enteipiise more liazai dons. And wheieas it 
is lepoiled that some of the English gentlemen have exinessed their 
opinion that the Englith foices could assist the Portuguese only in ease 
the latter had gob power on foot equal to cope with and drive out the 
enemj', it is submitted to youi- Honoui and Council for their consideration 
whether it will not be of the most luinous consequence to both nations

lus mobt ouiciic i[aJe^tv the Kiiiiy Dom AtTomo VJ of Poitiijj.il nut- 
ten to the Viccioy of Indi.i, Antonio d'Afello c C.i-tio, plainly jnoiing' 
oil! light to demand suocoui*. of lii<. most «.cienc Jliih^h ifaje-ty in 
IndiUj nliich Ictteis ncie iviitton at the fame tliat liomKiy na*^ dclneiod 
up to the Clown of England, and aie meoi pointed in the Act of Miiiendci 
of llie paid island. 

These, Sii, aio the icasons nhich I am oidcicd to icpic'cnt to youe

^J’hc Consultation conlmnes • ^Vftoi debate Padio jVranool Roduiro 
d^Esli ado being c.tlled in, dcliveis to the Piesnlent the suljsl.ince of 
the instinctioiis given him by the Gcncial cf the Noith, wlicieto aic 
annexed the cojwcs of two iiaiagi-aidi. of Icttcis fiom Ins Poituciipso 
iMajcsty coneeniing iho sniiendoi of this island to the Eiightb fiom 
nliich be jnfois the Poi tn«fucse can claim a light to oiii asci5{.ince in all 
tbcii diflicnltios.

2000 or 3000 men constantly in the place, it would in our opinion .ipplicAtinii 
be too hazaidous to make an attempt without double that number, 
especially since the Poituguc'-c and we aie able to funiish so small a 
nunibcr of Eiiiopeans.

It) and 20 pounds stciling (including those wlio diclicforc Ihoiraiiival 
liere) j and should we be icpulsed with any considei able los<?, this island 
■would be greatl}' weakened and exposed, and it w onld lie two or thv(*f 
j'cais bcfoie we could be leeiiiited witli the like number of liliiiopeanK. 

It is also to be appi chended that upon the enemy Iniowmg that a 
gicat pait of our stmngth was sent off the island against 'I’lnna, 
they might) m the incantinie attempt to invade us, as they can at a 
voiy short waimiig (haw a 000*51(101.11)10 body of men togothci and in 
one daj’ maich them to tlic side of the iivei betw’cen this and Si^ilscilc. 
xVnd should they force a jiascage over, the mischief .and i.ivagcs they 
might commit aie not to he desciibed, and ivo should lind it a most 
difliciilt if not impinctieahlo task to he.it them off the island again. 

Besides it is to he feaicd the ^lar.lthilfi either ha\e or will allcmjit llie 
s.ame practices iviUi our siil)jccls as llic}’’ liave done too .succssfiilli" willi 
olhcis, the endcavouiing to coiiupt them ivith largo biibc> and Imger 
piomiFcs of fiitiiro .advantages. 

Adinilling we ivcre to join with the Poilugucsc, it -would become 
necessary to considei how and when the eliargcs ivc haic and may ho .at 
on their account wall he rcimbiiised. Their paying and inainlaining our 
people while employed on tlicu’ service is the least w’c could demand 
Strictlj'^ they ought to make us satisfaction for the extiaoichnary exiiense 
wo have already hecn put to in pioinlmg for tlie s.afet}' of onr island, 
since it was oecasionccl entnely by the ill conduct and neglect of the 
late Goneial of the North. But even w’cic tliey to engage to comply w'lth 
all our demands on tins he.ad, -we aie sensible (their poverty is such in 
India) that it would not ho 111 their power. We might justly demand 
a fico passage by Thana should the Portuguese rcg.iiii that fort with 
oiii assistauco. In tlieiv present disliess it is piobablc the}'" w'onld 
piomiso it, yet we much doubt their perfoniiance aflcrwaids as 
the late Viccio}' gave it iindci his hand, it was not iii his iiowcr to gi.ant 
tliat favour without pai.tTcular orders from the Court of Poitug.al. 

And if it could not be obtained in considei.-ition of onr liaving defended 
the place for them at onr own cliaige, w’O think tlicic is little hopes they 
Avonld grant it when wo insist on their engaging* to make good the 
expense we shall be at bofoie wo agiee to '■end oui assistance Nor can 
I ns.'i- 2 r. 
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wS in lu.ynslnicta to the Padie the only eqvdva- 

lent (lie Geneml o£ the Isoitli piopose>! to he given foi' the succouis ivo 
mav ftlloi(llum onthis occa‘oon is that he -n-ill engage (notwithstand- 
ing the jieaeclictween the PortugucFe and Sambhaii Angna) the Viceioy 
Jliin if against that pimte, winch, not to mention the

Ihe stiict alliance between, oul* ic'-pective sovereigns in Europe and 
the natiiral mteie'.t of this idand lender us heartily inclined to assist 
the loitugiicsefor icgaming then- tenitoncs. Still we cannot help 
leinaiking tliat their a^ns in India aie in a vciy dedining if not 
ocspciate and iiietnevable condition. The Piesidcnt assuics the Poaid 
tlut 11 om tlic letters he Ins leceivodfioxntlic Yiceioy, and the late and 
present Generals of the Nortli, as ivcll as fioni the ficquent discouise he 
has held ^ntli many of the gentlemen and Padres of that nation, it 
seems as ir they theni®olve>: liad little hopes of doing arndhing but 
(lepeiul upon us to tight them battles. We aa e therefore vei v appi ehcnsivc 
that if ueucic once engaged in thenai they would afteiuaids take 
veiy little upon themselves bat saddle us uitli the buithcn of the 
nliolc chaigu and tiouble. If wo dcclai’O openly against the hlaiil- 
tlias, the tinde of the island would be cntiiolv stopped and oiu 
Ilonourablc Masters lie gicat suScicis in the loss of the customs, and 
no be diiven to gieat stituts foi piovisions foi oui inhabitants and otlier 
bloicb and ncccssancs gieatlj' wanted foi tlie scivice of the island and 
■nliwli aie furnished fiom the jMaiiitli.ls-* countiy. Anotlici objection 
tlial occuis against joiuing nitli the Poitugucbe on the present occasion 
is tliat some jeais ago n hen wo acted m conjunction against Kanhoji 
Anglia, though oui foiee nas four times grcatci than nliat ne can now 
i.use and stiengtlieued witli tiie assistance of the squadion of mcn-ot-nai 
undci the command of Commodore Matthews, ive wcie not able to cilect 
anj'tlung, and llieicfuic nc cannot hope foi better success at jne^ent 


Tlio foiegoiugieasous and objectiouh being duly neiglied, the Boairl 
IS unanimous lu opinion that we caiiuot join with the Poitiiguese in the 
piesent undeitalung mtli anv hopes of success against the enemy, but 
that we should involve ouiseUcs in numbeiless rlitTicultics and bung on 
an esccssis c expense. It istheiefoie unanimously agieed to decline it, 
and the Pie«]dent is dcuicd to wiitc a letter in answ'ei to the General of 
tlie Noitli diawn fioni the substance of tbefoiegoing icsolutions ■* 

Two months later (llthOctobei 1787) the Piosideut acquaints the 
Boaid tliat baling icccived adnee that 15 of Sambhi'iji's gabvats and 
li of hfimaji^s weie cniizmg to tlie noitlwvaid and bad mteiceplcd 
some boats bound to this island with giain, and being app'diensive 
they would pievent our lecemng the expected supplies, he had oideied 
ihe^ J}nta}i7na fiigatc to cmizc between Daman and Basscin m oider to 
pi otect the vessels bound luthei. He now' communicates to the Boaid 
bis instiuctions to the commandei wluch aie apjjiovcd." 


The lOtli Apiil 1738 the Piosident acquauils the Boaid that two 
days ago lie leceivcd a letter by tw'o pcisons rent fiora the Sidi’s

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comtnandmg; oflicor at Underi earnestly req^iicsting ns to supply that j»lacc 
witli batty £oi tbe rains, as otbenvisc they cannot possibly mainiain it. 
The Boaid debating thcieupon it is observed that ne have not giain lo 
spare and onr Hononrable Masters^ ordera aro very iiositive agiiinst 
malang .my f iii thor lo.ms to the country govcniments. We hope the Sidis' 
neees'sihcs for grain may not bo so pies&ing as they set forth, Slionld 
^ihej’' be obliged for irant thcicof to quit the place, we shall, by willi- 
draning the guns and stoics from tlihnec, in some dcgice lessen tlieir 
debt._ AVc oie sensible that ill consequences will attend this island 
falling into other hands, yet for the re.asons before given we do ‘ not 
think it piudent at pie«ent to comply wntli the Sidi’s demand and the 
Piesidcnt is desired to wnite the proper answer.^ 

Three weeks later (29tli Apnl) the Prc«5ident acquaints the Bo-ard 
that (since our refusing them lice) the Sidis had fiequently icpi evented 
to him that unless wo supply the gaiiioon of Underi, the place must 
inevitably fiill into Mandji^s hands. He has already been kimpering 
mth their people, some of whom had descried to him and assiiicd him 
that the rest would deliver up the fort if hcfnnnsh them with pioiisions. 
The Piesident gave the icjily tliat tliey could not be supplied unless 
they could give seeuiitj’’ for the payment of what we should let them 
have. This their necessities for piovisions have at length obliged 
them io do. They now offered two of our inhabitants Daiulji 
Noeqiia Sunkcr (NJigitshanbar) and Saibu Pdndia, persons of some ciedit 
and substance, to be bound for them. The Bo.aid considering the 
ineonvenienees that would attend Underi tilling into Slitn iji's hands, 
agree to lot the Siclis have 3 000 bags of Beng.al iicc at the rale - 
it IS charged to ns, on the abovcsaid peisons giving their bond for 
payment of the amount.® 

The 2’2nd May 1738 the President acquaints the Board that he has 
received two letteis fiom the A^’iceroy of Goa uhciciu ho seems willing 
to come to teims of peace with the Marathis and desired the Pic- 
sidciit^s mediation for that puipose, acquainting him that he had given 
the necessary oiders and full powers for concluding the same to the 
General of the North, which letteis the Piesident immediately forwarded. 
Vfe sliall be extiemely pleased if an accommodation can be bioiight 
about ; but we picsume it will be a difficult task as the Marathils will 
no doubt insist on keeping S-alsettc, and it must be with the greatest 
reluctance if ever the Portuguese consent to relinqiihli it, as it is the 
oiunion of the most capable persons among them that the said island is 
so very necessary for supplpng theii other places uith giain tliat 
without it the}'' could not long maintain their other posseusions.'’ 

The 25th August 1738 the President acquaints the Boaid tliat he has 
just leceivcd letteis fiom the General of the Norih and Kondaji Milnkar, 
the commanding officer of the Marathds at TliSna, advising that they 
had agreed to send peisons hither with power to treat of an accommo- 
dation between the two States. The Pre<5idcnt wull accoiffingly use his 
host endeavouis for concluding a pe.'ice. Still it is much to be feared 
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that ihe dctiiaiiJs o£ the Mai*athas a\i 11 Le of such a uatnie that the 
Poit«giiei,e will uot submit to them ^ 

A montli later, 2 5 lh Scptembci 1738 , ajiii .irontlj* in icpl^' to a pi oposed 
pcencral attack on Angiii, the Council note "We Ciiunot uuth a piospecfc 
of success undeitake .inytlung’ against the common enemj moie than to 
])icieut his iiiakiTig any depicdations Considenug the uotoiious 
tieacliei y of the Maratluis it u ould ho highly imjnudenfc to leave the 
island defenceless, as ire must do i£ n o engage in aiij'^tlung of consmuence 
Mitli our whole tlcot against ibiuiia ■ 

On the 6th Oetohei thei (Kintiuue ManAji Angjia’*? galiials having 
a few days ago earned into Ivulaba a batcla which we suppose was 
coming to this island with giani and piovisions, it is ohscried that 
0111 sutfcimg such practices will dctci the noithcm tiadci^; fiom 
ventuiing luthoi when they find they lun so gieat a lisk. It is 
thmofoic agiccd that the new pralim andtlncegahvatshe oideied to lie 
at the mouth of the liaibom between Ivonciv and the lecf (the Prong>) 
to piotcet oui own tiadp and pievenl Slanaji giving molestafaon to the 
vesicle hound hithci '' On the 4th Kovcmhei Sambhtiji Augiia^s fleet 
being m eight and gOmg into Kol.vb.i, Captain Balchcn of the Onsloio 
was oideicd instantlv to get ins ship in leadiness topioeeed against the 
enemy.* 

About this time Sainbhaji’s position in making iciins watli the TSnglisIi 
seems to have lieen again stienglhened h}' the Siirant's oi M.ilvans’ 
captuie of the w'lcckcd cicw of the Compauv’*> Ani/hsca, On tlie 9th 
Docembei the Boinhay Council locrud H. ajipeais to us that the 
Malvaus are fai fiom being dpenons to detjun our people, but that 
the Killed.'ir is influence by Samhhaji Augiia to wnle in the 
mannci he has done concennng the gtah and pusoneis. We theiefoie 
think it iminopei to lalic any notice of that part of his lettei iarthci 
than to ob5Ci\c that oui pcoide fell into the ^klalvans^ hands by the 
unfoitunate loss of the ship thiougli stiess of woatliei, whercas W'e 
took Sainbh'i,ii Anglia’s giab and people m openwai, theiefoie that 
oui keeping them is Just and ought to be no liindiance to the lelea^ing 
OUI people. To give a complaisant answm to the othoi parts of hi*! 
h'ttei and to let him know we shall he icady to listen to anj ofEeip of 
peace the Brtja has to malcc oii sending up pcisons witli the piopei 
powcis aftei leloaoing oui peojile The Piehidcntis accoidiugh' dcsiicd 
to leply to the Killedar’s lettei and also to write to Samhhrtji Raja to 
the above puiijoit Tins we Judge moie chgilfle than to make any 
concession oi piomises in legaid to Angiia’s piisoneis, as w’c aie w’cll 
assuied. it would only induce the Slab aus to demand I iighei teims for 
the leleasp of oui people and be attended with the like dis.i(lvantage, 
should the}’ think piopei to send poisons hither to tieat of pe.ice, 
Agifcd that a pci'on be sentwitli these Ictleis to scive as.aninteiiiictci 
m tioating foi the lelcasc of oiu people and that the Piesident gnca_ 
lettei of ciedit on Zachaiia’s son at Goa to fiunish oiii people with

pioccdiiie AVe ob=eive duly yoiii account of the engagement you had 
■with Anglia's licet and doubt not vonr having u*-cd voui be^-t cndeavoiiis 
for lhedo-.tnictionoC Ihooucmy, and wo lemaik ivith gicat jilcii'.uic tlie 
spiiit-and icsolution oE j oui people both befoic and in the action. It is 
likemso very agicc.ible to ns that joii.bavo Mistnmed no gie.at or damage 
in so waiin .an eneountcr." 

In the same letter Govcinment fuithcr ob=civc: AA'o me the moic 
desiious of 5 'oiir coining up, on account of the notice we ha\o that the 
^laisatliKs arc in the ncighhourluiod willi a stiong aimy nitli -which 
we judge they will make a push foi flic ciitiio leduelion of Ihc 
Poitnguese tci lif ones when ovu mm will not lie exempt fioindangci. 
At least wo shall ho glad to he in the be*-! condition for .nil 
events, as at pic-cnt wo h.avo few or no Diiiope.'in*' upon the I'-land, 
Proceed instantly for Pomhay, keeping the shoic so as to look info all 
poits and haihouis for the enemy till youaiepa*-! Suvanuhiig when 
you should spiead at jiiojicr and convenient ihstancos for the moie 
extensive look-out, yet keo])ing carefully within leach of each other. 
On arriving off onr lull hoiii } on may anchor iinmcdiatclv dppp.itcliiiig 
to ns a boat with notice, ^^hcn we shall gi\e you fuilhor oidcrs 
■whclhcr to come in oi othcim«-e .ns circumstances may luquiic," 

AVlule Anglia's aggicseioni foicod the llomlxiy Govcriiincnt to kccji 
men and vc'^'-cls leady ag.nnst any attack fioni the south, swarms of 
Maidth'is were gathering lonnd what, icinaincd of the I'oi liigiic'-c 
possessions in the North Konkan. 'Hie 13th Oclohcr (1738) the 
Bombay Government warned Commodore Bagwell : 'I’hc Maidlluls aio 
augmenting their forces in all the places this ■way in order to piocccd 
vigoionslj' in their war ag.'iinst the Portuguese.* 

In spite of the conceni ivilh which the}' view'ed ruin gathering lonnd 
B.asscin the Bombay Govonimcnt continued to i eject all PoiLugiieso 
proposals for joint .action. On the 2Uth October 1738 m .a letter 
to Pedro D'Mello the Govcinov thus upholds Ins decision : As you 
observe the icstonation of your dominions w’onld lighten ns of our 
picsent gieat cxjicnses for the guaid of our island, it is in that 
prospect w'c boai these charges till -we have a propci foicc to cuter upon 
action and expel these faithless ncighbouis. Still 1 daie not hazard to

I offer to join consideration. I hliall iieiei lose siplit of the elo-e umnii 
Ix'twist <iiir two Clowns, and oiii common united intcicsl 111 thc'O paits, 
which can ncici consist in mining oiiis without hcnctiling joins.* 

Tlie 18th .T.anuary 1739 tlic account ehuges fm B.indi.i fioin 1st 
August 1738 to 31st Tlccembci following, amounting to 11s, 97ti,v:»-61, 
translated into Poitngncse, aic laid liefore the Jloaid, when the 
Pi c-idont takes notice tlrat the Porlngue.sc go\cnimcnt Iwd not men 
cleaicd the ancai-s of the four picccding mouths fiom Ist Apnl to 31sL 
July amounting to Rs 0893-2-21.* 

Next day ( 19 tli .Tamian 1739) the PiObidcnt eonimnni«itcs to the 
lloaid a letter icccucdfiom Kond.iji JEdukai the commanding ollieoi on 
Ihcisl.mdofS.xlscttcfoi the Mai.itlws, the mhst.mcc of which is to 
nc((uaiut lum that Chinlnaji liiollici to llujiiiiv has icduccd itralum, 
Kollum (Kcl\a), and D,.h.imi and wat licnt 011 sulidiiing the icmamilci 
of tlic ciumtiv. That this c.nly and froiik ailMce w.is guen us of 
his intention to attack Vcsih a and llandni, that w c might w ithdniw 
om wiccirtiis fiom the latlci place whcic they aic in gairi-un and wlncli 
thcY look on as then light .ind Ix’longing to tlien doiiwui, amt e\cn 
offc'iiiiff m the reduction of R.tndia if we arc jc.ilons „[ a tronh.e-omc 
ncighbouiliood, to agicc to its demolition. In case of our c-.nlinuanre in 
Jhlndin he savs he cannot answer for the consccpicnccs that may lesvilt 
to the pc.icc.abfc coiTC-pondcntc we lu\c Inlhcito inainmincil with them. 

It IS then lemaikcd tluit wcic there any depeiirloiice 01 f.iiili to 
enen to such an assurance as of the denmlilion of Uandni it inight he 
nioic expedient to withdraw oui succom-s rather th.au liara-d .1 mnliiro 
with the jfai.dthas. On the otlici hand when it is considetcd how niuen 
the Poituinie-e would he dispirited In such a proccdnie and n-pio.'ich u*- 
nlwnJnmne- them in thc«e coniupctmc- : tluit they would ne^or 
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resolution ; Thai the due pieseivation o£ our o^vu frontier, oui‘ engage- 
ments ■mill the Portuguese, and other indispensable leasons oblige us 
to maintain and continue our succouis to the fortification of Jiundra, 
■\vluch we judge ma)' hold out against the Marilth*ts unless tliey 
cannons against it. In such case the place being no longer tenable, 
that caie sliall be taken to secure the letreat of oui people and a imne be 
sjining for its being rendered unserviceable to tlie Maiutlitts. Of tliislhe 
President is desu'ed to adnse tlie General of the North and at the same 
time of the indispensable iiecessitj' of demolislung the battery at the 
foot of the liill of Senora de Monte on Sdlsette which entiiely comniandfi 
tlie channel that gives passage into the Mitliim river. 

Tlie President then acquaints the Board with the fiamc of his 
purposed answer to Konddji MAnlcai, which is agreed to and is as 
follows : That he has icccivcd his letter and considered the matter 
mth due attention ; that he takes notice of his advices of Chiiniiaji's 
progress in his conquests and c.stcems his ingenuous declaration of his 
intentions upon Vesava and Bandra I'ouching our witlulrawing our 
succours from the latter place, which is the principal point of his lettci, 
we (tlie Piesident and Council) answer: That m the first place our 
engagements nuth the Portuguese nation oblige ns to such an assistance, 
and that it is an established maxim -with the English to adhcic to all 
their treaties and pacts -with otlier go^e^lmcnts ; that besides it is the 
practice* of all nations to consult the security of then frontiers ; and 
that Bdndi'a being confessedly necessary thereto, they could not take 
amiss the measuies we took to picservc it, so that if their nafaon persists 
in the design to attack it the foitune of Avar must decide it; that if it 
appealed to them then' interest to icducc it, avc thought it as much oiiis 
to maintain it. That for the i est they could not but be convinced by 
the flee tiadc and open communicatiou Ave had AA’ith their tcrritoiics, of 
our peaceable disposition, and that our only Auews and desiics tended to 
the restoration of the public tianquilbty in these parts, and the pieser- 
A’ation of oui OAvn dominions lights and pimleges.^ 

The 27th .Tannary 1739 the Pie-ident communicates to the Boai-d 
that he had pioposed to the General of the North the demolition of 
Bdndia and the batteries commanding the entianec into Mdhim imer 
confoimable to the resolutions in the Consultation of the 19th. To this 
he liad received for ausAver that the Genera,! of the North did not 
concciA'e he had poAi’cr to authorize or grant leave for such a step but 
that he would forward copy of the proposal to the Viceroj’’ for his order 
-therein." 

The 27th January 1739 the Piesident laid before the Bo-ard the 
folloAvmg letter from Martin D'SylA'cira tlie General of tlie North, 
dated Bassein 24th January 1739- I communicate to your Honour 
the adAuce I have received that, besides the large force tliey have got to 
caiiy on the siege and batteAcs at Tardpur, the enemy havcAvith 
another body of troops invested the fort of YesaA’a in the same manner, 
against aa’IucIi tliey have got cannon of eighteen pounders j a cause of 
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not a litllo anxiety coiTiKloinig* the '\voakiio*s> of itq itoIIs TJionpJi 
nith 1 elation to the foitifieatioii«5 and Iiattciic<s of Bandia I ansncietl 
^^' 3 'nm rionoui^s pioposal of dcmoh-'hing them that I could not come to 
1 sncli a lesolution mtliout the expiccp older of the Vicoiov, I have 
Fincc detennincd fiom the tnist I lepo'o in hi*, pci “son on Fending to the 
foit of Bitndia the Captain CommandaiiL John D'Soiiza Feiias m the 
Fame station ho i\a*! in bofoio, that ivith yoiii concuiicnee ho nia}' 
execute nliat maj* he mo‘>t convcnionl foi tlic scivico of the Tung my 
ma'.tor. So gicat is oui neeo'.fcitj- and iraiiL of provision m this jilacCj 
having found little oi none in it when I took chaige of the govcniincnt 
— of till*, pionncc, that I dale not tiiist the willing the letum of the 
giabs I hole sent to Daman in quest of a supply, aftci luiving diained 
the island of Ivaianja, as the commandant of that, jilace acquaints mo 
was done in the hmo of mj' picdecossoi. As I luctantlj' expect the 
enemy at Doiigii (liill-foit foui milos south-west of Bassein) nitli the 
same intention*' as thov aic now hefoie Vosiha, I must apply to join 
Ilononi as Gonei.sl foi his most seienc Majesty of Gieat Biitain to 
ass]<.t me nitli five hundiod nioiahs (murfas) of batty or as miieli as j on 
can spate This I -nill eithei lepaj' you lu sjiecie out of nhtit I expect 
fioin Daman or in monci' a\ the piioeyoiii Ilunom mil adiiscme, mtli 
the incident expenses, hcsules heiiig ctcnially obliged to youi Tlonoiu 
to nlinm m such case I «hall confess no one oui pieseivalion. 

To this Icttci the PiesKlent pioposed to send the follomiig ansnei 
To the Goiioial of the Noith, Bombay Castle 27th Januaij- 1739 I 
have this instant icccivcd youi letlci ot the SJ-th Jamiaiv, and at the 
same time attended to the lepicscntation of Scnoi John D'Soiiza Penas 
on j'oiii pait 1 oh'eiYc mtlimucJi conceni .and anxietj- the piogiess 
of these Maiiitliits nhnsc piracipal aim appeals to me no Ic's than the 
(Icstriiftiim of the Kiirojican intciosi and dominion in these paits. As 
to 11 hat coiicenis the demolition of the batteiies and foitiiicntion of 
Bdudia I should not have cvei jn opened such a step to you hut in the 
extieme iicueBsity of picscnt eoujunctiucp. It is vciy agiceiihle to me 
that yom n]auion coiicius with nunc m Ihismattoi foi tlie common good 
of boih oni goi erainents Coiifoimable tlicicto I have despatched oidcis 
foi the immediate demolition of the h.iltciies, and as the foitification of 
Bandia will icqmie some days hefoie the imiies can he in enliio 
leadmessto take cllect, thoie shall he no eaio wanting to put that place 
out of daiigci of falling into the hands of these people 

In answci to youi uigent leqiiest foi a loan of batty I a,ssuie j'ou 
mth gicat tiutli that om island is eiitiicly out of capacitj’ to fiiinisli 
any quantity being it'clf in imminent danger of scaicity. We expect 
to piocuic a little fiom Suiat and Semdy. Ilnivovoi cion lli.it 
wc cannot depend upon. Ncitliei fiom Maiigaloi noi the jMaiiltha 
countiics do we find it possible to get the lea*5t quantity, tlnongb ihc 
ngoions piolnbitioii of sueli expoits fiom tbence With all this not 
many days ago ne lelicved the sliaits of oiii factnij'at Telliclierij' at 
the liazard of disfuinislung our ownselves with the quantity of neai 
tliiee bundled bales, so tliat wc aie now in cxtiemc neoCFsitj' oiuselve?, 
considciing the numlxji of people tliat it lies upon us to mamtini and 
the stole of grain it requiies Some ftaj's past I gave peinussion for 
expoiting a convenient quantity of wheat to Ba'-soin, and if any moic 
can he piocuied and spaied, I shall not fail of accommodating you n ith 
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all m my pojrer. I have explained all these circumstances with the 
gj cater parfciculanty that you may not have any umhingo or donht left 
of my being cxticmely sensible to tlic urgent necessities of j'our 
govemment and inclined to assist and succour you witb all that is in niy‘‘.. 
pon’cr and dependence, being well assmnd that these Mardthas finishing • 
nath yon, or poiliaps heforo, null s oonoi* or later proceed to the execution 
of then ill designs against our tcrutoiics.^ 

The same day (27th .Taniiaiy 1739) the Piesident acquaints the Board 
that they are summoned iiurposely to delihciate on the most expedient 
measuies to lie taken on the occasion of the above letter he has received since 
morning fiom the Geneial of the Noith and brought by the Portuguese 
commandant of the Island of Salsettc John deSoiiza Feiras, who is sent 
by the General to ropiesent in the strongest manner their deplorable 
circumstances. That they expect Basscin and Dongii will he soon 
attacked by the Mavatbds. That in Bassein, tlnough the neglect of the 
preceding Gcneiul, they are barely victualled for fifteen days and tliat they 
Ihcietoie beseech us as friends and Jilhcs to succour them Wh a quantity 
of liatty. That mth regard to Bdndra and the batteries at the foot of 
Nossa Scnoia de Monte, the urgency of ciicumstances obliges him to 
ret met Ins answer as before mentioned m the consultation of this day 
and not only gives the President his consent for their being lazed, but 
orders John de Souza Feiras may second and see to the execution, 
lliat the fort of Vesdva gives him great appiehensions, the Maralhds 
Iming brought oighteeii-poundeis to lialter it, n Inch he is of opinion 
the UTiIIs n’ill not hold out agaiUbt. The President observes that with 
icgaid to-thc razing those b-itteiies and demobsliing the fortifications 
of Jidndia.^ il- is of the utmost impoi-tauce to Bombay dial we lay 
hold of the permission and lose no time in the execution. ’ Upon ivluch 
the PicEidcnt is desired to issue orders immediately to the Eugineer to 
«uUo woik, fiipt udth the batteucs aboveracntioned, and that the pialim 
and other vessels he stationed at a proper- distance to cover the men 
employed lu razing thorn Also that the mines to blow up the 
tortifie.atious at Bandra be likewise prepared with all expccbtioii c.are 
being faben to secure the retreat of the gariison. In order to lessen 
the debt of the Portuguese government incurred on the assistance 
given that place with men and stoves ; Agreed that we receive what 
remains of the latter back at the same piiec their .icconnt stands di-aro-orl 
with which in then present desperate circumstances wo nudge the most 
expedient means to reduce the debt. ° 


The request of the General of the North for a lo.aii of batty falling 
iieTj^under consideration ■ Agreed it is no time now to make reflections 
mi thc improv-idencenf that f^^^ or thcioturiis we have hitherto 

thathindeisns frem such an a-ssistance asfheyieqmie. Our Honourable 

IStll'^Sid thereof from our consultations of the 
ISth and 23] d preceding tins application wdicre oni just dread of 
wanting provisions ourselves is already set out. It is agreed then that 
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fl sati^fectoi y answer be given the General bj’ the Pjc'^uleiit a*, subjoined 
to the letter on this occasion.^ 

About two months latoi, 25th hlaich 1739, the Iliaiy eontainB the 
follomng entiy The Bandit fortifications aie blown up, with the 
consent of all parties, oius, the Poitngue‘e, and MaintliLis, uhich last 
had often picsscd the Piesident by lebtoib and messages to have it 
eliccted ” 

On the Ith Febiuary 1739 a consultation was held at which the 
Piesident actpiaints the Boaid that the meeting is to consiJoi the best 
and safest raeasuies to be taken on tlie intelligence ho has lately lecoivcd * 
that the Maiilthas would be on Sahette this day or to-moiiow mill an 
additional foice of tiuity thousand men , that he is cicdibly infomcd 
a number of boats aie getting in icadmess foi some cspeclitioii bolh at 
Anillla, Tliiina, and otbci places belonging at iiiosoiit to the Manithas; 
and that they give it out publicly and confidently that their design is 
against the island of Bomliay The Pictulcnt icmaiks that whether 
this foi'ce and piepaiations aie leally directed against this island oi not, 
and howcvei weak we aie in the absence of our fleet, it behoves us in 
all lospccts to put ouitelves in the best postuic of defence no aie able, 
cither to pievcnt oi dctei any attempts of the people to get upon the 
island. To this the Boaid unanimously agrceiug the following oidcis 
and disiiositions aio icsolvcd The Company lim-ing no vessel .it 
pic-ent in poit piopei for the puipnsc of defending to the seaimid the 
Bleach and Backluy, the Picsulont makes a tender of thieo vessel® — 
the Siicrcss, the Amfi giab actiiallj under despatch for Pcieli, and the 
J7of;fl>/foi Sniat— to bo employed in this SCI nee, uith condition only 
of a leasonablc dcmuriage and allownnee for damages in ease of accident. 
These aie aoeoidinglv accepted and they are oidcicd to ho stationed oil 
hlaliim and strengthened with such a foice as we c,an raise That for 
the defence of oui passes in the nvci, two luggage boats, the Honouiable 
Company's balloon and launch and M.mekji's boat with turelve lYarli 
fishing boats ho £oi thwilh equipped, fitted, and distiibuted in piopci 
places. Tliat the mihtia lie oidercd on strict duty and that fifty 
Bhaniiaiis be added to the guaid abeady at the Bicacli and fifty moic 
at the extienuty of Malab.tr Hill. Resolved likewise that as eiiteiod 
hcioaftci a lottci be sent espiess to Commodore Bagwell to ha®lcn his 
coming up with the fleet winch the Piesident acquaints the Boaid, by 
advices received this moimng lU seven days fiom Goa, was seen impoiL- 
in'' there bj' a tmdal of a boat ainved heie in the lime ahovcmcntioned. 
©rdci^ tliat one raonili’s piovisions he supplied the ont-forts as iisn.'il, 
besides two monllis' for icieive as stoies not to lie u&cd hnt in ea®e of a 
siege 01 othei necessity ^ 

The lettci to Commodore Bagwell luns : Having coitam iutolligcnco 
that the Mantthas mil he on the island of Sal®etto cither to-day or 
to-moiiow with a body of tlnily thousand men nilh a design to make a 
descent on tins island, yon aic heiebj* dncetcci to malce the best of your

expected mercljaut slups fiom Tellicheir)' be under your convoy, j'ou

It is affieed to do<?patch a boat express to Tcllicheriy, with a letter 
to the Chief and Factois there, advising- thern^ of our necessities in 
point of giain, Avith direction that in case of having cnteied upon any 
tieaty oi composition -with the Earnatalc RsJja, so that the export of 
l\Iangalor iice is no longer iirolubitcd by them, they then contiact for 
twelve thousand lobins of rice on the best terms they are able, 
loturning the boat as soon as may he, with advice of Avhat conveyances 
they can possibly piocuie to send up the quantit}’^ contracted foi, tliat 
we may judge wliat tonnage will be necessary to speed to them f i om 
hence. But that if the misundei standing still continues to such a 
degree as to lender the expoit of rice from Mangalor impracticable, 
that they then in consideration of the urgent necessities of this 
Picsideucy set on foot such an accommodation as may open the way to 
the relief of our straits, yet without hazaiding or endangering the 
peiiper trade, the safety of winch they aie to prefer to any other 
consideration, and finally if they can fall upon any othei way oi 
expedient to supply us we would have them spare no cndeavouis towards 
it as a most acceptable service to this Presidency." 

, ThclOthFcbniary 1739 the President aequainisthe Boaid that last 
night he leecived advice that the Poituguese had abandoned the fort of 
A^'esava, and that on the Poituguese letieat to Bassein the Marathds 
wore actually in possession of that place. Also that the siege of Bassein 
was moic vigoinusly pressed than ever by a veiy considerable pai-t of 
the jMaidtha army, so as to be in imminent dangel-.-’’ 

The mil Pebniaiy 1739 the Prc'^ident lays before the Boaid a letter 
fiom the A’^iceioy of Goa, dated the 3id Pebiiiary 17.39, adnsing that 
the Mardthds are inasteis of the island of Siilsette adjoining to Goa. 
Sdlsotte IS so destitute of men, being diaincd by succours sent up to 
the Noilh, that he aiipiehends it will be ivitli the utmost difficulty 
they will be able to defend Goa itself should the jNEardlliiis attack it 
vigorously, especially as Khom Sdvant and the Suuda Rdja had 
through fear oi olhei means declared against them, and joined the 
Maratha party. He requests in the most juessing tei-ms our assisting 
them with men and ammunition with all exiieditiou, lest the succoui 
should come too late. Adding that their preservation or destiniction 
will depend greatly on our resolution wuth regard to them on this 
occasion.* 

To the aforesaid A^’iceroy of Goa's letter the Bombay Governor 
and Piocident sent a reply to the folloiving effect : That the Pie^ident 
lias leceivcd His Excellenc 3 ''s letter and is extremely concemed at the 
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> wtuation he is in That this Picndeucy noiv sm rounded Mitli the 
••ame enemies has absolutely no men to spaie fiom the defence of the 
island itself, so that he daic nob tend out the fleet even upon iJie occa- 
sions of the Piflsidcucy foi feai of being too iveat in its absence That 
ive might strain so far as to spaie afciv warlike stoics, but that ue 
have no conveyance to send tlicm • That ho dcsiies Ills ISxcellency to 
considci oui o.vn situation, and to believe, as il is ically tiue, that’ we 
want not mclinabou but abilities to assist him in this piescnt distie&s ^ 

The 2OII1 Fehiuaiy the Geneial of the Noitli takes notice of tlie 
opposition complained of h}' the Pie'idcnt fioai tlie Supciioi of tlie 
Jesmts at Bandra against bio .mg up their college llus he docs not 
know boiV to answei as he cannot nndeiatand lio.v the college can 
subsist uhon the bastions aie blown up ® 

The same day ( 20 tli Fobiuaiy 17 09 ) tlie PiCfridcnt communicates to the 
Boaid two letteis fiom John de Sonza Fciins Commandant of Salsetto 
lemonstinbng against the ohstiucLion he meets witli fiom the Superior 
of Bandra in completing the works £01 the cnfaie demolition of th.it 
place and threatening him with the worst consequences if he goes on 
u'ltJi the de-tniction The Piesident had befoic leceivcd a piotest 
against the same fiom the Supeiior Upon tin® it is icmaik- 
ed tliat the power and influence of the society is so great that this 
Commandant daics not execute the oideis given him by the General of 
the Noith; and that to leave the college standing may bo of great 
ditseniceto tins island, affoiding the Maritliu. a convenient rcticat oi 
jilacc of aims whence they mav gieatly incommode us That thwef ore 
since it is foi tlie eudent benefit of both nations to destioy tlic place 
entiiel)'', if we cannot piocuietlicn consent, an c 3 qie(Lcnt be tiicd to bung 
tlic Padres to icason by refusing them the pioteehon of tins Goveni- 
ment for their peisons and effects, 11 Inch they may keep at their college 
and defend against the Jlai^this j 01 if they abandon the college may 
leave us at libeity to puisuo oui mcasuics foi tlie safety of oui fiontiei, 
without engaging us in a contioveisvivith the Portuguese Goreiumcnt 
The Sccictaiy is oidered toiepau- to BAndia to enfoice and explain 
oui soutinicnts of the Padres' conduct, as well as to excite Johnd'Souza 
Fen as to the full peifuimance of his oideis ^ 

The 5 th Maich 1739 the Piesident commumcates to tlio Boaid a 
pioposal made him by sundiy inliabitants of the island of Ivaianja to 
take possession of and hold tlie same £01 the Honouiable Company. 
Tins pi oposal being now taken into con'-idcmhon. it is obsci ved fiist that 
this tendci comes fiom only a few pnvate people without authority 01 
powcis siiflicient to tieat of 01 conclude such a mattei, winch thcicfoic 
IS no foundation to pioeccd upon Admitting that the nocos-'ity to be 
niged fiom the situation and convenienc}' of that island togethei ivith 
its suiiendor fiom the Portuguese to an enemy, nhich must inontably 
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(happen, gives us a right to seize it for ourselves, we apprehend the 
attempt in our piesent cii-cumstances is no udse piiident oi lit to risk 
for the following reasons : It would re*|uiie the raising at least twelve 
or fifteen liundi-ed men to dislodge tlie troops now on Kaianja with 
Maniiji in pei&on. And though it is probable, unless o 2 iposcd by the 
Maidthjs, we might cairy the attack thiongh witli buccObS, yet as a 
suflicient foicc could not be got togotlier without disarming our passes, 
and that the Piesident has certain" intelligence of a laige number of 
Mai'iltli'ls asrsemblcd at Marol (about eight miles north-east of Bdndra) 
apparently with no good intention, such a step might and iirobably 
w'ould be attended with bad consequences to oui island, as it is leasonablc 
to expect the Mardtbis would attack our passes when iliey found them 
unguarded. Nor would our seizure oi taking of Kaiunja be attended 
Mithany secuie maintenance For so long as tlic IMaidthdb continue 
in tlie neighhourhoodj the charges must exceed the revenue which u e 
arc sure our Honourable Masters would be httle melmed to snjiport. 
The fort itself at ICaranja is in its piesent condition entirely untenable, 
being a lai'ge lumous foitilication- commanded by a neigbbouiing 
eminence A new fort ivould be neeessaiy for the jiiescrvation of the 
place and tlie IMarathds would not fail of attacking it, as they consider 
Karanja pait of the Poilnguc'-e domain, and even now .avow that 
Mdnaji Anglia has taken poescssion of it for them. In wluch case it 
would icquiic at least twelve hundred men with competent ammunition 
and stores to garnson it with any hopes of bolding out. Especially 
since the Agns or salt laboui'ers, who made a body from seven to 
eight bundled men well armed and cluefl}' dej’cndcd upon for the 
defence o£ Ihe place, are gone over to the enemy and were indeed the 
means of his introdnchon. All which considcied, though we caiiuot 
but be sensible of the great ineonvemcnce to Bombay of llus new 
noiglibqui, it is agieed that we forbear any attemiit of tins sort that 
may either endanger the safety of onr own island or involve us in 
increased charges ^ 


Hope of help from Bombay failing, a few days later (12tli Mmcli) 
Aaranja suricndercd to Manaji, tlie garrison being jierniitted to depart 
mth their baggage. Captain Inclibud retunung fjora Eaianja 
I'cpoi tod that agreeably to ihe orders given him for destroying Mdnaji's 
ga!ivats,llie bomb ketch and Triumph weie stationed at the iiorthmost 
2 )omt of the island and himself with the Defiance and all our large 
galivats to ■me soutliivaid, and that tliey had the good fortune to hung 
away eight fighting galivats and thirteen fishing boats, setting fire to 
one otlici gahvat which 'they could not get off. The vessels ■were ordered 
bMk to their station at tlie passes, except the itnnnia and Caiohnu 

ivho are io continue in Pen river to prevent any of Maniii's boats 
)iassing,“ ^ j 0 


The 16th April 1739 the Prerident (Honourable Stephen Law) offer 
to the consideiation of the Boai'd the necessity of agreeing and fixina’upo] 
some measuies to be obseiwed with oui new neighbours the Mai-dthiiE 
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Sundi}' paiagmplis of oui IIoii ifa'^teis* Icltci'i conceinuig oui 
conduct 1 X 1111 the coimtiy poicmmcnts beiug icad and coii'-ideicd, the 
Pio=ideiil icmaikh ihatiheu iihole tcnoiii recommends and enjoins oni 
cultiiating a fiicndly conc'.pondeuce ivitli tbc=e people, avoiding all 
jnst occasions of luptuio or enmity, to ivliich accoidingly it hccomub 
om duty to confoim To this end, ho obscrvc'x, it is not Mifl'icicnt to 
piofcfeS a neutiahtj' in woid?, while the ilaiiitlns have the couliai} to 
lepioach us nith m actions such as fiiiiiislung the Poitiigiio^e with 
ivailiko stoics and aminumtion, iilulc \ic continue to iiiolubit tlie 
export of load non. and othci commodities to then connfciy, winch they 
cannot but le^ent as unfriendly tioatniont That thcicioie it may he 
expedient to tiy xxhat efCeet a cautious and well managed compliance 
maj' have in such articles as they may icquue of us, and which if tliev 
cannot obtain immediately fiom bence, tlic}'^ can alwaj's come at (though 
perliaps at a gicatcr expense) by anothci channel, the commeicc foi 
them lieing fiee to the noilliwoid So tliat tins condescension of ouT^ 
may, without^an)' picjudicc to the public good oi safety, m some 
mcasuio coiicsiiond with the oideisof om lion Sfasteis, and cen'c 
to lemove any occasion of complaint fiom the above piohiliitiou Upon 
this it IS agieed that. Uie Pic=ident do, onanvsucli application fioin 
the Mar.ithas, disci ctionally fuiui‘«h them with the ai tides they may 
lequhc and in the quantity he may judge conxement.' 

The same day (16th April 1759) the Piesidont commnnie.ates to the 
Board the picssing instances he lia* icceivcd in tw’o letteis fiom the 
Viccioy of Goa to assist Bacsein and Clnul (at least Bassem) with 
money' and munitions of war lie specially notices one Icttei flora 
Caitan Souza demanding in the name of his PoituguesC Majestj' a 
loan of Rs l,00,0t)U and so x’cry laigo a siii»ply of militaiy stoics, as 
in its present situation this place could not possibly afEoid w itliont c\ ident 
dangei and impiudencc The said demands being taken into con"»i- 
dciatioii — It IS unanimously agiced tliat w'C have not autlioiity suflicicnt 
fiom our Hon Mastcis to liazaid any loan but at the nsk of oui own 
foi tunes, a® may be evident fiora the stiict tenour of thou oidois. 
That xve will lOadil)' affoid them wliatcx'ci stoic*! w'c can spaie fiom 
tlio demand of oui own gaiiisons, and they can pay or give sufficient 
sceunty foi The Pie'Jident is accoidinglj’’ dcsiied to explain to the 
Commandant of the Jfoith tlic lestiiction the conshtution of om 
government lays us under, and the icadinc?s we are in to fuuii‘'h what- 
ever assiEhmcc to them, we can without disobedience to oui Supoiioi», 
01 endangering the safety of oui ow'n island, coiitmiy to Iho tiust 
icposcd in us, being otherwise justly sensible of then distress and 
wilhug lo assist and lelieve them.^ 

Next day (17th Apiil 1739) tlicPie^ident acquaints the Boaid that he 
has summoned tlus mcctmg expiessly to lay before them the lepeated 
application fiom the Portuguese foi some a'JMstancc of money and 
stoics, bemg reduced to the utmost exTiemitics and m imminent dangei 
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o£ lopiiifj Dassoiii llicir capital city in llic north, without our immediate 
compliance with theiv demand , and to dceire their opimou whclhcr and 
how far this cxtiaordinary emeigcnej’- mn 3 '- juptirj' us to our lion, 
hl.isteip, should wc venture onafCoiding them a small supply to prevent 
the instant loss of that town. 

Tlie Piesidcnt goes on to remark tliat Iiowevei diicet or positive 
their oiders maj'^ ho against on any pictext whatcvci hazarding any part 
of their estate in foicign loans, j'ot in the pioscnt eoniiinctnics some 
expedient appeals unavoidably necessary for the assistance of the 
Poi-tugucso. 

That since the hlariitluts have hithoito given us no oppoitunity of 
making anj'- ovcituiesfoi settling a peace oi fiieiidly concspimdencc with 
their govemment, and seeing that, on their reduction of lla‘«‘^cin, \i c have 
just leasons to apiiiehciid they may give us troulile, the pie'-civation of 
ilasseiu appeals to he gicatly for the intciest and safety of this island. 
If Bassoin should at once bo forced to suireiidcr for want of a small and 
seasonable relief, besides the ro]noach we might give room for m dealing 
too haidlj'^ with a nation so stnctl}' allied to oiiis in Ihiropc, the troops 
of tlicsc' Mardthis are too near oui island not to justify our cnteiing 
upon some measures to pieveiit their designs or at the least to gam time, 
by enabling the Poitugucsc to suppoit thcnisches till the laiiis set m, 
when tlic enemy will not be able to continue in Ihoii ticnchcs before the 
town. Even bofoic the laiiis a favoiiiahlc ciisis may p )psibly ensue, 
and either the jMaidthds be called off by the approach of Shaw Nddii’s 
tioops or on the success of an embassj' sent fiom Goa to the Shahii 
llilja be obliged to give over their siege. 

On all consideiations it is unaninioiislj'- agreed that the tiust 
inposed in us of eonsulting above evciytliing the interest of our lion, 
hlastcis in the, secinity and preservation of this place, retpircs our 
ventuiing a loan on this occasion even at the kazaid of our onn piivalc 
fortunes, in case of the same being dis.xvowed hv our Emploj-^ers. It is 
accordingly resolved that a sum not exceeding Rs. 1 5,00U he advanced 
the Poi tugiiese, taking such secuiity as may be got for repayment of 
llie same, on the Hon. Companj'^s account ; and the Picsident is 
dcsiicd to sigiuf}' to the Portuguese Commandant that this is done by 
way of private contnbuliou, and not m coiitiadiction to the lofubal wc 
■weie limited to in om’ public capacities.^ 

■ The 1st ]May 1739 the Hon Stephen Law Esq., Picsident and 
Governor of Bombay, laid before the Board the following Ictlci from 
Caitau d'Souza Peieira Commandant of tlie North, dated Bassciii Ric 
2-Jth Apiil 1739: I leccived j’our Exccllcncj^'s letter of the ]6lh 
Apiil legaidmg the loan of Rs. 1,00,000 as likewise some assist- 
.auco of ammunition, in llio constcination and oxtremilies to which 
this place is reduced. Upon which matter jmiu' Excellcnc_y is plc.ased to 
iviite tliat such .assistance does alwolutely not depend on you to give, not- 
withstanding j’-our fiiendly disposition to favour and assist our nation. 
These expressions I hold for tiaje ?ind sincere Icnowmg the partioulai' 
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icgaid yon liave always shown to it But scoing tin's iilacc aleolutolv 
cannot jneseive ilseif without puccoui fioin abioad, and that lean 
obtain snceoiu’ nowdieie but fiom 3'oui Excellcncv, as well by icason ot 
the mutual union betwixt oni tw'o nations^ as of tlic interest youi i-l.ind 
lias in oui pic'civatiou considciing the gicat and dangeioas coii'sc- 
quences tliat may lesult fiom oui nun, 1 must aguin iinjioitnnc loui 
Escellcncj' in tlic hopes tLat j'Oui gcncio?ity and good di'!2'nsition will 
be against the losing tlus place and the capital of this ])iorinrc, whilst il 
lies so ncai a nation ivluch m Em ope maintains a stiict fiicndship with 
uSj and who do not want foi means to prevent a inm rt such 
importance. 

Your Escolloncy is not nnappiiseil that u\ jour island tbeicaie 
Fcvcinl vassals of this state wdio have taken icEuge lliither finni scioral 
paits with effects to a consideiable amount and liave icsided tindoi 
yoni Government wnth what they had thus hiought awaj’, Ihinigh Ihe 
gicatcst pait of it did notlwlong to them. Upon which niattci, the 
Fcnate of this cit}’ has Ijeen convened with the Ihclatcs of our ichgmns 
oidcis and pmate jieinons Youi Excellency's Icttoi was laid hufoio 
them with pi oof of the want of ncecssaiics to defend the place Upon 
which it was unanimonslj' agiccd that lecomte flumld Ixi had to tlic'c 
lefugces, and tliat cxliaoidm.ny and even foiciblc meins plinuld be 
used with them That, in the meantime, while tlic-.c effects aio 
thus withheld by peihOiis taking icfiigo undoi other juiisdiclions, 
apiiIicatioBs should he made to those govomments, with leqiiost if 
tlioii favoni and aesiVi.nnce in laising a loin to the loial ticasiiii- 
By cop3’ enclosed of an Act of Council m the said eciiato, i'ouv 
Excollonei* will «co it is agiecablc to oui lights and laws tint vassals 
sh.ill be obliged to fuinWi .issistauco to then king, and that his ollirci-s 
have lawful authojitj' to oblige them to help. 

I .im coitainlj' infoimed that on j'oui island the poisons named in 
the aocnmpinMng list hold considcinble effects, of winch they aift 
subject to icndoi account as well because the effects do not belong to 
them as by le.ison of their vassalage As this benefit to us cannot lie 
obbined without yom Exccllcncv^s favoni and piolcclioii intcnening 
to that effect Imowing join paiticulai desiie to assist and f.ninii om 
nation, I icquc"t that joni Excellency will lx; plc.iscd to jicnnit nr gne 
leave foi seaithiiig the houses of the poisons n.amed m the said Int 
gi\ing oidci foi all assistance and favour to the officeis I pciid on this 
cmploATnont Oi that oui end in.-ij’ be obtained with moic c.-i'e! .as 
well as with lc,'S noi‘0, tli.it jonr Excellcnc}' will Ivj jile.iccd to i-rnd 
for them beCoio jnu, and order tljcm to gno a f.nlhlul account of 
what they ha\c in then posceccion, that on dwrirtciy of the amount 
whicli must not be inconsiderable, it mav lx; used as a pledge foi 
pa3Tncnt of the .ammunitions n huh the place is in w.int of, and w huh 
3'oui Excellenci" tells me aie icad3- on onr luying the value or giimg 
socunt}' foi it. 

In this citj" on oni using cstiwoidinaiy measuics, in M’ltue of the 
ahoicmontioncd Act of Council, we Ini e dj'covcicd a rmall paicel of 
jilate, winch I hkcwi'C am dctfimincd to appli totlieimnientfor 
ammunitions .and wai like stoics that 30111 Exccilmey m;i\ gmnt me 
But as the pl.alc Ivlongs to the fhiuche?, and llnt’a oonsideiable lo* . 
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will avi£G on lircalang iL down, ] would fain Itnow of yonr Escelloiii'y 
if the Company would allou' Mich a honefit to onr stale, as the lalcniji- 
it in pawn foi a debt lo the amount of its jutiinHC value without 
mtciC'^t ; or wholhor it is necessary that it should be sold, tliat I may 
lemit it weighed nuth exactness ; tiustmg that your ISxccllency mil in 
this matter as in all othcis act for the licst in favom- of the urgent 
necessities tlus jilace is at piescnt icdueed to. 

IHiithei, 111 case all this is not sutlicient to engage an assistance 
in onr piesciifc extreme thstress, in older that the Company may have 
secinity for momes advanced to this place, I offer your Excellency sonu* 
liicccs of biass ordnance cither in payment or pami for the debt 
' tlaviug tins considciatinn that ifc is most becoming my nation that, 
it should bo Icnomi to tlie woild how for the prosoi ration of their 
King’s city it was stiippcd of its aililleiy (llie piincipal mstiiimenls of 
its defehee) wlulst they put then trust moie lu their pcisonal valour, 
in their constant tidobty and zeal, Ilian in the cxliaordmaiy foicc 
or hardness of metal So that if j'oiir Excellency will please to accept 
of this pledge, on advice fiom your Excellency,* I will send tlic pieces 
of ordnance that may ho neecssaiy to pay the debt inenuod. If 
to all the'G proposed measures your Excellency oi your Couucil shall 
object as inconvenient, I have no otheis nor any leconrso hi‘>ides 
for- the preservation of tlus place. Consideimg the reasons above 
declared, and the fatal rmn we must otherwise undeigo, I hope that 
yonr Excellency, for the service of His Jdost Seicnc Majesty of 
Poitngal, at least will consent to snceour ns mill some amminution to 
enable us to persist m the defence of tlus place And for the payment 
of thw advance His Majesty aviU be bound by lus agent and all Ins 
lassals, as T have wrote youi Excellency in my last letter, if they ha\e 
not lost all credit and lepntation mth yom- iiatmu, which Ihev aic so 
caicim to pic.'Cive. 


Ey reason of the great w'ant of jieople for the defence and scivicc of 
this place, through the dispersion of a number of our vassals m dilTciont 
p.iits, I came to a resolution of publishing a proclamation local ling 
them all with their effects w-ithm the tcim of fifteen days, under 
penalties m case of contiavention. And as several persons have ic- 
pre^ented to mo their apiirchcnsion of trouble m obeying tlus oider for 
foai of their crechtors, coiiMclcring it as my duty to consult in the,se 
conjunctures what may be most useful to the Iviug^s service, I have 
oideicd anothoi proclamation to he published, n{ mdcminty in such 
eases as yonr Excolicney may tee by copies enclosed of said ]noclaina- 
lions. lliat -these pioclamations may meet with due ol>crrancc 
1 roiincst of your Excellency free leave for all llic vassals of Uuk state 
to ictnin to tins place without impediment or molestation to thou persons 
and effects that they may hung wnth them. Also tliat these proclama- 
tions may he published ou your island to remove any pretext of ignorance 
consideiiiig the great advantage may acciue fiom tlus expedient to the 
I*Ling s semce and towauls the preseiv.'vlion of the place, the enemy's 
a.pproMhcs to which and mctliod of .attack may appear moi e eleaily to 
youi Excellency by j'onr olficoi-^s dehuealioii and report wduch are now- 
sent for vom Excellency's observation.

In the hope the ammunition niaj'ho icad}' to 
come u ithoui delay I have given inslnictions to the Cajitain Commanikint 
John d' Souza Feiras to adjust this mattci \ntliyom Excellencv, and 
at the same lime to lequcst yom Excellency to send us such bncklaycis 
and caii>ontois as belong to our juiisdiebon, and aie now upon your 
island Our want of tliem for the scnace of tlus place is great, as ivell 
as oui need of chuuain for n Inch wo must depend upon youi Excellency’s 
fiiendly dispo'-ition.* 

Aftoi duo cinwidointion of these two lettcis avd come to the 
following josohitions lliat w e will accept of the iiledge tcndeicdiii 
]tI.ilo 01 wiought hIyci, and nilladiance the amount of its intiinsic 
value ledccmahle Avitlim tl\c teim of one 3 car witJiout inieicst That 
ulutoAei brass guns aic not absolutely neecssaiy to the defence of the 
place, u e shall be tlie moie willing to accept on the like teims, as avc 
arc not without gieat appichensions of the place falling soon into the 
MaiiUhlb’ Imds. when the cannon found theie will piopoifaouabl}' 
<!lieuglhcn and enable the MarathJs to caiiy on any fuithoi designs 
they may have. That wc cannot admit of the pioclamation rcfciied 
to in tlic said lettcis being adixed or othciuise published in the 
mannci the Commandant deoiieb, as such a piaelice is lepugnant to 
the £01 ms and aullioiitj’ of our own Goicmmeiit Much less can we 
sufCoi ni comiivo .at any compulcwo mcasuies to ho used with then

Dehalmg w’hat imcc to fix on the stoics to lie stiaicd them fmm 
tins Pie^idency, it is ohseivcd by tlie Piesident that as the spaiing 
these stoics in oidci to save 01 at least enable the city of Ba^'^era 
to hold out some time longoi, is neither a point of piofit 01 tivoiii 
(consulting as aao do in it chiefly om own safely and inteiest) wo 
ought m tlus ease to omit tlic chaiging of the twenty per cent 
adiTmce, usual on stoics sold to any but the Honouiable Company's 
EOiA’ants, by which icmi<;Eion tlic Poi-tugue'so will gam a faith in tlie 
quantity to be fmni-hed tlicm, and conbidci tlio same as a ical and 
timely obligation, To this the Iloaid eoncui.s and agiecs - 
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Sis clays later (7th May 173'.)) the Picsident acquaiiiLs Die Board that 
yesterday ho received the melancholy news tliat on tlic 5th instint the 
capitulations had been signed for the suriendcr on the l«th ol uic city 
of ]3a<=Pemto CJiiran.nii the INIaiillha gcneiTiL The cause of Hinendcr was 
the sueco'^s of the tuelve oi thiiieen mines the Slaidthas spiung on the 
cm tarns and bastions. The place is so suirounded with watci that only 
thice of the eleven bastions were subject to be attacked. Still the mines 
made such bleaches in two of the thicc as rendeied tlic htorming ^Cly 
piaeticablo This the MarAthas attempted with the utmost f m y and ie.so- 
lutiou Several times lepulscd they as often letuincd to the attack, and at 
length gained lodgments on the bastions. The Portuguese wc.nied and 
harassed with so warm an action lasting over two days, hardug sovcial 
of their officers and many people killed, and their ammunition ucai 
exhausted, observing the place was no longer tenable against such 
numbers, hoisted a white flag and sent one of their officers to tieat of a 
suiTcnder. Cliimndji allowed them the space of a week to evacuate the 
torni on the very honomablc conditions noted bcloiv. , 

The Consultation continues : The Commandant of the Noilh having 
made application to the Prc.sideut for assistance fioni this (loyeinment 
of boats and vessels to bung away the inhabitants and their cirocts 
acebiding to the terms of the capitulations, orders have been gi\ on 
immediatelj'' to piepaie nhat number of boats could bo piocuied, to be 
sent to Basscin to assist them in this distiessful eonjunctuic. Tlie 
I^rince of ir^Zcs and thice galivats wcie appointed to convey Ihom 
safe fiom an}' attempts on tlie sea Resolved hkcmse, as the Command- 
ant of the Nortli is obliged to seek hai-bour heic with his pco])lc till 
the rainy season is over, tliat the most honoui.ablc leception be 
given him, and a lodging be prepaied for him suitable to his station 
with such accommodation as can bo got for lodging his people. This 
treatment we tliink due to a nation in fiicndsliip with ouis, especially in 
Dieir present distiesscd deplorable condition. "We ho 2 ie'the circum- 
btauccs will appear in tliat light to our Honomnblc Masters.^ 

The following were the conditions of surrender : 

1. The said Cliiinndji Appa shall permit fice ptissagc out of the 
toivn to all the troops as ivell regular as ausiliaiics, with their arms in 
order, drums beating and colours flying, also mtli fom’ iiicccs of cannon 
and two mortars. 

2. He shall likewise giant free iiassage out to all the noble families 
tliat ‘arc now' in the towTi, with all their moveables and cfCeets, as also 
to all the Chiistians Gentus and Moois who do not choose to remain 
in the ]ilacc, and that wdth all their good,s and effects. 

3. He shall peimit free and unmolested jiassagc out of the port of 
this place to all vessels of war now in it wutli their aitillery and pro- 
iddcd at all points for defence as well as to all other vessels whose 
owmers do not choose to remain. 

4. Ho shall fimnsli all the vessels that may be w'anted (charges 
paid) to convey aw'ay to Bombay, Cliaul, or D.amau, as w'ell the noble 
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r.iniiliL'5 as llio fominon people, luth all iii ooncial tliat clmose to lea^e

togetliei with Caitan d' Souza Commandant in the Noilh and Ooveinor

ment Aceoidiiig to Bhiku Smaj^s lepoit the eoufeiencc he° had with 
Chimna.il pasted chiolly in some exceptions taken by bun at oui oonduet 
since then- invasion of the Poituguese temioiies. To those Bliiku 
made suitable answeis and explanations, wbeiowitli Clumiidii seemed 
sati^-ficd^ TMien be was about taking leave Chimmiii gave liim an 
bml, as if he expected wc should a<-sisi liim with a loan of money, 
for which he epotedwhat aids of that sort had been fiirmslied tlic 
Sidis aud Portuguese.

C'niii Jnchljiril Tlic same day (Sth June 17391 the following lustiuctions weie 
Chii'nn!iji, conveyed to Captain James tnchlnid . CUimnAii Appa, the ilariltha 
173!) '^* geneial, having applied veiy uigcntly tor a poison to be deputed 
to them, and you being named by him as one that would be accept- 
able for a pcisonal conference, whcioin it may be lequisitc to 
ticat of scvcial mattcis of gieat impoitance to the welfare of this 
island, we hare on matuie delibeiation come to a icsolufcion of 
sending j-ou on the paib of the Honourable Company on. this 
cloputiition Ton will heiewith icceive my cicdential letter and 
such piesents as I could judge (or wcie to be procured) the most 
fitting and adapted to the liking of these people, to whom I would 
liavc you take proper notice of my fiiendly disposition in gratify- 
ing this their paiticulai leqiicsfc of my sending you You me by 
cxpciicncc so well veised m the nntuie, customs, and manners of 
the Gentu governments louud us that 1 need add no instiucbions 
on those heads. As to the most mateiial points wliich you may 
want authority or directions to pioposc, or answer, and foi j’our 

S eneial guidance in the management of your conferences with 
lajirdv, Chimnaji, or those authoiized to ticat with you on lus or 
tlicii parts, you will find them contained in the following articles 

(1) If the Marathds are dcsiious sincerely to improve a good 
understanding, so we aie the same. 

(2) Wo will not suffer the Portuguese to attack- the Slaiathas 
from any pait of this island ; thenUore it ivill he needless for 
the Morathas to erect any work near the passes, as sneh .can be 
of no other u.se than to cause us jealousy They must be sensible 
we have no sort of intention to violate the friendship which we 
ojicnly profess a desiio of raaintaiiiing 

(0) That as the real end of our holding Bombay is to ciiciilato 
a fiec tiaile louud us, so we wish to have some favour showed 
us ui the duties of the nveis, which will enoouiago the jcsort 
of meichants, and piove thereby of more utility to the Maiithj'is 
than can arise to them by heavy impo.sitions. 

(1) That we on oui parts are dcsiious of fixing on some tcims 
of agreement tending to encourage the inhabitants on each side, 
and if any manufactures of goods proper foi us be set about m 
the places subject to the Maiatlids we shall ■willingly be pur- 
chascis theieof, piovided wo can be fuinislied on leasonable 
conditions. 
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(5) That our force now maiutained as well hy land as sea is 
, merely intended for our preservation. And, therefore, on having 
. a suitable security of a friendly’' disposition on the part of the 
•* Mardthds we shall in no wise molcst.their navigation. Contraiy-- 
' wise we shall aflbrd a becoming assistance to them therein, to 
w'hich end the waters loading to their riveis will be kept free 
Since Angria under a borrowed name may attempt passing Maliim 
river, and aim to injure us thereb 3 ’^, w'o hope no other vessel 
than those cmploj’cd in trade vrill pass that waj', as vessels of 
war may easity enter between this i.sland and Karanja. 

(C) That such persons as have fled hither from the Mardtha 
' countries have now leave, and shall hereafter be permitted to 
return. 

(7) That as Chimnaji may surmise we have attempted by 
our messenger to his master to establish matters on a footing in 
jirejudiee of him (Ohimniji), I now commit to 5 ‘ou copy of my 
letter sent from hence. 

(S) Should, as Dhiku Sinay has hinted, any demands be made 
for loans of money, j'ou maj' say that although we might in 
times past favour the Sidis therein, yet wo have been since 
ordered so peremptorily bj^ the Company to avoid sucli a 
practice as puts it out of our power to comply therewith. 

(9) Should tribute be demanded you may reply that, as 
Ohimndji well knows, the trade of our island lias been so 
reduced liy the bordering troublc.s, and the heavy e.vponsc in 
supporting it vrith provisions brought from distant countries 
(when denied by the Maidthils), thdt we arc unable to pay tribute. 

(10) If we are accused of assisting the Sidis and Portuguese 
in prejudice of the Maratbds, you may rcplj’ that what w'^c did 
then was on a supposal that the destruction of either bj'- the 
Mardthds might tend to injure us. But on a faither knowdedge 
that the Mardthds consider the welfare of their dominions, w'c 
have for some time observed a becoming ncutralitj’’. 

(11) If we should be required to assist in reducing Mdnnji 
Sambhdji .and the Sidis, you raaj^ reply that Maiiaji being at 
present on good terms with us, -wo cannot justify the entering 
into any measures against him , nor would it become us to molest 
the Sidis, as tliey are the immediate subjects of the Moghal, 
thiough whom wo enjoy at our sovcr.al settlements very advan- 
tageous privileges. But Sambhdji, whilst he continues an enemy 
to us, wall bo annoj'cd as much as possible by the fleet wo have 
for long been obliged to maintain in the protection of our trade 

' against his attempts.

that the success of these people has ,so much dated them that, as 
appeals by the stylo of those articles, tho 3 '‘aie fai fiom ticatinsf us 
upon equal ami moderate teiins. At the same time ns it is undeni- 
ahh that "Wc have neither forces nor anthouty siiflicient to cntci 
on any mo.v-uies of opposition to them, and that on the contiaiy 
ivo aio positively enjomed b}' oui Honouiable Masteis to seek by 
all liitiny means the establishment of a fiiendlj’’ coii espondonce 
with these people, theie appears no piefeiahlc method foi ns to

. Lleaiinlule (5th May 1739), when thcic was still hope in Bombay that 
Bassein might liold out till the rams thcPic«>ident Honourable StephenLaw 
acipiamts the Board tliat in Ins opinion the piescnt state of affairs and his 
own lecent cntiy upon the charge of the G-oveinmcnt made it exjiedieni 
to send a letter to the Sliahu Biija as a propei step and intioduction 
towards obtaining a fiiendly conespondeucc mlh that court, which 
seems the moie necessaiy now those owning him for their sovereign aie 
become and are like to continue our near neighbours. He obscives that 
such an advance on our jiart is entirely agreeable to our Honouiablu 
Masters' directions for impiovmg all occasions of cultivating a peaceable 
dispo.'Jition towards ns in the country poweis. Pm the v that, consider- ' 
ing the little assuiance orceitainty wo have of Bajiiviv's and Chimniiji’s 
designs this direct application to the Slmhii Rdja, whom they acknou-- 
ledgc for their master, may produce a good effect, and cannot pos'^iblv 
bo attended until ill conseciuonces, as we have no such deiiendence on 
the success as to lessen our guard aUid caution. The Board unani- 
mously agreeing to this proposal the Piesidcnt remarks that it mil 
he necessaiy to accompany the letter mtli a few piesenls at a modoiate 
expense, such as loolang-glasses .and other Euiope curiosities as ma}' be 
piocuied on the place. As a messenger to caxvy those presents he had 
latched on one Bhikdji Pant who had heretofore been emplo^'cd on 
messages to tliat court by the Sidis, .and was thoieforo the propei esi 
poison for this purpose. This the Boaid approves.- 

Two days later (7t]v May 1739), the day after the news of the fall 
of Bas^cm, the President communicates to the Board that since the last 
consultation Captain William Goidon had been ropie&ontod to him as 
a peison well rpiahlied for deputation to SMhu Biija, as he nnderhtands 
the country language toleiahly well .and is acquaiuled mtli tlie Iminour 
and manner of these people.

Tins pioposal of imnc not taking 
effect foi the leasons your Excellency i\as pleased to dcclaie in youi 
lettei of the 28tli (ICtli) Apnl and otJieis that occuiied, T was obliged 
to fall upon cxtiaoidmaiy methods ■Vt'itli the consent of an assembly 
of the senate pielales and nobdity, I gave oidei for a seaich into the 
convents chuiclies and piiva.te houses, and the scizuie of the gold 
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jewels and silver iliat might bo found in them. These the King took 
by ■waj' of loan, certificates being given in Older to repayment, 
whenever it was possible. The money tliis scaich pioduced has 
lulhcito served to jiay the troops and defiay other the most necessary 
expenses for the King's senice.

After several confei cnees laid fully settled 
eveiy point in dispute, and the tenns weie ready to be mtificd on each 
side, Manaji's deputies of a sudden uiiexpectcdfy Hew away fiom all tlie 
ailiclcs they had agiecd to, .and without assigning any reason broke 
off the ticjity abiuptly and took their leave to lotuin to theii- master.

choose a possessor for it. Meanwhile Captain Inchhird to be apponitcd 
to treat with Bdjirav oi Cliimndji, carr3ing with him piopcr credentials 
and the following instructions (] 3 th Deeembei) riom the Prcsideny. 
Ileienith j’ou nSl receive tianslales of the iceroy's lettcis to 
which j'ou mil obseive that the two forts of Chanl and Moio are leit 
entiicl)’’ to my disposal. These letteis will likemse serve j'on for your 
guidance in the treatj' ivlu'ch I now tiust to j'oni conduct and management 
to eairj' on in regard'to the delivcrj- of these places to the Maiatha govern* 
muut. ' You are as far as practicable to secure the issue desiied m these

cannot give a greater proof of the sinceiit^' of our assurances of friendship 
than putting into tlieir hands so strong an hold and so fine a sea-port, 
which must piove that we have no I'iews of extending our dominions, 
01 seeking to establish new fortresses in their country since we volun- 
tiinly and manifestly part with so fair an occasion. As it is not iin- 
bkely thej' maj’ afilect to undervalue tins offer on the pi esumption that 
the place must sooner or later fall into tlieii hands ; you mil natmnll}'’ 
rcpl^'.tliat in whatever hands those foits came, their natmnl stiength 
and advantageous situation would make them so gi’cat an accession to 
thcjjower in possession, that it would cost anj’ one else tlio expense of 
mucli blood and trcasuie to wiest them out of it. All tins, ivith the 
hazaid of the event, is now plainly saved to tliem by tins mediation of 
onis, and our warranting the debvory of the fortifications to them. Por 
tins seivice wo insist upon nothing for ourselves but the confirmation 
and film estahlishmcnt.o£ om' ticatj’’ of friendship and commerce, wdncli 
is bkeiviso an advantage to their omi state. I would haw j'ou then 
use 3'om best endoavoui.s to gam for tlio Portuguese Ihc most advan- 
tageous caintulation 3'ou can according to the tenour of then own pio- 
posals If the Slardthas mil hearken to no terms of pacification, j'ou must 
still 'lake notice that j'-ou are to conclude for the delivery of the forts on 
the best or anj' conditions j^on may obtain. The Sidis wc know are not 
able to maintain possession of the forts, and to let hlanaji Aiigria seize 
them would only increase the power of a faithless trc.aehcrons pirate. 
Either such disposal would disohhgc these more powerful neighbours 
and give them an handle of complaint without any benefit to ourselves, 
since ive are dclcrmincd against maintaining more countiy than u'e liavc 
at prcE-ent. On the whole you have mj' full power to treat and iilti- 
maielj' conclude and ratify" the trctity 3’ou shall transact mth thorn m 
this matter, for as it mil hear no delay or loss of time in writing back- 
ward and forward, j'ou are to put tlie last hand to it without fm’thcr 
order from -hence. Adjust the means of delivery and rctmn liithor as 
boon as j'-ou have completed this affair. Y’ou heremth likemse receive 
my letters to Bajirav and Chimnn ji, for the delivery of which j'^ou arc 
to take care.^ 
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The 21st Pecemher lr7jJ9 llic Picsidcnt acquaints the Boaid that the 
i^rniiithcib Imd seized and detained foul teen of our Koh boats eaiiicd nivoy 
fi oin tlie fisliing stalceti Mitli eiglitj’-foui men of tlic number of tho'-c 
"lofugcd on oui I'-lnnd upon the Maiathn invasion of Saloettc, ivlio had 
since voluutaiily icmamed witli u*!.

Oil the 2Gtli IMaicIi 1740 the Picsidcnt icceived intelligence .that 
Sarabhrtji Angiia nas mating picpaiahoiis of vcs'sels and men mth’ 
i\hich It wa*- icpoitcd that ho designed to fall cither upon An 3 an^cl 
Chaul 01 Kolilha, wlueli la^.t is c<;tcemcd the raot.t piohablc Whcicujion 
the Boaid instantly mole a lettei to tlic Cluol and Pactois at Surat by 
an esquess imtamav adiiMUg tlioin of the ]loaid’s intention to detamt the 
Nrptiinc’a Pnze to stiengtben the manuefoicu in Bombay sind'obbtiuct 
the enonn'^s mcasiues oi designs against the coa'.tr^tclliiig them not 
to depend on any loinfoicements of the noi them' convoy fiom* Bombay 
being otlierwi'^c sufficiently secuic; and c'.pecially icconnnendiiig to 
tliem to Fccuic the pa'-sage down of the Bombay timhei boats as any 
di‘!appamtment in tlial aiticlc would be of vciy ill conreqUenbe.”

This is tlieiefoic to icquue you immediately to iei>.ui witli the Pt nin 
of Wah'S and Tun/ sloop to llie 'assistance and icinfoieument of the 
expedition befoje Kolalxi, pioeecding to the command of tlic’ve=&els 
jcmployc'd thcicm accoiding to your station, ■\\ithall Btiennonsly lecom- 
mcndiug to and enjoiumg you to consult and conceit all raeasuios ivith 
Captaiu Inchhiid* whose exj>enencc and knowledge of thc'-e people, 
then poit, and other essentials, aio of absolute necessity foi the conduct 
and success of tins expedition. ’We do not 'doubt of youi co-operating 
s\itli him for the common good and piospeiity of the ceivicc and ho 
mil comraiimcate to youoiu instinct^ons foi your peiusal and guid- 
ance. By the bc.st intelligence wu can get the enemy has tif ty-cight 
gahi.\ts and two giabs, his uumhei o£“lioops uncei tain, though mo 
puppo=e he hashiouglit up witli liim the clioicc of Ins men on this cntoi- 
jin/o To oppose nhom we have sent what foico we had in liort uitha 
homhaidize and all necessaiics Yon aie theiefoio to join and do yoiu' 
utmost with tlic whole foice undci you, to annoy ollond and destioy 
the cneni}' and them tessols, using youi best skill and ait to come at 
them so as to bum sink oi endamage them ns much as possible. As 
Captain Inchlaid is chaiged 'rfith the negotiations of all concerns mih 
the coimtiy govemmonts, you aic to wait his notifj’ing to you tliat the 
matters committed to him admit of j'our commg away and pioocedmg 
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lullior, in -n'liicli you arc to conform yonrself to Captain Tnchbird^s 
intimalion and the nece'sf.iiy of the bcivicc.^

Koldba mth^liis foices w'ltli little or no opposition, all the forts and 
strong places being snirendered to him m consequence of the private 
inlolligence he had managed with Jtlanaji's oificeis. Only Kolalia itself 
and one-small ont-fort depending on it, still held out foi- jMandii : But 
that Sarnljliilji liaving raised hatteiios ag.iin6t the jilaee it wms much to 
bcfcaied that fiom the treachery of the Ixisieged and their inclination to 
SamhliAji the place would soon fall into liis power if Mmuiji's hands 
'U'cie not immccli.ilely stien'gthencd by succours from hence or from 
the Maidthfts. Tlio Jhesident liad theienpon without loss of time pror 
MMonally wiote Hramiji an cncoui aging letter to give him hopes of 
TclioL fiomlicncG^ smeo ’which ho had received one m a Very humble straiii 
fiomMdniijiaclaiowlodging Ins past misconduct and playing immcialo 
succouis, ,t\iid as our maune force is almost entnely out of port on 
othci sei vice, he had instantly at all events piepaied the loans of the 
mei chant vessels in poit to he equipped out of liand on any cxiiedltion 
iJiis Board may lesolvo upon on tins oeeasimi.® 

'Consideration being had of Sambhajr’s.piescnt. aUcm])t the Board are 
ql opinion that the success of it would lie attended wutli veiv ill conse- 
quences to Bomlay in pippoition to the great increase of power men 
revenues and vessels which w’ould -cnahle lum to bo so much a more 
miscluevous neighbour than hlsinuji (allowing then mchnations to pir.T.cy 
and volibery 'to he equal) , that it w'ould oblige ihe llononiable Company 
to incieasetliciimaiiiiefoic(5’(thc expense of w’hich is already intolciablc) 
to seeuic in .any measure the navigahon of the coast or even ouiiiarhour 
itselt fiom insults as well as provide for the other inclispcusahle occasions 
of this Presidency. It is agreed therefore tliai all possible means he 
used towards frustialmg the success of SambhiSii's expedition.* 

The 2nd April the President acqnamts the Board that he has certain

By whom lecened advices fiom the fleet that Siinibhiiii’s two giabs on 
sight of oiti vessels had made off to' the soiithwaid , and Ins gall vats 
ueie hauled up a cieek uudei eovei of hiS guns uhcie the watei uas 
too shoal to adnut of our vessels getting at them 'I Iiah'jManaii eiqtrccced 
gicat joy at the conung of our siiccotus ; and Captain Inchbiid finding } , 
theie could be nothing effectual done for him unle^-s sendmg liim a 
moitav a«!hoie with a gminci and a few of the pqoplp, Had complied 
with his desuc and tliat sundry shells had been thiown into the oncnij’'s 
foit and battciicfc with good sncecss.® ^ ^ 

The 5th April the President lays befoie tltc*Boaid letteis icceivcd 
fiom Captain Tnohlaidj wntten in the Imiiy incident to lu** luesent 
situation and piupoiting that lie had been obliged to siqqdy Manilji 
Anglia nuth a raoitai and that the bombaidizc (hlr Joseph Smith) and 
the gunnel's mate (Mi 'SValeis) wcie both on shoio to in the 

maiiageinent of their arhlleiy. Commodoie ^Langwoith, with the 
division nndci his command^ had on the 3id instant (Apiil) joined 
the fleet bcfoie Koltiba Tliat he was ill piovidcd with ceitain 
mlclligcnce of the Maidthris'* designs, aud wlyitlici, tlioy jiioposud to 
assist hldn.iji or not, of uliich he wanted the speediest adiicefoi his 
belter guidance. That he lud sent ti iisty people ashoie to iiisiiccl the 
stoic of poudei m his magazines, which appealed to be moic tlian what 
one hlalh.^iji had told him, nho was it seems disaffected to ht'nidj/s 
cause, that Maniiji uu*., howcvci, in want of many necessaries and 
money e^'pceiallv of uhich he had none j lliat Sambhiiji liad undoubtodlj" 
a shong paity foi him within Kolaba, uho would oijcti the gates to him 
ivcic it not foi fear of ^landji , that in the dangci the place then u as, 
it would he liighly expedient to send a 'body of our sepoys to tiiiow 
into it, and especially to bclp gairison a small out-foit called Saiga 
Truse (Saija Buruj)*a jwst of the utmost importance to the piesena- 
tiou of Kolsftia itself." ^ , 

The s-ame day, 5th Apiil, the Bombay G&voinment reply : The acces-- 
Sion of Kolsiba to Sambbaji Angna, a faithless and dcclaied enemy, would 
wo flunk be attended uith such ill consequences to the island tliat 
wc aic entnely foi pievcnting tins dangcious levolution. Since yon 
W'lilc that a few men might lie of seivice to defend the place, wc' now 
send you two bundled sepoys nuth tiieu officci-s, with what <stoies and 
ammunition you wnte may bo wanting j the di^porition of all which, 
togelhci ■with the tcims of then seciuity, ■^^e leave entuiely to you ; and 
as'j'ou may irant a small sum of money for proper expenses we send you 
a supply of Re. 1000. 

As to the fort of Sarga Truse (Saija Buruj) the impoitancc of nliieh 
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you icpi'o'cui Po Ptioiigly, wc tliould not bo agiiiupfc yoiu' llnowinq; such 
incju into it as mav imiuluiu ifc a£>.iiust the oncmj', but we are afraid of 
liiiziu'dmg ciUiQV Ml.

Next diiv, 6th April, leeeived certain information that the Mar.ithas 
had got together some foices uith ivliieh they pio2io'5ed seizing for tlicm- 
Eches .Kaianja and Elciihanta at Y'l’es'ent in Manaji’s posscsfioii.

M.nnji Augria having rccoiA’cd 
a reinfoicomenb fiom Kavanyi deeliucd admitting into Kolaba our 
sepoy.s sent for tlwt 2Juyiose, so that Ca'ptam Inchbird is in doubt 
AA licthei it Avill he liest to send ihem h.ick or keep them. The Jlaratluis 
hiiAc alieadv taken a fioiilier 2ilace called- Pslli fin Bhoi State, six miles 
south-ea^l of N.igotlina) on -tlicir Av,ay to Ahbdg, Avherc Sambhlji is 
encamped and pictcn^ to foilifv.’ 

Next daA* ( 8 lh April) the Piesident rcceiA’ed a letter from a com- 
manding olTicei' of the ^lai.'ithis notifi'ing his liaA’ing taken possession 
of Kiuanja, and intending to do the like instantly by Elephanta. In 
crinfoimity to Avhicli, he foithwilh sent a few men who seized that island,

A Consultation on the 21st August l756'has the following cntiy: 
Ilcjicrusc the advices received last night (20th August) from the 
select committee at 'Fort St. George. After consideration remark 
thoieon : 'These advices do not acquaint us how many of our 
Hon. ]\Iasters’ ships are ai rived from England, nor when, nor up 
to what date, they bring intelligence of the secret committee. We 
therefore* conclude the select committee must have despatched 
other jmtifinars immediately on those ships’ arrival, by whom 
wo may expect to receive a packet from our Hon. Masters. 
As to the large force which the secret committee aro apprehen- 
sive the Fiench_ have sent to India and which the gentlemen at 
Madras expect aro destined to attack the settlements on their coast, 
we cannot but think there is equal or more reason to imagine the 
French force will be cmploj-ed against this place rather than against 
^ladras or Bengal. This seems the morelikelj’’ considering that tho 
French are fully aware that Mr. Watson’s squadron has been 
stationed on the other coast all tho fair monsoon, and that Colonel 
Alcreron’s (Abereorn’s ?) regiment is there to assist the squadron. Tho 
Fi enchinay also think from the report, which was current on the de- 
parture of onr last year’s ships, that Colonel Olive with His Maiosty’s 
three companies of the Royal Regiment of Artillery proceeded 
immediately thither. They may also be deterred from action against 
Rengal, because of the great risk to largeships going up the Hugh and 
hecauso of tho ease with which Mr. Watson’s squadron might come 
to the relief of Bengal. For these reasons we cannot but conclude 
that the French will look on Bombay as the easiest conquest, and that 
wo have the most reason to expect an attack, especially as we well 
''know that the French liav*e lougljcen anxious to get a seaport on 
this side of India capable ofsheltenug their ships from the monsoon. 
We have fully ac^ainted the gentlemen at Madras that it is not 
in onr power to send them , even the Protector except fitted os a 
merchant ship. As to their present stronuons requisition for both 
the Protrdor and the Revenge,^ it appears to us very improbable 
that Mr. Watson will not be sufficiently reinforced from Europe, 
especially as the secret committee mention they had applied to the 
Ministry. We are fully concerned for the bod situation of our 
Hon. Masters afiairs in Bengal and ore aware they have required 
a reinforcement from Jiladras. Still the ships recently arrived at 
Madras have doubtless brought out .the usual number of recruits’ 
and fioin the best accounts we can get of their strength it consists) 
inclnding the King’s troops, of about 2500 Europeans. On tho 
other hand, as Sir James Foulis’ accompanying statement shews, in 
consequence of draughts sent to Gheria and Port Victoria our garri- 
son consists of only 1671 men, including all the military, sick and 
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well, of every denomination.^ In these ciiciiinstance-i our unanimous 
opinion is that we aic not able to reinforce tlio gentlemen at iladias 
in the manner they dcsiie, though, agreeable to our loruiei resolution, 
A\c still intend sending the Profedor. 

In_thc present state of aiTaii.-) thinlcing it highly incui> 3 bcnt on us 
with the utmost expedition to take all pi openneasniesfu, leiidenng 
IBoinbay as dotensihle as possible, c'-peciallj’ on the side nest the 
sea, icsolvcrl, as the works which Oaptain Jacijues Dc Fiinck iuteiuls, 
though we helicvc cxfcieuiely well calculated, cannot be completed I’ui 
u veiy considerable time, that fascine batteiies made ot cocoanub 
trees and bamboos and inountcil with heavy cannon he erected 
hetween the bandar and the fort, and whci ever else the artillery 
ndiccis cousidei the coaat most exposed to the attack of large shijN.

Iwen measured by Captain Do Pimek, who lepoits it can ho so disijoscd 
ds to hold twelve gunR. In case of an attack in boats tliis battery will 
have the advantage of being well lUukcd with small arms. A sketch 
of thc.l'oit and proposed batteiies done by Caiitain Do Funck, engineer, 
accoiApanies.® On'" the other side of tlie foi-t, betwixt the Flag 
SfalT Bastion and the further end of tlie bandar, if the ground is 
cleaved of the Grand Chauki and some other iiuuons buildings, theie 
will bo room for tliirty-fonr or tliiity-six guns. Other spots may he 
found piopcr for batteiies. But as the tw'o places above mentioned 
ai e conveniently situated for the defence of the fort and the haibour, 
and as their batteries will he low, and their w’orks can soon be 
llnislied, we judge it mil he proper to set about these first rather 
' than to take too much in hand If we aie straitened for time it is better 
to have a small number of works all in good condition than a great 
number all undcfensible. These wall add forty to fiftj'- guns to the de- 
fence of the fort, .and m.ay be set about as soon as materials, particu- 
larly cocoanut trees, am brought.® After ponFaderation icsolvcd that 
two Latlcnes, one on the locks next tlie Tank Bastion, the otliei' 
between the Flagstaff Bastion and the fuither end of the liandar, he 
approved and ordered to he immediately set about. In this connection

to use, if oni magazines wcie filled m such a manner as so important a 
senice icqmres. This too is suiiposing things in the most favouiable 
light for us, that ive aie to be atticked only by seven oi eight sliqu, 
and that wo lose no powder but what is expended on piopei seidee. 

It ought to be conbidcicd that our powder, which is noiv laid up m 
masomy magazines, sujipobcd secure fiom aceiiloiits, must be liroiight 
out and iu gicat pait belaid leady for the use of theniatteuos, in rnaga- ‘ 
zincs «iecuicd only ■mtli beams and caith and nuide in a hurry. In - 
thcbc ciicumstances nothing is moio likely than our losing fifty sixty 
or fourscoie bands at once, blown uji by a casual shot or shell from 
the enom}' Our situation would ho much woise if, instead of seven or 
eight ships a gicater number should come against us'. In such a case, 
though they might not have room to piesent their ivhole hne at once, 
they could haul off their disabled ships, and supiily their places with 
ficsh ones. Tliis would ceikdnly enable them to bold us injilay for 
moie than one day. If we part .with any of our powder now, wc will 
not liave enough foi two days, and what will onr condition be if an 
enemy should attempt ^land, when our ammunition is spent,' At the 
veiy highest ealeulatioin w’e do not find tho pow’der nulls c.'in make 
above three hundred barrels a month, that is about one-tbird of what 
we may liavc tor gpend in one day.^ Moieovci' tho powdci-makei assures

At a Consultation, the 6th Octolier 1756, the President, acquaints 
the Hoard that the occ.asion of this meeting is to infoim them th.at he 
last niglit-jeccivcd a packet fioin the Donoiimble the Secret Comimtfcc 
(in England) enclosing- some of His Majesty’s piinted deehiiatioiis of 
war agtimst the French King.

At’a Consultation, the 12th October 1756, rciirl the following lettor 
from Captain Jac(iucs Dc Funck to tlio President and Ooupcil, riated 
Homhaj'’ 7th Octoher 1756 : yesterday, ns a French War is ileci.'irofl, 
your Honours wcic pleased to older me to deli^'Ci this daj* a plan 
of Bomh.ay showing the situation of the foi tified works anrl to 
maik out the nccessai-y batteries to oppose nnj’^ cneinj”. As I 
mentioned ni my liilst doseription siihinittcd to 'the Boaid, the 
iortifiod work round flio towni is in a very bad condition, and 
the most of the sea side is quite open. At the sea side to the 
light and left of the fort arc two batteries in A and D of the 
diaugliL® and now in execution hy your Ilonours’ approbation. 
'J'o make the front of the fort still more defensible I licre pi oposo 
one battery in C, whicli shall cover tho foot of the curtain Ironi all 
danger from attack. As this battery is to lie horizontally' out 
upon the point of the rock it wdll force the enemy to keep oil to a 
further distance. On this side of tho fort under the curtain is 
already contrived a little souiciain with a gate, which will render 
it moio convciiient for a pas.sage to and from this battery. 'J’his 
battery is to be made of tlic stems anti leaves of the cocoanut tPoc 
in the same manner ns I have begun for the .qtlieij- hattcry below 
the ,fort hy the Tank Bastion. It will he very necessary that tlic 
upper part of the Governor’s hou.so is taken down, as its ruins Svill 
prove a very ready material to throw over the curtain and fill tlio 
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open ‘Space which forms the battery. Upon the bed of loclis, bcfoie 
tlie Mdndii and lloj'al bastions, I have piopo'sed two similar 
cocoa-palm batteries marked D and E. These two battel iei aie to 
second the other batteries below round the foit, and likewise the 
intervals between the tw’o abovcmentioned ba'stioiis and the 
Castle. They W'llI fiu'ther secure the full Hanked defence at pi csciit 
wanting at the faces *of the Mandvi and Koyal bastions. Dongii 
is a dangerous place. It ought to be sustiiincd wdth some gooil 
battery to pi event the bill lalling into the enemy's possetision. 
The plan will show in F and G the batter^' I now’ piopose contih cd 
with a full flanked defence which is necessary as that t‘oi t had none 
before This battery may be made of ground and fascines wbicli 
will make the expense as little as possible It will be necessary to 
join this battery to the fort with chevaiix de tiizc, which I have 
orduied to be made. 

On the land side opposite the Banian bastion a small hill rises 
about as high as the Town Wall. On this lull, a woik which will 
not take long, a battery must be cut into the ground. This batteiy 
will command much of Back Baj’ noi tliwaid and south W’anl. It w ill 
keep the enemy at a distance, and hinder thcii approaches, or i.iisiug 
any batteries near the fortifications of the tow’n I have pioposed 
another battery of the same kind outside of the Apollo gate, w’luch 
will he at the least expense possible One thing must he ohseiierl, 
that the hedges and trees which surround most of this and the 
north parts ought to he destroyed or they W’ill enable the enemy 
to come under the wall without being seen from any of these w’oiks 

By the entrance of the Old Woman's Island near Mr. Broughton’s 
house a fine spot commands one part of the entrance ol the road 
and likewise Back Bay Upon this place I propose a ledoubt w’lnch 
can easily and speedily he cut downw'ards in the ground. This 
redoubt will keep the vessels far out iu the road and hinder an 
enemy entering the island.^ 

After consrdeiation the Secretary is dueeted to acqii.'uni Capf.nn, 
Dc Funck tlrat he has mistaken the vcilial Older we gave him the 6lli 
September, whidi was to deliver in a plan of the whole woiks as they 
now' stand, with tire alterations he pioposed making. As Captain 
Do Funck reprc'senth it to he neco'ssary, agiccd the trees and hedges 
w’lthin four hundred yards of the torvn w’all ho immediately cut 
dowTi confoimahle to an older of the Board dated the 6tli July 17-39. 
In regard to the destruction of the uppei pait of the Foit Uonse, t-hould 
a Board of oflBceis deem it absolutely nccocsaiy, the ricadcnt will it-snc 
‘oi^is to have it pulled down At the same trine a piopei hoii«c must 
he ill «t-i 0 upd foi keeping the Seciehuy and Accomptint's oflices. 
Besolvcd, when the battencl« hhWTaiang arc limshed, that should they he 
found necessary tire others nowr pioposed by Captain De Funck he 
begun " 

At a Consultation hold the same day (12th October 1756) appiovcd 
the following opinion of the Council of War, dated Bombay 8tli 
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OcloW 1736; Sir James Fonlis ncqnainletl the officers that he \\'ns 
directed by the Goveriioi to take their opinions of the best mclhod of 
qnaiteiing the troops, militia, and other inhabitants of this island for 
its defence, should an enemy attempt to land upon the island.^ The 
followinji ariangemenls aie proposed Tlie several corps of military 
and militia ate to rendezvous at the alaim jiost assigned them, fiom 
whence Iho}'^ may be immediately detached to oppose tlie enemy in their 
attem 2 )t to land. A pioporlionablc tiain of field aitilleiy is to 
accompany each party, Avhich is to be rcinfoiccd by part of tlie garrisons 
of the adjacent forts. Should the town bo titlackcd, the guaids, 
ofUccis included, Avill amount to three lumdied and sixty -three, and as 
it IS probable that the attack may be fiom tlie sea, eight Imndicd more 
would be requisite , to woik all the artilleiy that might bo bi ought to 
bear upon ships in and coming into the Road Now the gariisim 
consisting but of tu’clve luindicd mililaiy, it aiipc.Tis that ilie n hole 
must be ii^ion constant duty, Antliout expecting a ichof, a fatigue that 
could not possibly he long sustained 'J'his difficulty indeed is seemingly 
obviated by siiiiposing that attacks made bj' sea aie of a short 
continuance and Ibeicloie the fatigues of the defenders being short may 
bo sujjportcd. ]5vcn granting this, a gicat inconvenience must 
necessarily liappon for tins icason that if any place slionld be too baldly 
pressed by the cnem}’’, thcie would be no troops to siiaio for its 
assistance^ To lomcdy this and otliorineonvemcncics, such a di'jposition 
of the military and other troops must lie made as to make a relief 
Iiossible. 

To employ the ivliolo militia nifclioufc distinction on military 
duties would in all iirobabilitj’ rather create confusion than i'uither 
the service. It is therefore thought more inojier to iiick five 
hundred out of the whole, and four hundred .sciioj’s, and to ajgioiiit 
a pioportion of thcni loi guard, to do duty with the regular tl•oop^ 
ill sucii places particularly us arc farthest from danger. By these - 
means the duty Avill he cased, and more men may be sjiarcd for the 
hcrvice of such plac'es as may want help. Alter all this 216 men 
will .still be wanted to complete our relief. This defect may bo 
supplied by European seamen 'or lascans, of whom no disposition is 
or can be made at present, since it depends upon the lunnbci of 
Acssels that may he m port, or the occasional use that in.ay be made 
of tliose people. oidcred ashore for land service, they may be 
^ appointed to icndozvous behind the marine banksaiil (or storehouse) 
in the street leading to the Apollo gate. The European inhaliitants 
I Avlio make but an inconsiderable number, may bo reserved for a 
' piquet guard. Such of the militia as are unfit for military diitj’’ may 
1 bo usefully employed in lielping to extinguish fires, in assisting to 
bury the dcarl or to carry off the Avoumlcd, to remount cannon or 
bring aiiimunition. For these, the upper bazdr seems a proper place 
I 01 rendezvous. In case of n,n attack by land, two hundred men 
■; '"''9 , d be sufficient for the service of the cannon and mortars that 
I nnglit be employed against the enemy’s batteries and approaches. 

. Jt, on the other band, sallies arc to be made, broaches icpaii erl, and 
^ retrenchments cast up a much greater number must constantly 
; attend for these several services. Nor is ikto be forgotten that iu

the Pic^iilenf. It is thercfoic unanimously rcsolvwl to offer 
3^[r. Spencer "irliat the house has cost. Mr. Spencer being pi C'>enfc 
accepts this offer and declares he will subsciibe to a particular 
account of the cost of tlie house as it stands on liis books, which 
he imagines will be about B.s. 15,000.^ 

At a Consultation the 18th July 1757 the President then 
infoiming the Buaid that on consulting the chief engineer le- 
gal ding the sand-hill without the town wall and opposite the 
Banian bastion, svliicli fioin its height and situation iniglit annoj* 
the g'lrrison cxticniely in case of being ntt.acked by tbc French 
on the land .side, the engineer iccoiniiicnded its being •levelled. IIo 
thcicioic pioposes oideiing the major to set the militia imme- 
diately about it and that no peison belonging to that corps be 
exciihpfl fioin tins seivice without sending a man in his loom. 
Tins IS appiovcd.- 

At a Consultation, tlie 23id August 1757, the new fortifreation 
pa 3 'inastei i epoi ting that some sepoys who’ weiv sent the middle 
of last month (Jnl 3 ') to uoik at the Piince’s bastion hax'o lefused 
to icccive the usual pa 3 * of 1 pice a day Inlhcito allowed them on 
being cinplo 3 'ed in making the old and new drj* doclc, he is 
diiectcd not to allow them or an}’ other sepo 3 's aiis’thing more® 

At » Consultation, the 2nd August 1757, it being nccessaiy tliafc 
ive should know* the evoct number of covenanted soivants such as 
belong to the private meiclmiits’ ships and other Euiopeans or 
mestec inhabitants capable of bcaiing arms now on the island, 
e.\clusivo of such ns liclong to IIis Maipst 3 ’’B detachnienbof artdkiy 
or seive the Honourable Coinpan}’ in the niihtar}* marine or 
militia; Oidei’ed that the Seeretiuy req[une tbmr attendance nt the 
foit on Fnfla 5 ’ morning next in oidei tor their being mustcied ^ 

Thiec daj's later (5th August 1757) a Consultation resumes : 
Having this tla}’ mustered the Uonouiable Conipam’’'f> covenanted 
servants and other persons belonging to the island noticed in oiir 
last Consultation for the hotter defence of the phjee nt case of being 
attacked by the Ficncli, and finding tliem ±0 consist almost 
entii clj’ of Euvopeait-s and no inoie than Ot in numbei, lesolved 
that they be all formed into an independent company under the 
eoininand of Chailes Oiommehn, Wilhain Sedgwickc, and Gcoigo 
Scott, and that whenever the attendance of those gentlemen or 
an}’ ot them is requited by the Piesidcnt, the next eldest cove- 
nanted seivant in standing command the company in their stead.® 

At a Consultation held the 27th September 1757, the President 
'acquaints the Board that in consequence of his request the Nana 
(Balaji Peshvva) has sent him an older to Ramaji Pant, governor 
of the neighbouring couutr 3 ’, for recciv’iug the European ladies

On learning of this proof of the friendly feeling of the Marathns 
the Dirccfcois urotc Uoth April 1759 : Your complimenting tlic 
Ndiia’s general niiindji Pant in the manner you did on the invita- 
tion to his daughtci’s marriage meets with our approbation, as 
such civilities arc tho best moans for conciliating the jMiirAthds to 
our interest. It gives us pleasiiio to observe the strong and recent 
instance of the fi leiidship subsisting between you and tho Marathds 
in the Ndna’s giving an older to Hainaji Pant for receiving and 
accoinmodating at Thdna the European ladic-s and children in case 
ot your being attacked by the Fiencli. We shall depend upon your 
iissinances for cemeutmg and improving this good undcislaiiding 
by all fitting mcans.^ 

Shortly alter the Bombay Government received Ndna’s friendly 
assurances (27th September 1757) the following letter legarding 
tho war piepaiationsof the Fieuch (dated 2otli Aiarcli 1757) reached 
(27th December) tlie ‘ President fioiii the Directors : Great pre- 
paiations nre making for cai lying on the war between the British 
and French nations with the utmost vigour 'J'lie I'Yench have 
been very industrious in fitting out an arinamciit at Port L’Orient 
for the East Indies. It consists of twelve of the Fiench Company’s 
hhijis to be joined by six laigc ships of tho King’s and two frigates, 
on board of which tour thousand land forces were to bo embarked 
uiidor the command of Mr. Lallj’.** 

About the .same time (27<h December) arrived a Despatch of 

- the Court’s, dated the 4tli iMa}' 1757, in which tho Directois write : 

- The general situation of public alfaiis so far as they alFect the 
Company, and the nccessaiy directions in this time of danger, as 
■well with icspeetto the French as your concerns wfith the MaiAtliEis 
and other country powers, will be commumciitcd by the gentlemen 
of the Secret Cojinnittcc to our President and the rest of the 
Select Committee at Bombay.^ 

The Dcspatoli continues : Tour care and vigilance are not to-be 
■ confined' to your presidency. In this dangerous juncture they 
must extend to the general interest of the Company wherever and 
' ■ whenever it is in your pow'cr to be of service. For tins purpose 
a good liaimdiiy must be kept up with our other presidencies that 
you may mutually assist each other.*' 

At a Consultation, the 21st October 1757, the President lays before 
the Board translate of four French papeis intercepted yesterday 
ly a patamar fiom some gentlemen at Goa and at tho Isle of

These ktlcid 
ndsibc that the fii ‘-t division of the Fiench fleet, which we suppose 
must be the .ships which passcrri'ellicherry the hitter cud ofAinrust, 
is-.n lived 111 Imlia, that a ‘•ccond division was expected atMaiiiituis 
fiom Biazil wlieic tliej' say they iicaid it was already arrived, and 
that a tliiid w.is piouiisod to leave Fiance bctoie the end ot the 
year. The^ wiitoi acknowlcdj^es lie docs not ciedit the last division, 
and we think it highly impiohable they couhl have advice of tbc 
Second division being ahead}' at Bin/.il. We hope there in.ay 
be nothing but g.^sconade in either the .second oi the third divi- 
.sion. We have the satisfaction to pciceivc they are so greatly dis- 
ticsscd foi wheat at M<iuritms that they oidci aver}* large quantity 
to be pill chased .and sent by any means possible irom Suiat. One 
of the lettoiti in cipher, dated at Mauiitius 19th August last, 
addicssed to a committee of then India Compiiuy and strenuously 
rcconmiendud to be foiwaided overland, is rcfcircd to the Select 
Committee to decipher it, with diiccbions that if they fail copies 
lua}' he foiwaided to the Honourable the Seciet Cominiticc and 
the Select Committee at Madras that they also may endeavour to 
decipher it.^ 

At a Consultation the 22nd November 1757 the President 
acquaints the Boaid that so long ns the Ficncli war continues he 
thinks it proper that the town gates should be shut at beating the 
retreat, but that the wicket be kept open till the usual time. To 
obviate any incoiivenienco .niising from this legulation he intends 
ordeiing that the gates shall be openeil to admit any gentleman and 
bis company who has the paiolo or may be engaged with him at 
Parcll. This is appioved.® 

On the 5th Febiuary 1757 seveial houses near Dongii Foit 
weie accident.ally burnt As, if rebuilt in the same place, these 
houses would inteifere svith the foititications, Goveinment ordered 
(7th Fcbinaiy 1757) the Collector to take the ncccssaiy measures 
for piuventing their rebuilding. Next d.iy a publication was 
issued icquiring all peisons, who, under pietence of assisting them, 
bad lobbed the sufleieis by the late file of any effects, to deposit 
tile same in the Bombay custom hou-.e on oi befoie Satuiday next, 
otheiwisG any peisou in whose possession such property might aftei- 
wards he found or who might be proved to have puioh.ased or 
scoicted tbc piopcity would & prosecuted agreeable to law.® 

In 1757 a new issue and translation of leading publications or 
legulations was pi-op.aied On the 15th April 1757 at a meeting of 
the Board llcssis. Ciommclin, Bj'feld, .and Wliitehill were appoint- 
ed a committee to inspict the different publications and select cei tain 
of them for issue.* . 

On the 20th September following (1757) the committee laid 
bofoie the Boaid such publications as in their opinion ought to ho

The Council agreed that the collection should be sent round to the 
inenibcrs for perusing tlicm at their leisure.^ 

On the 25th November after certain alterations and additions the 
puhlicatiohs were directed to be translated into the country languages 
and read .at the usual public places. As they were bulkj', and as 
the inhabitants could not be auilicientlj’^ informed of their contents 
by one,pubhc reading, it was agieed that copies should be lodged in 
the Collector's and clerk of tlie markets’ olHcc, and the inhabitants 
required to read them there that none plead ignoiance thereof." 

In Suiat the year 1755 seems to have been quiet and prosperous. 
On the 4th May 1757 the Court write: Wc observe rvith satisfac- 
tion the good undei’standing with the Surat govcinment, and tiust 
our affairs arc likely to be carried on at that place without the 
interiuption and difficulties j’ou have e\peiicnced for some time 
past. All prudent measures must be used to continue and preserve 
this tranquillitj'.** 

The same Despatch (4tli !^^ay 1757) contains the following refer- 
ence to the result of the capture of Cheria by Colonel Gli\ c (13th 
February 1756) : The umbrage which the Maiatluis have taken on 
the captuie and plundeiing ol Gheiia without their assistance and 
participation, bears an unpleasiiig aspect. TVe observe a treaty 
was on foot when your last adMccs came away to accominodate 
matters. IVe hope it has been attended with success. If it is at 
all times greatly for the Ooinpanj'-’s interest to be upon fiiendly 
terms with the Mariltlifis, it is more pniticularly so in the present 
dangerous situation. In this connection we cannot a^ oid observing 
that the President has shewn his attention to the Company’s 
interest in piocuring a giant from the Maiatliils for excluding the 
Dutch from ti ailing in their ten itoiies. This was a groat piece of 
service and meets with our entire approbation.* 

In the .same letter (4th iMay 1757) the Court continue: We 
shall depend likcwi.se upon your u.siiig all prudent measures to 
prevent the Dutch settling in the Sidi s country at Rajpufi. As 
you represent the applying of some money among the Sidi’s people 
Avas A'ery nece.ssary on the occasion, we do acquiesce thci’cin as well 
as give you a liberty of making use of this method Avlien it is 
absolutely necessary and done with the utmost frugality.® 

The 1757 records contain a ferv references to the increase of the 
Company’s military strength at Surat. A Consultation of tlic 
20 th September records : The chief and factors at Surat acknow- 
ledged the receipt of our commands of the /12th by the convoy 
and advised that as soon as some Arabs Avhich they were enlisting 
were ready to go on board they should return such part of 
the convoy as was ordered. That their thinking the service required 
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expedition in the doipatch of the sepej's had induced tlicin to embark 
file compauieg on the iTmimouth Ketch and tiuuu country boats 
hired for that pm pose as no other nppoitumty was likely to olTei * 

On the 6th October 1/57 the Council leranik: A.s ivo esteem the 
Aiabs the best country niihtaiy anti as they are not to he nllotved 
piovisioiis on shore wc would have the chiet and factors at timat 
procure another company of Aj‘,ib'» " 

References also continue to difficulties arising from Englishmen 
taking service m Native States. On the 27th Reptcmbei 1757 tlie 
supermtendent reporting that he has heen informed the two officoi 
at the Anne snow when forincily attached to the ships JIvctoi and 
Frotcttar, ran anny with their boats and enteicd into Ahgi]a'’s 
service, Goveinment direct that the supeiintendent confine them in 
Older for their being e\ainincd." 

At a Coiusultation, the 22iid November 1757, the Council rccoicb' 
the following • As the town has become very dirty in gi cat measijs '' 
owing to the little 1 egaid the inhabitants pay to the .sCiiven^>.o'ad * 
account of his being always a junior' seivant, agiced tirajio 
member of the Board be appointed to that office, ami that all liousi, / ' 
w ithin the town be pioportionnbly t.ixi'dforinamtainniga sulficieui 
number of labomrera, carts, and buflalocs for keeping the town 
clean.* 

A Consultation of f he 81 d March 17.5S records that as fii es have of 
late freipiently broke out in and near the town and as the principal 
engineei has lepiescnted how much the imk of fiic is mcicascd by 
pot or tilo-makoKS carrying on their business among 01 ncai other 
houses, agiecd that a publication be issued by lieat ot dium leiiuir- 
iijg all potters and tile-m.ikeis tomove to the .subuibs nitbiii a 
month fioin this date under the penalty oi a fine or of corpoial 
piinisliiucnt.* 

That the security which followed the destiuctiou by Colonel 
Chvo and Aliniral Watson of tht pirate stumgbold ot Grliciia on 
the Ratndgiri Coast (13t.h Febiuoiy 1756) shouldjiaye pio\eil of 
mote advantage to the Dutch .and Fiench, who hud no shelter on 
' the west coast of India, than to the English who enjoj^ed tlic sccuiity 
Tif Bombay, though natuial, w.is an unexpected and ino-'t un- 
palatable lesult to the Comb of Directois In a despatch of the 
5th July 17 58 the Court wrote : It is with infinite coneoi n n e pl.iimy 
see that the destiuction of Aiigiia jnoves a happy event to our 
rivals 111 trade. After all our immense cxpeii.ses’tlie Ooinp.'iny’s 
affdiis are biought into a woise situation. For although fiom j-c.ir 
to year we Imvc been ainu.sed nith tho most specious pioiui&es that 
the Dutch should be, diovc fiom Eiijapui, and this indeed is one of 
■ the strongest ai tides in your tieaty, yet the Nfiua has not diivcii

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them out. And now Gheria is gone, we are in doubt if he ever 
will. Now as we esteem it a matter of the last importance to 
Bombay that the Dutch should be dislodged for ever from Kaja- 
pur, we call upon you in the most serious manner to n^^t 
yourselves, using every prudent and political step with the 
Marathds and Sidis to shut out these dangerous competitors in 
trade. Indeed when wo consider the great influence you have over 
the Sidis both of Surat and Edjdpur, and your cemented interest 
with the MarAthds, it is a matter of wonder that this has not sooner 
been effected.^ 


In the follmving year (25tli April 1759) the Couit add: We shall 
depend upon your seeing that aiticlc of the Gheria Treaty with tho 
Maralhds at all times ellicctually observed and executed, whereby they 
promise never to permit the Dutch to have any settlement oi’ to 
^ ry on any trade in their dominions through Edjdpur or any other 
Your utmost endeavours must be continued to prevent and

The recent novel and crushing disasters, the capture of Madras in 
1751* and of Calcutta in 1756,* brought to the-front the urgency of

' these are to form the military government in this exigency. Who- 
ever is defective in his duty must be tiled by a general court 
martial. We further lay it down as a standing rule that, unless from 
want of ammunition and provisions, no fortification be given up 
without a breach made and until it has stood one assault. This mili- 
tary authority is to exist no longer than the enemy is before the plaeo 
and the island is in danger. When the island is restored to safety 
this military government is immediately to dissolve. The President 
and Council arc to ro-assume their own powers, and our afiaiis are 
to be conducted by the same authority as now exists. Should it 
ev'er be your misfortune to be reduced to extremities, and the said 
military power bo under the necessity of compromising with the 
enemy, we direct that such treaty or agreement must be considered 
and digested by our Governor and Council, and receive their appro- 
bation. According to our former appointment. Colonel Lawrcnco 
is Oommander-in-Uhief under the Governors and Councils of all 
our forces in the East Indies. If therefore he shall happen to be at . 
Bombay, ho is to be one of the said military government and is to 
take rank next to the Governor.^ 

Of the progress of the French war the Directors wrote on 1st 
November 1758 : The war with Franco continues with great 
vigour. We have the pleasure of saying that by .the .steady jcoli- 
duct of our government and the superior force and success of the 
British nh.v}'’, that of France is greatly reduced and the remainder 
in a great measure confined to their ports, French commerce like- 
wise is at the lowe.st ebb. The only notable cflbrts the French 
make by sea are in the East Indies. There we Hatter ourselves 
both from the early intelligence which all our settlements have had 
of the naval and land forces under the command of Monsr. D’ache 
and Lally and from the great loss those forces have suffered by 
sickness they will make no great impression. We have lately 
received intelligence from Ilha Grande at the Brazils that in 
the month of May last (1758) four large French ships were at that 
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place, being {"ai b of a fleet of eleven ivliicli sailed togotlior fioin 
1' ranee, and that tlio said four ships iveie waiting for- the icuinin- 
ing sc\ en to proceed together to the East Indies , whether they

But aa’o must" 
efer sending any orders for carrying into execution the projected 
ex'- ' siA'c Avoiks until A\'e have had Mr. Maco’s thoughts and projects 
Aipon a strict A’icAV of tho Ai'orks at Bombay which aa^g are in good 
hopes ho AA'ill havo time to digest before ho proceeds to Bengal. 
Wo cannot avoid repealing wluit avc have more than once ^aid that 
Mr. Dc Fimck’s plans and projects are in general too cxtcnsiA’c, and 
oonscquenlly AA’ith little regard to the expenses they must necessarily 
he attended Avith. Besides avc observe ho still continucsyCry dilatory 
in producing his plans, those for the neAv Avorks, AA'hich he promised 
in 1755, not haA’ing been dolivercci in at the close 'of the following 
year. 

The Despatch continues: Without economy and fnigalilj’’ tho 
Companj'^^ may bo luu to great and manj’ unnecessaiy expenses in 
the cairjdng on the Avoi’ks.^ We shall therefore depend upon j'our 
constant attention for settling such mlcs and regulations from time

As a further precaution against a Frcndhuttack a Consultation 
of the 20th July 1759 decided that the Master Attendant and 
Chief Engineer he ordered to alter the pilotage maiks into the 
harbour so as to mislead an enemy on their attempting to come in.® 

Two 3 'ears later the Court express (Gth May 1761) their approba- 
tion in the following torms ; Your causing the pilotage marks to 
be removed so-as to mislead the enemy in case of an attempt upon 
the island was so proper a measure that it cannot but meet with our 
approbation.® 

A letter from the Court of Directors, dated 25th April 17o9, con- ’ 
tains il% following details regarding the establishment of an Agency 
or Presidency in Smd : We have no objection to employing Mr. 
Ilohert Sumpton in carrying into execution our plan for a settlement 
at Scindy on the supposition that you are all satisfied he is the 
most proper person for such an undertaking. Should lie succeed to 
our expectations he may rely upon our future favour. Wo aro 
sorry to find you rather lukowaim upon a Bubject capable wo 
conceive of great improvement, highly advantageous to us and 
the subjects m general. For neither are the manufactures . aud- 
imports of Scindy a mystery to us, nor do we doubt that Semdy may 
bo made a granary to your island, as well as a source of the 
supply of any number of excellent cattle. Wo are equally clear 
Scindy maj’ open new and extensive channels for the vend of our 
woollens an object you must always cherish. At the same time we 
are sensible it has long been a fluctuating Government, and that the 
estaLlislunent of a presidency "wjH require circumspection and judi- 
" cions coAduci, If Semdy saltpctro wstes by refining to the degree 
you’ mention, the waste must proceed from ignorance. Our late 
Chairman procuied some Scindy saltpetre which cost m Scindy Ks. 4 
thcpaAcTnan (80 Ihs.). This underwent very carcM trials here, 
and lost no more but proved equal in goodness to the best Bengal 
saltpetre.*

In connection with the measures to meet .a French attack, at n 
Consultation of the 8th July the Piesidont, the Honourable Mr. 
Crommelin, laid before the select committee, and afterwards before 
<’’e Board, a letter from Major John Fiiiser, containing proposals 
tor putting the island into the best state of defence against an attack 
from the French. Tho letter was read and the following remarks 
entered opposite each proposal. 

To Major Fraser’s first proposal that, as the French would 
probably make a land attack on the fort the plan of tho 
fortification be imracdiatelj'’ laid before the Board, and the.Enginccr 
consulted thereon, the committee remark • We are equallj’ desiious 
as the Major to have a plan of tho fortification laid before the 
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Boarti. "With this object, on delivery o£ the plan sent to the 
Honourable the Court of Directois by ship Clinton the 26th 
Fcbvuaiy last (1700), the Piincipal Engineer ivas diiectcd to AtiVN 
another copy The woik of piepaiing this copy >\ill piobably take 
time as the Principal Engiuecr’b attention is ho much cmplo^'ed in 
oveilooking the fortifications noiv in hand and as he dcf laics he 
lias known places lost by the enemy ohtainingonly a rough bkctch 
of the foitihcations, and that on that account he haii never yet gi\ cn 
any one a sight of the plans of Butnbay. 

In legard to Major Eiaser^s second propo'-al that all inhabitants 
of Bombay (Company’s servants excepted) be divided into seven 
parts to bo obliged to "wotk one day in seven upon the fortification 
under the direction of the Engineer at the clailj* pay of the common 
labourer, the heads of their own castes or other piopcr ofliceis to 
act os overseers, the committee reinaiks that the Piesidcnt had 
alroadj' summoned the heads of the sevci.il castes to deliver him 
each foi his own caste a list of the nuinhci of men and hoys above 
10 5 'cais old, ■ttith an account of their several occupations. But 
that this order had not yet been carried out ^ 

As regards Major Eraser’s thiid proposal that all private u ork 
be stopped foi two or ihiee months, and that except those emplo 5 ’'cd 
in the maiino yaid and aitillcry seivicc, the uliolo carpcntcis 
biicklayers masons sSjiths and other artificeis iiOM omploycfl on 
oi upon the island bo immediatelj’’ tuincd to the public wtndvs, 
the committee find after consulting the Piiiicipal Enginoei that 
ho has not and that at this season lie cannot procure enough chunain 
to employ moie bneklayeru or ma'-ons tlian he nOF has The 
Boaid also lemark tliat an order stopping private buifclipg had 
been in force since April.® ' . 

On Major Eiaser’s fourth proposal that no cattle or provisions 
of any kind be sent off the island and that the number 
ownei ship of cattle and otliei provisions now upon the i&l-iiitl be 
iccnidod, the committee remnik Major Fraser declares that ho 
makes tins proposal beCtiuse he has been informed that niimbcis of 
cattle are now constantly passing across the haibour. To this, it 
is to he remarked, that at this season cattle always leave Bombay 
for glazing rietuining at the close of the monsoon. Thai .any 
attempt to f.iko an account of die cattle would alaim the inba . itants, 
more particularly the Gentus, who aie by far the most numpio’’s 
caste on the island. If they took fright the cattle owncis woum 
take methods of depriving us of the cattle instead of lainging anv 
liack at tbe close oi the mazing season. So far as it refers to 
the cattle this pioposal is deemed improper and impolitic cspecullj- 
as in case of necessity we could easily bring all the cattle « ithm 
the w.ills As to other provirions that not only has a particular 
account of them in the distilcts both of Boinbav and lilahim been 
taken and dohveicd into the Board, hut also an account of the 
stiengthof theganisonandofthe ghi, oil, firewood and other stoics 
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leqnired fora two mouths’ siego. As to forbidding oLlier provisions 
Ijpsides cattle being sent ofi' the island, the committee romork the 
export of all grain has been prohibited since the 31st July last 
(] 759), and all suitable encouragement has been given by many 
publications for bringing every species of provisions to this place, 
a pi occdiire which wc have had the iileosurc to find has had a 
vci y good effect. 

Major Fraser’s fifth proposal that the general stores of the 
garrison be iminediatel}' strictly examined and a just account 
given of what is fit for service, has been alread}'^ carried out. 

Major Frasei’s sixth proposal that thirt}’- men from each of 
the Europe ships be sent on shore and disciplined in ca.so the 
sori'ice of the garrison should require them, might be found 
difficult to put in practice as the Admiral had already carried 
away a certain number of the men. 

On the seventh proposal that all cover for the enemy within 600 
yards be immcdiatelj'^ cleared away, the Board remark that the 
arrangements in progiess for clearing a space of 400 yards .should 
fir-st be completed. 

llegarding the eighth proposal that all the mortars howitzers and 
otljcr iiicccs of orduance for which we have .shells and .shot he 
iinmeaialtdy mounted and completed for .service,- The committee 
ordoicd that the commanding^ officer of ^artillery he I'cquired to see 
this article forthwith obeyed if it-htul not ah-cady been carried out. 

^ ^Major Fraser s nintb-^ro^sal was that the W'holo militia of the 
island bo seven agreeable to the regulatiou.s 

made purpose' when the troops were encamped at Byculla. 

On thi^iqrtiQ committee record : Wo agree to such of the militia as 
deemed capable doing that duty in the manner the Major 
p4^'poscs , as .soon as the President has a list of the several 
cast‘is\nnd. is able to appoint them. At the same time we must 
observe that to require the inhabitants to work one day in seven 
on the fortifications and to bo exercised second day in the week ns 
militia., will be deemed a great hardship especially at this season 
when all arc employed in the rice fields. 

Major Fraser’s tenth pi’oposal that upon the alarm guns being 
fired thr .whole militia of the island repair directly to Bombay 
where the military quartermaster will deliver them arms and 
a'-^.mnition and there remain till they receive the commanding 
officer’s orders, as well as his eleventh proposal that a list bo made 
of all the ship’s companies now in the road as well lascais as 
Europeans with the quantity of powder, number and quality of the . 
shot on board or on shore belonging to each vessel, arc approved by 
the Committee and ordered to bo complied with. 

The twelth proposal that, in case tho enemy should appear 
before Bombaj', except those attached to His Majesty’s ships and 
liospitals, all sui-geons and mates with their medicine chests and 
instruments belonging to ships in tho road or inhabiting .the island 
bo ordered to repair to the Company’s hospital and there attend the 
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gcneial gorvico, is also .approved . Decided that suigcons and mates 
slionld leccive timely warning in case thcie bhould prove occasion 
for this Fcrvdce. 

The Committee remark that the thirteenth pjoposal that the 
IIonourablc_ Company's civil servants and other Euiopeaii gentle- 
men inhabitants oi this island he incorpoiatcd ami foim an 
independent company to a<isist in the defence of the island had been 
carried out m August 1757. tliat the company had hecn regulaily 
ti.uncd, huh that if Jlafor Fiaser could spaie'them the services of a 
inililaiy olHcei to help the comniandaut Mr Byfeld he would be 
welcome 

To Majoi Fraser’s last pioposal that it was requisite to lay in an 
ain}ile stock of aiiack to encouiage the people duiiiig the iatigues 
of a siege, approval was given and a reference made to asecitain 
the quantity in stock.* 

An attempt to enforce the landing and diilling of a contingent 
of aeatnen from Caiitain Newton’s Ilomjhton (9th July 17G0) was 
dcpiecatcd on the ground that the men were tiaincd and that in 
the i.iiny season the men weio required on board. The'-c lea^oiis 
were accepted and the attempt to enforce j^Iaior Fiaser’s ninth 
pioposal was abandoned - 

In addition to these measures it was verbally arranged that a 
party of military be scut under the Principal Engineer’s direction 
to level the sand hill without the Chuich Gate ; pay to be allowed 
the Euiopeans at the same late as was allowed tlie King’s artilleiy 
in 1756 on erecting the batteiy between the bandar and the fort. 
’J’he Major to send a loll eveiy morning to the Principal Engineer 
and the Engineer to forward one every night to the paymaster, 
subscribed by himsell ^ 

At a Consultation on the 29th July 1700 the Boni’d consideied 
the follov ing letter from Major Fraser on the treatment of tlic out- 
foits : After considering the strength of the oufc-foits on this island, 
we are of opinion that it is not advisable to attempt to defend 
them ag.ainst an Buropodu enemy. On the one hand the forts are too 
confined for the proper use of the guns, on the other hand they 
cannot he furnished with men without an undue dram on the 
garrison. We theiefore advise that at each fort altdlc? ■ '-fficers 
be appointed to suivey the guns and stores so as to leave oiil}’- 
enough to make the proper alarms on the approach of an oiufcy 
and defend themselves till they can he suppoitcd or withdiavrn 
At the same time we I'ccoinmcnd that .lie pay a inoio paiticular 
rcgaid to tlie foits of Sion and Waili, these being the places wo 
judge of the greatest consequence. These pioposals the Board

At a Consultation held the 30th November was read the follow-

The most vigorous measures are still 
pursuing as the best, indeed as the only, means of hiingin<r the 
enemy to equitable terms of aceommodatioii and attaiinn^’ that 
desirable object a .safe and honouiablc peace Altlioufdi the 
geneiou-s oveiturc made by his late Majesty last winter towards a 
congress for a pacification has not yet produced a .suitable return, 
it i.s hoped the distressed condition of the enemy will opciatc so 
strongly befoio the opening of the iic.Kt campaign, that they will find 
themselves under the necessity of relieving their distress by agree- 
ing to such tci ms as .shall in tlicir present condition be reasonable. 
These however aio at present only our wishes. We do not find any 
ovei ture,s have this ye-ii been made on the part of cither nation 
Wo do not k*iow of any French force in-oceeding to India tlii.s 
season, at ica,t none of any great consequence. Wlieiicr’ci we can 
get airMut'Migence of their intentions and motions witli respect 
to t-.io East Indic.s, Wi- shall give you the car]ic.st information It 
io with gre.nt pleasuie we look upon the advantages gamed’over 
the enemy by tlic King’s and Company’s land forces upon the 
coast of- Coromandel, and equally .so upon the gallant behaviour of 
His ]\tajosty’s naval forco.s. Wo are greatly obliged to Admiral 
bteevens mid Colonel Oootc as also to Colonel Monson foi the 
SOI vices they have rendered to the Company in their .several

their meiit, and thi.s you will not fail to do, .should any of those 
ofilcers be with you on the receipt of this letter. There is the

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have great reason to apprehend that private vie\v.s and conncction.s 
have brought on these mischiefs. It is ccrlain that all our late 
embroils ayiUi the Surat government have had their rise from self- 
interested motives. We ai'e assured the promoter of these mis- 
fortune.s was the Dutch broker JInneher (Mancharji) a mi.screant 
who, although in a foreign interest, has bccnino.st shamefully snH'or- 
cd to influence all our public concerns in that cit3% and though 
bani'-hed from our service bj' Air. Wake, was suppoi’tcd in chccl;- 
ing and controlling the measures of our late Chiefs, Messis. Ciom- 
melin oud Ellis, till ho .succeeded in cstablnshing in the gnvcin- 
ruenthis creature Ali Nawdz Khan for the .subversion of our nflair.s 
an<l in absolute subjection to the dictates of the Dutch. In such a 
situation, loaded with injuries and stripped of our privilege, a war 
was unavoidable. We are therefore pleased to find it finished on 
tG)*m& .so honourable and advantageous. For the future see that 
3'ou give us no cause to complain that private intercourse \\ ith onr 
enemies is continued to the prejudice of our interest If this is 
repeated b3'' an3' of our servants, we shall deem those servants 
unfaithful dishonourable and unworthy of our service. 

As we now possess the castle of Surat, we shall here lay down 
some rules for the conduct of this important concern. The residence 
ol servants must bo in the castle But whether it ma3' be 
for mercantile convenience and collecting our duties to liold 
the' factory in the castle is left to 3'our judgment.

Great order 
mid severe discipline must be maintained that the soldiers arc never 
suilcrcd to injure or maltreat the inhabitants. In the choice of the 
military commander no regard must be paid to seniority. I’lic * 
commander must have temper and abilities and be esteemed by ■' 
his people. We dwell the longer upon this licad because in sucli a 
cit3' many and fatal mischiefs may flow from indiscretion in tho 
commander. 
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So long as ho acts uprightly it will be your interest to keep fair 
with the governor of Surat City. At the same time in all just and 
equitable iustancc.s 3^11 must appear the merchants’ ndvocalc and 
pi-otcctor. 'The real and natural interest of Surat centers with the 
traders, and in defending them from oppression, 3*^00 establish your 
own security. Such candid and fair behaviour will unite the 
inhabitants in affection and respect to your government. Make no 
111 u.se of power, distribute justice equally to all. Our Chief, we are 
satisfied, will maintain the character of an upright faithful servant 
and Ins example we hope will in-spire others with ajust 'sense of their 
duty. Sliould it appear that mercenary and selfish views bins any

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one to the prejudice of public measures, such, ■without \raitmg for 
orders, are instantly to he dismissed from our seivico. As you 
value our favour, -sve depend that your vigilance and caic -ft ill he 
at all tunes exercised in freeing ns fioin unavoidable emhioiL and 
in detecting the smallest malpi'uctices' at Surat.* 

On the 25th April 1760 the Court of Directors ■wrote: We 
observe that upon some dispute 'President Bourchiei took into his 
own hands the po'wer of measuiing giound. This wo highly 
disapprove. The measuring of ground is our Collector’s province. 
Upon an application he issues liis orders to the cldik of the ■woiks 
who certifies such njeasurement to the Collector, when the same 
becomes regularly reg’istered. If any disputes should arise (which 
to us seems iinprohabl^) the Governor in Council arc to dcterniiue 
the diffeience.® j 

The same Dcspately continues : IVc approve the steps you have 
pursued ■with Captam Cameron and the late Mr. Fungu (Funck). 
At the same time uw can by no means excuse our Chief m faking 
off our soldiers f^nm their duty to employ them as tailois and 
cobblers. Thi^s a practice we will not suffei. The example may 
encourage ini^'nois to commit great abuses “ 

During fXiis time the Company’s iclationo with the MaiAthlls 
continued friendly. On the 20th June 1760 Go\ind Shivnimpant 
at a . meeting with the Honourable the President and Council at 
th.e Company’s new house, delivered an elephant presented by 
"Wana (Baht)i BdjiiAv, 1740-17G1) to our BToaouiable Alastcis * 

A Consultation of the 2Gth August 17G0 records : Some persons 
'Tiutbc island having offered Rs. 1000 a year to have the sole 
pri'i’ilcge' of impoiting and selling betel-leat. we think the ainoniit 
18 so tnfling and the risk so considerable, the farm will prove a 
hardship to the inhabitants and likewise affect the Honourable 
Company in some essential points ; we judge it conducive to their 
real interest to decline the oifer.'’ 

On the subject of this monopoly two years later (IGtli Apul 
1702) the Court obseive: You did well to reject the offer of 
Es. 1000 for an exclusive piivilege of selling betel -leaf. Wo shall 
never acquiesce in raising a revenue by any method that may he 
oppressive to the inhabitants, more particularly ■U'^hen proposed in 
EO underhand a manner.*' 

An entry in the Bombay Diary of 1st October 1760 shows that 
in spite ot their excellent qualities Arab sepoys lycie occasiunally 
troublesome : The Secretary by order ot the President acquainted 
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the Board that in addition to the misbehaviour of the Arab 
scpoj’-s brought yesterday to the notice of the Board by !Mr. Byfcld, 
Major Fraser had this morning informed the President he was 
afterwai’ds- told tliat some of the Arabs were even loading their 
pieces when the gentlemen at muster accepted their submission. 
This made it probable they would otherwise have proceeded to ex- 
trc*initic.s. 'J’lie Major having not only proposed but recommended 
to the President to get rid of such troublesome people, the 
Picsident had ordered tlie Secretary to acquaint the Boaid that 
with their concurrence he intended to discharge the whole 250 
Arabs lie would accompany their discharge with some credit to 
their officers and satisfaction to the rest of the corps lest on any 
future occa^on the island should otherwise be disappointed of their 
service. In this proposal the Council unanimously concurred ^ 

While the news of the ruin of Pilnipat (January 6th 1761) was 
on its way to them the Directors wrote (6th May 1701): Although 
we arc satisfied it may be attended with ill consequences, still to 
preserve a good understanding with them, it may be advitsablo to 
allow the Mar/ithils to take possession of Riljpuri. You must bo 
careful to interfere no further in assisting the Sidi than may be 
reallj' and absolutely necessary," 

On the 5th May 1761 tnistworthy advices by Basra bringing 
word that his late Majesty George II. of ever blessed memory 
departed this life the '25th October 1760 of an apoplectic fit, 
the Bombay Council ordered that on the occasion 76 half- 
minute guns be filed from the castle j that nil the principal 
inhabitants on the island be required to put themselves ,into deer' 
mourning for three months and afterwards to wear half mournii.^ 
for a like space of time. The Council add: Notice of this event 
must be given to all our subordinates and a salute of 21 guns 
must be tired to-morrow at sunrise for the Prince of Wales* 
accession to the throne. It is agreed not to proclaim the Prince of 
Wales till more authenticate advices are received.® 

At sunrise next morning (6th May 1761), agreeable to yesterday's 
resolution 76 half minute-guns were fired from the fort and 20 
from every ship in the road. The garrison was likewise ordered 
under arms and fired three volleys the drums colours and officers* p 
spontoons (half -pikes or halberts) being put into mourning. At 
noon a royal salute was fired from every ship in the road and the 
guns all round the town were discliarged on account of the Prince 
of Wales’ accession to the throne.^ 

On the 16th April 1762 the Court of Directors wrote : It is 
very agreeable to us to find that you have prevailed upon a shroff 
belongmg to Tarvari’s house to settle upon the island. Every 
encouragement you give to .merchants to come amongst you will 
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always meet with our approbation. Wo hope this single instance 
will incite otliers to follow his esamplc.^ 

The Diary for 1762, imdcr date Sunday 7th November, lecords ; 
A very violent gale of wind doing considerable damage to the small 
craft in and about the harbour, blowing down great quantities of 
"cocoanut trees, and in other lesjiccts greatlj' damaging most ot the 
oaits and houses on the island.- 

The destruction and injury to cocoa trees foimcd the subject of 
a petition fiom the oait-holdeis foi a leinission of assessment. Of 
this petition and the consequent inquiry and settlement the Bonihay 
Government gave the iollowing account in a Icttci to the Court of 
Diiectois dated 2.oth March 1704 ; On the 11th June the fuzinildrs 
of Bombay and Miihim delivered ns a petition wherein they set 
toith the great loss they sustained by the storm in November 1762 
and on that account desired to be released fiom the tax. In conse- 
quence ot tins we ordered the Collector to make enquiry and rcpoit 
to us what deduction of tax would be reasonable. Again, on the ICtli 
August, the oai't-faimeis delivered us another petition desiring 
consideration on account of tins storm. The whole matter was 
1 cferred to the Committee of Accounts who on the 3rd Januaiy 
(17G1) icpoited that the estimate of the loss calculated by the 
vcreadoTcs amounted to Ks. 14,332-3-9. In the Committee’s opinion 
it was impossible for the veroadorcs or any set of people to calculate.- 
the term of ycais ti CCS shall remain fruitless after such a stoiro 
The Committee rtcommonded that, on the fourth sort of tiees, the 
iariners should have a proportionable abatement of tlieir tux for 
.the first six months after the storm, for one year on the first second 
and third sorts, and a proportionate deduction in their annual icnt 
-fur the trees blo'W'U down. As this settlement icduced tho damage 
from Eb 1 ‘l-,.332-3-9 to Ks. 8300, it was approved and oidcrcd to 
he cained out. We hope it will satisfy the farmers. If not, the verea- 
doies will ho ordered from time to time to suivey the oaits that 
should it be necessary a piopoitionable additional nhatcnientmay bo 
nuiclc.^ 

This settlement by no means satisfied the Board of Dircctois 
On tho 22iid Maich 1765 the Court write to Bombay Wo 
obseivc the farmers of the oaits petitioned the Boaid for an allow- 
ance on account of their suiferings hy a storm in 1762, and after 
taking the same into considciation j'on alloncd them Bs. SoOO. 
This appears to us a very laige sum As youi making such a pic- 
codent may he very prejudicial to our intoicst in futuic, we expect 
you will explain youi motives fox this transaction more fully to us 
in your next advices.' 

In a letter of the 3rd March 1763 the Court of Dircctois write : 
•You were infoimed by our last letter that tho negotiation for a 
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peace between Great Britain and Franco was cntii'cij’- broiien off. 
It was therein also intimated that there Ayas too much leason to 
apprehend a war would break out with Spain. This event accord- 
ingly happened. On the 4th of January (1762), war was declared 
in London .against the K.mg of Spain. The motives for this measure 
will aiipear by His Majesty’s declaration, dated at St. James’s, the 
2nd ol' the same month, which j'ou will hoi*ewith receive. Yon are 
accordingty to cause the said dccl.aration to be proclaimed at Bom- 
bay and its dependencies with tho solemnities usual on such an 
occasion This information must put you on your guard to take 
all proper measures for the security of our navigation against any 
attempts of this now enemy. In particular you must give the 
necessary orders and cautions to tho commanders of all our home- 
ward bound ships to bo well on their guard and avoid touching at 
any Spanish ports during the whole course of their vo 5 '’age. It is 
further ncccs-jary .to inform you that relations with the Dutch 
nation are at pi-esent so critical that we should not be surpiised if 
they take some unjustifiable measures to our prejudice in tho East 
Indies, psxrticularly in Bengal, In these cii’cumst.'inccs you cannot 
be too watchful to prevent any dangers apprehended from the 
Dutch.’ 


On the 10th of August (17G2) the several European and native 
inhabitants, agicoablc to the summons sent them for that purpose, 
-''being assembled upon the Green, the Board also repaired thither at 
9 o’clock in the morning when all the troops in the garrison being 
under arms, the Secretary mounted on horseback, road His 
Maje.sty’.s declaration of ^var against Spain. After this the Board 
proceeded to the Bandar.® 

On. the Sth August 17G2 read the letter and accompanying papers 
received last night (7tli August 1762) from the President and 
Council for military affairs at Madras, advising us of a proposed 
oxpeilition against Manilla and desiring us to afford all po>;sible 
assist.uico m men, vessels, stores, and apparatus. After considera- 
tion it is decided to hold in readiness as many men ns our situation 
will admit. Also one bomb-vessel, 'lOOO barrels of gunpowder, 
and sucli flat-1 jottOiiied boats as aro flnished. In the meantime we 
slmll hope to rceeivo farther advices how far it may bo expedient 
to prosecute this expedition while the French aro in possession 
of tho islands. Also whether the withdrawing forces from India 
on so distant an expedition will not expose the settlements to the 
enemy’s attacks.-' 


About the 2()th Juno 1763 the President received by 'Aleppo and 
Basra a letter from the Court of Directors dated 30th November 
1/62, informing him that on the Sth instant one of the Kind’s 
messengers arrived at the office of the Earl of Egremont -HiB 
Majesty s Principal Secretary of State, with tho instruments of 
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pioliiiiinaiy ai tides of peace signcrl at Fontainlilcaii tlic Grd instant 
liy Ins Grace the ])ul:c of Bwllord, llis Majestj '.s M mister Plempo- 
tentiary, with those of t!ic Most Gin isLiaii imd Gatholie Ivm^' In 
coiiscqnenco of tliihon the 2Gth Novcniher a cessation of arms s\ns 
puhlicly (kclnrcd in Bnglanrl between the .s.aiil pon el's. TJic Court 
continues: That this cessation of aims may ha'o its projier anil 
intended cfl'ect you are not only strictly to obseivo it yoinselvcs, 
lint you arc to send ami give nninediate notice thcieof to eveiy 
pm t of India and wherever cl«c we hav e any connections oi it may ho 
of any possiblo_utility.* Accoidinglj’ o'clock on tlicninining 
of the 24th June, the gairison heuig under aims upon the (ticoh, 
the President and Council heing piesmiL and the Euiopean and 
until c inhnhitnntii duly assembled, the Seeiotnty, mounted on 
lioibcback, read His Maicstj’b pioclaination for a cessation ot aims 
between Great Britain iiniicc and Spain - Two months later, Slst 
August 1 7d3, on information contained in a letter from the Dircc* 
f/irs dated 3 Ibt March 176.1, at nine in the inoinmg, the Honourable 
President and Council, attended by all European and native inha- 
bitants, icpaired to the Green where the yccrctaij" mount ul on 
lull ^eback road His Sfajesty's proclannition of peace. The garrison 
being under arms fired three volleys and the Port 21 guns. After 
this every body iicnt to the Church and luaid a thanksgiving 
hcrmou prepared for the occasion.®

G bo pOiicc 
Ixjliveen the Euiopean Nation's rn India may piobably contiibute to 
lessen the tiouhk's among the inland Princes and thereby to oircu the 
dooi of trade and commerce in their scicral countries, a result irliich 
must increase ouv customs and levcnncs all over India.* 

A year* later (3rd April 1761) tire Diicctois^ continue: We arc 
poiij' to find there is reason to complain of the continued decrease of the 
customs .and duties at your Presidency dining the yc.irs 1761 to 1762. 
Thib decrease as you adidsc ns is Giving to the general decay of ti.ade 
and the imscttlcd state of the countr y. As the po.rcc noM* established 
in Eruopc must be prodnetiTe of good effects for the commoice of ^ 
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India and ns wc rely on yonr best endeavours to promote thr Inf-ornal 
tranquillity of the eountiy, we hope that we shall hear no fui-thor 
complaints on tliis subject.^ 

In one respect the disturbed state of the Deccan was not unfavour- 
able to Bombay. 

Att a Consultation, the 31st May 1763, Gfovernment rcmaik: 
As the Moghal, that is the Nizjtm^s army, has entirely destroyed 
Poona- many of the piineipal traders have asked and received permis- 
sion to repair hitlier ivitli their families. As our Honourable Masters 
have frequently recommended us to give aU suitable encoiu’agemcnt to 
, people of substance resorting to this island, it is ordered that a publica- 
tion be issued signifying tliat all persons who may repair hither skill 
enjoy the same privileges as other inhabitants, and he peimittcd to 
pui'chase lands or houses from any persons they think proper. This we 
hope will induce many substantial subjects of the neighbouring 
countries to resoit under our protection.® 

This measure was approved by the Court who write (22nd 
March 1765) : Wo approve the measure you took in inviting the 
inhabitants of Poona to settle at Bombay.* Though upon tliis 
occasion the Mardthas are said to have prevented any rich 
incrcliant leaving Poona, Bombay seems to liave gained important 
additions as it is noticed that by 1764 the population had increased 
to 60,000.® 

In the years of war and expectation of war (1761 and 1762) 
the fall in revenue was accompanied by an increase in charges. 
On the 3rd April 1764 the Directors write to Bombay: It is 
with concern wo find ourselves disappointed in the expectations 
you gave us that your charges would be decreased. By your 
general books it appears that in the course of last year charges 
have been considerably increased. Still we observe that thi;. 
increase is for the most part in consequence of the late war. vVe 
therefore laise no objection beyond earnestly recommending to you 
to take advantage of the peace to reduce your charges within due 
bounds.® 

The diary of the ISth November 1763 has this entry: A Court 
of Admiralty was this day held on the people belonging to the 
JBoijal Admiral -who attempted to carry off that ship out of Surat 
road. At this Court Andrew Pope, VV. Bruce, and T. Moore Avere 
convicted of piracy and condemned to bo hanged as the law directs.^

The Bombay Council resolved to introduce a standing rule that 
goods icmumiiig unsold at the end of July be valued at the thou 
mailrct price and the customs collected thereon accordingly.^ 

At a Consultation dated 8 th October 17G6 the Council order that 
four coolies being detected in cariyiugoff contrniy to the established 
rules of the Government a merchant largelj' indebted on the island 
the Collector should levy the fines of Es. 100 which the publication 
subjects them to on this account.® 

At a Consiiltatidn of the 28th January 1766 determined as 
ineonveniencics have aiiscn to the public service from Bohords and 
others working up iron and exporting it across the harbour for 
the service of the Mardthds and other country powers, that the 
e.xportation of all iron worked upon the island lor ships’ use be 
jjrohibited,^ 

The Court of Directors’ letter, dated 12th March 176G, contains 
the following reference to Angria’s affaii’s : In your letter of tho 
11th May 1705 you acquaint us that two sons of Tultlji Angria, 
escaped from Mau'itha confinement, arc arrived at Bombay claiming 
oim protection. IVc wish you had not entertained these fugitives 
A('ii may give umbrage to tho Mardthds. It will bo more agreeable 
lo^ns if you can get iid of the Angrids by giving a small sum of 
money to each, and desiring them to go to some other country.* 

A Consultation of 4th November 1 767 records : Ecceived by 
palaairiJ a letter from the President and Council at Fort St. George, 
enclosing a letter from Colonel Smith to their President, with the 
agreeable news that the armj’ under his command has gained a 
complete victory over the combined forces of the Subha of the 
Deccan and Haidar Ali Kliiiu In consequence of thi.s liapjiy 
event a royal salute was immediatel}'' fired.''’ ^ 

On the 28th January 17G7 tho Honourable Thomas Hodges 
succeeded the Honourai)lo Charles Cronimclin as Governor and 
President of Bomba}'. On the 4 th April 1767 the Com t of Dircctois 
wrote : Wo must observe that for some j'cars past under vai-ious 
pretence?,, our servants at your presidency have purchased many 
buildings i'rom gentlemen leaving the island, -which in general have 
appeared more for the interest of those gentlemen than that of • 
your employers. To prevent this in future we positively order 
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that no houses or Vii\'irehouse3 be puichased on oUi account until 
leave lb fiist obtained fiom ns ^ 

A Consultation of 1st September 1TG7 recouls The tiadc of 
the island being gicatly inteiiuptcd by people seizing ham'ih to 
carry palanquins ; llesolvcd that no hnmdlt ■whatovci be oinploycd 
in this service without permission iioin the customs inastei nho 
must be cliiectoil not to give leave for nnj', except tbo'>c usually 
called batty humuhj and a puhlicatioii ot this, oui ipsolntion, to 
be issued by heat of di am. After this should any peon or other 
pcison presume to seize any /i a inn'/ without permission fiom the 
customs master |ie must be punished at the customs master^i* 
discictioii."

means of concunmg in an affair of sucli impoitance to the advance- 
ment of science, wo thus eaily and earnestlj' recommend it to 3 'ou, 
to direct all and every person in the service of tho Ooinpan 5 ’- who 
arc conveisant in astronomy, and to desire in our name bj' paiti- 
cular notice or otherwise all othci persons whatsoever undei your

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influence p^pperly qualified fov the purpose to exert themselves 
in malting the most careful and aecui’ate observations upon the said 
transit, and to deliver their reports to jmu in writing to he trans- 
mitted to us at least in duplicate by the earliest opportunities. 1° 
the pcr.sons who shall be employed as ohservers you are to deliver 
copies of the directions sent to 3 mu in 17C0 for the last transit. 
A^Mien wc receive certain promised instructions fiom His Majesty s 
•A.'stronomcr Eoji’a! for obseivations on the expected transit we shall 
forward the same that copies thereof may also be put into the 
hands of the observers whom we also wish to be furnished with 
instruments and every assistance contributary to the success and 
accuracj'’ of their observations. We have given and shall send the 
like directions on this subject to Fort St. George, Bengal, Fort 
Marlborough, and China.* 

Ill the same letter (18th lilarch 1768) the Court continues: The 
exigency of the times limiting the remittances to Europe through 
our cash wo have considered how we can best alleviate the haid- 
ships that individuals maj' sustain thereby. To compensate for 
the same and open a channel for transmitting such sums as there 
ma}'' be occasion to send hither until the alteiation of circumstances 
shall no longer require the refusal of the bills of exchaiige, we have 
resolved and do accordingly allow that all our servants civil marine 
and military, the traders in coral, and the commanders of our 
freighted shiji.'s, may impoit gold or silver in specie or bullion from 
the East Indies, free of duty and all other charges, the freight of n 
quai ter poi cent to the commanders excepted. The exportation of 
the said specie or bullion from Bomba}- is to be made under y-our 
license and register, in the same mamier as is practised in respect to 
diamonds, except that the exporter is to be free from all duties and 
charges thereon. You are to transmit to us in duplicate such 
registens for ascertaining the particulars that on the arrival of tho 
ships wo ina}’ order the specie or bullion to be brought up to our 
treasury to be delivered to the persons to whom the same arc 
rcspoctivelj- consigned. Tins indulgence is to continue until we 
invoke the same.® . 

In July 1768 as a number of people had been lately bitten somo 
of them fatally by mad dogs. Government resolved (22'nd July 1768) 
that a publication be issued by beat of dium requiiing all persons 
possessed of dogs to keep them tied up for a certain space of time 
otherwise they will be dc.stroyed. A paitj- of sepoys to be ordered

As many inconveniences were found to arise from tho boats which 
ply in the road as bumboats being under no regulation, the 
Bombay Council agreed (18th October 1768) to forbid any boat to 
ply in this capacity without a permit.

Oil the 31 st Mai eh 1709 the Directors wiite* It has happened 
of late 3*cais that among man}* natives of India uliohavc been 
sent to England as servants to gentlemen or their families ictinn- 
ing home, several, cntiiety foi sakcii by the persons who engaged 
tliciii and theieby left in vei3* destitute cn cumstanccs, have 
apjdicd to us to ictuin at the Company’s expon''0 on boarrl their 
.ships. This we have been induced to giant not only on account of 
then gieat distress but to prevent icllectinns on us' in this lespcct 
Iiom the people of India. In order theicforc to icmed}* these 
giievauccs 3''ou me hereby directed not to peimit ^13’ poisons 
whatever, on ictuming to England, to take with them a native of 
India -without giving security for every such native in the sum of

On the 31st Jlarch 1769 the Court writes: The importation of 
silk appealing to us of the gieatest consequence, as ivell for the 
hctiefit of the Company as a national object, we have again taken 
this branch of trade under our consideration We aio of opinion 
that if the troubles at Bushiio make it impracticable to procure silk 
there, that you strongly recommend the agent of Basia to attend 
to this business A.s a further motive to attain this end wo permit 
you to inciease the price as far as Bs. 90 the vian. If you can procure 
us a considciablc investment, wo even authorise you to extend it to 
one huiidrt'd. As the first and third sorts aftbrd the largest profits 
we dc-siic j’-ou will send as little aspossililc of the other soits, talcing 
them only as a means of procuring the fiiiat and third.- 

Oii the SOtli June 1760 the Court of Directors wiote: Though 
fiom the beginning we have seen with gicat concern the war with 
Ilaidar Naik and disappioved it as being contrary to the opinions 
we entertain of the Company’s true interests in respect to the 
counti y powers, yet so long as the war coiitimics it is the duty 
of our several presidencies to co-operate to tbc utmost in order as 
soon as possible to force the enemy to reasonable terms of peace. 
The sbamoiul bobavioui of the gairisonloft at Mangalor has done 
grievous inischiof by encouraging Haidar Ndik and his tioops. 
You should have endeavoured to repair that disgiacc by . some fresh 
expedition against liia possessions upon your const. ’J’lic state of 
your forces docs not appear to us so weak as to disable you in 
the maniiei 5 ’’ou represent, nor do the principal officers give any 
such opinion. It i.s tiuc that Colonels Campbell and Keating I'n 
considering tlic state of 3 ’our works give an opinion what Bboukl be 
the number of the garrison for their defence in case of attack by 
a regular army. This does not .imply that such a garrison .should 
remain for over within the walls, nor does the nature of our 
sendee admit of such calculations We hope our servants at 
Madras liave before this scon an opportunitj' of making peace upon 
rco.sonable terms If Uaidar Niiik refuses to hearken to reasonable 
tcrnis^ our‘ three piesidcncies must co-operate vigoionsly to reduce 
liim. At the same time considciiug the Morafchtis as the most 
dangerous growing power in India, we shall he very sorrj’- to add to 
their strength hy the total defeat of Haidar NJik, who has hitherto 
been a strong check upon their ambitious views. We wish him 
therefore to remain an in dependent power in amity with us, and ivo 
hope in time ho will consider that his owm interest points this out. 
If once ho lets the hlariithSs get a footingin the Mysor country, under 
a pretence of assisting him against the English, they will not rest 
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tlicy are masters of the whole. The whole tonour of our 
lettoi*? to j-ou auil the othci prehidcncics willnliow you thiit wo .up 
rather jealous of the Mai Stha power. Wo have sousrht to continue in 
peace with them, ami to keep up n frieuLll}’’ inteicouisc. If they 
think fit to t.ake a hostile pait against us, to send you insultimr 
niossagos, and to lir.ave jour port with their grabs, it is time to 
take vigoious mcasuics for preseiving that icspcct which tve have 
liitlicrto held on your snle of Lidia. When you wrote youi lettci 
of the 13th December ghung an account of the Jlai-ltha flout 
ciuising oft’ the liaibour and of the insolent answer of Visiiji Pant, 
3*011 had .ships in your harbour mote than suflicieut to have 
destioj'cd his fleet or biought him to a more b'ceoming and. explicit 
declaration Also when Madhavrao informed j'ou that his design 
was to demand the chaitfh from the Nabob of Arcot, preseiving at 
the same time the utmost goodwill towards the English, j'ou should 
have told him that those two things wcie incampatible, that the 
Nabob of Arcot was, as ho knew*, in firm fiieiidship and alliance

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loflcct upon the attacks which arc most likely to be made upon it, 
and to endeavour to discover the best means of making the town 
dcf'Misiblo in the shortest time considering the present situation or 
il,s wniks. Tlic bust attack upon Bombay is unquestionaWy from 
the sea. Troops under cover of a licavj- well-supported fiin from 
.shipping, may land between the Dock Bastion and the Bandar 
Batteiy, and between the north-east curtain of the castle and the 
old Jhindvi Bastion. This space of about one thousand yai’ds is 
almost totallj' unprovided with fire, and for about half the distance, 
namcl3' J'roin the fort to the end of the wall near Moody^s house, 
there is no impediment in their way. A ship laid in a line with 
the old M.indvi Bastion may take the whole north front in enfilade, 
and all the works from the line of communication at the salient 
angle of the Bazdr Gate Ravelin to the ridge of Dongri in reverbc. 

cssels laid between the Dock and Bandar Piers will enfilade the 
greatest part of the Dock Bastion, its curtain, the gorge .of the 
Hoj'al Bastion, and the south face of the Apollo Gate Kavelin. 
They will also flank the north-east and south--wost sides of the 
castle and take the north-west front in reverse. Vessels laid in 
lino with the .south-south-east face of the Royal Bastion will 
enfilade the wliole south front almost to Stanhope Bastion and the 
north-cast face of the Dock Bastion. If this town should not be 
attacked fi’om tbo .sea but the enemy determine upon an attack by 
land, it is for obviou.s reasons impossible to suppose them so ill- 
coinhictod ns to attempt a landing to the soutb'ward of the towm or 
on Ool.'ilia. Ncitlicr can we suppose that they will attempt n 
landing to the westward of the town on account of the locks and 
shoal water in Back Ba3' ns well as for want of a sufficient space 
to make iboir appi oacbes and many other reasons. In short one 
may \ enture without much presumption to prophesy that if .an 
cnuni}’ determines upon an attack by land either to the southward 
or westward of the town, and if the garrison behaves tolcral -ly well, 
they will never take the town. From the Dock Bastion therefore 
to tlie Moor’s Bastion one ina}' pronounce this to^yn free from even 
the possibilit3" of nn attack b}’ land, and 3'ct this’ is the only part 
of tlic fortifications of Bomba3'’ that at this moment is in a tenable 
condition. Little also is wanted in all this extent but to mount the 
guns in the lunettes of the Apollo Gate Ravelin, and to repair the 
wooden platforms wliich at present are almo.st all broken. From 
Ihu Moor's Bastion round to the old Slandvi Bastion the old works 
arc in a vciy wc.ak and ruinous condition, and incapable of any 
good defence against an3'thing like a .spirited .attack The ditches 
anil covered way of the Ilodges and Oumhcilaud Ravelins are 
unhnisheil, in many parts not even begun, and there arc no bridges 
of communication between these outworks and the place, 'fhe 
rampart for much the greatest part from the Church Gate round 
to the old Afdndvi Bastion is ruinous. Some part of the work la-st 
done has onl3' a icvetment.and the retaining "wall of the parapet with- 
out being filled up. - The r utainiug wmll which was begun latcl3’ lias 
been .stopped, and, e^cn in daylight, the tcrrcpleinc is for a consider- 
able space not passable for more than one man in front. In some 
parts of the rampart thu earth has given wn}’ so much for want of 
r HS."j-^G 
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the rotaiiiing wall that one discharge wouhl inevitahlj: drive ■the 
gnu oil the rampart The ditch in man}’ parts is not at this 
moment hnee deep. The guns in many paits of the ivorhs on this 
side arc of too small calibre, and in geiieial the gim-caii iages and 
platforms are in very bad order and want immediate lopair. ^J’he 
houses that wcie ordered to be pulled down aic most of them still 
standing, and it is impo'^siblc to move tioojis or guns cither upon 
the lampnit or behind it for any distance from the Gliuich (-Jnte 
all the way lound to the old Mandvi Bastion. From the Bazar 
Gate to the old j\r.'iudvi Bastion the top of the paiapet is lent and 
in '•OHIO parts of the Princess’s cui’tain the ditch is dry From the 
old Sfandvi Bastion to the end of the wall near Moody’s house on 
the noith-north-east side of the town the works have never been 
finislieil, and though there be a very good wall vitli butticsscs 
where bombproof lodgments may casih’ and speedily be made toi 
the tioops, yet in its present situation it answers very little good 
pui pose of defence, there bc'ing no parapet to it. 

It is' laid down as a rule that the iieaicr the works come to the 
body of a place, the higher they should bo. Here it is the 
icvcrse, foi the new ravelins aic considerably higher than the 
curtains they are made to cover, and the doctimc ot leciprocal 
defence between the various woiks of this place seems to have been 
foigottcn iu the conshuction of many of them Notwithstanding 
the' enoiinous suras which linvo been expended on the fortifications 
ot it, this place appeals at this moment ju^t as dcicnccless as the 
Chief Engincci ot Bengal thought it m October 1768 His woids 
aic ; " At this instant this loitiess lahouis under the greatest 
disadvantage that cvci attended a foitification ” In the next 
paiaginpli of the same letter he declares " Bombay is at this 
instant so insceuie and so open that it is capable of being assaulted 
at any hour in the night with the loss of very few lives to an 
enemy.” It is with ra-^nite loliictancc that we dilfer fioin so 
icspcctablo an authority as Licutcnant-Colouel Campbell in a matter 
iijimediatcly in Ins depaiiment as an cnginccj, but we are obliged* 
to say that liis reasons for leaving that side of Dongri Foit next 
to fcliG town open aic by no means satisfactory to us. It is evidontw 
that m thou present 'situation or in any situation m which they 
can be put for a year to come, the woiks on-Uongii do not add to 
the defence of the town On the con ti ary in case of an attack they 
w’ould lidiass and erabanass the garrison most exceedingly, if we 
■suppose any militaiy okill in the enemy that attacks oi any know- 
kdge of the state of the works. To cvoiy other ihconvcniLiicc 
attending this place in its present condition must he added the 
absolute want of bombpioof casemates for the gainson to icstin. 

Having thus hiiefly stated the defects in the defence of this 
place, it becomes necessary to try how far tlicy may by any means 
in our power bo loraodied To pi event an ciiemy landing under 
cnvei ot the file of shipping on the east side of the town, a sulficient 
quantity of sfciong chevaux do iiiezc, shod with iron should be 
got lendy to be laid from Iho Dock Bastion to the old filiindii 
Bastion, This will tluow n orcat obstacle in the way of troops 
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' landinc; to assault the town on this side. Heavier gnns should he 
]ilanted on the east bastion of the Castle. The parapets of the Two 
Gun and the Moody Baj’’ batteries should he immediately repaired. 
Part of the wood now l3'iug behind the Mdndvi and Mulla’s house 
should he' moved into the open space behind the unfinished wall 
between jMcodj^’s house and the old Mdndvi Bastion. The top of 
this Avail should be raised and some embrazures for lieaA’-y cannon 
might soon be made at the bottom of it. The Avood noAV Ij'ing 
behiud the MaiidA'i is of that .sort that it might be turned, to many 
good purposes in case of a siege, and might A*ery spccdil_y make 
barracks for the soldiers, not much if at all inferior to bombproofs. 
As there is gicat Avaiit of bombproof places in the fort for keeping 
and making up ammunition, the arches of thcncAV buildings should 
be turned immediately. This may be done in a short time as the 
frames are read}” fixed Vessels fitted as hrulotls or fireboats 
.should be kept at the Mdndvi Bandar, Moody’s Bay, and marine 
3'ard, AAdiich Avith the help of the Avind or tide might con.siderablj’' 
annoy an enemy either in his ships or in an attempt to make a 
landing. If the outAA'ork round Dongri as far as the Bazar Gate 
be finished, that part udien guns are mounted will bo equally 
tenable Avith the other works of the place. This is so far adA’anced 
that it maj' be finished soon and the other hands at present at AA'ork 
on Dongri hill may he employed in securing the east side of Dongri 
(which is at present open and exposed to the fire of shipping), in 
repairing the old works, and finishing those Avliich have been built 
some time. Tlie coA^ored AA’ay befoio Hodges and Ourabcrland 
EaA^clins should be finished without delay. Bridges .should bo 
made between these Avorks and the body of the place, and the ditch 
should be dug. Guns also should be mounted as soon as possible 
on these raA'clins and proper stores laid in them. We arc persuaded 
that if an enemy comes against this place and does not attempt to 
assault it from the sea, the attack can be made nowhere else with 
so gieat a probability of success as on the north or north-west side. 
’ The rubbish with which the ditch is in manj’’ places almost filled, 
should be removed as soon as the season will allow the ditch to he 
_ cleaned. The cocoanut trees to the north-west of the toAvn should 
" be cut doAvn immediately, and the many holes and pits in the 
glacis on this side should be filled up. 

We shall proceed with our survey agreeable to the Honourable 
Company’s orders as fast as possible and shall in future make our 
survey regularly every three months and report to your Honour. 

_ On considering this letter the Board resol A-e that the • President 
give the Engineer directions agreeable thereto.^ 

About a month later (26th July 1771) on perusing letters 
from the Select Committees at Bengal and Madras^ and on obsorA-ing 
from the Madras letters that a war AAuth France is probable, the 
Select Committee in their Consultation of 26th July 1771,- remark 
that all the orders necessary for putting Bombay into as good a 
posture of defence as is in Iheir power have already been given. 
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That tho now workb may lie made flefunsihle lu as shoit a time as 
po'.siblo, it IS resolved that five hundiod men inoic he lutained tor 
the pnipose who with tliose at pro=cnt in paj* must he employed 
on such works as are directl 3 ’ necessary'/ 

At a Consultation on the fith August load a petition fiom Gopalji 
Anglia to the President and Council, icpre-.rutiug he uas a giand- 
son of Ivanlioji Angria, and that his father and he had been ill- 
treatod by liis uncle Tulaji , praying tor shelter for hiui'jclf and I'ns 
farmlj’, and promising, should the need aiisc, that he wouhl laise 
8000 to '4000 .sepoys for the Company's service- Dccidid, .is 
Gopiilji Anglia maj' be useful in laising reciuits doim the coast, be 
be granted slieltci in Bombay and the pay of a Sublicdar.^ 

On 1st April 1772 the Court again raise the question of the 
value to Bombay of Silsetle and. Basscin. They say the 
advantages the Company iiould receive fioin the pot-s-cssiou of 
Salsette Bassein and Kaianja arc .so obvious that these must 
necessarily be the principal objects of j’our attention. Wuaic 
the more inclined to hope that ilddhavrfiv maj- be pievailed-on In 
cede to us the islands as the tribute he receives fiom them is nob 
so considerable, but that we maj' he able to offer in es-cliange wliat 
he may deem an equivalent for such cession ^ 

At a Consultation the 21&t Januaij- 1771 read a letter fiom the 
Clerk ot the Peace to the President and Council, dated Bombay Town 
Hall, IStli January 1771 • His iMajest 3 ’’s Justices at the last (Jnai lev 
Sessions assembled, have directed mo to represent to j'out llonom 
that having taken into consideration the gicat damage done both to 
buildings and merchandise by the very gieatnumbci of rats on the 
island, they propose a gratuity of one <louble pice be allowed lor 
each rat caught and produced to the sitting justice as a me.ans of 
lidding the place of those lerj' pernicious animals. Thej' thciciorc 
request j'our Honouz will be pleased to older a publication to be 
issued to the above effect Also one forbidding all poisons to 
gallop horses about the sticets of the town and upon the Gieen on 
pain of being fined or otherwise punished at the discretion of the 
acting magistrate.^ Oidczcd that a publication be issued 
according!}- 

At a Consultation the 24th July 1771 read a letter from the CloVk 
of the Peace to the President, dated Bombaj’- Town Hall, 23id July 
1771 . Tlie grand juiy have represented to His Majesty’s Jdsticcs that 
the liighwaj’s irithin the town are become a public nuisance and 
rendered dangerous to passengeis by- the omieis of private’buildmgs

At n Consultation the IGth April Vl'lZ rcarl the following letter 
fioin jMr. John Watson, Supei intend cut, to the Piesident and 
Council, dated Bombay 29 th Mai eh 1773 : As I diiier in opinion 
from the other ineinbcis of the Committee of Defence who wci e 
appointed to take into considoiation the gniTison noccssaiy for the 
works of this town and its fortifications, if it should bo attacked, 
and as I think that the number in the statement" I have the 
lionoiir now to lay before you is the lowest that can be cstima{.cd 
to give tolerable security to evciy pait and oppose two attacks 
made by an active cncinj’, that I might be better able to jioint out 
iny ideas on this very important subject I have considered the 
niiinber of troops and military men necessary for each work 
distinctly -with the nature of their duty and reliefs. Tire number 
differs much from that proposed by Colonel Camiibell, and also 
fi 0111 that by Colonel Goidon to vhosc superior judgment in these 
uiat^er.s I would ever pay the greatc.st deference, and hope that 
wliat I have here offered will not be considered ns picsumptioii in 
me but to proceed cntiiclj- from my duty and obedience to vour 
commands. If an attack is made on the north front of Voit 
George, I prcsuine it will be generally necessary to liavc ono-third 
of the infantry in each of its works on the ramparts and in the 
covcicd wnj' ready to fire upon the enemy and oblige them to 
make their approaches under cover, and that these shall be relieved 
ovory two lionrs or as the coimnandnig officer shall think proiier, 
which are twenty men in each work to fire upon the enemy or 
assist the working of the artillery, which will be found very 
iatiguiiigif abnskfireiskcpt up. The men in the north front 
and in tho Bazar Gate and Pnncc’s Bastion are I think as few as 
can be put there for their defence, and to annoy the onciny. The 
1-01' libc Cumberland liavelin. Banian J^astion, 
and Hodges Eavelin, being .supposed near one of tlie attack.s, must 
have one-third of their infantry on constant duty ready to fire 
upon the eneim-'s approaches. I have incicased tho number in the 
Uhurch Gate Eavelin as the redoubt and covered way are to be 
supported from it, aud to oppose t^o danger there may be of tlio 
enemy s pushing in at that gate with our troops when an assault 
1.S made on the covered way or redoubt. As only 400 men aic 
allowed for the covered way, the duty will be very severe upon 
tliem, as_ at least 200 of them will be obliged to keep up a constant 
lire to hinder or annoy the enemy in cariying on their works, 
more particularly in the night when a constant firo must he kept 
up over that part of the Bsplanade towards the enemy, 

I think the allotment for works not attacked cannot he lc.ssoncd 
as there arc scarce more men appointed to them than arc necessary 
lor sentinels and their reliefs, as in the night two sentinels should be

I tvill stippose that they have craft sufficient to make the first 
rloharkatioii, 6000 men, officers included, complete, and to bring with 
them twelve pieces of field artillery and pi oportion.ahlc ammuni- 
tion The next thing to he considered is the coast of the island. 
Between Fort George and Mdzgaon small fort, distance about two 
miles, is a good beach for boats to land at high water ; but the sea 
is so filled with locks and shoals that no frigates can approach 
nearei than one mile from the coast ; consequently fiigatcs can give 
jio cover to the boats. Between Mdzgaon small foit as far north as 
|teidila (near the Fi cie reclamation), distance about one and a half 
iSIllfts, the land is easy, and frigates ina}’ at high water in some 
parts approach near enough to the shore to fire grape and evory- 
whei e to fire round shot Between Cundila and Siiri (Siwri), distance 
about one mile, is good landing at high water, but no frigates can 
go so high up to give cover to the boats on account of the shallow- 
ness of the water, and the boats would be under the fire of »Sini 
Foi t No frigates can proceed higher up the bay Between Suri 
and Sion .boats may laud out of gun-shot from either place ; the 
laud is low and muddy covered with brush and intcisectod with 
muild)’’ channels made by the water, and scarce passable but at low 
water, and even this must bo fatiguing to troops marching with 
artilleiy, and very inconvenient for forming on. Between Sion and 
Mahim the landing is easj” but boats must pass close to the foits 
under a heavy fire either wa}’. Between Wlihiin and Warli tho 
landing is casj', but coming into the river 1 ) 3 '’ Warli thc 5 ’’ must pass 
under a constant fire fiom that fort, and ■will sufler ii distant fiic 
fiom the forts of AYarli and Mdliira from their entrance into tho 
river to their landing in tho bay which is very shallow. From 
Waili to tho Bicach the coast is surrounded Avith sharp rocks, and 
a heavy swell gcnciall}' rolls on the coast Avhich would lender, it 
dangerous to boats approaching in the calmest weathcj’.'and very 
difficult when the sea runs high as many of them must incA’itahly 
be dcstio 3 ’ed, and the ammunition inincd if the troops should get sale 
on shore. BetAveen tho Broach and Malahdr Point the coast is much 
tho same as hetAvecn Waili and tho Breach, consequently subject 
to tho &ame difficulties to an enemy, - BetAveen MalabAr Point and 
the Point of Old Woinan’s I-slaiid, though there is good landiiifr all 
round. Back Bay is closed up Avitli rocks so that nothing but iToats 
can pass or repass on that bay, Cbhscquently troops landing can 
receive no cover from shipping. Ar, icgards Old Woman’s Islaml, the 
only remaining pai t of the coast, the south-east side is easily accessible 
under coA-cr oi their ships, their men and stores may there be landed 
Avith little difficulty, and 3 'ou cannot giA'e them much opposition. 
Although I am very sensible of m 3 ^ inexperience in treating oii 
military subjects, I will here hq^lcaA'c with duo submission to ofler 
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my f.cntimcii<s liow cvci ywlicie except at Old AVomau’s IMand, wliich 
is under cover of all tlieir ships, an enemy may he gicatly impeded 
if not totally frustrated in foicing a landing The next place conve- 
nient for landing is between Mdzgaon house and Sun Baj' as 
their fugates may thcie come within a mile _ of the slioic for 
distimljaiking the tioops 1 have obseived that wiuliin high watci 
iliiirk amongst the locks and mud mangrove tiocs giow in scvpial 
paits, and i^hei e they grow boats cannot appioacli the shore at high 
water j and as their loots arc interwoven with each othei, footmen 
wouhl find the greatest difficnlty to sci<ainblc through them at low 
water Such a plantation on this part of the island between 
- jMjtnek]i’s IIill and Sun, which is about thioc miles, would m a few 
years pi ovc an inaccessible haiiicr, ami other means might he tried 
on the .shore to lender landing still more difficult Tioo]is lanried 
between Sun and Sion will he at least three miles from then ship- 
ping, so that the first division must xcmain at least an horn on 
shoi c rvithout any succour or relief, rn ■which tiino they might bo 
attacked labouring under every disadvantage This low giound 
might also he made verj’- difficult by planting more mangioves and 
rvideiiiiig or deepening the ciccks with which it is intenspctcd. All 
this, I jirosaine, may bo done at a vciy small expense, by such 
moans as these 3 'ou rvill confine the cncmj' to certain places foi 
landing and those not tice fiom gicat difficulties. 

I will beg leave to suppose that our force consists of 1500 
Kuiopeans, two thousand sepoys, thice Inindied artilleiy and thieo 
thou&ind militia, and tbice liuiidied seamen and five hundred 
lascars Each of our foits to have 20 Euiopeans 30 sepoys and 
100 militia, and the upper forts in propoition, the wdinlc to 
amount to lOO Europeans, three hunched scpnj's, and five hundiod 
militia to ho as scouts all lonnd the island to give infoiination of 
the cncm 3 ’’s motions. The town to be guaidod by the seamen, ouo 
hundred artilleiy, five liundied inilitia, and two hundred lascai.s 

A camp might he formed about Bj’culla consisting of Euro- 
peans 1100, scpc)}'.s 1700, militia 1000, artilleiy 1 50, and lasc.iis 
300, total 4550 with 30 pieces of field ailillcry. This enc.'impinent 
■will he ready to march on the least waming, being ncailj’- central 
to meet any enemy before they can bo well formed, ■while thej' pro 
scantily furnished wdtli every necc.ssary and not lecoroicd from 
the fatigues of thf) voj’ago. Wlieicas this hodj' of troops arc fresh, 
furnislrcJ with eveiytliing necessary, aided by a numerous aitilleij’ 
and loinfoiccd every moment by^ tioops from the other jiaits 
di.stant from ivlicic the enemy may land This hodj' can march to 
the most distant part of the island in a little more than an hour’s 
time. Under these circumstances I presume thej’ are cajiahlc to heat 
the nuinhcr thus supposed the enemy can laud ns they can meet 
them almost at setting theii feet on shore Should j’ou he appii.scd 
of their approach you ivill then doubtless have a larger hoclj’ of" 
tioops entertained, and should the garnson he complete, jmu ■null ho 
able to check, if not do.stioy, their ■whole body coming on shoic 
Should tliG cnenij’ he defeated in foicing a lauding on this island, 
and land their aiiny on Old Woman's Island which thty may do in 
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safety, yet linos and intronclimcnts may bo formed to occupy 
irencilifim’'; Point, the most distant part of which is but six hundred 
3 ’jirds from j'our works. To get possession of this ground will cost 
the enenij’’ a great number of lives, and as it does not furnish space 
to cover a strong or large body of men, and is impossible to be ^ 

succouicd from Old Woman's Island at high watei, thej'’ 

.attacked to the greatest advantage. If the}' draw up out'of-tlicii"''' 
trenches, they are exposed to a hcavj'fire of grape iiom the artillery 
on the walls, and must be cut off; nor can thej’’ escape but by 
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swimming. 


The duty I owe to my superiors’ coniniands, joined to my 
attaebraent to the interests of my Honourable Employers, have 
pic vailed ove'r that diffidence that I have of my abilities and 
knowledge in these mattcis and engaged me to offer my seutiments 
.so particularly on this subject. 1 wish they maj' lie of anj?^ service 
towards the safety of the town and island, and beg leave to submit 
tho whole to your rcmark.s and consideration.^ 

The following arc details of the garrison proposed for the defence 
of iloinbay and its outworks : 

Fioposal Bombay TFui Ganismi, 1773, 
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Tlio above letter anil two accompanying papers being read, the 
nliole Dual’ll agreed in oi dor tliat the intorinatiun they contninod 
niigliu bo kept sccreli, 1-liat they should be entered in tlio diary o£ 
tins CoininitlcG. The Omninittoo tborcfoi'C ordered that they should 
be entered in this place.^ 

In their letter of 1st April 1772 the Court write; As the obtain- 
ing a competent knowledge of the seas hoi ween the Ufaldives and 
IVIadagascar would bo attended wilh great benefit, and as many of 
the vessels belonging to onr marine at Donibay lie in harbour diir- 
nig the rainy season, we therefore direct as the means of cmplo 3 'ing 
them to advantage and of contributing to tlio lieajlli and improve- 
ment of tbo people that wlien their services may not bo otherwise 
called for you send some ot the Coinpau 3 '’s a'cssoIs and ketches to 
e.vploi’Q those seas for the improvciiicnlof navigation and the correction 
of the charts now in use. An able draughtsman or two must also 
be sent on such surveys and examinations to communicato the result 
of their observations. To assist the persons who may' bo employed on 
this service wo enclose the copy’ of ti paper lately delivered to us 
by Sir. Alexander Dalrymplo containing his sentiments concerning 
the measures which ought to bo pursned the liisb year of proccoding 
on this undci taking together with such remarks as have been inado 
by different navigators passing through these seas." 

Oa the same subject tin go years later the Court write (12th April 
1775) ; In our letter of tho lat April 1772 wc gavo directions for 
empjoj’ing somo of our vessels in exploring tho navigation of tho 
seas between the Maldives mid Madagascar. Upon this subject wo 
have no other information than what you ndviso us in your lettor 
dated tho 23i'd November 1772. This is by no means snlisfaclory 
to ns as no mention is made whether you intended to pur.suo tho 
measure. TVe therefore require you if you shall have declined it to 
resume the same and transmit us charts of all discoveries wdiich 
may be made, together with copies of tho journals of the vossols 
which shall be employed on that service.® 

In their letter of 11th February 1774 the Court writo to tho 
Bombay Government; In conscquonco of your neglect to take from 
Mr. Cooper who camo homo passenger on the (Jodfrey tho bond 
directed in tho 83rd para of tho general letter to Bombay of tho Slst 
Miftch 1/09, to prevent black servants who come to England from ' 
being chai’pablo to the Company, Manuel Fonmndoz, a native of India • 
who attended tho above Mr. Cooper on somo dispute with his mnsior 
complained to a magistrate that ho was a ' 
sentationwns by the magistrate made. free, 
dismissed Manuel and tho poor man being 
distress applied to ns for relief and is now 
Bombay ships at the Company’s expense,

That tho captains of all craizers proceeding citlici to or fiom Surat 
or to the southiv.aid oEBoinbny’ bhall as hitlicito bo entitled to tho 
money collected fiom all Imats or vessels proceeding niidci their 
convoy provided they do not collect nioi 0 than the undcrmontioned 
established rates. That the money collected for convoy by all 
lieutenants in cqmraaud of galivats or other vcs^Gls ivhothcr belong- 
ing to tho Bomba)’ or Surat cstnblisliinciit pioeecdiiig toSniat must 
imincdiatcly after their arrival bo paid to the purser of the marine 
at Suiatj who at tho close of each season must lomit tho amount to 
tho superiutendent in Bombay with the accounts of it That the 
money collected by lieutenants in command of galivats or other 
vessels wdiotlicr belonging to tho Bombay or Sur.it establibhiucnt 
pioceeding from Surat to Bombay must bo paid to tho Bombay 
bupciintendcnt iinmediatcly after their anival. That at tho close of 
the season tho supeiinteiidcnt divide the convoy money so collected 
between the conimodoic and tho scvcial c.aptuins in the maiine, tho 
conniiodoic to icccivo two shares, and all tho captains 0110 sliaro

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each. That all convoy money collected by lieutenants in 'command 
of galivals or other vessels proceeding from Bombay to Uio south- 
ward are on their return to bo paid to the Bombay superintendent im- 
mediately after their arrival here, who on the closo of each season, 
without regard to rank shall divide the same in equal shares be- 
tween the lieutenants in the marine belonging to the Bombay station 
who have been in command of gnlivats during the season j or in 
pioportion for -the time they have been in command unless they shall 
have been displaced for any improper behaviour, lu ivhicli case they 
are to I’oceivo no proportion ivliatovei*. Tliat the iinder mentioned 
rates established for convoy in the year 1707 shall never on any 
pretence bo exceeded. Any officer convicted of exacting more than 
allowed by those rates or who shall concLal any part of what ho may 
actually have collected shall bo punisbcd as guilty of a breach of 
iirdeis by absolute dismissal from the seivicc of the Ilonoui'iiblo 
Company. 
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For all topsail boats or haichh proceeding .“outhwards convoy 
iiioncy may bo collected agreeable to and nob moicthau llio forego- 
ing rales between Bombay and Siiivit and for all topsail boats or 
hatelus returning from the south convoy money may be collected 
after the rate of one quarter of a rupee for every khnvdl agreeable lo 
the niiiiibcr of Uinndia specified in tlioir pass. No convoy m.ay on 
any pretence be affui’ded to any boat or vessel unless it is funiished 
with an English p.n6s and colours.^ 


At a Consultation, the 28th November] 774, the President acquaints 
tlio Select Committee that lie has called thi.s meeting to lay before 
tbeiii a letter dated tlio .list October, received j'csterday from Sfr. 
Boliert Heiishaw who at present rofiide.s .at Goa hlr, Hensb.Tiv's 
letter gives an account of the military and marine force In Lely 
arrived at Goa from Poitugal, and of the intention of the Portu- 
giiesc speedily to attempt the recovery of the doiiiimons they 
posse.'.sod to the uoi thward oi Bombay and paiticularly 
ot the nsland of Salsctte and Bassein. Tins letter bemg lead lin’d 
taken umlor con-snlcration , it i.s observed that there appears no 
ilou/jb ol the Poituguosc intentions against the island of S.alsetto, 
and as surely as they attempt the conquest of that island witli 
their present force, so surely they will gain the possession of it. 

iis event will not only put it out of oiir power ever to acquiio 
its pos'essioii lor the Ilonoiiralilc Company who have so frequently 
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expro'.'ierl their .ai rlont ■wish to obtain it,'hut will al&n he attcnrlorl 
with infinite picjiuhcc tothe tiadc and intere-stof thcHonomable 
Companj' at Bombay by reducing their customs and levenucs in 
a veiy gicat degicOj as by the possession of Siilsctie the Poituguose 
will become masteib of all the passes inland ami will consequently 
be able, as they wcrefoimoily so pi one on every occasion to do, 
to obstruct our trade and to la 5 ’- whatever impositions they please 
jupon. it. We theicfoic think it becomes our undoubted duty by 
taking it ourselves without the least delay to prevent Salpctto 
falling into Portuguese hands. It is observed that a more favoutahlc 
opportunity than .the present •nill probably ncvci again offer, as 
by the divisions iif the Maratha government that empire is now 
without a head, and it ■will be out of the power of cither party to 
send any ciTtictual foice to olistiuctour proceedings The Picsi- 
dent hereupon acquaints the committee that agreeable to their 
1 cenmmendation in Match last, he has continued to tcmpoiizc 
with the people who made proposals to him for the delivery of 
Salsettc into our hands, that they ha’ve since been fiequently veiy 
pressing with him on the subject, and that they aro now equally de- 
sirous as before of giving up the island to the Honourable Companj-. 
Taking all these ciicum&tancas under consideiation, together with 
the negotiation now depending with Riighoba as well as the 
situation of Mr. Mostjui at Poona who is within the power of the 
ministerial paity, the Coramittco arc uii'inimously of opinion 
that it is a duty highlj- incumbent on them to pi event the Portu- 
guese attaining the possession of iho island of SAlsette bj’’ gaining 
possession of it for the Honomable Company It is tneicforc 
resolved that we at once close with the oltuis for giving it up and 
that we pmsuo the speediest means in our power to gain the island 
by sending, flu'.' body of forces in the manner that may he agieed 
on betw^^ the President and the jicrsons who have treated with 
him for that puipose. The President is accoidmglj' dcsiicd and 
empowered to close imniediatulj- on the most modulate terms 
he can obtain with the persons w-ho have been treating ■\s ith him 
for the dcliverj' of Salsette, and every other pi cparation muiit,in 
consequence be made for effecting this desirable end In oidcr 
that_ this pioceeding may not affect the negotiation depending 
with Pu'ighoba, Mr Gambier must be nppiiscd of our intentions 
and diiectcd to as^uic Raghoba that if he v\ill not he induced to cede 
the island of Salsette to the Company, on liiagi anting us ulmt we 
inaj- esteem an equivalent for it and pajnng the expenses we shall 
incur bj- it, wc will give it up to him whenever he nuaj- bo in 
full posses-ion of the Maiiitlia Empire, oui onlj- intention at this 
time being to pievcnt Salsette falling into the hands of the Poitii- 
giieso which fiom the piesent situation of MaiiStha affaiis most un- 
ilouhtedly would shortly be the case, unless we puisucthc necessaiy 
iiicasuies to pievent it Mi. !Mos.tyn must also be advised of oui 
intention and the motiscs that impelled us As wo hope 

this step will not be the means of bieaking that good undci stand- 
ing which has till now subsisted with the ministry at Poona, 
we wish him to continue tlieic and to eiidcavoiu to iccoueile tiio 
iiiniistiy to the measiiies w-e aic puiJsuing, giving them the same 
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assurances in case they prevail in their contest^ with Ra^hoha, 
as we liave directed Mr. Gciinhier to give to Raghoha. Should 
jMr. Mostjni on being acquainted with our iiitcntion.s be convinced 
]ie can no. longer remain at Poona with .safety to hi.s jierson, wo 
permit him to come away. At the same time ^ we much hope 
this will not be the case, as we think his continuing at Poona 
will be the moans of reconciling the ministiy to the measure and _ 
.serve to convince them of the sincerity of our professions. Wo 
deem it necessaiy hcretoiomnrk that wo havo not 3 'ctlioaid of 
the arrival at Bengal of such of the Council lately appointed 
bj'' Act of Parliament as weic to proceed fj'fAn England, and 
consequently wo are not restricted bj' that from undertaking this 
.rlfair. Even had we heard of their arrival in thefoiin presented 
by the Act of Parliament we must think the ncccssitj'^ of c.\:eciiting 
this measure without delay a.s well as its cntiie agreement with the 
lepeatcd orders of the Ilonourablo the Court of Diicctors, wouhl 
full_y authorize us undertaking it without waiting for the pcrinis- 
.sioii of tlic Gov ernor General and Council. 

As we shall probabl}*' be in want of some additional foicc at 
the Presidenej'’ in case the matters now on foot .should be exe- 
cuted, it is agreed to embrace this opportunity of reducing the 
garrisons of Tellichcrry ami Anjengo. It is therefore resolved 
that from henceforward the military force at Anjengo shall 
consist of onlj"' ono subaltern olficer (who for the present is to be 
Lieutenant Browilrig) with three serjeants, three corporals, ono 
drummer, and 36 private topassos of the infantr}-, with one 
bombardier two gunners and two matiosses of aitilleiy. The 
remainder mu.st be sent hither by the first opportuiiit 3 \ Except 
ten privates the whole compauj’’ of Europeans with.,thn 4 r olliccrs 
now doing duty at Tellichcrry, must be withdrawn and sUnt- here 
as soon as possible, and the futuic garrison of that place must 
be considered as complete witlioiit tliem. Letters to the Chiefs 
of Tellichcrry and Anjengo must be pi epnred to apprise them of 
onr resolution. Letters must also be written to Mr. Gambier 
and to Mr. Mostyii agreeable to our foregoing minutes. The letter 
.to hfr. Mostj'n must not be forwarded till matters arc so far 
advanced as to put it out of the power of the ministry in any 
degree to obstruct our views in case Mr. Mostj’ii should communi- 
cate our intentions ’to tlicm. At the s<imc time, in case he should 
deem it ab,solutcly necessary, he must be able to come away 
before the affiiir becomes public. . 

A Consultation of the Select Committee, the Otli December 1774, 
records . In consequence of directions sent him by the President 
to quit Poona as speedily as possible, Mr. Thomas Mostyn arriv- 
ed licro this morning. He accordingly now takes bis seat at this 
committee in bis standing and being made acquainted with the 
several minutes and rosolutioirt" regarding Rdghoba and Salsotte, 
declares he entirely approves the whole of our proceedings. He 
so far confirms the Goa news respecting the iiitentioi].s° of the 
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Poifciiftuo‘?e as to assuie «s that it vas pulilicl 5 ’' vcpoitcrl at Poona 
that Ihu Poitugucse wcie making veiy con&ideiahle wailikc pm- 
paiations and it vasgencially ccuicluded then desigiix weie ag.nns-t 
iSuKcttc and then i'oiinei* coast possessions The Picsidcnt acquaints 
the coniimttoe that not till j'cstoiday ivas he aide to see the pei&on 
ivho bcfoic made pioposals for the dcliieiy of Salsetto to the Com- 
pany , that ho then had much conversation with hun; hut that he 
now excuses Inmself from dehveiing tlie island repi cscnting that 
owing to the ropoi ts of the designs of the Portuguese against Salscttc, 
a reinforcement of 500 men, latelj* sent fi oin Poona, lias ariived in Ihu 
neighbouiLood of Thiina Mr Mostyn duclaies that to his know leJgo 
such a leinf 01 cement w’as sent liom Poona befoie he loft. As by 
this disappointment thcieisno reason to expect that thcfoit of 
Tirana will be doliveied aftci an nrconsideiiiblc lesistanco the 
question remains should our forces still proceed against it ^ On 
mature dcliheiation it is observed that though wc may not g.nn 
Thllna so easily as we at first hoped yet, as it was oui duty then 
to attempt it, it is still equally our duty to pi event it falling into 
the hands of the Poi tugue'-e. Even though w c may expel lencc 
rather more diflicultj' than w'e at first hoped wo arc still of 
opinion that the force wluch will ho sent w'lll be fully equal to 
conquer Siilscttc. The committee thcicfoio unanimously lesolvod 
that to obtain possession of Salsctte at this juncture is a matter 
voiy essential to the niteiest of our Employers and that the foiccs 
designed for this service do accoiJingly proceed with the utmost 
expedition Mr Mostyii being asked, delivers it as his opinion 
that though on being acquainted with our motives for this pi o- 
ceeding the ministry at Poona may not Lc satislied w'ith thuin, 3 ct 
lie IS convinced in the present situation of their afiaus it is not 
in then power to prevent oui designs He hclieves in tunc they 
maj'^he reconciled to the measure as thej'rnu'it be clearly com inced 
that in their present situation it is out of their power to prevent 
the Portuguese taking Salsetto. As soon as our foices leave 
Bombaj'', .so that our designs can be no longer concealed, the Presi- 
dent will wutc suit.able letters to Tlaghoba and to the minislij’ 
on this buhjcct The situation of Tliana, the capital foit whcio^ 
onr foices must fii st proceed, is such as will not admit onr vessels 
to appioach it. Consequently the foiccs that do not go bj* laud, 
must proceed in boats or voiy small vessels Thougli tlieic can 
bo no inaruic command e({ual to the lauk of our .suporinlcudcnt, 
yet W'e much wish that Mr Watson w'as employed on this expedi- 
tion as w'c aic porfcctlj* satisfied from his approved good sei vices 
on many similar occasions that his presence will voiy much con- 
tribute towards success. His kuowdedge of the countij’ people 
and the confidence they have in Imn, is an additional motive for 
us to w'ish that he may be on the spot, as wc are satisfied that his 
advice W'lll he of the greatest use to the commanding military 
officer. Upon this Mr Watson assures the committee that ^l 0 ^ id- 
cd he is put oil a proper footing he w'lll vcij* leadilj' proceed, for 
be has nothing moie' at hcait than to icndci his Einphycis cvoiy 
service in his pow'cr, Tlie Coinniittec tlieiefoic lesohc that Mr 
'Wat'-on shall proceed on this sci\ice, that' our instiuctions be 
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ftcldicssed to the Biijjadioi’ General ami himself jointlj’, that they 
be directed to consult and co-npeiate with each other in respect to 
all their proceedings and designs, the executive part resting with 
each in his oi\n doijartmcnt. The Brigadier General is then called 
in, takes his seat, and is acciuainted with our resolutions of this 
daj' tliat i\Ir. Watson is to proceed on an equal footing with him. 
In tins the General concurs. As it will bo nccessaiy to conciliate 
the minds of the inhabitants to our government, placards must be 
dispersed as widely as possible after our forces are landed, assuring 
all the inhabitants of our protection and that their properties 
shall be secured, to them, provided they do not appear in arms 
against u.s and stiict orders must be given to prevent our forces 
fi'om plundeiing. Batta to the olRcers will be allowed to com- 
mence (agreeable to the custom at Madras) two daj's hcfoic they 
set out and to continue till two daj^s after they return ; provisions 
as always custoinarj* will be allowed to the people In considera- 
tion of our piohibiting any kind of plunder it is agreed on this 
service being accomplished to allow the forces militaiy and 
inai inc the sum of 11s. 50,000 as a donation or gratuity lo be 
divided in the proportions hithcito customaiy. 

As we are of opinion if the Portuguese fleet appear in .sight 
we cannot proceed in this business, it is necessary to set forward 
with the utmost expedition. The proper measures for proceeding 
aie ^now talked over and concerted, and it is icsolveil that the 
‘loiccs shall sot out on ilonday next immediately after the 
Governor’s comini.ssion is published. A part of them are to march 
by land and thc^ remainder to proceed with the stores in IJoats 
and vcs>>cls piovided for that purpose. The Secretary is ordered 
to prepare instructions for the General and Ikir. ‘W'^atson.^ 

Three days later (12th December 1774) at a Consultation of the 
Board the President, with the concurrence of the other members of 
the Select Committee, acquaints the Boaid -with the proceedino-s 
lelative to the intended design against the island of Sdlsette. Tl°e 
motives of the committee arc explained to the Board, and the 
papers with their minutes respecting this aflair arc read and the 
» Uo.-iid are informed that the foicc.s intended for this service are 
^ndy to proceed: The orders of the Ilonourable the Court of 
Directors,'dated the 4th of April 1769, comstituting the Select 
Committee and showing their powers are also read, together with 
the 42nd^and 43rd paragiaphs of the Company’s commands of 31&t of 
Mardr 1/69. The President then requests the concurrence of the other 
mcinbcis in this undertaking, which is so much for the interest of 
the Uonourablo Company and so agreeable to their repeated orders 
On the subject LIcssis. Fletcher and Garden hereupon desire it 
may bo inniuted that as they are not members of the Select 
Committee and have not an opportunity of inspecting the country 
correspondence, they arc not sulficicntly acquainted rvitli the policy 
or the Marsitha government to bo enabled properly to judge of the 
piopriety or impropriety of the resolutionB that have been taken. 
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Ulough they clmiht not hut that the coinniittcc hare hpcn guided 
hy what appealed to them ioi the icnl intcicstof the lloiiouiahlu 
Company. As it is a mattci of a ^ery impoitant natiiic tliey heg 
lea^c to dcclaie they do not esteem tlicin‘'elvcs in the least 
icsponsible for the consequences. Tlie instiuctions to 3inga<hcr 
Geneial Gciidon and to Mi. W’.it^on pioceeding on the .seivicc 
against TluUia in coniiiiand ot the military' and niaiinc fuices me 
now lead and nppiovcd. Mr. Patiick Cianfuid JBiucc is appointed 
Comniissaiy of stores and provisions to the foiccs and ill. Udmund 
Vcalc Lane Judge Adiocate. A Coimiiission cinpowci >ng Iho 
Jjiigadici Geneial to ajipoiiit Geiieml Courts ifnitial niid a Waiinnt 
to Mr. Edmund Vcalc Lane to oflicnitc as Judge Adiocatc Ijciiig 
both piopaicd ate iioiv .signed. 

Tlic Biigadicr General takes this oppoilunity of acriuninling tlie 
Board that the foi'ccs in geneial niu much diSiStatisilcd, becaiiso 
notwithstanding the tonn of Ihoacli was taken ly storm, the 
plunder and hoot}- found in the town was not dnided aniongst the 
loiccs, which is the jiractice in every othei seivicc, ns he had the 
lioiiouL to icprosoiit to the Board sonic time ago. Upon this it is 
obsened to the Brigadier Geneial that ns we did not esteem 
oin.sclvcs autluaived by any ordeis from the Court of Biicetois to 
gi\e the plunder and booty louud in Broach to the captois,' yet in 
cousideiatioii of the good behaviour of the fuices on that sen ico 
and of his icpicsentation, this incasmc lias been iccotnmcndcd in 
the stioiigcst niannei to the Ilonouinblc the Court of Diiccfoi s. 
Till their oidtis aiiivc no step can be taken, tliough as to the 
picjcnt service, the Select Conmiittoe having lesolvcd to disliibuto 
the sum of half a lakh of lupccs among.st tlie military and luaimc 
ioiccs, in heu of plundei, their pioiuisc is coniiimed and the 
Biigadicr Geneial is desired to assure his hoops that this sum .shall 
bo distiibutcd iuiuicdiatcly uftci the reduction of tlie isltnul is 
completed. 

Since a considerable number must be posted on Salscttc to 
gaiiison Tluhia and the othoi outposts on that island, au additimial 
niilitaiy foicc will be wanted foi tliis Picsidcncy. It ib theteioio 
icsolved as soon as possible to inisc another battalion ot sepo}*' 
lobe tcimcd the <>th Battnlioii The Biigadiei Geneial took Ins 
leave of the Boaid and witlulicw as he is proceeding immediately 
with that part ot the foices that mniclics to Thaiiu -

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regulations were read to the forces and after a Consultation of tlio 
■whole Boaul held this day (12th Deccnihcr 177 j), when the other 
ineinherb ■wcie actiuaintcd with our designs against S.'dsette, that 
pait of the forces intended to procced'by land to Tluina marched 
off the parade to Sion. The remainder this evening embarked 
on boaid vessels and boats provided for the purpose. The 
Biigadicr General proceeded with tlic paity that maiclied by land, 
aiuf 3Ir. 'Watson embaiked in one of the vessels proceeding by 
water. 

Previous to the dcpaituic of Biigadicr General Gordon and of 
Hr John 'Watson the following joint instructions were signed and 
dcliveicd to each of these gentlemen : -Having for manj' reasons 
determined to endeavour at obtaining the possession of the island 
of .Salsette for our Ilonourablo Employers, we now detach sucli a 
nnlitaiy and marine force under your command ns has been 
decined equal to the capture of that island. As we make no doubt 
that your united eflbrts will be excited on this occasion as w'ell for 
your OAvu lionour as for the public good, we have the stiongcst 
liojics that you will spccdil}’ become masters of the fort of Tluina 
whither you arc hist of all to proceed. We shall rely on 3 'our 
executing this service with all possible despatch. You aj*c jointly 
to concert every ncccssaiy operation for effecting it ; but the 
e.xccution of the measuies so concerted is to rest witli each of j'ou 
in 3 ’our respective departments. Immediately on your landing on 
the island j’ou arc to cause the inhabitants to be assured in the 
mo<.t public and eflectual manner that the lives of the whole and 
the properties of all those who will readily submit themselves to 
the Company' and become their subjects shall be eUcctually' secured 
to them. To convince the inhabitants of the sincerity' of tins piofes- 
sion it is our positive order that, as well in the inai eh to Thana as 
when the forces arc before the town and afterwards, y'ou take the 
most etl'cctual means to prevent the soldiers fioin plundering. 
Plundering must also be prevented even at the time the place falls 
into your hands, for it is solely from our moderation in this respect 
and from ^ conciliating the inhabitants to the measure we arc 
pin suing and to our Govcinment that wo can hope the Company 
will reap lasting advantages fi’om tliis acquisition. Previous 
to commencing hostilities against the fort of Thana, y’ou arc to 
summon the commander to surrender it to the Oompanj' assuring 
him that our intention in sending this force is to.ijrcvent its being 
taken fioin his masters by’ other hands. If notwithstanding this 
representation the commander refuses to give up the fort 
you arc then to exert the force now entrusted to your command to 
obtain Thana, as well as every other post on ‘the island. In 
considciation of our forbidding all plunder of any>' kind even on the 
capture of Thdna or of any other place, we have agreed to allow 
a giatuity of Ks. 50,000 to the forces engaged on this expedition os 
well military as inaiine. After the service is accomplished this 
sum will be divided in the manner that has hitherto been usual on 
sucli occasions. As a further encouragement to the troops, they 
will be allowed provisions by the Company so long as the service 
may continue. Tho officers \Yill bo allowed batta to coinuiciice two 
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day.s bofoic the]' set oir and batta will be continued to them till 
their ictuin, except to those ■who may be left to garrifion the 
necessary posts on tlie island. After you have acquiie<l possession 
of Tliaua, you aie to ilctach a sufficient paib of the foico now put 
under youi command to reduce the fort ot Vesava, the faatteij' of 
Dhaiavi at the eiitiance^f Bassem tivei, and aii}’ othei stronjj- 
hold that maj’’ not be^Si^ctly delivered up Do not tad to send 
us immediate advice of every intcre'.tiiig occurrence and we shall 
give 3 *ou further orders as ciicurostancos maj' require. Your 
letters must he addressed to the Select Committee and not to the 
Board at large. "Wo permit j'ou to keep a table at the expense of 
the Oompair 5 * for j'ouisclves and such per sons as j'ou both choose 
to admit to it, leljung on your doing it with the ritmost fnigahty. 

Enclosed is a comiiii‘-sion cinporrering the Biigadicr Geiieial to 
appoint General Courts Martial as he may think necessary, at 
which Mr. Edmund Yealc Lane must officiate as Judge Advocate , 
a w.an ant empowering him to do so is enclosed Mr Crawfmd 
Bruce is to officiate as Commissary ot stores and piovi'sions We 
wish j'ou ever}’’ success in this expedition.' 

Tlic Consultrtion of the whole Board, of the same date 12th 
Deccmhei 177 1, continues , B}' 10 o^clock tlus morning that part of the 
mihtai^' foice intended to pioeced by land to Thana maichcd out of 
town, commanded hy Biigadiei Gcncial Goidon. At 7 i>Jr. the 
rcniaindci of the mihtaiy foicc intended to pioeccd to Thdna cmtxiikcd 
on hoaid snndiy boats and pioeecdcd with the follotimg rcssels and 
gahvats to ITulna ; Torriblc bomb, (commandei) Adam Sheinff;'* 
Truimph piahm, Jno Hall, S/,j/ cuttoi, Samuel Haul} ; OUct' 
gah.vat, Thomas Buncombe, Greyhound gain at, Lieut B 01 lace ; 
Lhcly’s Fuze galivat, Nathamel Smith, Fly gahrat, Slduiiei ; and 
Tl’b//^ g.ihvat, Biice Haidj'. John Y'atson, Enpiiie, Sii 2 )Cnnteudent, 
embarked on one of the above vessels and piocccdcd a® Conmiaudcr of 
the inaiine foice to'Tliana mth inslnitlions to the Biigadiei Guncinl 
and lumself to consult and co-opciatc mill each foi the good of the 
service At the same time sailed out of poit the Bombay ginb, George 
Emptage, to cniisc.” 

Four days later (16tli Deeembei 1774) at a Consultation icad 
iianslation of a letter of the same date fiom tlic commander of the 
Poitugucse ships now Ijdng off the liaihour to the Goveinoi and 
Council of Bombaj' • Notwithstanding the most rlhistnous and 
excellent Senhor Bom Joze Padie da Camara, Goreinoi and Caidam 
General of the State of India, supposing that the Biitn.h nation mil 
icgulate all theu operations ru Asia nccoidmg to the good liai-mony 
alliance and anutj’ tliat lecipiocally suhsi'.ts between those two 
nations, j-et bj’ tlie obligatious of the employ in nlucli he is, and 
from some events that arc diamctiicallj' opposite thereto, the said 
Cairtam General oidcicd me that 1 should, on his piut and mhis name.

charging your Honour u itli j'our being responsible for all that you 
will dchbeiate against the piescnt jiiotcst and olhcis that aie liciein 
mentioned, to the Court of London, and for all the satisfaction that 
may be asked on these points -by tliat of Lisbou.'^ 

At a Consultation on the 18th Decemlier the following icply to 
the aboA’-c letter was draAra up and approA^ed: V’e hai'C rceei\cd a 
letter from you, dated the 16tli instant, to udueh aac deem it necessary 
only to reply tliat for all our proceedings Ave arc icsponsible to our 
Honourable Employeis in England, to Axlioin as customaij’’ Ave shall 
transmit an ample detail of our tinnsactions. As it is our wish and 
desiic to ciiUiA’ate a good undeistanding with the subjects of your 
nation 'in India, aa’c request you will gh'C the necessary assurances 
acfiordingly to the Captain General on yom- retuni to Goa As to 
the claims of your nation to the countiics situated between Chaul 
• and Daman, we arc perfectly unacquainted with them. Though part 
of tho.se countries did formerly belong to your nation, yet they AA'cre 
taken fiom j’ou by the ]\Iai<ithds about seven and thirty years ago. 
Dining all the inteivcning time AA*e liaA'C noi’cr undcistood that you 
even made any attempt to recover them. But if a protest is now 
iieccssaiy, it Avill be much more proper agamst the Msirdthas aaIio took 
them from you than against us, aa'Iio assisted your nation at that time 
to defend your possessions Avitli men stoieg and ammunition. By this 
a gpcat expense was incuned for AA'hich the Honourable Company liaim 
never been reimbuiscd. We therefore take this opportunitj’ thiongh 
you again to demand jiaymcnt from the Captain General at Goa. And 
as a ve.sscl belonging to Dhanjishaw of Suiat, a senunt and subject of 
the Honourable English East India Company', was unjustly taken 
about thiee years ago, and still moie unjustly detained by the late 
Capbam General, notirithstanding our representation to the contiaiy, 
we also thiough you demand the release of the said vessel and that the 
A-aluc of CA'cry thing taken on boaid her be made good to the OA\Tier.° 

A Consultation of the 2lBt December recoids that, as the siege 
oE Tluina continues, with the object of stiiking the cnemj'- at Thana 
Avith dismay, as large a detachment as can possibly be spaicd fiom 
the Bombay gariison maich o£E this evening under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Keating to reduce VesuA^a, a strong fort and out- 
post on the island of Sdlsette on the opposite side of the island from 
Thana.® 

On the CA’cning of Friday the 23id December 1771', the barge

with Liciitcn.'int-Coloucl Keating ictuincd On Tuesday tlic 27ih 
Dcccmlicr 1771 the Ps sidcnt and the whole Bc.iirl in Council leeoideil 
the folloxnng loinaiki on the feciioua and mclaiichol}’ pilnation of airaus 
Ixjfoic Thalia fiom the biege ticing pi oLi acted to f-o gie.it a length. 
VtlsL i|iinntitic& o£ stoics }iavc liccn indented foi and expended ; many 
Euiopcaup have been killed and wounded in .m ill concerted attempt 
to jill lip the ditch hefoie the bicach ; .ind we are quite at a lo^'S to know 
the Biigadiei GeiieiaVs expectations and designs, as he does not ajipear 
to hive been so explicit in. his IcUcis to the President as ho should 
liave been. To add to oni concern, tins inceont unpjoinisi'ng 
appeamnee seems solely omng to the gcncial^s pursuing the counsel 
of othois, and not hcaikcning to the advice of htr Watson who fiotn 
his gieitosl expcncnce was so able to have given him the best. Had 
the tivo small I'oits to the noithwaid lieon .'ithicked .and t.ikcn, .is 
Ml. Watson pi oposed, tlieie is no doubt that onv forces would have 
been in possession of Tlilna many da vs ago, and theiehy many mlualile 
lives luve been saved. On the same day (27tli Dccembei 1774) at 3 r ir. 
John Watson, Esqunc, depaitcd this life, occ.isioned by the wounds he 
lecoived befoie Tlumatho Slst instant Onihcmmnmg of the S8th 
Dccembei 1774: the lemains o£ the late .Tolm Watson IS-iiune woie 
intoned in the hur 3 ing giound without the town walls. The s.amc d.iy 
(28th Dccembei 1771) about ];])cfoio 8 p.n aiiivcd an expicss fioni llio 
Bngadier Goneialwilh advice tliat Tliaua PoiL was. taken b}'' sionn 
this aflcinoon aliout 3 o'clock." 

Six Icttcis fioni Lieutenant-Colonel Keating to the Piesidcnt give 
the following details of the siege of Vessiva Fort. About 4 o'clock 
on the moining of the 23rd December Colonel Keating wrote 
I am soiry to acquaint j’ou that our attempt to escalade Vcsiii a 
last night at 8 o'clock lias not been attended with biicccss. 
The causc.s of failure wcic too slioi t laddcis and want of obedience 
in the tioops. I planned the attack in the following manner. Dpon 
our IiowitzGis and field pieces beginning to phij’ on the loit, 
Lieutenant Carpenter with 46 men advanced close to the Wiills upon 
the left, keeping up a'constant firing. ' This filing drew the whole 
attention oi the enemy to that quarter,, while Ensigns Piosscr 
Andcison and Goie advanced to the escalade of the only pai t that 
our laddeis could reach.- The Hung had its desiied eflect as the 
enemy never made the least discovciy until oui laddcis were 
raising. But this was done clumsily .so that of three that weio 
j aised, the enemy, though veiy few in that quartei, easily broke

give over the attack Avitli the loss o£ two Europeans killeil, tAvo or 
throe wounded, and three lascara AA’OAAndcd. Had I fourteen hamhno 
ladder'?, eight of thirty-tAA'o and six of foitj*- feet, I could still cairy 
the place. But as making these null I fear take much time, tAA'O 
eighteen or oven twelve ponnders Avith cochora (cohorii) mortars 
and the stores contained in the accompnnj'ing AA'ill soon icduce 
the place. Ever since aa-g retired the gariison, Avho arc exceedingly 
intimidated, have kept up a constant fire fearing a second attack 

At 8 ill the inoruiiig of the .same day (Decombci 23rd) Colonel 
Keating Avrotc : I beg you will order Wo petaids to he sent mo 
directly, Asdiichever choice you make in lespcct to AA’hnt Avas 
contained in mine 'of this morning may be sent also. But I hope 
Avith the help of petards to get in? 

At 10 in the evening of the same day (the 23rd) Colonel Keating 
AA-Totc : Nothing can be done hut b 3 '’ tAA’o eighteen pounders ; tAveh-o 
pounders might do ns Avell but for the sake of expedition, I this 
eA’ening made a second attempt to canj*- the fort bj' cscahido hut 
met Avith so AA’arm a leception tliat our people Avcrc obliged to retire 
Avith the loss of perhaps thirty Europeans wounded and killed. 
Anderson is Avounded hndlj-. 1 have pleasure in assuring j'ou tliat 
the troops have made ample amends ior their Avant of icgulaiity 
last night. They were perfectly obedient to command. Had it 
been so last night, aa'c .should huA'c carried the jdace easily. 
To-night the oneiu}’ AA'cre fiillj’ prcpaied. 

Next day (2ith Dcccinhcr) Colonel Keating A\rolo*. Our loss last 
night Avas not .so considerable a.s I imagined. It is : killed, infantry 
one, seaman one, hamils tAvo ; AA'ounded, artilleiy eight, infantrA- six, 
seamen lliiec, lascans tAA'o, hamtils tAvo. 

At 5 on the same daj’' (2‘ltli Dcccnihcr) Colonel Keating AAU'otc i 
Host of our. stoics arc landed and brought up, and at aaoWc for the 
battery. Should I receive a party from Captain Licll to assist 
in laisiiig the battciy’’, I shall be able to ojien it to-inoi'row 
morning. When once open I think avo .shall soon do our hnsinoss. 
I .should not have made an attack last night hut that I found the 
men in high .spirits and eager for it, together Avith the conlidcnoe I 
plnced m the bravery and coolness of Captain -Lieutenant Brickell 
Avho commanded the paitj-^AAdio AA'crc fir.st to mount He did not 
deceive me though unsuccessful. Our ladders I increased in 
length to 42 feet. TIic petard I found unnecessary, the gate did imt 
require one. I thank God I never aa'us better in h*calth. What men 
the surgeon thinks require it I noAv send to the sepoy liospital, a 
list of them enclosed. Wishing you the compliments of the ensuino- 
season.- “ 

_ At 11 in the morning of the 25th he continued: At sunrise, 
iust as the battery Avas ready to fire, the enemy sent a deputation 
to treat. They had done the .same last night but first wanted five 
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(.kvo to consult upon conditions, Jly .niswci was I allowed tliem 
ono hour and a half, no raorc. They rctu‘n,->d at the tunc and 
reduced their demand first to three days, 0 .'' h'->t fell to this day at 
noon. My answer was I would not allow an hour loiigoi It n as

to lie loft for tlio defence of the island, ot Rulsettc W'c diiccted 
liiiii to release tlic piisoner.*!, except the ino'«t consideiable, and 
acquainted him of the lemfoi cement we pinposed .scinling linn 
hefoie we liad news of his .success, and of the civil government wo 
had established for the island of SiUsette.^ 

On the same d.\y came to hand from Thilna a letter fnnn tho 
Brigadier Uencial dated this day (•29th December 177-1) ^\helein 
Jio 1 elated the particulars of the assault on storming tlic breach 
and his proceedings .aftciw.ard.s, and strongly recommeuds the 
spiiit and conduct ol Lieutenant-Colonel Cockburii who command- 
ed the attack, and of Captain Stowait and the Serjeant-Major of 
the 1st battalion who led on. He also rccomincndcd in strong 
'terms Captain McLellan, his aid-de-camp, uho ho judged the most 
piopcr person to send with tho earliest accounts of their success, 
lie further acquainted us that he had ordered a detachment of 
40 Europeans and 240 sepoys to inaicli the next day under the 
command of Capt.iin Stewait to scour the countrj’’ towards G hod- 
bandar and to assure the \ illago.s through which he might iiass of 
the Company’s protection He requested our directions how to 
dispose oi tho pi-isoueis and such guns and 8toro.s as might remain 
.after suppij’ing the Tlnina ganison.® 

On the 30th December 1 77*1 came to hand by special messenger 
from Th.vna a loiter Irom the Biigadicr General, dated this day, in 
which he replied to oui letter of ycstciday, advised that tho 
enemy’s boats had csc.'ipcd, and proposed to send the piisoncr.s to 
Bombay instead of releasing them in Thdnn. He strongly leconi- 
incuded Captain-Lieutenant Nugent of the artillery for a commis- 
sion as cjiptain, acquainted that by tho best accounts the enemy's 
loss must have exceeded GOO men during the siege and in tho 
assault, and that the inhabitants wore returning to the town in 
great number.s.® 

On the same day (30th December 1774) arrived Captain-Lieute- 
nant Biickell from Karnnjawith the news of the Burrender of tho 
fort of Karanja and the reduction of that island. The followinn- 
letter was at the same time received from Lieutenant-Colonel 
Keating who commanded that party:* About two hours ago 
we took possession of this fort The greatest difficulty we met 
with was gaming the hill, sucli a one 1 never met with. Last 
night our posts were established Avithin 250 yards, and this 
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morning' before tliej' smrendered MitLin fifty. Thus situated 
and ■w'ltli no cliance for retieat tliey gave tlie fort up _ I 
permitted them to carry awa]' their clothes onlj’ The garrisson 
consisted of suhhedAr Vastu Madhav Naik, Jimdlddr Attange- 
laVj Blutskai Pant s&hms, and tlirce hundred anil six .sepoys. 
The foifc is a small sqnaie, flanked by five towers, mounting 
thirteen guns, the ■wall ■"ciy low. Ytt we- eouJd not attempt it 
without* scaling Indders, ivhich could not be got up last niglit, 
the load being so exceedingly bad. The ivarehoiise contains 
about 350 morahs of bat^, and one in the low grounds about 30 
khandis. I shall send all the tioops to Bombay this afternoon 
except about 50. But shall stay myself until to-monow to settle 
matteib a little The country volunteers, under Sliaikh Ah. woie 
•the fust who mounted the heights, and hehaied very' gallantly 
We have found about seventeen bundled rupees and some little 
trifling joys.^ 

On leading Colonel Keating’s letter advising the reduction of 
Kaianja, the Bombay Government in their Consultation oi did ^ 
January 1775 ob.'icivc. It is now necessary to pioyidc foi the 
collection of the levenues and government of Kaianja as well as 
of the two .small adiacent islands, called Elephanta and Hog islanil, 
wdnch’ being dependent on Karanja .ire now become tbc Company s. 
Mr David Carnegie, at the Pic.si’ilent’s nomination, is appointed to 
reside at Kaianja for the above purposes 

The money found in the fort of Karanjo must be paid ^ 
freasuiw; tlie batty in the warehouses there must be bi ought to 
Bombay by the warehousekeeper, and the list of the stores in 
Karania fort must he delivered to the ptorekeeper to be biougbl 
on his books. Tbe Board resolved that all the charges ineuired by 
the late service be bi ought under the head Chaiges reducing 
SAlsettc and the adjacent islands " 

On the 3Ist December 177-1 the Select Committee after Oonsul- 
tatron siemod and despatched the following letter to the Govcinor 
General Tid Council at Fort William. The letter was sent by 
express boat to Surat fiom whence it was to beiorn H i J 
Sesscncer ; Conformable to the Board’s address of this date wc 
S Seed to communicate to your Honour our ^"oti^es ior

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In the commands of the Hononrahlc the Court of Diicctors to this 
Presidency dated the 31 &t March 1769, an attested copy of which 
■we now enclose for j'our information, they are _ pleased to direct 
that we should be ever watchful to obtain the island of Ssilsettc, 
with the other places therein pointed out, which tbcjj' acquaint us 
must bo the constant objects we are alwa3^s to have in view in all 
our tieaties negotiations and inilitai^'' operations. 

Again in their letter of the 6th April 1772 the Honourable 
Company expressly direct that Mr. lilostyn, one of our membcis, 
should be estabhslied at Poona, for endeavouring to acejuire Sfilsctto,. 
with the other places mentioned in their former commands, .and 
thej point out what thej’ pciinit us to give up as an exchange. 
Accordingly’ in the year 1772 dining the lifetime of Madbavrdv, and 
about a year bei'oie that goverament fell into confusion, Mr. 
Mostj'ii was fixed as Pcsident at the Mardtlia Darbrtr. In addition 
to the terms pointed out by our Honourable Employers, Mr. Mostyn 
was instiucted to offer Broach with its territories which we had 
just then acquired from the Nawilb. In .spite of this oJTcr j\[r, 
Mosty’n found no probability’ of procuring the places desired by’ the 
Com]iany’. 

Some time after the Mailtha State fell into the confusion which 
at present distracts it. Still we took no step for attaining by- 
force of arms the possession of Salsette, notwithstanding the 
opportunity’ was veiy favourable, and that we liave ien.son to 
conclude Jjalsotto with the small adjacent isles was ceded to the 
Crown by' the marriage contract between King Charles II. and 
the King of Portugal. Previous to the receipt of y’our letter 
to the Board communicating the intelligence of y’our Honour . 
having taken upon y’ou the government of Bengal, we received 
advice from Mr. Kobert Hcnsliaw (a, gentleman in the service 
then rc.siding on some business of the Cornpany’’s at tioa) that the 
Portuguese had this season received -with their new Captain 
Gencial (Doin Joze Pedro da Camara) a very’ considerable rein- 
forcement of men and ships from Europe, and that their undoubted 
de.signs were iiinnedintely' to attempt recovering from the jilnriltlias 
the possession of Ssllsette andBnsscin and the other countries .they 
iormcrly’ held so far iroi fli as Daman. 'I'lic distracted situation of 
Maratlia affairs left us no doubt that with the force they' command 
the Portuguese would certainly’ gain possession of SAlsette, which 
is their favourite object, and most probably of the other parts of 
Iheir former possessions. Had this taken place, it would not only 
have clfcctnally prevented us ever acquiring Slilsctte for the Honour- 
able Company’, but Ibe Portuguese would then again have had it in • 
their power to obstr-uct our trade by being in possession of the prin- 
cipal passes to the inland country’, and to lay •whatever imposition 
they’ pleased upon us. In this emergency what remained for us to do ? 
Had we sat inactive spectators of the event, we should in our opinions 
have betray’ed the interests of our Honorable Employers. Had we 
wrote to you for instruction and advice, your sentiments and recom- 
mendations most probably’ must have an’H'cd much too late to have

Poitiijuc'-e Aivl though we luul not an}' account at this time oE 
your being estahhshcf] in your goveinineiifc of Poib William, and 
conscqueutly weic not lestncted by law from pin suing such 
mcafaui es as we judged most for the interest of our Ilonoui able 
Employeis, yet as the niattei was in every point of view of an 
inipoitant natuie, and we shoitly expected to bear yod weic 
amved, wc should have been vciy glad to have submitted to your 
judgnicnb the duection of the meai>ureb necesfaiy to bo pin sued 
But siceing that we weic obliged, cither to act at this veiy junctui e 
or entiielj- to give up all thoughts of attempting to aveit the evils 
TMth which we were llin-atencd, we dctei mined, after the most 
matuic consulciation. in oidei to prevent ihe mischiefs which must 
have ensued to the inteiests of the Honourable Company fiom the 
Poituguese being in possession, to attempt at obtaining bYilspttc 
f 01 our Hououi able Employers As some months betoi c the killedai 
of Th.ina, the piiucipal foit on the island, had offered for a sum of 
money to deliver it to us, the Picsident was empowcicd to close 
with him on the most moderate teims. But the killedar now 
excused himself alleging that the miuisti}'- at Poona having obtained 
intelligence of the Poituguese designs had leinfoitod Ins garrison, 
winch put it out of Ins ponei to deliver the fort in the manner 
he before wished to do Nothing thcicfoie leinaincd but to send 
such a f 01 CO as was judged necessary to i educe Thana Tins was 
accordingly despatched under the command of Biigadicr General 
Goidon and Mi Watson supeiinlendent of our maiine We have 
tho plcasuie to acquaint you that aftoi oui army had been thirteen 
days before the place, TliAna, the principal fort on the island, was 
taken by storm the I’Sth instant j Yesava anothei fort on Salsetto 
was also taken by a separate foice under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel Kcatinfl^nd.in consequence the whole island is now in our 
possession ''fh^vii lender yesterday of the island of Kaianja 
completes the conquests we had determined to make near tins* 
place. 

The very day after our foices set'Out against Thilna, part of the 
Portuguese fleet appeared off Bombay with their tiain under theii 
convoy bound to Daman, a settlement they still xetain to tho noith- 
ward of this place So soon as he g.iiuod, intelligence of oui ])io- 
ceedmgs, the commander of the fleet delivered a foiinal piufcc'-t, by 
direction as he ^aid of the Captain General of Goa, which skews 
the necessity of the mcnsnie wc have ,puisued, and coiioboiales 
Mr Heushaw^ account of then intentions To this protest wo 
dcli^ ered a suitable leply, and thus tho matter rests On a moderate 
calculation tlio yearly reveniK,. ot Sdlsctte amount to about 
Bs, 3,30,000 and those of Kaianja to about Es 40,000. We shall 
fix suitable civil establishments at each of these places for their 
govenuneiit and lor tho colhetion of their icvcnucs, with a piopcr 
militaiy foicc for tlicir pioteclion.^ 

The same day (December 31st, 1774) General Gordon forwaidcd

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to Uie Board the following details of the final settlement of Sulscttc: 
lOncloscd I send you a copy of a letter I received last night from 
Captain )Stcwait at Ghodliaiidar agreeahle to which lepoit, to make 
Ghodhandar an established post, we arc now sending four nine- 
poiinders taken from the Triumph pralim. You will observe bj'’ 
Captain Stewait’s account that Dhdravi battery has been long 
abandoned. I have ordered liiin to make himself sure of that 
particular by observing it nnrrowl}’. Captain Stewart will inform 
me when the post is established and secured with a proper detach- 
ment and thou leturii hero with the remainder. The people of 
distinction, whom the Board mentioned in their letter, arc either 
killed or fled, except those sent to Bomh.ay , besides these, some 
f,v.bheilih 8 and others of great note were killed. By the custom of war 
tlio coinnianding officer of artillery is entitled to all bells found in 
places taken fioin the enemj'. Major Lee claims one large bell in the 
Portuguese Church within the town I would wish to know whether 
the Board will be pleased to allow him consideration for it, or 
whetlicr he may make a demand on the clcrgj'^ and paiishioncrs ^ 

Next day (1st January 1775) General Gordon forwaided to 
the Boaid the following ailditional particulars : In Ghodhandar he 
iniagiiiod it would be proper to leave fifty Europca.ns, two com- 
‘paiucs of sepoys, fifteen artillery, and thirty lascars ; and forTliana 
and the small forts on the river 160 European 'infantiy, 60 
artillery, 100 Jascars, and one battalion of sepoj’s would bo necessaiy 
lor the gaiiison of TJniua. For some time there must bo frequent 
detachments to protect the villages and to drive away 1/110 
Maratha plunderers. He mentioned that as the batty was not yet 
that part of the revenue had not been collected by 
the MaratliAs, that every thing i einained quiet and the inhabitants 
continued to return in great iiumbois to tlieir 

' On the 2iid .Januavy he added : The gairison at Ghodhandar and the 
presence theic ot the iro//and F/// would prevent the enemy’s boats 
being tioublcsome All was quiet at Thdna ’Pliey were going on as 
last as possible cleaiiiig the rubbish rums and filth from the fort 
As not less than four hundred barrels of powder were found in the 
fort, the thico hundred barrels weie returned to Bombay. Tliii teen 
moitais and one hundred and seven pieces of cannon were found 
on the oiicmj* s woi ks.'* 


On these lettei’s at a_ Consultation of 3id January 1775 the 
Boaid passed the following orders : Such a force as the Brigadier 
Geucial may judge necessaiy to remaiu for tlie defence of Thdna 
and the other posts to be maiiitaiifcd on Sdl&ctte must be loft 
being at the .sainc time had to the force which it may 


at times be necessary to detach for the protection of the inhabitants 
troin Maratha iiicuTsions. This requisite gairison to he lett under 
tlic command of Lieut.-Coloucl OockDuin, General Gordon with 
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the remnincler of the foicc retmniiig to Bomhi'i}’’ and sending hack 
fiuch ot the stoics as aie no longer -wanted. Except the woiinrh-d 
■ivho must he eared toi, the oidinar)' pii'‘Onei.s must be laudeil on 
the opposite .slime, .iftei being cntiiely distiimcd. Tlie bi ass guns 
and mm tais found in 'J'hana Imt aic to bo sent to Bombaj'.* 

In a Consultation of the 4t1i Januaij' 1775 Grovoi nmenfc mite- 
Signed and d.ited oni fair instructions to Mr. James Sihbald, 
pi () visional Iicsident, Messis Giegoij' Page, Patrick Craw find 
Bruce, and Edmund Vcule Lane appointed f-actors at Tli;'uia, for 
tlie mnnagcincnt and goveiiiment of that island and for the 
collections of the Honouiablc Company’s revenues Wboiein wo 
gave tlicm .such ducctions for llicii govci nmenfc ns were necessary 
to foim this new establishment on a piopei footing - 

In tlieii Consultation of 6th January 1775 Government wiite: 
Signed our instructions to Mr. D.’.\id Cainegic appointing liim to 
reside at Kaianja, giving him ncccs&aiy ducctions, and aciiiinint- 
ing liim that he was to collect the icvcnucs of Kavanja, Elcplianta, 
and Hog Islands ^ 

On his return to I3omb.ay on the 0th Januai-j' 1775 General 
Goidoii submitted the following account of Tliana Poifc The foit 
of Thilnaisa regular pentagon, with thice large bastions, towers^ 
at the salient angles, » towci and cavalier o\ei the land gate and 
a woik begun but not finished or cr the liver gate A good ditch 
■with countciscaip inns fiom the rotuiiiing angle of the south- 
east towel to the land gate, whoio therr is no letaiiungwiill to the 
ranipaifc Tlio Msliathas wisely seeing the almost unsuiinouiitahle^ 
difficulties of an attack fiom tins .side, have not paid that attention* 
to its defences which they have on the others The south-east 
towel against winch, and the shoulder oL the adioiniiig bastion our 
piincipal attack was directed, lias two ticis ot guns and a powder 
magazine bfilow. It is extremely strong aud was as fine a piece of, 
masonry as I evci saiv In making our .approaches on this side we 
had the advantage ot being cntiiel}' under cover of houses to w ithin 
280 3 ’ards of the works. Many ot these Iiouscs weie set on.fiie by 
the enemy but their walls afioidcd excellent shelter to the tioops 
The houses nearest the fort -will, I believe, bo found to belong to 
the officers of Government, oi to Bnihnians who will not rcadilj’ 
claim them -I nm of opinion that, as.soon as possible, these houses, 
together vith tlie Darbdr, should be pulled down in oidei to foim 
an esplanade of at least 800 yaids If this is done, if the breaches 
■uliich we made in the woll^e rebuilt, and if the works in gcncial 
aie repaired, I will vcntui*^ to piouoniice that with its piescnfc 
ganison and plenty of ammunition stoics and provisions, Thdiia 
would be in a very defensible and icspoctahlc state Within the 
foH IS plenty of water and a number of small iriegulanll built 
'bouses and huts which should he pulled down and the ground 
levelled. I have dncctcd Major Lee to examine and report the 
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state and calibre o£ "the guns, 107 of which were found in the 
foil;, and to make n demand of whafc guns he wants to put 
the place in a j^i'oper state of defence. Agreeable to the orders of 
the Hoard I enclose a copy of the instructions^ which I have given 
to Lieu tenant- Colonel Cockbum who is appointed to command at 
Tliana By the last paragraph of your letter of the 3rd instant, 
you aie pleased expressly to forbid any repairs being made w'ith- 
oul paiticulai oiders 1‘ioin j^ou. As a literal compliance with this 
order ivould have risked the conquest ive had made, as the breach 
was open and easy of access, I took upon me to direct the engineer 
to stockade and scarp the breach, to clear the ditch, and to go 
on removing the ruins from the towere and works in order to 
make room for our guns. In repairing them the towers should 
not be roofed over. If even a small breach is made in the wall, 
‘the weight of the terrace at the top will be apt to reduce the whole 
to ruins. To considerably widen the ditch would certainly add 
greatly to the strength of the place, and a glacis might be foimcd 
iiom the earth thrown up. Whether at present it is expedient to 
undertake so c.xpcnsive a woik remains to bo considered. In anj’’ 
case the ditch should be carried on immcdiatelj'’ round to the south- 
east tower. Had this been done it would have added considerably 
-to our difficulties in the siege. 

In oveiy pait of Salsette -which I have seen the roads arc 
very bad, indeed so bad as to render the movement of tioops 
very difficult, and that of artillery'' nearly impossible. I submit 
to your con.sideration whether the making good roads is not 
• an object well worth attention, as well for military purposes as 
foi the convenicncy of the inhabitants, who. when a little more 
settled, might bo taxed to assist in .so useful a work. I have 
oidciod Engineer Whitman, who is at present employed in 
-completing the post at Gliodbandar, to begin as soon as pr&siblc 
' taking a chait of the liver, ascertaining the width depth and 
uindiiigs ' 'J'lic post at Gliodbandar is by natme very strong. I 
sent lour mne-poundeis there, which with its garrison gives us 
little to appi choiid from .any attack, though it is not above four 
miles from Casscin. Gliodbaiidai commands the river, and near it 
is a very fei tile district, which produces a great quantity of grain. 
Dhai.'ivi battciy has long been abandoned; it is two to three miles 
south-westof Bassein, I aminformed on account of a long sandy point 
vessels going from Bassein must come close to Dharavi. Erom its 
distance fiom TJiana and the badness of the loads I could not he 
infoLined about Dhdrd\ i as I wished be I imagine it will not 
be difficult to examine it by the way of ’ VesAva, or by water. If 
it has .such command as it is said to have, DhaiAvi is certainly a 
post of much importance, and no time 'should be lost in taking 
possession of it. At tlic same time it_ becomes a matter woitby -of 
the most serious consideration of the Board, how far oiir presei.’'-., 
force is able to maintain possession of and repel attacks on out 
new conquests without hazaiding too much the safety of our othciv 
scttleineiits. sentiments on the subject are that as soon as i^ 
can be done, two battalions of .‘•opoys should be raised and added

halt}*.' The Coiaparij's share must he tent hithei and {he])io* 
prictors aic to he peiinittcd to cxpotl tlic lemairidei to this jdace 
only Jli. I'lnncis William Peiiiherlon is appointed to leshio at 
^VesAsa to collect the revenue-, in the district nlmut that place. 
'Tie is sulioidinato lo the Resident and faclois at Thriii.i, to whoin 
, the__aeffiiiiits lue to'kc t'ansimltefl , hut the h.ilty he collects must 
he sent to Bomb, 13. To hasten the CMlh'ctiim of the Comji.uii-’s

At the same Consultation (ISth .Tariuari^ uns read Imnslu- 
tion of the following letter fioin the Cajitain (leneial at^Goa to

.soon ns I leal lit that j'oui Evcolhiwv piojecUd m gotiatums 01 
coiifpicsts ever the forlihtd town-, and t'amtiies^ lliat have hceii 
possessed nntlgovoined h3'tlic I’oilugncsc .Statu in this legion, .1 
endenvomed lo put a stop to the same and lo picseivc the lights 
w Inch tho Ro3nl Cionn of Poiliigal has in iho-c countiies, h3' 
causing to he dehicicd to 3'<uii ] 5 M'eIlL*iie 3 tli‘‘ piotcsl healing ilato 
the Kith instant. I am cleaily inlmmed tn.vt youi llMelleiuy ha<l 
oigaiiised an o.\pi''lition against the town oi 'J’h.uin, that 3011 hall^ 
blockaded the said town, that jou weic heating down its walls., 
that 3ouwLie in treat} about cmiquuing the same, and inten<li'd 
to iimko peimniiont 3'oiii conqiiccfs ovei the otliei coniitiies ahoxe 
mentioned, whether In' j'ouiselvcs alone or nniti'd with an Asiatic 
Povvei Till*, ohliges me to iepe.it and again to lutimntL' to 3'our 
JiKCplIeiiej' that for the space of two liuiulied yenis the said iorti- 
fication oi Thana lja'!-ein and othei countiies and juii'dictions, 
situated fiom Chaiil to Daman, had been the domiiinm and possrs, 
sum of the Slate ot roitngal And that althoiigli, not iiiiiti- foil}' 
3'ems ago, unjnsll}' aniinntLd a-, is jnohnhle In othei poweis, the 
Al.ii.lth'is iiiifo] tuiMlel}' invaded and took those foi tiiications and 
counti ics, 3-ct the .state ol I’oitiigal neither lost the light it hail 
iiieicin noi the intention of legaiiimg lliein, noi did it omit at .an} 
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time to do every thing requisite once more to obtain the dominion 
of iiliose countries. 

I persuade myself that when j^our Excellency resolved to attack 
Thdna, you considered only the interests of the Biitish Nation in 
Asia, and not your general intciest, nor the attention dae to the 
Poi tugucse State in India I am certain on j’our Excellency looking 
into the gift‘o£ the island of Bomba 3 ’', and the treat}'’ b}*^ which 
it was bcijueathed in the Royal Marriage Contract of Senhora 
Donna Cathaiina, you will find that His Majesty has for himself 
and his vassals engaged not to piejudicc at any time tlic rights 
that the Portuguese Nation 'had in Asia, but on the contrar}’ always . 
to assist in defending the same. Reflecting on the said treaty, on 
the obligation of this alliance, on public faith icciprocally promised, 
and on' the sacred tics of hospitality b}'- which the British Nation 
obtained and still preserves a dominion which the Portuguese _ 
Nation formcrlj’ had in this part of the cost, 1 expect that your 
Excellency will know, in all 3 ’’our proceedings, how much these 
piojects and actions arc contiai}’’ and odious to tlicabovcmentioncd • 
treat}’ and its ties, to the public faith, and to the docorum of the 
British Nation. I rely that in your great prudence you will on thi.s 
consideration abstain and desist from acts so provoking. Should, 
contrary' to my expectation, your Excellency not attend to these 
reasons, I do make most formal protest, declaring that your 
Excellency is the infractor of the public peace of the said two 
nations by so strange a pi oceediiig, so contrary to the meaning of 
the said defensive tieaty subsisting between the two Royal Crowns 
of our said nations, protesting against you also for all the prejudices 
and all sensible consequences which from these facts may ensue. 
Your Excellency may i eniain persuaded that all these damages may bo 
recompensed fiom the interest which England basin the Poi tugucse 
dominions, in which there are to the English Nation much greater 
'jilcdges and much moie important ones than the prejudices your 
Excellency promotes and intends caasing to this state, without 
entering into other most important considerations, of the danger to 
which your nation .shall be exposed by the loss of many millions 
which it gains from Portugal, through the effect of their cstcemable 
alliance and which must be put a stop to by a continuation of these 
strange proceedings. Neither can I dispense with informing His 
Faithful Majesty on all the above, being certain that His British 
Majesty and the whole of the English Nation will grant in this 
respect the most circumspect satisfaction, making your Excellency 
responsible for'all that you sh."!]! do, and for as much as shall happen 
on this most important particular.' 

After cousidcratioii, ordered that a suitable but short rcplv he 
&cnt.= 

A Consultation the 21th January 1775 records; The engineer 
reports that it is necessary to form an esplanade to the foit to the 
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distance of 600 yards. The Piesidcnt ivho has heen on the spot is 
of opinion that for the present the distance of 400 yaiils will 
he uiost piopcr , to extend the cspldinlae hej'-ond that line 
w'ould be attended with too much inconvenience to the inhabitants. 
The enf^ineer lepoits that to make an esplanade will he attended 
with little expense, as many of the houses within that distance 
were so much damaged duiing the siege, that they must be pulled 
down, and, as many others belong to the Biiihinans and olHceis of 
tloveinmont, who have left the place, and their houses die become 
the Company’s : Resolved that an esplanade be made at Tlnbia to 
the distance of 400 yaids round the foit as iccoininended by the 
Picsident, and to encourage the inhabitants whose houses must 
come down, it is agiccd and ordered that the matciials of thc_ 
houses that aic to he pulled down, that did helong to the ofliceis 
• of Govoininent -who h.ivc left the place, be distributed amongst 
the othcis, ■which must be done nitb the utmost imp.aitiahty and in 
such a manner as ivill piovc most satisfactoiy to those ■whom we 
intend to henefit thciebv Wliatcver buildings the inhabitants raay^ 
fiom hencefoiward elect, must he lined out into sticets of 50 Icet 
•wide at least and the cross sticois not less than 36 feet wide ^ 

At a Consultation on the 28th January 3775 oftei leading '»uch 
pait of the advices from Thana as related to the lepairs of the 
ioit and to the making of an esplanade the Boaid order that the 
ditch to the foit be-clcaicd and the biuach rcpaiied that, the 
fort may again be in a defensible state ; that aftei these tw o 
necessary sci vices aic completed the esplanade must he made to 
the distance of 400 yards and no moie. That to extend the 
esplanade to 600 imids as the Engineci recommends, the whole 
town must- bo pulled down which would be too gieat a dis- 
couiageinent to the luhabitants and might disgu.st them with our 
govcinnicnt that at the, same tune no new buildings wcie to be 
elected within 000 yards of the foit ■ • 

On the 28tli Januaij- 177o the President wrote to the Resident 
at 'Jlii'ina, directing him to require the comuianding oflicci 
immediately to send a detachment of 350 men from 'I'liana Vcsrtva 
and Ghodbaiidar to pio^tect the villages and diivc oft the ^[ai.tlh4s ^ 

On the 30th Januaiy 1775 came to hand by special messenger 
fiom Th^na a letter from the Resident, dated tins day, acquainting 
the President tliat the enemy had landed about 400 men at 
Dhaidvi, but that a detachment of 16 Europeans and 100 sepo 3 ’s 
adiaiiccd from Gfliodbandar to the relief of Dliaidvi had diivcn 
eveiy Maratlia ofi' the island before the detachment from Thana 
had arrived Ten JIaidtha piisoners and one boat had been taken 
hut a considerable quantity of batty was destioycd.* 

At a Consultation, the 7th F ebruarj' 17 7 5, the Pi esident lays before 
the Boaid a letter received from Commodore Moore, giving an 
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account o£ the motions of the Mar^tha iicet. Ordered that as the 
MarAthas have now comineuced hostilities by sea, it is resolved the 
Commodore and all the officers in command of our fighting vessels 
be directed to take, sink, burn, or otherwise destroy all or anj*^ of 
the enemy’s vessels whensoever or wheresoever they meet them, 
provided always that the same does not interfere with the effectual 
piotection of such merchant boats or vessels as may be at any 
time under their convoy. A letter must be prepared for 
Commodore Hughes, who may shortly be expected on the coast, 
advising him of the hostile jiroceedings of the Mardtha fleet, and 
desiring that he will tieat them accoidinglj’’, and the Chief and 
factors at Tellichoii^" be instructed to acquaint the commanders of 
Ills ]Ma]c&t 3 '’s- ships that inaj' arrive on the coast of these particulars 
that thej’ iiiaj’ act accordiiiglj’.^ 

At a Consultation, the 16th February 1775, the Board record 
a letter fiom the Piesident of Karanja, dated the 15th, in which 
he enclosed a statement of the annual revenues of that island as , 
crdlcctcJ by the Maidthds amounting to Rs. 51,134'Jand represented 
that last 3 ’ear the Alardthas farmed the customs for Rs. 20,000 , 
v Inch the inhabitants represented as a great grievance, the farmer 
having many oppoitunitics of oppressing them. He also acquainted 
us aniiiutcly with the present state of the revenues enclosing the 
account current with the difleront farmers, and requested our 
directions 'on several jiarticulais.® 

At a Consultation, the 28th .Fcbiuary 1775, the Board read 
advices from the Resident and factors at Thdna on which the 
following observations were made and orders issued ; 

You are to lay in a quantity of batty at TliAna and at the 
posts on SAlsctte, as a stoic sufficient to serve the garrisons, sepej's, 
and labourers for six mouths the rest must be sent to Bombay ; for 
Avc must .conclude that the amount of batty remaipiug with the 
Corum bees (Kunbis) or villagers, after the toka or Government 
share is delivered, must be sufficient for the consumption of the 
inhabitants and for seed. To prevent a scarcity no rice may bo 
c.xported fiom Salsette, not even to Bombay, till the price may be 
reduced below Rs. 16 the niorali {muda). As this is the price at 
M hich it is alwaj's issued in Bombaj', the batty issued to the sepoj’s 
and labourers must be chaiged at Rs. 221 the iniida, whether this 
is dearer or cheaper than the market rate. An account of Bombay 
dailj' wages to labouiers and aitificers must be sent to Thdna, with 
oiders to the chief and factors not to allow higher wim-es at 
Salsette For the encouragement of settlers on Salsette, resolved 
that no duties be collected on the importation into Salsette of any 
provisions nor on the expoitation of provisions from Salsette to 
Bombay. A proclamation to this purpose to be affixed in Bombay, 
and copies ol it dispersed all over Sdlsette, that none of the 
inhabitants may be ignorant of the benefits intended them. As 
the people round Dlidrdvi suffered severely in the last Mardtha

A Consultation of the 1st Minch 1775 iccords Apioclaraatinn 
was this day publislicd bj* beat of dinin in the customary manner, 
and affixed in the usual places, signif 3 'ing agiceablc to onr resolution 
inonrla'it Consultation 'that fioin hencefoiv.’aid all customs -nerc 
abolished oii tlic nnpoitation of any kinds of provisions on Sfilsetto, 
on the tumsporlation of piovisions from one pnit of the isl.xnd'to 
another, and on the expoitation of the same liom S.ilsctte to the 
island of Boinhny, and also on the importation of all kinds of 
pioiisioiis and nccessaiics fioin Siilsetlo hilhci - 

At a Consultation on the 33st October 1775 the Boaid oi deiced that 
on the ownon pioducing a Th.5na Customs Master's ccitilicatc, all 
copper inanulactuied on Salsetlo and all aiticlcs the jiroduce ol 
that island from goods which liave p.iid customs there, may be 
im]ioi ted into Bombay free of customs.® 

On tlio loth Zklaich 1775 Biigadior Goncial G udon submitted 
the follotting dctnilb legaiding Ghodbanebu and Dhaiaii: The 
situation of Jlhiii'ivi gives hucli command of the eutiance of the 
Bassscm river that it will be extremely difficult for any vessels to 
pass m or out On the battcr 3 ^ iiliich is at the foot of a vci^- steep 
bill, aretluco 18-poundeis and tlnco l2-i)oundors I cannot appioi o 
of the platfoim which is made of tciracc instead of stone of 'which 
thcio is plcutj’ If it had been made of stone, the platfoim would 
have been inucli soonei fit for &oi vice It would have lasted a gieat 
deal longer, and would have been icpaitcd in far less time and at a 
les', ox])eiisc Another capital fault lu this platfoim is that instead 
of having the usual slope to cheek the iccoil of the guii^:, and to 
lender it casj’ to luii them home after firing, it is made level, so 
that the guns must recoil a gicat wny, and lequire many moie iiiou 
to woik them. The roof too, vi Inch is intended to he ciuiicd over 
the battel 3 ', is so loiv as gicatly to incommode the guniieis in using 
then lammois and spunges In the icai of the hattci 3 ' is to he a 
mngazuic and guard-iooin, with a tiaveise to cover them On the 
left is a small towci, fioin wdiich a couple of guns placed in h.aihet 
would have a very extensive command toivards the bar. The hill 
is so steep that steps ^liould he cut in it before the lains, otherwise 
it will be almost impossible to get up oi doivii that side next the 
hattcr}'^. A redoubt on the top of the hill with haiiacks for the 
tioops, and ivitli a fiichc (a woik open to the icai and commanded 
h}’ the ledouht) at a small distance fiom it, ivill leave us little to 
appicheud fioiii an 3 ' attacks that inn 3 ' he made on that post The 
tioops should he imt under cover ns soon as iiossiblc, aud oil and 
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candles (ot the T\’ant of which they complain at present) should be 
sent over to all the posts for the use of the guards. At Bhdyndar, 
about half-waj’- beUvoen Dharilvi and Ghodbandar, an officer and 
sixty sepoys are .‘.tationed. As this is an open village opposite to 
Bassein, with a beach of seveial miles on which the enemy may 
land, I am of opinion that the guard should be augmented to one 
hundicd sepoj’s. Signals betwixt Bhayndar Dhfuavi and Ghod- 
baiidar may easily be settled, so as to communicate to each other 
any motions which the enemy may at any time make, should they 
attcmiit to land on that side of Silsette. Ghodbandar is in a veiy 
defensible state, but the temporary roofs wdth Avhicli the barracks 
aic at present coveted will by no moans serve for the rains, neitber 
will the huts in winch the sepoys are, protect them from the incle- 
mency of the weather.^ 

Experience showed the i emission of taxation had been canded too 
far. On Ist 2Iay 1775 Government .signed and despatched to Thana, 
by special messenger, a letter to the Chief and factors revoking 
thcii orders for discontinuing the levy oi yluir patti or house cess, of 
bandar path or harbour cess, and ot molilarfa or shop tax.

Pioinbay. The safetj’ and acccssiblcness of Dombaj* harbour at 
all seasons of the year together with its vicinity to the Maratluts, 
and particularlj' to one of the passes through which tlie whole of the 
country above the Ghats might bo supplied with English articles, 
seem chiefly to have engaged the attention of the Company in the 
acquisition of tins island How just w'erc their speculations is 
shown by the fact that woollens and other English staples are 
disposed of at Bombay and the markets which it supiflies, to the 
amount of 14 lakhs annually. Besides this, the convenience of the 
harbour has Becmcd to the English, and. to those who trade under 
their protection, almost the exclusive trade in Indian commodities 
uitli the country of the Marathas, as well os in the cotton with 
Avhicii Bengal and China is supiilied, the whole bringing in an 
aiiiuial piofit of Rs. 2,70,000 in customs to the Company.^ The 
influence which the Conipaii}' have in the government of Surat 
enable’s them to check the commerce of rival European nations, a 
power the more valuable ns, next to Bombay, Surat is the chief mart 
* for the vend of staples the cntiie monopoly of which is the Company's 
leading coininoicial aim on the w’cst side of India. 'Fora coiisider- 
- able lime commerce alone engaged the attention of the Company at 
Bombay. The construction of docks, the excellent supply of timber, 
and of skilled artificers gave Bombay a military consequence. On’ this 
point nothing need be added to the testimony of the Cominandcrs of 
_,ilis Majesty’s squadrons that, in the impossibility of arranging lopairs 
.clscwhorc, the supciionty at sea in this quarter of the globe during 
the last "Nvar was chiefly due to (he docks and the ready assistance found 
in Boinbaj'. In 17G8, sensible of the importance of a strong naval 
station and also aware of the defenceless state of Bombay, the 
Honourable the Court of Directors sent out Colonel Campbell to 
inspect the fortifications, with positive orders to us implicitly to 
follow his plan. At the same time knowing the iuadequac.y of our 
gariison to the defence of the place, thej'-verj' considerably enlarged 
oui militaiy establishment. Previous to this the expense of Boinbaj' 
liad exceeded its icvcnucs. The Directors were sensible that this 
giya t incie-ise in charges must distress the Goveinmctit for means to 
(feray them, and fuiiiish their investments for Europe and China. 
Ivnoning also that icriitorial acquisition would alone furnish a 
1 evenuc equal to the necessities of that settlement, they laid down 
a system for the att.iimnent of territory, namely the acquisition, of 
Siilsotto and Bassein with the Marathds’ shaie of the revenues* of 
Sill at. Tlicsc thej' imagined would complete their views, and this

I OtUci stiong inducements were not wanting to tlic Bombay Gov- 
crniiieni to take the part they did.

dividing iSi'dsette fiom the main. Kaianja is a small island to the 
east of Boinbaj*, loiming pait of the c.ist side of the haiboiii Its 
chief pi oducc is also rice It at present yields about Bs. CUt)0 a year 
and is capable of improvement Elepbauta is a small island valuerl 
at about Its 800 a year. Hog Island at the top and Keiicry at the 
mouth of the harbour nio little more tliaii baiicn rocks. Except 
Kenerj’, which ivas not ivorth reducing, wc have precession ot ail 
these and bold logular giants for them fiom the Pesliwa Baccein 
is a peninsula foiincd by a large iivor on the north, by the sea on 
tbo west, anil by a largo nver iihicli divides it fiom Siilselie ami to 
ivbicli it gives its name on the south. Across rivnlet or back 
water which fills duiing the lains makes the peninsula an island 
dining the greater pait of the year. Bassein produces licc, many 
fruits, and particularly fine sugarcane, and it has an cxteii.sivc I'oit 
on the south, commanding the river.

or diminish our force hy their previous I’cduction. The Bassein 
districts are not therefore as you imagined in our possession. They 
nio still in the hands of the ministerial paity. 

These acquisitions to the south of Surat form with Bdrabn}' a 
continued chain about 80 miles from noi tb to south . Two additional • 
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Latitalions of sepoys will, I imaprino, be sufficient to mainlain the 
ncce‘''>Qry posts, ^\hich being called in on any apprehensions fiem 
the Fieneli will bo a coiibidcmblc reinforceinent to the shinding 
aiiny of Bombay. From Dasseiii to D;ihann and the livers comes 
gloat part of the timber indispensably necessary for the .ships.

In addies"^ing the Directors on the rcfiis.nl of the Governor Gencial 
to appiove the tieaty with Faghob.n., Mr. W. Taylci on the 20th 
-d.muaiy 1770 wiotc; I cannot help again lainonting that the 
Govei nor Gcnoinl and Council would neither permit the (tovernmcnl 
of Bombaj- to piocecd in their engagements with ll.-ighoha, nor 
cntinst to them the acconnnoilation they had determined on. In 
either case I can cnnfideiitl 3 ’^ jisiscit that at this hour yon would hn\c 
been in qniet possession of an increased revenue of 22 lakhs with 
all the advantages .set foith in mj- tiist.nddrc.ss to this Govei nincnt; 
adiiirs wonhl have been in ti.nnquillitj’ in the west of India, and 
your commeicial concerns piocceding in their nsnal channel. 
Instead of this'you may perceive the nnccitaiiity of your political 
.silu.ition in Bomh-aj’ and the probability there is of being either 
faithor cinbioilcd in military operations, or of making coiiccssioij.s 
^cipiiilly inconsistent with 3 'OUi iiitcicst and lionour. I learn by 
'■piivato accounts that the vend of \'our woollcn.s and^ staples is 
tolally at a btand, as, conlraiy to their agreement* nitli the 
Govoinment of Bombay, the ininlstorialisls do not .sillier the 
merchants to come down to trade. Fiom this cause thi.s season bids 
fail to be a very unfortunate one for private meich.ants. Should 
the next pi odiico another scene of hostilities, as the stoppage of 
tiadc would of coin.se continue, I am nfr.aid manj’^ now opulent 
mei chants of Bombay and Surat 'would bo icduced to inlinitc 
dislioss, bcsiiles a A'cry considerable loss that mu.st cn.suc to von bv 
the failure of customs." 


On the Kith June 1776 the Board .signed a letter to the Bosidoiit 
at Kar.uijii in which they advised him that in consenncnce of a

In 1776 the Court write (5lli April) to the Bombay Govcinmcnt’

Some months later, 1st Dcccniht'i 1770. tlic following nieinoii.il 
fiom the Kiiiopean and counti}* merchants of Boinbay w.is addn-ssed 
to the Picsidunt and Council Venn nieinnii.ilHts beg leave to 
lepiesent to youi Uonoui tlio mul.incholy st.ite to whicli the tiadc 
of the isl.ind is now lediiced Yoiu nicinoiialists and othcis have 
inanj’ l.ilchs of rupees of goods now in Maichonsc totally uiisalu.xhio 
and h.ave been ao for inoie than a tnclveinonth p.i*it This mmoiis 
slate of atlons is occasioned b)’ the entne stop put to all coiiimuin- 
catiuii between tliis island and the j\laiathn coinitiy by llie jncsent 
govui mneiit at Poona. Yoiu niiMiioiialists have for m.'iny iinjiiijis 
past flatteicd themselves that the comiimnicaiioii would li.ivc been 
piopeily opened in conscipiencc of the late Tieaty of Peace® I’o 
then gicat disappointment ami hcavj' loss they (ind the impedi- 
ments to the .sale of cverj- Iviml of goods far gic.atoi than hefoic 
the cessation of aims w.is pioclaimod Pieiious to that event the 
Poona go^ eminent stood so much in awe of the Bnglish pouer as 
to..peinut then Vanj.iias and meich.inls to c.viry away goods fiom 
IJombay Since tlmtpeiiod they have foibiddeii tlio V.uij.li.'is .uid 
otheis to have any dealings or intci com sc with the English, lior 
will they sull'ei English gootls to jmss their r.lmuLis AVitliout p-ai'ing 
such licavy duties as amount to a piolulutioii In this ahunnng 
situation your nicmoi uilists do most c.iinustly entie.at yoin’ lloiioui 
will he pleased to iiuiko such applications to the J’oona government 
as ina}’ induce them to open the couimuuic.atioii, agree.ihle to the 
tcnoi of the tieaty of peace, and to encourage that fice tiaihj 
between this island and the M<ai.itha countiy, which it has evor 
befoic enjoyed. Your ineinoi iaiists doubt not jour Tlonoui mil 
take into your most soiious consideiation the adopting such nie.uis 
us may piove speedy and eftectiial, as they aic sensible it must be 
stiiking to j'-ou that should the same iiiipcdinieiits continue but 
for a twelvemonth longer, the trade of tlii.s once lloiUislnnq island 
must be lost for years to coincj to tlie i try gioat deti inieiit of the 
Company, and to the total luiii of many individuals.'" - 

On icccipt of the above mcinoiial the Boaid ob«.eiie (lUIi 
December 177G) : A mcmoiial is now dcliveicd in by the pinici]>al 
European and countiyinei chants repiesonting in the most :iHcctiiig 
ttrijiiS the melancholy state to uhitli the tiadc of this .setLIemeiiL is

tin irougiilv sensible of Ihe justice of what is set forth ni this inoino- 
ri.d, and well convinced of the di*stiuetivc consequences whicli 
must' ensue if this ohstiuction to onr tuide is not soon leinoved, of 
wliicli tlie Honourable (Jomjiaiiy will likewise scwrely feel the 
ellecls in their sales and cusloins, it is lesolved inimediafi ly to send 
a copy oi this memoiial to Colonel Upton ami to recommend to 
linn in the stmngest tenns to insist upon the T*oona goveiimient 
inslantly giMiig the most elTectual oideis for opening the coniinii* 
iiication* and in the same fi ceand unlimited manniT as liefoi e the war. 
It is 01 deled likewhsc that a CO]!}* theieof he '■ent to the Go\ernor 
General and Council with our next advices and that it be icprcsenteil 
how' inconsistent this conduct of the ministers is nitli their profes- 
sions of amity and good inclination towaids the Kiiglish and how 
contraiy to the true spnit and meaning of the late tieaty.* 

On the '1th July 1777 Ihc Couit of Diicclms wiite to llomha} : 
We lieienitli tiaiisinit the copy of a inetiional wry lately iocei\ed 
ironi one of Ills jMuiesty’.s I’lnieipal Secroliuios ol Slate lespceling 
a foinuil complaint that ha«l heeii made to the Ibitish Amhassndor 
at the Ottoviiaii Poile against a tiade caiiied on to Sue'S in thc-l’ed 
Si'a hy .sevcial poisons residing in India uinler our pioleotion. 
Having alsoreceiied inivnlc intelligence that sr*\eial vessels ari**.- 
now in Snox. and others ex*pected fiom Indiib Ailiich have impoileVi 
and will import vciy consider.ihle quantities of piece-goods and 
other valinable commodities, the jirodiicc and maiiufacfcnie of India, 
for which we are iiiloinied a leturn is made in merchandise, wc 
cannot but be justly alarmed at a trade of this natuie which in its 
consequences may not only involve the Biitish nation in chsjnites 
with the Sublimo Poite but be highly piejudicial to the linde ol 
the Bast India Compaiiy heic. ^0 have theieforc taken this 
matter into oui most .seiioiis considciation, and wc do lieiehy 
positively ]nobib]t all Biitish .suhjocls in India, nhethcr employed 
in our sei vice or remaining there under our license, i'loni Irad'iii" 
in tlie Bed Sea to any other pol ls than Jidda and Hpkha. You arc 
to .signily in the most public manner at your presidency, that if 
any. British subjects as before mentioned shall act in violation of 
our oideis, they will not only incur our highest dis])lcasuie, but ns 
such oiders will be communicated by ns to the King's Jlinisteis 
lieie and by them most likely to the British Ambassador at Con- 
stantinojdi*, it is more than probable that whatever cnigocs may be 
heiicelorwaid i^eiit^ from India anil imported at Sue/., will be 
immediately confiscated. At the same time wc shall take cveiy 
.step that the Company may be secured in the privilege of possip" 
the des]iatche.s under tlieu seal to and from the East Indies by the 
w'ny ol Suez, and that all vcss(i|.s conveying such dcsiiatchcs and 
furnished with the Company’s passport, be suiieied to enter that' 
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port nn<l I'cnmiii there without molestation, piOMilcd they have 
no <roo(li> 01 incichandise on bonnl ioi carij'ing on any kind of 
tiaflic It 11311 be thcicfoic necc'.saiy foi you iimiicili.itelj’’ to 
iignily tlie .«5amc to the coininandeis and oniceii ot •'Ueli 
ic.spcctivelyj and ive hciehj’ diicct that you take effectual means to 
pi event the slnpiiing of any goods or incichandise tliereon.'^ 

On tlio 4th July 1777 to hinifc the independent action of the 
President the Gouit orileicd • The business to he tiaiis.ictcd with 
the countij* poweis must ho done by the Boaid, and the opinion of 
the majoiity is to he ndhcicd to in all cases. Tlicy continue: The 
coiiespojidencc with the count) y pnweis is to he canied on in the 
'name of the Chief alone. But no lettei is to he sent away bj" him 
until approved b}* the Board, and the answeis as well as all Jettius 
that may he icccivcd fiom the countiy powers aic to be laid 
imniodiately before the Boaid.® 

At a Consultation of the Select Committee, the 7th M.ay 1777, thp 
Cominitkc observe: As the proceedings of tlie Fientli iMth the 
Poona govciniiieiit may he attended with the most .serious conse- 
quences to the inteicst of the Ilononiahlo Companj', it is oidcicd 
that immediate advice tlieioof according to the intelligence we ha\ c ' 
received he tiaiismitted to England and to the Gowinor Gencial 
and Council. Besolved also that the same intelligence be cdmnni- 
nicated to the Coiniiiaiidei-in-Ohicf of 'Bis Maje.sty’& ships, ami ( hat 
he bo requested to hiingiound the squadron as early as he possibly 
can, ns we think theii appoaiancc heio cannot fail liaving a ,g 0 (>il 
oiTcct on the conduct of the Poona government and may po-sildy 
deter the French from attempts wliich the present vciy weak .state 
of our military Establishment might otheiwise_ tempt them to 
iiudcrtalvc. We cannot but be equally alarmed w ith the pinspeet 
however icmote of the Fieiich obtaining an establishment at Clianl 
or any other port so immediately in our neiglihou -hood. SJiouId 
this prove to be Monsieur St^ Lubein’s sclieinc the bad consequences 
of his success cannot be too much dreaded. Gieat iniiiry to tliC 
commeicc of Groat Britain and inevitable rum to the trade ot this 
.settlement would be the first^ and certain effects, exclusive of the 
advantaf'cs such an establishment U’ould affoi d in case ot a natinnid 
wai Jfuch thei cfore, in our opinion, should be haK.ii ded to siib\ ei t 
their scheme, whether on further intelligence it .should pro^e to b.- 
diiccted to views of conimerce only or ^ the toiining a tieaty o 
alliance with the Poona government Cncmnstanccd as we are « o 
must wait for instructions from the Goveinoi CTencial and Council 
and in the meantime it is agreed to direct Mr Mostyn to expostulate 
with the minister.s on the impropriety of their giving such an 
cncoiiiafremcnt to the French, om natural enemies, attei the peace 
so latch" concluded by Colonel Upton, and o dem.ancl fioiii thorn 
the nature and design of their negotiation with Monsieur St Luhciii. 
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We tliink it will be also pioper to instruct Mr. Mostj'ii to einleavour 
to excite tlicir jealousy of tlieFieneh bj' representing the ambitious 
views and cneioaehing disijosition of- that nation and their attach- 
ment and engagements to Haidar AH, and, at the same time, to 
make it his study himself to pieservc the most amicable intercourse 
with the Darbdr. The dangeis which may be appieliendcd from 
tlie intrigues of the French at the Darbdr and their settling so 
near us, and tire present veiy weak state of our militarj’ force must 
be pointed out to the Governor General and Council, and it must 
be submitted to them how far it is expedient to let us lemain any 
longer in our pre'sent defenceless state while the French arc 
continually sending ships to this coast. ^ 

In agreement with this decision the following letter, dated 
Bombay 10 th May 1777 , was addressed to the .Governor General 
and Council at Fort William • Having lately received from 
!Mr. Mostyn some very alarming accounts of the proceeding.s of 
the French \vith the Poona government, we think it our special 
duty to lose no time in transmitting 3’'ou copic.s of his Ictteis, that 
3’ou maj’- take w’hat measures 3-011 may judge proper for guarding 
against the bad consequences which must ensue fiom too close 
a connection between those powers. If the French succeed in 
obtaining the port of Chaul, or any other port so iminediatcl3’ in 
our neighbourhood, it will totally luin the Compan3f’s trade at this 
settlement and materially injure the commerce of Great Britain, 
exclusive of the advantage such an establishment would afford them 
ill case of a national war. Much therefore in our opinion ought to 
he hazarded to subvert their scheme, whether on further intelligence 
it should prove to be directed to views of trade only or to the forming 
a tieat3’’ of alliance with the Poona government. We have only 
considered oui selves authorised to direct Mr. Most3m to expostulate 
with the ministers on the impiopriety of their giving encourage- 
ment to our natural enemies alter the peace so lately concluded by. 
Colonel Upton and to demand from them the nature and design of 
[Monsieur St. Lubein’s' deputation. We have also instructed 
Mr. Mostyn to endeavour to excite, their jealou.sy b3’’ representing 
the ambitious views and encroaching disposition of the nation, and 
their attachment to Haidar Ali, and at the .same time to make it 
his stud}' himself to preserve tlie most amicable correspondence 
with the Darbiir. Mr. Mosty^u will by oiir direction continue to 
keep you constantly and fully advised of such of their proceedings 
as 11103- come to his knowledge. Whilst vie hav.‘ such reasons for 
suspicion of the' designs of the French W beg leave to submit to 
3'our judgment how far it is expedient we should remain in our 
piesent defenceless state. The enclosed return will show 3-ou the 
gi eat diminution of our European coips and until the dispute with 
America is subsided we have no reason to expect an3'’ considerable 
lecruit fiom England. At any- rate it is good to be prepared 
.against every- event, and the appearance of a respectable force ivill 
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at least have a oooil effect on tlic confluct of the Poona government, 
ami ina_v deter the Fiench fioni designs winch onr weakness might 
otherwise tempt them to nndcitakc Fiom the same ]uotivo<«, 
and as they have had lately sevoial ships of foico upon this coast, 
wo hate applied to Sir Bdwaid Ilughcs oi his hicccj.soi in cnhimnndl 
to bring louiul Bis Majestj’s squatlioo to Bombay as oailj’ as he 
possiblj’ caii.^ 

On the 19 th May 1777 Mr. Mostyn wiitcs fioin Poona to Ihc 
Picsident and lilcnibcis of the Select Coniinittee at Bombay On 
tho 8 th instant af. ins audience of thcPcslina. at which the piincipal 
ministers were picsotit, the Chovahci St Lubcin dcliieied Ins 
ci-edentials, being letters fioin the King and Ministers of France, 
And made a pieseiit. I cannot help ohsciviiig the dhl'crence of his 
leception and mine on this occasion. Sakhniiiin Btipu and Nana 
Fadnis going uitliout the tent walls to leceive him as he alighted 
fiom an clejihant the Darbfir had supplied him, and intiodncing 
linn into the Baihar, while they 011I3’ sent Mddhaiino J.idhaviao 
and Bapu Pant to leceive and introduce me. Indeed, in c;^cly 
lespecl, the mmisteis paj’ the gientcsb attention to the Fiencli 
Ycui'-JTonour.inaj' depend on 1113' continuing to cxeitin\' cndeavouib 
not onl3' to* penetrate into the tiiie object of Mons St Luhem’.s 
deputation, but also to picvent his caii3-ing ^13^ scheme^ into 
ovccutiou to tho picjudice of in3' Iloiiouiable )fiinplo3’’ers. Bis ical 
view is undoubtedly to obtain a port on the coast in the Murnfclia 
dominions and a factory at Pooim In several convci sations I have 
had with the ministeis, I have alwa3’s ondeavouicd to excite, the 
jealous}” of the Dai Kir by icprcsuntiiig to them tho ambiltious 
dispositiou of the French So long since as the 5 th Apiil I 
icpiesented to MadhaMao Judhaviao, one of the people appointed 
b}” the ministers to transact oin business with the DarUir, the 
iiiipiopiiet}’ of theii peiimttiiig the Ficnch to send an ainhassador 
to this Par bar. That I doubted if tbc}’ considered the ill consequences 
which might attend this conduct. That I was well ns<?uiejl the 
Frcncli had not only this year sounded the hai hours of Kolnba and 
Cliaul, but last year that of Gheria This, in m3’ opinion, notwitli- 
.standing an}” professions of fiicndslnps the}” might make, clearly 
pointed 'out their views to he on one of those poits. I dusiiod liim 
to make a proper lepicaentation of the matter to the Darbar, that 
the}’ might not licieaftcr blame us for failing to give them a tiincl}'' 
caution. I at the same tune mentioned to iUdhaviao the connection 
between the Ficnch and Baiilni." 

At a Consultation of tho Select Committee, the lOtli October 1 / 77 , 
the Piesidcut the Honourable Mr Bomb}' read the following 
minute on the present situation of Maiatlia affnii'.s It is obMoms 
that all the countr}” adj.acenb to Bomba}’ derives an additional 
value from its situation adjoining to a capital cit}’ Among the

either themselves traders, or eonccinedin some of those occupations 
to ivliich a lar^c import and export tiade gives lisc. The number 
of Christians ilusalinans and L^ai-sis who are not restrained to the 
■ S.bitcmionsne'bs of the Ilindu is large. Besides these there is an 
European g.xriison, manj’ families, a fleet of European senraeiij and 
a gieat lesort of shipiung. These circumstances combine to cieate 
in Bombay a brisk deinand for the necessaries of life, for all which 
Bombay must entiielj'' depend on the neighbouiing country which 
produces only a little rice and some cocoannts. It is this Bombay 
demand^ which increases the value not only o£ all lands of the 
Miiiclthilb immediately coiitignoiis to Bombay, but for a considerable 
distance round it. The late disturbances prove this, for when the 
xamindars demanded their rents the rayats pleaded tli 2 impossibility 
ot paying, for want of a vend for the produce of their farms, anil 
their distress was so evident that the (iovernor of Bassein permitted 
several boats to come to Bombay though under sbiingent orders to 
the contrary 'J’he Alaratlias know that if the English should 
bdconm possessed of Bassein, its territory, together with Riilsette 
Eaianja, might with due management be made to produce 
snmcicnt for all the purposes ot Bombay , therefore by alienating 
laniis contmuous to it they not only giv’e up so inucb actual revenue, 
out lessen the value of what remains, as, no doubt, if their own are 
snnicient, the English will give every encouragement to imports 
iroin tlicir own in order to imliice industry and cultivation and therc- 
j V increase then” rents. Besides these economical considerations the 
iviatatlias have political leasoiis of much greaterforee. When (1737)

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the picat resources of the Coinpnny. TJic Maidthas me little 
apprehensive of molestation from the eastivaiJ. It is fiom the 
ivc'^t alone that a check can bo put on Mardtha iucur«5ions If once 
a foimirlablc power was establishcJ on their west connected with 
the Company’s interests in the east, the Poona Dnrbdr must bid 
adieu to all thoughts of faithcr inroads into Bengal. The foiecs 
which would bo requisite would be but barely sufficient to defcn<l 
their own possessions. They could not with prudence issue to the 
phindor of other countries, wliile their own houses and families, 
and the collected licbcs acquired b}'' foimcr invasions, lay subject 
to the retaliation of a gieat ivcstcin power. In its pi esent situation 
the Bombay Presidency is by no means an object of alarm. The 
troops which could be spaicd from the defence of the sevcial 
garrisons could amount to no very considerable force, and in its 
unconnected .state the most they could effect would be to ravage the 
Konkan on which the Marathas have hut a small dependence On 
the cast the Ghdts form a harrier preventing the appioach of the 
English to Poona, The tiiflingcficcts of the Bombay tioops would ' 
then by no means bo adequate to the different ills the Company must 
sustain by hostilities with the Maiathtis. Therefore whatever might 
happen with the Eiigh‘»h in the east of HindusUin, the Mar4thas 
trusted their own interests would keep the English quiet in the west. 
Forthjssc i^casoiisthc Poona Dai b:ii has ever guaided with a watchful 
eye against the most minute ncccs'*ion of tciritoiy on the Bombay • 
hide, lightly judging that without an ndciiuatc revenue to defray the 
charge of it the Company would nevci inaiiitam any leqicctablc 
foicc there merely tor a contingent occasion. We have always 
found the Marathas most paiticulaily careful to prevent such 
accession adjacent to Bombay, paitly foi the economical reasons 
bcfoie assigned, partly because by affoidiiig Bombay an ample 
supply of pioMsioiis, such possessions would avert one of those 
disti esses, to which hostilities w^ould subject Bombay. Pipm the 
iivcis adjacent to Basscin i*> brought gioiit pait of the timber' for 
Bombay inaime and other works, which, by preventing the repairs 
of shipping, strikes at the root of Bombay tiadc. The immediate 
territory of Basscin being defendeel on three sides bj’ water, and on 
the fouith easily mode impenetioblc, the Manithiis, in case of 
misundei standing, could also lose the natural advantages they possess 
in an open country of ravaging it with their hoisc. All those, it must 
-be contessed, were forcible i.'> 'lives with the ministers to withhold 
Bassem flora the Company, Wo therefore can never sufficiently , 
legiet that they did withhold it, moie especially as m those cessions" 
which probably Colonel Upton was taught to consider ns an 
equivalent for his acquiescence in lelinquishing this favourite point, 
it IS clearly evident that the ministeis had as much in view the 
interests of their state as they had of deprising the English of 
Basscin.^ Thu foice of the Maratha empiie depends solely on the 
union of its constituent membcis This union again depends solely 
on the degree of effectual powei lodged iu the Poona government.

Although hy the dissipation of tlicii* family treasure, and by 'the 
natural decrease of their piovinces it would require a length of time 
and much good management to lestore the power of the Peshwa to 
that degree that is requisite for reunion of the force of the empire, 
' yet if we were to icinstate Edghoba to the unrostiictcd riglits of 
the Peshwdship, and to support him, it would be laying the 
foundation of a power tliat might in time be dangerous to ourselves. 
To prevent this, therefore, it seems to me expedient that the Gaik war, 
the Dhoslc, Holkar, and Sindia should of right under our guarantee 
be established in what they now in fact arc. I mean they should 
be confirmed in the independent possession of their scveial dominions, 
and these dominions should be rendered hereditary without any 
pretence of interference on the part of the Poona Darbdr. It seems 
to me so cleaily the views and interests of the jdgirddrs to obtain 
this point, that I cannot think they would hesitate a moment to 
accede to any plan of accommodation founded on this basis, to 
which we Avere to be guarantees, more especially as they must 
know that Ave also are much interested to keep the powers of the 
Poona DarbAr under due limitations, and would therefore rigidly 
maintain the terms of the guarantee. The BrAhmans Avould no 
' doubt bc averse fiom this mode of accommodation. But if once 
Avc call gain OA’cr the jAgirdars, the Brahmans must know their 
objections would be fruitless, and they must be compelled to 
acquiesce. 

TJie advantages of such a settlement seem to me too obA'ious 
to need much comment. It Avould lesettle the Mai*Atha country 
Avithout restoring the empire. To turn from fact to speculation 
• I may A’cnture to observe that as the characters and manners 
of men greatly depend on the government they liv’e under, 
so Avhen they find it wdll answer no purpose to commit their fonner 
depredations, the ^larathAs may be conv^eited fi'om a destructive 
life of indolent marauding to cultiA’ation and the other arts of 
peace. This by increasing the Maiatha population Avould greatly 
increase the staple tiade of Great Britain, the different articles of 
Avhich are necessaries of life to them. It would also tend to enrich 
the proA’inccs of Bengal by a consumption of many of its manufac- 
tures, the vend for which is totally gone to decay in these last ten 
or fifteen years during Avhich their feuds have subsisted Avith 
violence. IVliatcA’er may be determined Avith re.spect to this general 
plan I Avould by no means neglect u-.e third point Avhichis to form 
an eftectual check from the Bombay side on the Poona Darbar, 
should any future concurrence of circumstances give us .apprehen- 
sions fiom them.^ . “ 


On the 7th December 1777 the Governor and Council at Bombay 
Aviote to the Governor General and Council at Fort William • We 
aie much pleased to find that our letter of the 10th of May has 
excited your attention to the .state of our forces. Our establishment 
a.s last settled by tlie Company consists of one battalion of artilleiy

number of .sepoj-s so as in the least degree to be coiisideied cfTective 
tioops, that it mil be much better in every respect to send us a 
leiiito! cement of disciplined sepoyb if Euiopeans cannot be sp-aicd 
Such being the state of out foiccs, you will i caddy coinpiehend our 
inability to co-opei ate ^Yltll the other Presidencies in ease of an 
att.aek upon either of them, and that in the event of an European 
wai, the safety of tins place can no otheiwise be secured than by 
liaving a superior fleet, or a proper garrison in actual readiness to 
lepel an enemy That this our pic‘>eiit force is by no means equ.rl 
to wo can have no doubt In case of a national wai with the 
Eiondi, from the excellence ot the harbour and ilie convenience of 
the docks, Bombay would bo the first obiect of tbeir attempts in 
India The arrival of the Eieiich fleet ott the poit in the mouth of 
August or September, being the best season for a quid: run from 
the islands, might piobably biing us the fiist notice of then inten- 
tions and neither give us time to rcccire succonis iiom such a 
distance as Bengal and Madras, nor for any diversion to be made 
in our favoui. We have thus according to oui dutj'' ,and j'our 
desire laid betoie you a statement of oui mihtaiy foicc, and ot our 
iiicaiis of defence It will icst with j'ou, gentlemen, to put into oui 
liands icsourccs equal to our exigencies, and to thu importance of 
the Company b po'-bcssions iu this quaitei.^ 

In addition to fears of the Fiench and troubles with the Mai.r- 
llias the records ot -this time contain rctercnccs to sebumes tor 
impioving Salbcttc by damming out the sea fiom the low rice 
lanils and by eiicouiaging the settlement of Par.si ffimilics. On the 
SOtli Januaiy 1778 Captain V Spaeth made the following pi oposals 
for a laigc reclamation near Ghodhaiidcir In oliedience to an order 
leceivcd '.ome time past, diiectmg me to suivey ami estimate the 
expense of daininhig a piece ot ground which Eangiiji llaiusct, the 
piesent fannci of Ghodbandar and Ivaslii proposed to enclose, and 
likewise to point out what quantity of gi'ouud would be icnderetl 
Tisclnl for cultivation in consequence of such a dam being iimde, 
the accompanying plan is submitted. I have .at the same time 
made anil annexed a project w itli an estimate of the expense that 
rrill be attended by constructiug a d.iiir of mosoniy aciO'-s 
the deck with a bluice that it may remain iiarigable as it now is

I'liclosed by the new dam will at the least computation amount to 
5,080,000 square yards. Supposing as aforeniGntioncd that .3403 . 
square yards yield two motnhs of batty, then the product of the 
wliole xvill bring 29S6 morahs. Admitting that half tins sum be 
deducted to make allowance for the different channels of the creek 
and the part of (-Jhodbandar which requires a time of several years 
before it can be icndcred cultivable, there remain 1493 viorahs that 
by the improvement of this district in making the proposed dam 
will bo acquired. Exclusive of this much will be gained by actual

Blifiyndar plain owing to its ground lieing three feet lower in that 
par(. than it is by the banks of the river Another advantage 
which dcseivcs to be noticed that will proceed fiom the iicxv dam 
i'. ihi.s : The length of the road from Gliodbandar to Bh.<yndar post 
fieqiientcd in the dry season is 4|- miles. When the dam 'is made 
ih.it distance will he reduced to 2^ inile.s, that is nearly half. 

Consoq^uently a reciprocal assistance can be given much sooner to 
any «>l the two posts. I huxo already observed that the banks of 
the river he mucli higher than the ground near the cross dam wliich 
join, K«,i an.i plain toother. This p, opoi tion remain. 
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much the same Avitli the inland pait all along the river fioin 
Ghodbandar to Dhui/ivi, a few places only excepted. I think it 
therefore not practicable to effect the entire exclusion of the water 
which now overflows nearly or perhaps the best half of that exten- 
sive plain Provided it bo no difficult matter on the .side of Vesava 
to stop the inundation from thence, the most considci.able or useful 
of the creeks might be secured with a lock which bj' its reservoir has 
that property that boats could go in or out without being sub.ioct 
to the tides The method ■which the faimer means to pin sue in 
making the dam and stoppingup the creek wilb I apprehend, be sucli ' 
as will scarcely answer his own time. When the land is again to 
pass into the Company’s hands then the same operations to secuie 
it perfectly which are now wanted will become necessary. He 
means to stop the creek hy sinking two old boats. This should 
serve only tor the proparatorj' part and would verj' much facilitate 
the perfecting of a good dam. The mud dam across the inundated ' 
ground -would be made agreeable to theii wonted custom, which is^ 
by digging up the mud close underneath where they foim the dam. 
Tlus ditch they dig ou the outside of the dam which weakens it so 
much that it is immediately subject to perpetual repairs Tins 
method adds force to the -watci to act upon it with better -success 
to destroy it again I, on the contrary, intend that the dam should 
he made mostly of ground taken from the heights on the back of 
Ghodbandar hill. The mud used should he dug out in nairow 
ircnchcs at distances and that from within the dam in a pcipcnrli- 
culai direction to it, not suffering their joining the darn by tir itc 
the bieadth of its depth Should it be thought proper that thi.s 
Avoik be executed on the Compan 3 '’s account, then the battoiy ou 
.the soiithwaid close by Oharni village, ■which was raised by the* 
Slardthds of square Dongri cut stones not laid in chunam, which 
nie_ in great number, ■would serve to a very good puiposc fot the 
facing of the intended wall dam. The ball (wall) plank which is I 
believe in the land pajTnaster’s carpenter's j’ard, would likewise 
facilitate the making ot the temporary dam across the creek ^ 

At a Consultation, the 25tli Match 1778, the principal engineer’s ' 
report of the dum and sluice at Ghodbandar being laid bcfoie them 
the Board take it under consideiation, together ivitli Captain 
Spaeth’s letter and plan. It is unanimously agieed that carrying 
Dhis woik into execution will bo attended with much benefit to the 
Honourable Company It is therefore resolved to give orders for 
its being immediately begun and completed with all expedition. 
The Boai d add * As it will he necessary to make some previous 
agreement with the farmer of Ghodbandar respecting the lands that 
will be recovered by means of this work, the Chief and factors at 
Thiinq, must make the necessary stfitlement.'^ After correspondence 
as the farmer refused to give moie than one-eighth of tlic additional 
outturn. Government decided {21st December 1778) to keep in their 
own fhands the additional area made fit for cultivation.’’

U’he question was brought to the front in a letter 
of the 'Directors, dated 4tii July 1777,^ coinplaining of the largo 
uncultivated share of Salnctte and suggesting that the veiy iiidus-

despatch tlio pinna and cstun.-ites oidcicil by the Honouiable Comt 
in thfiii commands of the 19th AJaich will be tiansinitled and a full 
leply sent thcicto by the Governor and Council " 

In the same letter (27th March 1779) Government add - Incur 
addiess ot the 29th December wc advised om having taken possession 
of the French Factoij' nt Smat and seized the pei.soiisof the Consul 
and of uveiy other Fienclimnn in that city. This .step we floubt 
not from yom coinm.inds of 31st August will be a]jproved lYe 
lemoved all theFiunchmcn to Bombay except the Consul and his 
familj’ -whom sve permitted to i cmainatSuiat upon hisp-aiole Among 
the prisoners leinoved to Bombay was a piicst who some time alter 
his aiiival sent to iiifoim the President that he had iiitclligcuce of 
an inipoitant iiatme to communicate Being accoidingl}- examined 
he gave information which was confirmed by another of the prisoiici .s 
that a plan had been conceited by jifonsieiu Biiancouit, the Fiencli

to remain an3'longci at Surat, we have lemoved him with hisfamil3'’ 
to the fort at Thaua wlieic we piopose to keep them till they are 
sent to Europe.^ 

On the risk of an alliance between the French and the Jfaiathas 
Mr. Horsley, the repicsentativc of the Govcniment of Doiiibay, 
addiessod the following letter to the Governor General, dated 
Calcutta 2 nd August 1779 - ‘ However contiaiy it ma3' seem to the 
true interest'!? ot all paities among the Maiathas to c.dl^ in the 
French, 3’ot there is hardly' a coiintiy m the woild whose histoiy is 
come down to us that does not furni.sh more than one example of 
the absurd polic3'’ of intioduciiig foicigncns ns the nrbitiatois of 
domestic quarrels. We know for certain that 11101 c than five 3’onrs 
ago, before we had taken part in theii civil wars, Hiighoba and the 
coiifcderac3’ -which opposed liim had each been appl3'ing to Bombay 
for assistance against the other The Nizam and Haidai have 
both been com ted and been engaged in a greater or less degiee 
ever siuce the death oL Mailhaviao, the forinei 1)3' Nana and his 
paity and the latter b}’ llughoba and his fi lends, and have each 
icsppctivcl3- made their advantage of their allies. 'J'lic .same stale 
ol things, we iiny suppose, will lead to the same ineasuics and 
surol3'' not, the less piobabl}- for the share we have had in the 
same 'J’hc real militai3'' strength of the Mai-atha empire .and the 
forms of it aio at pre.scnt in diflcrcnt hands.

foi themselves as possible That ot the llaiatlia pirty with u'hicli 
they connect themselves the^olgects are to over.xxvc its c'(impetitoi.s, 
to satisfy its allies on the easiest teiiiis possible, and to cuib the ■ 
English fiom whom at leai^t no good oflices aic to he expected. 
Yet I do suijposo that, unless compelled to it by the hist necessity, 
N.ina himself will not dcsiic to see a Ficnch niiny at Poona or in 
the lieaitof the MarAtha empue He will piobably think that since 
his alfaiis oblige him to bo connected xvith Euiopeans, and xvhilc 
Euiopeans must be near nciglibouis to the Jlaiatlia empire, it is a 
point of good policy to have them so situated aa to bo a*check upon, 
each other, foiming a double line betxvcen the sea and the mountains 
On this principle I should not be suipiiscd to see Chaul and a 
considriablc part of the Konkan opposite Bombay gi anted to the 
I'Tcnch as a permanent establishment, togcthci xvith all else they 
might he able to conquei from us. Sdlsetlc and the othei haihour 
islands must fall unless wc can bring a body of troops into the ficld- 
to fight a battle foi them And though the encin}' might not find 
themselves strong enough to form the siege of Bomhaj’, yet, when 
once wc xvcio confined to Bombay island, xvc should certainly be 
put to-coiisideiablc' stiails, and if the sea weic not open might be 
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- imich rli'strc’ssecl. In ease Nana shoulil not be diepoted to onconvngo 
the French to loinain in the ueighhouihood of ISoinhaj’ as a banior 
between ns and him and as an ally whoso nearness to Poona might 
•serve to support his authoiit}' tliore, and in case the force should 
not hcrsuch as to encourage them to form (he siege of JJoinha}', 
the rediiclions of the harbour isl.inds may perhaps .seem too iucon- 
.sidcrahlc an object, and while Bombay still icniivinod in oui hands, 
could" not be of much boiictit to them. Itthcrefoie appears to me 
likely that with the concuirenco of their ilaidtha allies the French 
may turn their views northwaid ivlicre Surat and 13i each appear very 
-desirahlo acrpiisitions, and if in addition to these they are allowed, iis 
I make no doubt thej’ might he, to help themselves out of the 
Crdikwav’s share of Gujarat, they might, 1 think, with ease lay the 
iouiidation of a power in tin* West of India, which would bid 
fair to' vie witli any establishment of ours in the east. I must 
confess this seems to me the most eligible plan for them to act on,

he of dliinion that there is a piobahihty of cn cumstances like any 
of these I liave supposed taking place, 3 ’’ou will, I dare .saj^, think it 
proper to take the necessary measures against them You will 
perceive that the first stop to he taken and on the spot would ho 
to form such countci -alliances as might balance tho.se of ourenemic.s, 
whatever ’theirs iiiay be. We aic certain that at pieseiit we liave 
no alliance on that side of India. If nny are to bo now formed 
in order to guard against the probable designs of the Ficnch or in 
luture if such designs- should actually be carried into execution 
some Gxitraordmary powers are in either case, T apprehend, ermallv 
necessary, and perhaps there may not he any time to lose iii 
(ietcrmiiiing what those powers should he, on whom they should 
be conferred, and the rest of the very important points which 
tlic.se questions wotild naturally bring under your consideration, 
l am alraid we yet want a more detailed knowledge of tlio present 
strength resources, interests, and views of the several Jlaratba 
clucls who are compruied under the general name of the 3*Ia,iatha 
State. A peace concluded with a nominal miuistcr may prove of 
itt 0 avail unless we arc ccrlain we are friends with those who 
strength of the nation.

At a Consultation of the 2Sth Julj’ 1779 the following note is 
lecoidcd; Por some time fiequcnt disputes have arisen between 
the Brrfhmans and Goldsmiths respecting the mode of salutation 
termed namashh.

deliver it to the Peshua Kondtlji Giiikw,’5r is daily expected from 
Poona with Es. 6000 on w'hosc arrival the intended treachery will 
be put into execution, all the chmilds and rounds of the foit being 
now under the abovementionod people, excepting about 40 other 
sopoj’s who mount g-u-ard with them. These are innocent of tho 
troaclreij’ as is Ivrishnaji Subheddr. 

That one Edghopaut w'ho came from Poona to Basseiii has promised 
to get thi'i business done, and the poisons mentioned in this paper 
came to Thiina by his means and peisccution (persuasion?) . A Banian 
callc'J Eachoro of Paigauni, and a Moorman of Basseiu bring and 
cairy messages from and to Rlghopant’s Diwln called RiLmaji- 
paiit. {Sometimes when any of the trailois w'ant to go to Eugho- 
pant on business, they obtain permission to go on pi’ctcnce of pro- 
cuiing reel lilts and bring some w'ith them. Tho deeds granted 
them arc kept at their houses at sevcial places. The informant 
saj's he knows all the abovementionod people, and can point them 
out, but kaow.s,onlj’' the names of a fow' of thorn. He entered into 
our -501 vice one 'month and five days since. Of' the others some 
have been tw'o^ three or four months m the service. He has receiv- 
ed nothing from the Maralhds, but the others have received two 
months’ impress. That ViSHjipant, liearing that this informant liad 
taken" service with tho Englisli, ordered a cliauhi on his house at 
Bassoin, and foicod his family to give up their joys of Es 350 
value as a fine. Ho did aUo punish Jaysdvant’s brother Bahir- 
savaiib by name on account of liis said brother having taken tho 
English service, on which ^ Lakshraaiipant "waited upon Visajipant 
from Pappeiy (Pilpdi, a village hetw'ccn Bassoin town and laihvay 
.station) and acquainted him that these people w’cro employed on 
,the Sarkar’.s business, w'lien Yisdjipant released the said Bahir- 
' tvvant giving him Es 25 as iiu'im (gift). The following eight 
p'cople arc gone out with lea\ e to pioeuxo recruits; B£iYa 3 i.Naik,

As the liisfc 
step necossarj-.it IS resolved to pm sue to the fullest pi oof possible to 
he obtained the djscovciy nlicady made in order that the most exem- 
plary punishment may he inflicted on the offenders to suppress by

As an act necessary to the public safety and an 
example to deter others fioin engaging in such schemes, it is resolved 
that the said; three pei sons ho pub to death at Thaiia by blowing 
thenifioni groat guns It is further ordcied that their crime and the 
ic.ason of their punishment be fully explained to the whole sepoj* 
e'tahhshnient. IVe think propoi to leraaik that Kllsam Khjin, now 
oidcicd to be put to death, is not the person mentioned in our 
proceedings in April last and icwaided for making diacoveiy of a 
design of the same natuie as the present " Snch ot the seven men 
as arc now in custody and pointed out in Villji Tlidkoj ’s infoinm- 
tion taken at Th.ina as being concci'ncd in an inferior dogieo aio 
oideicd to bo put to hard labour upon our works for life chained in 
pairs Tlie private scpoj’s are ordeicd to be discharged and to he 
ncqu.'iintod that if they letuin ag.iin to tho Company’s districts 
tliej' will be put to haid labour for life.

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racy, a handsome gratification be given him in the name of this 
Government which the President is desired to confci: to the amount 
and in the manner that he maj’ judge most suitable and agreeable 
to the part}'. As the battalion of Native Portuguese is now complete 
and nearly ready for review, it is resolved that they be sent to 
garrison Thana and the sepej's removed from thence which Ave 
trust will elfectunlly destroy every latent spark that maj' remain 
of this coII&pirac3^ The other subordinates must be cautioned to 
be circumspect and vigilant that no similar schemes may be formed 
amongst the sepoys at any otlicr of our garrisons.^ 

On the next day (28th September 1780) the Board signed the 
following letter to the Chief and factors at Thana : "We now return 
Kiisam Khdn, Tukaji Godiah, and Dhanndji to Thdnn, whom wo 
direct should be put to death in the manner ordered in our last 
Consultation and for which this letter is to be esteemed a suflicient 
warrant. The other resolutions Ave had come to respecting the 
order-s to bo issued to the Captains of the sepoy battalions and our 
intention to send the Natii’e Portuguese battalion to garrison 
Thana fort, arc also communicated to them. In a postscript avo 
adA'ise that Ave judge it best not to send the priA'ate sepo3's to be 
discharged at Thana but shall cause them to be conA'ej'cd from hence 
to some place at a more conA’cnient distance. Kdsam Nliiiu, Tukdji 
Gadinh, and Dliarmaji are this day sent to Thdna under a strong 
guard with the a,bove letter containing our ordcis for their 
execution.® 

A Consultation of 3rd October 17.30 records a letter from Tlifina, 
dated this morning, advising that our orders respecting the three 
prisoners r etui nod there on the 29tli ultimo were yesterday put into 
execution in the manner directed and that the prisoners died Avith 
gicat firmness and resolution.® 

'A Consultation of the 21st February 1780 records: The Select 
Committee huA'ing this daj'’ received adA'ice of the captuie of Ahmed- 
bad by storm on the loth instant by the forces under Brio-. Genl. 
Goddard, a roj’^al salute Avas filed from the castle on the occimion.* 

On the find Slay 1782 the Bombay betel-leaf sellers offered if 
a five 3 ’ears’ inonopolj" wore granted them, they AA'ould pay Govern- 
ment Rs.2000 a year and leducc the price from 25 i esto 16. On the 
17th May the Board record: Weave aA^erse from, monopolies of 
this nature Avhich howoA-er apparently Ccalculated or intended for 
the public good ficijucntly pioduce inconvenience and grievances 
AA'hicli in tins case AA'Ould chiefly fall on the loAA'cr order of people 
to AAdiom betel-leaf is an absolute necessary of life.

To this storm, m an account of tlio progress of Sion Causeway, the 
-EngAcer Mr. Bobert Nicholson has the iollouing rcfcionce: I have 
tlie further satisfaction to inform you that during Iho Into severe 
storm, 'in which it iiiaj- bo supposed the Water was very much 
agitated, not a single stono was displaced.- 

One of the gravest calamities winch has fallen on Bombay was iho 
groat file of Eobruary 1803. In a letter to Iho Court of Diroctors 
the Ilonom’ablo Jonathan Duncan Groicrnor and l^rcsidciit gives the 
following account : With oxtromo concoin we acquaint yoiivI-Jonour- 
ablo Couitthaton the l7th February a inost/ilairaing lire broke out 
in the very extensive and populous Baziir .situated u itliin this gniiison. 
It is not cx.actly known whence the fire oi iginatcd. Notwilluslandiiig 
Surmises and siiggostioiis to tho contrary, in our opinion there is no 
Siiiuciciit reason to consider it arose from any other cause than acci- 
^ ilont. Che fiic broho out early m the day and the iviud conlinning 
^ nmisnally liigli tlio flames increased with astonishing rapidity. So 
gi c^t and violent w.as the coufiagratiou, that at sunset tlic dc'^truction 
of Gvory lipiiso in Iho fort was apprehended. Tho flames directed tlioir 
eoul^e in a south-easterly direction from that part of tho B.iziir oppo- 
site to the Cmnberlaiid Ravelin quite down to tho lunt^’s hairacks 
Dm mg the whole of tho day every effort was used to oppose il,s 
pr^vess, but tho fiorcencss of the fire driven rapidly on by tho wind 
baffled all attempts ; nor did it visibly abato till nearly a third part 
of the town within the walls had been consumed. 

The appiehensioiis excited by this calamitous ovonfc were consi-

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changed more to the northward whence it veered lound gradually 
to the eastward, abating at the Game time m its force. I’lotn this 
lather than from any human elToitj the conflagiatiou visibly 
dccieased and the danger which threatened the castle gradually 
diminished. "WTiile using every practical exertion to check the 
progress of the flames^ we" derived particular and most useful 
assistanci fiom the presence of Vice Admiral Rainier who repaired to 
the spot with all the officers and a due pioportion of the men of Uis 
Majesty’s sqoadi on. From their active interference and uncommon 
exertions was derived thp greater pnib of any opposition that could 
be made to the extension of the coaflagr.ation. This help proved 
more eminently advantageous in the two or thioe days that followed 
the first extensive desti action by pulling down the ci ambling ruins 
and thereby smothering the remaining fiic and sinonkloiing 
embers Otherwise wo might hav’c had to lament far gi*o.iter 
devastation than ha.s occurred. 

_ The loss of lives has been small thongb there has not yet been 
time to take any exact account. But the lire having raged phiefly 
throughout the day, afforded oppoitnnily to the inhabitants to save 
not only their lives but many of them a considerable share ofotlioir 
friable propoity, Tho damage sustained on this occasion by the 
•Honourable Company has been pioportionably inconsiderable. At 
tho same time the occurience of tho calamity has reudorod manifest^ 
to all who witnessed it, the danger to which tho garuson would , 
have been exposed in the event of tho appearance of an enemy 
before Bombay. The number of houses in tho BarAv, the very ■ 
exceptionable mode of their constiuction, and the combustible 
matei lals of which tbo greater part of them aro composed and witli 
which many of them were also filled iu the commercial pursuits of 
their owners, would have exposed us to noaily equal haznid from 
tho enemy's throwiug m only a few shells. Whilst fiom the con- 
fined situation joined to the distress that must at all times have 
been incident to such a confiagiatiou, the means of cifcctu.d defence 
must soon have been rendered impossible without any consideiatiou 
to the number of the gai risen or to tho strength of tho works.. 
Under this view of tho local ciicumstances 'it vvill roquiio’the 
most mature dclibeiation whether to admit the bazais to be rebuilt 
under any modification It must probably appear under every 
point of view piefoiablc to allot a space in the oarts adjoining the 
lorb and esplanade for tho erection of a black town such as at 
Madras ; or gradually to effect such a separation between the town 
and tho fortifications as exists at Calcutta. Cn theso and other 
pomts our subsequent proceedings will bo in due course submittcd.*^ 

Four days later (26th February 1803) tho Bombay Government 
wrote to the Court : From enquiries made smeo our letter of tho 23nd 
it has been ascertained that during the conflagration 471 hpuses 
weie burnt, a number very much less thau at first was supposed. 
Considering the far greater apprehensions of the extent of the 
damage at first entertained, it affords ns subject of consolation

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to be able to conclude from data wbicb wo consider of pretty good 
authority, that the real damage occasioned by tho firo cannot exceed 
fifty lakhs of , rupees both in real and moveable property; whilst 
in view to the various recoveries of valuable articles since tho fire 
and which are still continuing to be made, it may reasonably bo 
hoped that the total amount of loss in moveables and merchandiso 
may not ultimately exceed forty lakhs of rupees — a result whicli 
viewing Bombay ns an emporium of general commerce cannot, wo 
trust, bo productive of any other than partial and temporary pre- 
judice to tho commercial interests of tho port.* 

Some further useful details are contained in a letter dated 27th 
ITebiuary 1803 from tho Superintendent of Police to Govomment: 
In consequence of your order on the 2lBt insfant to remove from 
W’ithin tho fort all tatty walls and projections with thatched roofs 
or enjan structures, mat frames, and other comhnstiblo articles, I 
immediately ordered the haitah' to be beaten to that effect and went 
with my people into tho different streets and alleys not only in tlio 
Black hut also in the European part of the town within tho walls. 
At first, wherever I turned my eye, I observed moi’o or less com- 
bustible materials from whole houses (generally stables or cow-housos 
filled with hay or straw) to two or thi’ce cajans tied up to keep off 
the rain or tho sun, 

^ Tho number and description of theso projections which I herewith 
^ subjoin,® will enable you to judge of tho very great danger from 
fire to which tho towm was daily exposed by such quantities of those 
combustible substances being collected in it. In many places those 
materials were so old and had bocomo so inflammable that I am 
surprised tho town has not been moro frequently set on fire. 

’ Excepting in the houses of some of tho most ivcalthy inliahitants 
•W’hore the partition walls are built with strong materials, the rooms 
are gonerally divided by partitions of lattys particularly in nl] 
houses let out to rent whore many of the apartments aro not moro 
than eight or nine foot square. In this small space they dress vic- 
tuals three times a day suiToundcd with nothing but theso inflamma- 
. bio substances almost as had as tinder itself. Many of tlicsc partitions 
appeared so old that I think they must have been put up at .least 
eight or ten years. With evoiy precaution, I am perfectly astonished 
how they escaped so long. Wherever either a whole wall or any 
considerable portion of a wall has been removed I would humbly 
recommend that it ought to ho built up as soon as possible with a 
wall of mortar and stone 6v of mud and stone. In tho state they ore 
now as much danger is to he apprehended as before' removal from

On the 7th April 1G84 the Court write to Surat regarding the 
redeeming of the drowned lands of Bombay^ : Bedoom those 
drowned lands of Bombay, for Avhich we shall now propose you a 
method wliich we think cannot fail. That is, you may agree to give 
tlio undertakers every Saturday night a day and a halPs pay for 
every day s work for every man they shall employ in that service, 
part money and part rice ; the rice at a price by which we may bo 
a little gainers. And promise the undertakers over and above such 
daily pay to give them . . . 3000 (?) dollars when the whole work is 
completely finished. Whatever use you shall give the ground to 
hereafter, it will be absolutely necessary to framo^ a substantial 
strong sluice in the middle of your great dam to drain the ground 
upon occasion if you should plant it, or to lot in the salt water if you 
should make a salt woik of it. This w'e leave to your considera- 
tion, being ncaier the place, with this note only that salt is a com- 
modity in the bay (of Bengal) and in some places of the South Seas. 
If from any of the coasts near Bombay you can exchange equal 
quantities of salt for rice, nothing can be so profitable to us as to 
, convert all those di owned lands when tKcy are rescued from the 
sea into salt pans after the manner of tho.se at llochclt in France or 
Santuvalji- in Portugal. This you may di.scovcr from many seamen 
in our ships which have seen 'those salt pans in both places, and 
the manner of causing it to shoot into .small grains. Whether you 
resolve upon a salt work or not, .We conceive the bottom or lower- 
most pisrt of the valley when the sea-water is pent out must be filled 
up with earth from the higher parts of the giound to the level of the 
sea without your dam at half flood or thereabouts, and your sluice

SatLai is still in common use as a 
name for largo Native cralt os Ndvdt Saudi, the JiiivJi oi vessel 
called Sawdi, Sucli names as Phateh-Sauui Victory SnwSi are 
also common. Sawdi or Soma seems to be the Maidthi and 
Gujaruti foronc anda quarter. It is used with a sense corrcf<ponding 
to such English laudatoiy phrases as a man and a half, a hoi sc and 
a lialf, or a ship anda half. Thus among llai’jUh.'iJBiAhraans 
tho second MAdha^Tao Peshwa (1774-1795) is still known ns 
Saw'Ai MAdha^Tno, the greater Madhavrno Compare Rajputnna 
Gazetteer, II 136. Ja 3 ’a Singh, commonly known as Siw.ii ^ 83^3
